llu* Winchester Board of Health investigated the Highlands 
area last Wednesday evening to determine the nature and extent 
of a sewage overflow reported in a petition to the Park Commis- 
sion last week, and protested as a public health hazard. 

I he Board reported to the Star that while conditions in the 
area were “not entirely satisfactory,” there was “no serious sewer 
overflow.” I lie Board added that major overflows would normally 
he expected only in the early spring and late fall.

Lifesaving Class 
Begins Tonight 

Mr. William Shinney, Red Cross 
Water Safety diretcor, announces 
that a course in Junior and Senior 
Lifesaving will begin on Thursday 
July 6 at Leonard Field Pool at 
7:00 p.m. and continue thereafter 
every Tuesday and Thursday even- 
ings from 7:00 to 8:00 p.m. at 
Leonard. 

The classes are a free service of 
the Winchester Red Cross and are 
open to anyone who is at least 
twelve years of age for the Junior 
course and at least sixteen years 
of age for the Senior course. They 
will be conducted by Noreen John- 
son Connell, Red Cross water safe- 
ty instructor, and Alan Miles Mac- 
Dougall, assistant instructor. 


After investigating the area be- 
hind the J. II. Winn Co., Davidson 
Park off Cross Street, the Leonard 
Field Pool area, and the area at the 
rear of Tufts Road, the board said 
that it had found nothing more ob- 
jectionable than some rotting sand- 
bags which had been used earlier 
by the M. D. C. to keep manhole 
covers down and help control what- 
ever flow should seep out. 

Board of Health Agent Michael 
Saraco told the Star the board had 
found evidences of dried-up lime 
on rotting sandbags and other 
areas. He said the board felt that 
these should all be disinfected 
promptly and that the town would 
so advise the M.D.C. 

Mr. Saraco indicated that the 
Board of Health was strongly dis- 
pleased by this whole situation and 
said that a review of the town’s 
correspondence with the M.D.C. 
would indicate why the board was 
less than delighted with the trend 
of events. The board is particularly 
upset with Item No. 9 of the fol- 
lowing review, which indicates that 
the Deer Island sewer project will 
not be completed until 1964, and 
not by 1963 as indicated by the 
M.D.C. earlier. The completion of 
this project, the M.D.C. has indi- 
cated, will greatly relieve the pres- 
ent burden on the town’s sewage 
system, which the board considers 
unequal to new pressures upon it. 

A review of the Board of 
Health’s correspondence with the 
M.D.C. and the state sanitation de- 
partment follows: 

Summary of Seu'agr Issue 

(1) On April 5, 1960, Richard 
A. Sawyer, chairman of the Win- 
chester Board of Health, sent a 
night letter to the M.D.C. executive 
office advising that M.D.C. sewer 
lines between Cross and Washing- 
ton Streets were overflowing and 
polluting the Aberjona and sur- 
rounding areas. Mr. Sawyer cited 
the public health hazard involved 
in the overflow and asked “imme- 
diate action to alleviate the situa- 
tion.”

(2) On April 6, 1960, Mr. Saw- 
yer sent a similar letter to Mr. 
Worthen Taylor, chief sanitary 
engineer of the Massachusetts Di 
vision of Sanitary Engineering, 
and at the same time advised the 
Board of Selectmen and the Water 
and Sewer Board of the Board of 
Health’s action.

(J) Shortly after receipt of the 
letters from Winchester the M.D.C. 
dispatched one Mr. Hayes and sub- 
sequently sandbagged manholes in 
the area to control overflow and 
prevent further flooding of sur- 
rounding arpas.

Special Study In Process 

Recreation Committee Named 

W inchester moved forward in its study of recreational heeds and the proposed youth center 
this week witfi the formation of an official recreation committee. 

There are seven members on the committee, three from major Town hoards, and four ap- 
pointed by the Moderator. On the committee are John F. Sexton of the Hoard of Selectmen; Arthur 
1.. Johns of the School Committee ;* and Albert A. MacDonnell of the Park Commission. Ap- 
pointed to serve by the Town Moderator are: Margaret L. Smith of 1)2 Lawson Road; Richard \V. 
Freeman, Jr., Chairman, of 1 I Franklin Road; William (i. Chapman, Jr., of 20 Hillcrcst Parkway, 
and Albert T. McDougall of 11 Rangeley Ridge. 


Under the terms of Article 44 of 
the Regular Town Meeting in 
March and April of this year, the 
Recreation Committee is empow- 
ered to “study and investigate the 
recreation and leisure time facili- 
ties in the Town, primarily for the 
youth of the Town.” 

The article further stipulates 
that it shall be the business of the 
Recreation Committee to “ascer- 
tain what facilities are needed, 
how they can be secured, what per- 
sonnel is needed, and how a pro- 
gram should be financed, either 
publicly or privately.” 

The Regular Town Meeting re- 
quested the Committee to make its 
report and recommendations in 
time for a subsequent Town Meet- 
ing. 

The committee met Tuesday, 
June 27, at the home of Mr. Al- 
bert T. McDougall at 11 Rangeley 
Ridge. It is understood that the 
Committee is reviewing studies al- 
ready made of the youth problem, 
including the League of Women 
Voters survey of youths’ use of 
leisure time, studies made by 
school authorities, and programs 
used in other towns. A preliminary 
report is expected to be submitted 
to the Star for publication during 
the summer months.

Mr. Lilly said he planned 
to move the construction along as 
rapidly as possible so that these 
badly needed hospital facilities will 
be available for new patients with- 
out undue delay. 

The addition to the hospital pro- 
vides for fiO beds, a delivery suite 
and labor rooms, laboratory and 
X-ray departments, and emergency 
rooms. 

The addition of fiO beds will 
bring the hospital’s total to 164, 
which places it within the State 
average of 100 to 200 beds. Hospi- 
tal Administrator Reese James 
told the Star the new rooms would 
be decorated in “a pleasant, home- 
like atmosphere consistent with 
hospital care.” 

The new hospital extension, Mr. 

James said, will have all of the de- 
sirable features of the modern hos- 
pital. The existing hospital build- 
ing will itself be remodeled upon 
completion of the new construc- 
tion, he added.

Renovation plans include new 
accommodations in the west wing 
of the Town Hall basement for the 
Board of Health and the Building 
Commissioner’s office now housed 
in the White building. 

There has been sonic debate as 
to whether these two agencies 
should have a common office en- 
trance with a common reception 
room, or whether they should be 
completely autonomous, with sep- 
arate entrances. 

There will, in any case, be no 
problem as to how the offices will 
he heated. Provision was made 
when the Town Hall changed over 
from the coal-steam to the gas-hot 
water heating system last year for 
a relatively simple connection 
whereby any new offices in the 
basement could be heated by the 
existing system. 

OTHER PLANS 

Other renovation plans now un- 
der consideration include provi- 
sions for a large mailing room to 
house a variety of addressing and 
accounting machines, a new stor- 
age area and stock room, and a 
small kitchen area. Newly equip- 
ped lavatories for Town Hall em- 
ployees and Town Hall visitors are 
also under construction. 

Also under consideration is a 
centralized purchasing office where- 
by the present highly decentraliz- 
ed Town purchasing system can he 
corrected, allowing the Town grea- 
ter control and coordination of 
municipal expenditures. Plans are 
also being considered for new 
quarters for the custodian’s equip- 
ment. It will also he necessary to 
remove temporary basement ceil- 
ing supports and replace them 
with more permanent pillars. 

A final choice of renovation 
plans depends now on two major 
factors, the necessary appropria- 
tion of an estimated $30,000 to 
$35,000 by Town Meeting, and the 
securenient of bids which the 
Board of Selectmen considers fav- 
orable to the Town. 

ACCURATE ESTIMATE 

The Selectmen are anxious to 
obtain bids before going to Town 
Meeting so that they will know as 
accurately as possible the amount 
of money they should request of 
the Town before proceeding with 
construction and running the risk 
of having to go before Town Meet- 
ing for more money later on. 

The Selectmen told the regular 
Town Meeting in March that they 
had to stop work on the renovation 
because it was found that Mr. 
Rand’s predecessor had failed to 
obtain sub-bids as required by law*.

that such a radical procedure was, 
is, or will become a serious pros- 
pect in town government. Perhaps 
the blind conformity, the feckless 
following of a party line which 
the Star complains of works in fa- 
vor of what I have called represen- 
tative responsibility. Perhaps 
enough members irrationally op 
pose both the Star and the small 
minority of members who in times 
past have called for the secret bal- 
lot, so that this threat to govern- 
ment by and for the people is but 
a tempest in a tea pot. I will ven- 
ture directly to say: there is no 
real prospect of a secret ballot. I 
am confident a comfortable major- 
ity of town meeting members have 
no intention of voting themselves 
this questionable privilege. 

If there were no better grounds 
for this prediction, the fact that 
the best reason the Star has given 
them is their own lack of courage 
would seem to foredoom the secret 
ballot. I cannot recall a legislature 
being more bluntly asked to con- 
fess its own (subtle) venality. 

The primary reason for my let- 
ters to the Star lies in my feeling 
that Winchester has reasonably 
good government, responsible, re- 
strained, reflective, and on the 
whole sensitive to the true needs of 
its citizens. I can say this even af- 
ter some years of watching that 
government often hamstrung by a 
minority possessed of a pocket ref- 
erendum. 

I have felt for some time that 
the Star has cast slurs upon the 
majority of the members of town 
meeting. I will be clear: the Star 
has not offered a shred of objective 
evidence to show that any mem- 
bers of town meeting vote any- 
thing but their “honest” feelings, 
opinions, and judgments. If the 
town has different feelings, opin- 
ions, judgments, or if it suspects 
dishonesty, it can jolly well toss 
the members out. I will not ac- 
cept any part of the Star’s propo- 
sition that “in the arithmetic of 
Winchester’s population, (the 
member’s vote) is not and cannot 
be based on consultation with his 
constitutents.” I do not expect the 
members from my precinct to con- 
sult with me. I have and will con- 
tinue to tell them my views, how- 
ever, and to the extent I may, I 
shall watch to see what they do 
about it. This may be minimal self 
government, the irreduceable min- 
imum of my franchise, but, Sir, I 
have no intention whatsoever of 
allowing, you or anyone else to 
fast-talk me out of it. That is a 
proposition based on fact, Mr. Edi- 
tor, and not theory. 

The Star says the members’ lack 
of courage is “understandable.” 1 
can appreciate that the Star un- 
derstands what I cannot. After all 
the charge itself originates with 
you. Since I reject the charge and 
all the inferences thereto, however, 
my failure to understand is irrele- 
vant. 

My letters have been motivated 
by a secondary reason: I had 

thought the Star’s campaign was 
simply misguided, a thoughtless 
venture into the complexities of 
parliamentary procedure, and not 
the first time men have supposed 
that good ends must necessarily 
flow from attractive means. I had 
hoped that a not too casual remin- 
der that you were tampering sub- 
stantially with my rights would 
give you pause, force you to re- 
view the logic and purported facts 
of your case. In view of the Star’s 
position as virtually the only pap- 
er in Winchester, I had hoped to 
change your views, affecting as 
possibly they do the town’s confi- 
dence in its government, as well as 
individual rights. 

I could not have failed more mis- 
erably in my purpose. I will not 
say, however, that I have been de- 
feated. I must leave this issue un- 
resolved between us. It awaits our 
next town meeting to see whether 
more must be said. I would point 
out in taking leave, what seems to 
be an unusually glaring non-sequi- 
tur in your summary of last week’s 
editorial. I suggest that logically 
the following sequence is not uni- 
que in the case you have built up 
for your point of view. At the end 
last week, you say: “The ideal so- 
lution, of course, would bo to have 
recorded roll call votes on all mat- 
ters of significance.” You then av 
er that this is presently “unreal- 


with white. 

It seems incontrovertible to mo, 
by observation and confirmed by 
broad hints of your own editorials, 
that the grave weakness in town 
meeting is in fact that of a known, 
persistent thread of opposition 
which has never quite come to 
grips with an issue without first 
alienating possible support, with- 
out first reminding everyone of the 
presence in town of past and pres- 
ent sins on the part of various of- 
ficials and committees. What 
eould be an invaluable asset to the 
town is aborted on a level of the 
inane, when it is not downright 
scurrilous. Meanwhile, the majority 
of town government, amateurs for 
the most part, are being sprayed 
by the Star with wholly random 
shots to the point where one can 
foresee a variation of the old night 
club sign familiar to our western 
Cowtowns: “don’t shoot the piano 
pluyer — he’s doing the best he 
knows how.”

What’s The 
Difference? 


The last heat wave has brought 
to mind certain items of interest 
pertaining thereto, such as the dif- 
ference between heat exhaustion 
and heat stroke— an important dif- 
ference, says the Medical Founda- 
tion, a United Fund agency. 

HEAT EXHAUSTION is rather 
common but not usually serious 
with prompt care. A result of ex- 
posure to heat, often indoor heat, 
it is a “state of very definite weak- 
ness produced by loss of normal 
fluids and sodium chloride of the 
body.” Symptoms are cool, clam- 
my, pale skin; profuse sweating; 
headache, nausea, dizziness, weak- 
ness, faintness. Breathing is shal- 
low and quiet; pulse weak and rap- 
id; temperature subnormal or 
slightly elevated; muscles are 
tense and contracted. Unconscious- 
ness may, occur. 

Jut the patient to bed with his 
head lowered. Have him inhale ar- 
omatic spirits of ammonia. Give 
him hot stimulating drinks (coffee 
or tea) or a half teaspoon of salt 
in a half glass of water every 
quarter hour. No alcohol or cold 
drinks. No fluids if the victim is 
unconscious. Call a doctor. 

HEAT STROKES (sunstroke) is 
ipt to affect adults, especially the 
fatigued, elderly or debilitated. It 
is often severe. Due to direct ex- 
posure to sun or very high tem- 
peratures, it is a “derangement of 
the heat-control centers” of the 
body. Symptoms are dizziness, 
weakness, nausea, spots before 
the eyes and ringing in the ears. 
The skin is hot, dry and red; pulse 
is strong and bounding; breathing 
is labored and noisy; temperature 
is very high. Unconsciousness often 
follows. 

Lay the victim down with his 
head elevated. Remove his clothes 
and cool his body by sponging it 
with cold water. Do NOT give 
stimulants. Call a doctor at once. 

How can ill effects from heat he 
prevented ? 

1. Replace the body fluids lost 
through perspiration. 

2. Avoid overeating and 
overdrinking. Include t he usual 
amount of protein in the daily 
food intake, but don’t increase the 
alcohol intake. 

3. Loosely fitting and loosely 
woven clothes are desirable in hot 
weather because they allow bet- 
ter ventilation. 

4. Exercise and strenous activity 
is best carried on during the day’s 
cooler hours if possible. Take it ea- 
sy for a while after meals. 

5. Avoid over-fatigue— and stay 
in the shade!

Humble Rocking 
Oi air Now Seat 
Of Miolily 

President John F. Kennedy’s fav- 
orite chair is “the outstanding in- 
vention of our ago” m furniture. 

At least that is the exalted opin- 
ion of the humble rocking chair 
expressed by Walter Hough, a 
Smithsonian Institution ethnolo- 
gist who has made a study of seat- 
ing devices from ancient t*o modern 
times. 

A standard encyclopedia of fur- 
niture, however, rather patroniz- 
ingly calls the rocking chair “fun- 
damentally rustic or inelegant.” 

Outstanding or inelegant, the 
rocking chair has been associated 
with many famous Americans, the 
National Geographic Society says. 

Burr Courted in Rocker 

Benjamin Franklin is credited 
with inventing the rocking chair, 
Aaron Burr courted an Indiun prin- 
cess in a two-seater, and Lincoln 
was assassinated while 'sitting in a 
rocker. -Contrary to popular belief, 
though, Whistler’s mother did not 
sit for her portrait in a rocking 
chair. 

Rockers have been used on cra- 
dles since the Middle Ages, but it 
took that indefatigable gadgeteer 
Franklin to fasten curved pieces of 
wood to chair legs. This simple 
act occurred about 17G2, and, ac- 
cording to one devotee of rocking, 
“took the functional process of sit- 
ting down and made it a pleasure.” 

Rockers soon became domestic 
institutions — fixtures in the kitch- 
en, the nursery, and, later, on the 
front porch. 

Yankee ingenuity devised many 
variations on the basis themV 
Franklin himself embellished his 
design with a wide arm for reading 
and writing, and a fan which was 
powered by the rocking motion. 

The Boston rocker with its high 
spoked back, curved seat, and flor- 
al trim was so popular that it was 
called “the chair that rocks the na- 
tion.” It still is a favorite. 

A famed chair manufacturer, 
Lambert Hitchcock of Connecti- 
cut, made a “Mammy Rocker,” a 
two-seater with a detachable cra- 
dle at one end. 

One inventor created an elabor- 
ate rocking chair designed to “em- 
ploy the hitherto wasted female 
power to oscillate the cradle and to 
vibrate at the same time the dasher 
of the churn.” A chair with wagon 
springs between rockers and seat 
enjoyed brief favor. 

Peter Cooper started a lasting 
trend in 1830 when he built a rock- 
ing chair with a frame of bent 
metal. Later, a Dr. Calvert intro- 
duced rocking chairs made from 
bent steel strips, which he sold as 
Digestive Chairs, recommended for 
ladies and invalids. 

“Sit Ye, Rock and Think” 

More popular with genteel Vic- 
torian ladies, however, were Mi- 
chael Thonet’s bentwood rockers 
with cane seats and backs in elab- 
orately curved frames. The same 
style still is being made. 

Through the years, rocking chair 
enthusiasts have found relaxation 
and mediation in their chairs. One 
model was called the Rip Van Win- 
kle; the motto “Sit Ye, Rock and 


Think” was carved into the head- 
pi ere of ninny. Such leisure now 
has medical sanction. 

President Kennedy’s doctor has 
endorsed rocking as an effective 
means of relaxing while getting 
gentle, constant exercise. A British 
physician recommends rocking to 
promote circulation, stimulate tone, 
induce sleep, and encourage socia- 
bility. 

The rocking chair is an ideal 
remedy for stress, the doctor ex- 
plains. because it is non- toxic and 
has no side effects.

Mr. Lohnes’ letter 
was forwarded to the M.D.C. on 
March 6, by Mr. Sawyer, who again 
urged the M.D.C. to decontaminate 
the area and to let the Winchester 
Board of Health know more speci- 
fically when the new project at 
Deer Island would be completed.

lesky advised Mr. Sawyer that he 
had talked with Mr. Clark of the 
Winn Co. and had advised him to 
install hack-water gates in the san- 
itary lines, or gate valves which 
could be shut off to. control over- 
flows into tiie plant.

Understanding Zoning 


W hile on vacation we were interested to learn 
about a /oiling .squabble in progress in a town 
near the one in which we were staying, a squab- 
ble that was having rqxTcussions in several 
surrounding communities. 

Those favoring zoning were as usual attempt- 
ing to arouse support for their proposal to zone 
while opposition had been voiced by those who 
felt owners of property should not he denied 
any use of their land that they wish. The argu- 
ments of the opponents were strangely remin- 
iscent of some we have heard in Winchester 
during zoning controversies, and those voicing 
them displayed a complete lack of foresight. 
Maine communities arc growing, and there is 
in most of them a real need to heed this growth 
in the right direction. 

One previously quaint village center we saw 
has been badly damaged by unhampered business 
building, and residents of that town are attempt- 
ing to band together and buy certain business 
property to prevent future use not in the public 
interest. 

Meanwhile those attempting to have adequate 
zoning in the community we first mentioned, 
have been joined by the home town newspaper, 
which has been championing zoning for several 
years. Editorially and in its news columns it 
has advocated proper zoning without, unfortun- 
ately arousing sufficient interest among the old 
line residents to get anything, actually started 
in the direction of enacting adequate zoning by- 
laws. Many believed the paper's arguments 
were souqjl. but as they were not directly con- 
cerned with the questionable developments in 
their town, they let it go at that. 

They had, however, the zoning problem ef- 
fectively brought to their attention, and it was 
the paper that did it ! 


Ill a recent issue the publication had for it’s 
lead article an announcement that aroused ev- 
ery one at all interested in the town. An amuse- 
ment park was to be erected directly opposite 
an old line boating club and was to be com- 
plete. Eerris wheels, merry-go- rounds, games of 
chance, and all sorts of amusements were to he 
included, the idea being to attract transient va- 
cationists to stop in* town and enjoy themselves 
while they were there. It was expected that vi- 
sitors to the town, especially those with child- 
ren, would be attracted by the amusement park. 

And then, as if this was not enough, the ar- 
ticle contained the further announcement, that 
one of the town's beautiful and historic homes, 
dating back to the seventeen hundreds had been 
acquired by developing interests, who proposed 
to raze the house and erect on its site a motel, 
complete with swimming pool. 

A storm gathered as old line year round and 
summer residents read of these proposed chang- 
es. Here was something they could understand ! 
Fortunately everyone read the article through 
and so caught the continued line, sec page sev- 
en, inserted at the end. 

['ages were spun and all eyes looked for fur- 
ther despoiling of the town. Instead they found 
under the “Continued from Page 1” line, the 
admonition, “This is what is going to happen 
some day if we do not have zoning!*' 

It got the lesson home. The town is now talk- 
ing zoning, and other communities around about 
arc cither talking zoning, or advocating tight- 
ening the existing zoning laws. Zoning in gen- 
eral had little appeal, it was even opposed as 
unwarranted interference with the rights of 
private property owners. Zoning to protect what 
every one knew and loved was something else 
again. 


What Do They Think Of Us 


Adlai Stevenson is back from his South 
American trip and is giving those in high pla- 
ces the benefit of his observation of conditions 
in the Latin countries he visited. Undoubtedly 
his opinions will he valuable to those who must 
frame our Latin- American policy. 

Wc chanced to talk recently about the Steven- 
son trip and opinions with a retired business 
man, who is a keen student of national and in- 
ternational affairs, and who has served the gov- 
ernment in the labor relations field in the past. 

Said he, “I am not concerned with what Mr. 
Stevenson thinks about the Latin- Americans half 
as much as 1 am about what the Latiu-Ameri- 
catis think of us!” What do they think of our 
indifference to graft and corruption in high 
places, to paralyzing strikes to assault of peace- 
ful citizens, to segregation, to teen-age delin- 
quency and to apathy at the fx>lls? 

Wc have known personally only one Latin- 
American, a well educated, professional man 
of standing in his community and an excellent 
analyst as well as a shrewd appraiser of gov- 
ernment action, here and abroad. 

He professed great liking for the United 
States, but could not understand public toler- 


ance of governmental bungling in the field ol 
international relations. 

The Latin- Americans, he said, like the United 
States, but can not understand why wc have re- 
presentatives in South America who can not 
speak the language of the countries in which 
they arc stationed, and who make little effort 
to acquaint themselves with what the masses in 
those countries think of us and what we are 
doing. 

“My people”, said our South American friend 
“Ho not want a million dollars from the United 
States! W’e want your friendship, your sym- 
pathy with our problems, and your help tech- 
nologically and educationally. Wc arc eager to 
he friends, but in the face of past mistakes by 
your officials we are finding it hard. 

“We get the communist line, and when we 
hear of the happenings in the United States, 
those who have not been here, and do not know 
better, believe them to a certain extent. A man 
with an empty belly”, said our friend, “is the 
easiest sort of a convert to communism.” 

And so we feel our retired business man 
friend made a significant statement when he 
said, “what do the Latin-Amcricans think of 
Us?” And what are we doing to improve this 
thinking ? 


On Trouble Bent 


The police report that of nearly 100 minors 
arrested up to noon on Saturday for disturbance 
or other offenses at the Newport, R. I. Jazz Fes- 
tival, none had tickets to the festival. 

This is significant for it shows clearly that 
many go to affairs like the Jazz Festival, not to 
attend but to look for trouble. Eight young 
people riding to the festival in a hearse is a case 
in point. 

In many other cases, such as those that start- 
ed out to he orderly demonstrations of this or 
that, young hoodlums, out to cause trouble and 
having no connection with the affairs in ques- 
tion have turned orderly actions into riots. Ap- 
parently there are young people who don’t care 
what they break up or how much trouble they 
cause others, who arc often unjustly accused of 
the actions of the mob. 

Most, if not all of the trouble makers get to 
places like the Newfxirt Jazz Festival in auto- 


mobiles which is another reason why our leg- 
islators might well give more serious thought to 
the operation of motor vehicles by persons unfit 
to drive. 

Reports from the Jazz Festival state that ma- 
ny young people who apparently came to the 
festival to “live it up” were college boys and 
girls. This may or may not he so. It would be 
just as easy to impersonate a college group as 
a group of festival enthusiasts. 

It is possible that many were college pupils and 
it must be a great source of satisfaction to those 
not of our idealogy to sec our young college 
people acting up and getting arrested at [da- 
ces like the Slewjwrt Festival* taking liquor there 
with them and generally making themselves a 
nuisance. It should make our critics abroad and 
also many in this country, wonder how much 
the opportunities being given many of our boys 
and girls by college attendance really mean to 
them.

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THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE 

/ - Ralph Waldo Emerson

Above all things, Emerson affirmed the sovereignty 
of the individual human mind. Like Jefferson and 
the acolytes of the French Enlightenment, he made 
the freedom of the mind the main concern of his life. 
He saw it as his task to liberate men from crippling 
superstition, fear, and meanness, to remind them of 
their divinity and duty. At 21 he had found his 
major adversary: “The dead sleep in their moonless 
night;” he told his journal, “my business in with the 
living.” Ten years later he defined his goal more 
cogently: “I wish to be a true and free man.” 

“For a generation,” writes Vernon Parrington, 
“Emerson was the conscience of America,” deflating 
national balloons, “a gauger of the national brag and 
cant and humbug.” He rebuked America's cocky, 
precipitate rush from farm to factory, its boiling 
stew of trade and railroads, commerce and steam. 
This structure, ho warned, “threatens to upset the 
balance of man and establish a new, universal Mon- 
archy more tyrannical than Babylon or Rome.” He 
opposed not machines, but their capacity to make 
men mere appendages. 

Nor was Emerson taken in by politics. The dif- 
ference between the conservative and the liberal, lie 
observed, is that the first worships property openly 
and the second secretly. As for the government, it 
was for Emerson a good cow to be fed its hay for 
milk, and promptly transformed into steak should it 
cut up in its well-fenced pasture. But Emerson, a 
sound Romantic, wanted government strong enough 
to knock down propertied bullies who kept the poor 
down. “Every child that is born,” he said, “must 
have a just chance for his bread.” And all his life 
he hated the commercial mind that made this bread 
too costly or put it before truth. 

1 i i 

Emerson’s philosophy is epitomized in two essays: 
“Self-Reliance” and “The American Scholar.” In 
“Self-Reliance” he urges us not to he too concerned 
with what others think. We scatter our energy and 
lose our identity, he warns, when we act merely to 
please others. Most of us, he says, fear to step out 
of line with the herd and so miss our one chance at 
life. Wc are victims of “the forced smile which we 
put on in company where we do not feel at ease, in 
answer to conversation that does not interest us.” 
We drink, he adds, not from life’s waters, but from 
the stale, second-hand urns of other men. 

In “The American Scholar” Emerson demands an 
end to America’s cultural apprenticeship to Europe, 
a posture he derides as “timid, imitative, and tame,” 
unworthy of free men. Let’s not mourn lost “cer- 
tainties,” and aristocratic status, he cries, let’s wel- 
come the opportunity for revolution and change. 
Each age, he says, must write its own books. The 
universe Is not a blind alley fixed forever before 
America stumbled onto the scene. It is infinite, 
with potential and promise unlimited. “Give me in- 
sight into today,” Emerson wrote, “and you may have 
the antique” world. But no cultural provincialism 
for Emerson. He believed in the power and mind 
of America, hut he knew that the single light of the 
human mind burns with the sparkle of a thousand 
national stars.

Some of Emerson’s sharpest thrusts arc contained 
in his journals, which he kept throughout life: 

“The Sabbath is painfully consecrated because the 
other days are not.” 

“Age gives good advice when it is no longer able 
to set a bad example.” 

“Make love a crime and wc shall have lust.” “Po- 
liteness ruins conversation.” “Culture is one thing, 
and varnish another.” 

Everywhere in his writing there is a marvellous 
affirmation of free life. “I will live as I like,” he 
wrote, “I defy your straightlaccd, weary social ways 
. . . Blue is the sky, green its fields and groves, 
fresh the springs . . . and hospitable, the splendor 
of sun and star. I will play my game out.” 

And if the main business of Americans was to stay 
free, so the main business of their government abroad 
was to advance freedom, to abolish king, caste, and 
monopoly. To secure this freedom, Emerson warned, 
America must never cease to invent, to think inde- 
pendently, or to remain open to new ideas.

How to Act 

| With Ilu- Blind 

F.ven though we nil feel sympa- 
! thetio towards people who cannot 
pw. we are sometimes unsure a- 
I hoot when and when not to otter 
I assistance and how. Here are 
I some suggestions from The MedL 
cal Foundation, a United Fund ag- 
ency, that may he helpful to you 
when you’re with a person who has 
lost his ability to see. 

1. When you’re walking with a 
blind person, just let him hold 
your arm. Don’t push or pull him; 
the motion of your body will guide 
him Let him know when you ap- 
proach curbs or stairs. 

2. When seating a blind person, 
merely place his hand on the chair 
back and let him do the rest. 

3. When giving directions, be 
dear and explicit; left or right 
according to the way he’s facing 
at the moment. 

4. If you live or work with him, 
keep rooms, halls and stairs clut- 
ter-free; warn him of furniture 
changes. Doors should be all the 
way open or completely closed. 

5. If you enter a room where a 
blind person is alone, tell him who 
you are. 

6. When conversing with him, 
don’t shout, and talk directly to 
him. 

7. If you eat with him, assist 
[him if he wants it. Tell him the 
position of the food on his plate. 
In a restaurant, read the menu and 
prices to him. 

8. If you’re with a blind person 
who has a guide dog, let the dog 
alone. He’s a work dog, not a pet. 

9. Volunteer your time, once a 
week or once a month, to visit a 
blind person. You can read to him 
or help with tasks and other activ- 
ities where your eyes are needed.

Arthur E. French 

Arthur E. French of Fairfield 
Drive, Short Hills, N. J., former 
Winchester High and Harvard 
football star, died Tuesday, July 
3, in Short Hills.

Mr. French was the son of Ar- 
thur E., and Charlotte (MacLcan) 
French, and was born April 25, 
1907, in Milton. He came with his 
family to Winchester as a boy of 
pre-high school age, attending the 
old Wadleigh -Relvool and Winches- 
ter High School where he was a 
member of the class of 1924. 

While at high school he was a 
football star, playing halfback on 
what many consider one of Win- 
chester High School’s best teams, 
the team of 1928. He also played 
basketball and participated in 
track, as well as being manager of 
the baseball team. 

Mr. French left high school at 
the completion of his junior year 
and entered Worcester Academy to 
prepare for Harvard. 

At Harvard he continued to star 
on the gridiron, playing on the 
varsity teams of 1926, 1927 and 
1928, captaining the 1928 team 
which beat both Yale and Dart- 
mouth. With Dave Guamadcia he 
formed a lateral passing combina- 
tion that resulted in many long 
gains for the Crimson. 

Mr. French’s most spectacular 
run was made as a sophomore in 
1926 when with only two minutes 
to play he broke off tackle and ran 
47 yards to give Harvard a 16-12 
triumph over Dartmouth. 

In addition to football Mr. 
French was a sprinter and broad 
jumper on the Harvard track team, 
running under ten seconds for the 
short dash. He was president of the 
student council and first marshal 
of the class of 1929. 

After college Mr. French coach- 
ed the freshman football team at 
Harvard. He was director and ex- 
ecutive vice president of Joseph P. 
Day, Inc., a New York realty firm, 
and had made his home in Short 
Hills, N. J., for many years. 

In World War II he was a Com- 
mander in the Coast Guard Re- 
serve. He was past president and 
founder of the Touchdown Club of 
New York and New Jersey and a 
member of the Harvard Club of 
New York and New Jersey. 

Mr. French leaves his wife, the 
former Pauline Day; a son, Ar- 
thur E. Jr., a daughter, Mrs. Barry 
Seymour, and three grandchildren; 
also two sisters, Mrs. Hamilton 
(Marjorie) Shields of Rcnnington,!

RCA Scholarships 
Announced 

J. Westbrook McPherson, execu- 
tive director of the Urban League 
of Greater Boston, announced the 
establishment of two scholarships 
by the RCA Institutes, a service 
of the Radio Corporation of Am- 
erica, to be known an the Eugene 
Kinckle Jones Awards. These a- 
wards will he conferred by the In- 
stitutes this fall upon two out- 
standing negro students in the 
fields of technology.

Institutes. 

Applications may be secured 
from the Urban League of Greater 
Boston, 14 Somerset Street, Bos- 
ton. The Urban League is an edu- 
cational agency using social work 
methods to collect and make avail- 
able factual information as a basis 
for interracial cooperation to im- 
prove urban social, economic, and 
cultural conditions among which 
negroes live. It is a member of 
the United Community Services 
sharing in the United Fund and 
an affiliate of National Urban Lea- 
gue.

Presumably, most, if not all, 
North players opened with one 
heart. South naturally, bids two 
diamonds. The vulnerable West 
may elect to pass discreetly, bid 
three clubs, or even double for in- 
formation. One unwary West got 
to four clubs doubled and was 
down a resounding six tricks, giv- 
ing NS a top board. 

The most popular contract was 
four hearts, doubled; although two 
Norths played at three hearts, one 
doubled, one not. The latter player 
achieved the second best NS score 
on the board by going down only 
two tricks. 

Of the South players, two per- 
sisted, one to five diamonds dou- 
bled and one to three no trump, 
undoubled. 

Editor’s Note: The misfit is 

painful in regular duplicate play, 
but can be suicide in match point 
(IMP) scoring used for team 
events. In the finals of the Club’s 
team of four tournament earlier 
this yeur, a hand of the above type 
appeared late in the evening. Chet 
Davis showed great restraint and 
a sure sense of timing when he 
withheld his penalty double until 
the opponents had gone all the 
way out on the limb. The resulting 
swing of 17 IMPS put the match 
on ice for the eventual winners.

Remember When 

Last week’s picture in the Star’s 
“Remember When” series is of the 
old Washington School Building 
on Cross Street, flanked to the left 
by the New Hope Baptist Church 
and the right by the Bethany Soc- 
iety Chapel, later the Second Con- 
gregational Church. 

The old Washington School was 
one of the four original schools 
built by the Town of Winchester 
the year after its incorporation in 
1850. It was replaced by the 
building shown in last week’s “Re- 
member When” series in 1894 
which was placed on the lot adja- 
cent to the old school. It continued 
to serve the Highlands community 
until 192(5 when it was replaced by 
the present George Washington 
School on Highland Avenue at Ap- 
palachian Road. 

When the old Washington 
School was moved next door from 
its original building on Cross 
Street the town granted the then 
Second Baptist Church permission 
to use the old building as a church. 

The Second Baptist Church was 
organized about 1893, meeting in 
the vestry of the Congregational 
Church and later in Waterfield 
Hall. Shortly after 189(5 it was 
recognized as a mission of the 
Baptist Church and became offici- 
ally the Second Baptist 'Church. 

It was at or about this time that 
the church got permission to use 
the old Washington School build- 
ing for its services, and in 1920 the 
society bought the building from 
the town. It still serves the society 
as a church, though it has been ex- 
tensively remodelled and improved. 
It received the name, “New Hope 
Baptist Church” in 1908. 

The Second Congregational 
Church began as the Bethany Soci- 
ety in 1881, and in 188(5 erected the 
chapel shown to the right of the 
old Washington School in last 
week’s “Remember When” series. 

It served the Highlands district 
as a non-sectarian chapel until 1906 
when it became the Second Con- 
gregational Church. It continued to 
serve in this capacity until 1926 
when the fine new stone church 
was built at the corner of Wash- 
ington Street and Kenwin Road 
on or near the site of the house 
built by Ezekial Richardson in 
1642. 


This week’s picture in the Star’s 
“Remember When” series was se- 
lected to counteract the heat and 
humidity Winchester has been ex 
periencing. It is a shot of a group 
of ice boat enthusiasts on big Mys- 
tic Lake near the Medford Boat 
Club, probably before the start of 
one of the weekly races popular 
yeurs ago. 

The former editor and publisher 
of the Star, the late T. Price Wil- 
son, was an active participant in 
these races and the big full-length 
sheeplined coat he bought for his 
spins through the chill breezes a 
bove the frozen lake proved handy 
to his successor in covering foot- 
ball games on particularly frigid 
afternoons.

Kirwan Attends 
World War I 
Flyers Reunion 

Thomas A. Kirwan of 30 Glen 
Road was numbered among 347 
World War 1 Combat Flyers who 
attended their First Reunion since 
1918, held at Wright- Patterson Air 
Force Base, Dayton, Ohio from 
June 24th to 27th. Wright* Patter- 
son Field is considered the birth- 
place of Aviation and is also the 
home of the United States Air 
Force Museum. 

The Reunion was a memorable 
one and the old time flyers had the 
thrills of a lifetime greeting pals 
they hadn’t seen for 43 years. The 
Air Force Museum was of tre- 
mendous interest to all with a dis- 
play of planes and equipment dat- 
ing from Wright's plane to the 
present day Air Force B-52s, KC 
135 jet tankers, Sabre Jets, etc. 

There were lunches, dinners, 
speakers and plenty of everything 
but the highlight of the occasion 
was the Air Show, Sunday, June 
25th, sponsored by the Air Muse- 
um and given in honor of men who 
flew the Spads, Nieu ports and Jen- 
nies in World War I. The public 
was invited and it was estimated 
that 250,000 attended, while thous- 
ands could not reach the field, be- 
cause of the traffic jam. Jonathan 
Winters, TV personality, introduc- 
ed Captain Eddie Rickenbacker our 
“Ace of Aces” to the audience be- 
fore the show began. Eddie was in- 
strumental in arranging the re- 
union of World War I aviators. 

World War I planes were flown 
by Frank Tallman, collector of an- 
tique planes and Hollywood stunt 
flyer, and other flyers bucked gusty 
winds and “cranky” planes. There 
was also a great stunt flying exhi- 
bition by Beverly “Beve” Howard 
precision flying champion who 
maneuvered his lightweight plane 
through a series of rolls, loops and 
dives. 

The concluding performance was 
given by the Air Force precision 
flying team, the Thunderbirds as a 
final salute to the World War I 
overseas flyers. It was their 632nd 
performance and was enthusiasti- 
cally received by the vast crowd. 

Captain Kirwan served with the 
French and Americans at the front 
and ended his World War I career 
as Commandant of the University 
of Rennes, Brittany, France.

Patent to Brooks 

Frank P. Rrooks of 5 Inverness 
j Road was the co-recipient on June 
I 20, 1961 of l . S. patent No. 2.989,- 
i I * r »6, entitled “Heat Insulating Pan- 
|ols.” 

Heat insulating panels are used 
in the construction of household 
refrigerators, freezers and other 
cooling devices. They are also em- 
ployed in the construction of build- 
ings or in any form of housing in 
which it. is desired to prevent the 
passage of heat, through a struc- 
tural member. 

Mr. Brooks and his co-inventors 
have devised a method of produc- 
ing heat insulating panels which 
have numerous advantages. The 
panels of their invention have a 
minimum number of parts, main- 
tain their heat insulating value for 
a long period of time, and are 
structurally strong and economical 
to manufacture. As a particularly 
important feature, they are rela- 
tively thin as compared with the 
thick insulation heretofore requir- 
ed to achieve the same insulating 
results. 

The heat insulating panel of this 
invention of Mr. Brooks and his 
associates comprises a pair of me- 
tal sheets that are joined together 
at all four of their edges with a 
suitable sealing material so as to 
form a hollow metal panel from 
which air may he evacuated. Glass 
strips are preferably used for the 
sealing operation. The space be- 
tween the sheets is filled with pow- 
dered perlite and has the air evac- 
uated therefrom. Perlite is a glas- 
sy rock-like material which is very 
abundant and cheap and may be 
heated so that it expands to form a 
light fluffy material similar to 
pumice. 

The panic is filled preferably to 
such an extent that its sides bulge 
about ten per cent, and the evacua- 
tion of air causes the perlite to be- 
come compressed and compacted 
approximately ten per cent so as 
to bring the metal sheets of the 
panel back to parallelism. It is 
claimed that the resulting heat in- 
sulating panel may he made quite 
thin as compared with the prior 
insulation used in refrigerators, 
and therefore it affords more us- 
able space inside the regrigerator 
while at the same time it occu- 
pies the same amount of space 
outside of the refrigerator cabinet.

In one of the most remarkable 
and frustrating series of races and 
wind conditions for both sailors and 
spectators alike, the 41 contending 
skippers had to prove their sailing 
ability in situations in which even 
the top and most skillful sailors 
would have, and did, find consider- 
able difficulty. A triangular three- 
lap course consisting of a long heat 
from the Arlington marker to Win- 
chester under shifty, patching, and 
sometimes non-existing wind was 
the source of their troubles. 

The fleet was divided into four 
divisions of ten boats each. In the 
course of the six-race series each 
division sailed with each other di- 
vision. This meant that by Sunday 
morning the top contenders were no 
longer sailing against each other. 
Instead of decreasing the anxiety 
it had the opposite effect of creat- 
ing an “anything-can-happen” feel- 
ing. 

Tom Legere, leading by at least 
a leg, took the first race with ease, 
while a fellow Winchester Sniper, 
Rod Long, sailed home with a win 
in the second combination of divi- 
sions.

Aberjona No Danger 
To Leonard Pool 

“ I Iutc is absolutely no clanger to Leonard Pool from any pos- 
sible uncleanliness in the Aberjona River, because the Aberjona does 
not flow nr seep into the pool,” the Board of Park Commissioners 
told the Star this week. 

The Board’s statement was issued in the wake of recent in- 
vestigations of alleged sewer backups in the Aberjona and adjacent 
areas. 


“There is no seepage of water 
from the river into the pool,” the 
Park Commissioners added. “The 
only source of water in Leonard 
pool is from the pumps which draw 
from five artesian wells at the 
rate of approximately one half 
million gallons every 24 hours, 
plus rain water.” 

The Park Commissioners ex- 
plained that Park Superintendent 
Herbert Mullen takes water sam- 
ples from Leonard Pool and Palm- 
er Beach every ten days. These 
samples, they report, are then sent 
to the State Department of Public 
Health offices in Lawrence where 
they are subjected to several bac- 
teria count tests to determine their 
cleanliness. The Winchester Park 
department is notified within 4 
hours as to the Health Depart- 
ment’s findings. If there is any 
pollution or foreign matter, the 
State closes the beach immediately. 

In addition, the Park Commis- 
sioners explained, the water level 
at the pool is kept three feet high- 
er than the river thus assuring 
that the pressure of water goes in 
the direction of the river. The dis- 
tance from the river to the pool at 
its shortest point, they explain, is 
100 feet. This alone, the Park Com- 
missioners have been assured by 
the State Health Engineer, would 
clean and purify the water by a 
natural process. The vegetation 
that grows on the banks of the 
pool and beach, the Commissioners 
explained, is harmless and kept 
under control.

Editorials: 


Parents Should Know 


It will I ic interesting to note the reaction of 
parents, especially Winchester parents to the 
Massachusetts Police chiefs’ proposal to noti- 
fy parents by letter when their teen age boys 
or girls are found by police in questionable 
activities, even though no actual law infraction 
may be involved. 

Such notification has been used with good re- 
sults in Dover and has led to cooperative efforts 
between parents and police to nip in the hud 
teen age tendencies that continued or intensified 
could lead to breaking the Law and serious 
trouble. 

There* are parents, even in this day and age, 
who keep track of their adolescents’ activities 
and whereabouts, but there arc many more 
whose efforts end with asking the youngsters 
where they arc going when they leave home. 
Unfortunately they do not get truthful answers 
from their youngsters, or if the latter actually 
do ‘*go to the library” as they say they will they 
make only a short stop there on the way to more 
interesting activity. 

In Winchester not long ago the parents of 
several boys picked up by the police in anti-so- 
cial activities, cither did not know where their 
hoy was, or supposed he was spending the night 
with a friend. 

This last excuse for getting out is used often 
l>y girls, and police say the parents would be 
surprised and shocked if they knew where their 
daughter actually was when she was supposed 
to be ‘‘staying with Susie or May.” Parents who 
trust their daughter would never think to call 
and find out whether Susie or May were home, 
or whether their youngster was with them. 

The police now propose when they pick up 
minors for law infractions to get the names of 
those who have gone along “for the ride” and 
notify their parents by letter of what their sons 
nr daughters, have been up to. Chief Derro be- 
lieves many parents in Winchester will welcome 
such information, and take steps to check the 
questionable activity of their hoys and girls. 

Not all parents will be grateful ! We recall be- 
ing at headquarters one night when two young 
girls were brought in by a patrolman for break- 
ing several street-lights along Highland Ave. 
There was no question about it. The girls 
seemed proud of their escapade. 


Their parents were notified and soon an out- 
raged mother stormed into the station lavishing 
all sorts of pity upon her smiling daughter while 
condemning both the desk officer and the pa- 
trolman for abuse of her child. 

Not long afterward a man quietly entered the 
station, learned of his daughter’s prank and 
aj>o!ogized for it, commending the officer who 
had stopped her street-light breakage and asking 
how he went to work to pay for the damage 
done. 

After being told, he left the station. As he 
passed the bench where his now very apprehen- 
sive daughter was seated, he crooked the index 
finger on bis right hand in the age-old admoni- 
tion, ‘‘come with me!” 

'{'here was nothing said and though the pair 
left the station together the father was a long 
stride ahead of his daughter. We would wager 
the police had no further trouble with that 
youngster. Indeed the father prophesied that 
they would not. On the other hand the girl 
whose mother called for her had every reason to 
repeat her offense or do something worse. 

So the police can count on some of the par- 
ents they are trying to help resenting their good 
offices. Others, however, should, and undoubt- 
edly, will he glad to learn what their sons and 
daughters are up to before they actually fall in- 
to the hands of the law. 

It will not be pleasing of course, for parents 
to learn what their youngsters have been up to 
when they had been led to believe their absence 
from home, perhaps for the entire night was 
innocent enough. 

The police chiefs’ proposal seems well worth 
the try they are going to give it Our Juvenile 
Officer, Jim Cogan, has often gotten complete 
cooperation from parents once they have been 
informed of their teen-agers questionable acti- 
vity. It is for these parents that the police chiefs 
are concerned, and hoj>e to help them help their 
youngsters escape the highway to trouble. 

Nothing is going to help the parents too indif- 
ferent. too busy or too biased to care what their 
girls and Iwys are up to! Let us hojx* there arc 
few of this sort of mothers and dads in Win- 
chester. 


Apartment Houses Coming 


Reports from a recent convention of realtors 
state that those who attended feel apartment 
houses are goin to be built more and more in the 
future. 

Primarily this will be because of the high 
price of land and the new zoning which is re- 
quiring larger and larger lots for single dwell- 
ings- 

In addition to the growing scarcity of land 
there is an increased call for apartments by el- 
derly people who no longer wish to assume the 
responsibilities and work involved in owning a 
home. This is true, even by people who through 
the years have opposed the erection of apart- 
ment houses in their communities. 

Wc have seen this in Winchester where many 
who supported the attempt to erect a true apart- 
ment house at the Quigley property on Wedge 
Pond were elderly people, many Winchester res- 
idents, who hoped to exchange their big old res- 
idences for apartment house living. 

The apartment house was strongly opposed 
and defeated through the efforts of a group of 
younger home owners who saw in the proposed 
apartment dwelling a threat to the Winchester 
they had chosen in which to make their homes 
and bring up their children. 

The garden type of apartment house that is in 
process of erection on Wedge succeeded in get- 
ting the acceptance of the town, hut this type of 
group, house with its up and down stairs does 
not meet the needs of many of our senior citi- 
zens who want living accommodations all on one 
floor. 

The Planning Board, alive to the needs of our 
elderly residents, and not unmindful of the rev- 
enue to the town from apartment houses, in an 
effort to make apartments more available to 
those who want them, while guarding against 
too many of them being built in Winchester, 
proposed in the fall of 1958 at a special town 
meeting changing the zoning map to include 
‘‘apartment house zones” which the town meet- 
ing could by vote establish to permit the erec- 
tion of apartment houses therein. 

The Star felt this proposal had merit, and 
provided sufficient safeguard against the unre- 
stricted location of apartment houses in the town. 


The town, however, defeated the proposal on a 
referendum and as a consequence the only place 
that an apartment house can now he built in 
Winchester without the consent of the Board of 
Appeal is in districts zoned for business or heavy 
industry. 

A weakness of this provision is that in the 
event the town votes to alter the zoning map to 
change a general residence district to a business 
district to permit the erection of an apartment 
house, the land so changed can be used for bus- 
iness in the event anything prevents its use for 
apartments. Under the Planning Board’s propo- 
sal apartment houses could only he built in 
apartment house zones, so voted by town mect- 
ing. 

'flic Star has never felt that the town would 
be irreparably damaged if two or three apartment 
houses of the right type were to be erected here. 
Realtors came away from their recent conven- 
tion with the thought that there arc going to he 
more and more apartment houses built as the 
years roll on. 

It is not likely that Winchester will be able to 
prevent the building of apartment houses in 
town indefinitely. It could he that it should not. 
Tax revenue from apartment houses is much 
higher than that from private homes on the av- 
erage, because generally speaking the number of 
children for the town to educate is materially 
less in high type apartment houses than in pri- 
vate homes. As Mr. Cullen once said at town 
meeting, “Little houses mean little children.” 
How right lie was! 

Winchester certainly does not want to become 
an apartment house town. It is an easy 100 to 1 
that it never will. 

However, apartment houses, if we are to be- 
lieve those who should know, the realtors, are 
bound to increase in the years ahead. Instead of 
fighting them, Winchester should prepare to live 
with them by providing effective safeguards 
against indiscriminate erection here. 

The Planning Board's proposal for “apart- 
ment house zones” seemed a good way to en- 
sure desirable control of apartment houses in 
Winchester. It might not he a bad idea to con- 
sider it again some time. 


An Amen From The Kids! 


Doubtless local youngsters will he pleased to 
learn that an Knglish school authority, speaking 
at the recent teachers convention at Atlantic C ity, 
didn’t agree with those who think school build- 
ings should he open Pi months in the year. He 
didn’t agree that the school year .should he leng- 
thened, either, stating that he personally would 
like to see school years shortened, with more hol- 
idays for pupils, especially at the elementary 
school level. 

Those who had the opportunity to hear the 
Knglishman, or to read transcripts of his address, 
were surprised to have him volunteer the inform- 
ation that the British hoarding schools are not 
the paragons of excellence they have been believ- 
ed to he by some in this country. He stated that 
some of the hoarding schools in England arc ex- 
it Unit, but he also admitted that others are "pret- 
ty awful.” This will come as a shock to those 
who have held up the private schools of England 
as a standard. 

Whether every one will agree that schools 
should nut be used on a 12 months a year basis 
will depend upon local authorities. A year or so 


ago some Southern communities were considering 
keeping their buildings open the year 'round be- 
cause of the increase in children and the fact that 
the communities just could not afford to build 
more schools. 

Those who advocate a longer school dav, ur 
longer school year, or both, contend that the com- 
plexity of present day curricula makes it all hut 
impossible for aiiv except the most brilliant pu- 
pils to cover adequately the wide range of sub- 
jects taught. 

When the elementary schools taught the “Three 
Rs” and the secondary schools, English. Mathe- 
matics, History, a language or two and science, 
the time problem was not as acute. Those days 
however are long gone. Perhaps they should be. 
The educators apparently think they should ! 

Meanwhile it i> interesting to hear an English- 
man admit some of the schools of his land are 
pretty “awful" and to align himself with those 
who favor shortening rather than lengthening the 
school days and year. The Star is sure the over- 
whelming majority of W inchester boys and girls 
will entiiujiauicdlly with hL opinion-..

History of Club 

Kiwanis* International had its 
genesis in Detroit on January 21, 
1D15. It no\v extends all the way 
from Alaska to Hawaii and from 
Sacramento to Boston. 

Tho objects of Kiwanis, as adopt- 
ed at the Club’s Convention in 
Denver in June, 1921 are as fol- 
lows : 

“To give primacy to the human 
and spiritual rather than to the 
material values of life. 

“To encourage the daily living 
of the Golden Rule in all human 
relationships. 

“To promote the adoption and 
the application of higher social 
business and professional stand- 
ards. 

“To develop, by precept and ex- 
ample, a more intelligent aggres- 
sive and serviceable citizenship. 

“To provide, through Kiwanis 
clubs, a practical means to form 
enduring friendships, to render al- 
truistic service, and to build better 
communities. 

“To cooperate in creating and 
maintaining that sound public opin- 
ion and high idealism, which make 
possible the increase of righteous- 
ness, justice, patriotism and good 
will” 

What Club Is Not 

According to the Kiwanis Inter- 
national official fact sheet, “Ki- 
wanis is not merely a luncheon or 
dinner club for good fellowship. 
Enduring friendships and good fel- 
lowship result from the weekly 
meetings, hut these are considered 
not merely as an end in them- 
selves but rather as means to the 
worthy end of service and leader- 
ship. 

“Kiwanis is not a political or- 
ganization. Controversial subjects 
when discussed, are directly infor- 
mational, and no official club ac- 
tion should be taken in political 
matters. The members should be 
encouraged to exercise their re- 
sponsibilities as citizens and indi- 
viduals in accordance with their 
convictions. 

“Kiw’anis is not a secret society. 
The fraternal spirit, however, is 
assured in the intimate fellowship 
of its members. 

“Kiwanis is not an ethical soci- 
ety which attempts to prescribe 
the morals of its community. But 
it is an organization of high ideals 
for its members and stands for the 
highest of business and profes- 
sional standards. 

“Kiwanis is not a' Chamber of 
Commerce or the duplicate of any 
other community group or agency. 
Kiwanis has objects and objectives 


more fiopular every year. 

of its own. Its members, however, 
do assist and cooperate in the 
work of all community organiza- 
tions. 

“Kiwanis is not a money-raising 
organization. But its members 
generally contribute their due 
share to all good causes and ren- 
der personal service in all approv- 
ed financial campaigns in their 
communities. 

“Kiwanis is not an organization 
with a superimposed program. 
Each club bases its activities on 
the needs of its community with 
the guidance and inspiration of 
the broad objectives of Kiwanis 
International.” 

Coda of Ethics 

Again as stated by its official 
guide book, the Kiwanis Club’s 
Code of Ethics is as follows; “As 
a member of Kiwanis Internation- 
al, dedicated to the promotion of 
higher social, business and pro- 
fessional standards, and to the de- 
velopment by precept and example 
of more intelligent, aggressive, 
and serviceable citizenship, I rec- 
ognize the Golden Rule as a guide 
for everyday life.” 

In the application of these prin- 
ciples, the Kiwanian recognizes his 
obligations: 

“ To recognize God as the Su- 
preme Ruler and to abide by his 
immutable laws. 

“To endeavor to perfect myself 
in my chosen occupation and to 
use it to the best of my ability as 
an opportunity to serve others. 

“To conduct my business or 
profession on a high ethical plane, 
so that others emulating my exam- 
ple will help to raise the standards 
of the vocation in which 1 am en- 
gaged. 

“To maintain the spirit of fair- 
ness in competition and help eradi- 
cate all forms of deception that 
violate the spirit of the law. 

“To exert my influence to pro- 
vide equal opportunity for the 
well-being of mankind. 

“To promote harmony in every- 
day contacts, realizing that happi- 
ness is one of the major objectives 
of life, and that happiness depends 
more on the way we meet the 
events of life than on the events 
themselves. 

“To improve relations between 
employer and employee, recogniz- 
ing that tolerance, intelligence, 
and justice are the common ground 
on which disputes should be 
settled. 

“To exemplify good citizenship 
in appreciation of the fact that the 
strength of the nation depends 
upon the caliber of its individual 
citizens.”

ll — Henry David Thorcau

On Independence Day, 1845, Henry David Thorcau 
left Concord Village to begin a 26-month residence 
in a home-made shack at Walden Pond. 

“I went to the woods,” Thorcau said, “because I 
wished to live life deliberately, to front only the es- 
sential facts of life, and sec if I could not learn what 
it had to teach; and not, when I came to die, discover 
that I had not lived.” 

In the village and city, Thorcau was convinced, 
men had abandoned or abused their true nature, 
losing all sense of elemental realities in a needlessly 
complex hash of appearances. Living like ants, he 
said, men had become totally dependent, superficial, 
over- fed and complacent, frittering thoil lives away 
in petty details, caught up in a demeaning rush of 
trade and gossip. 

Enslaved by their property, he wrote, “the mass 
of men lead lives of quiet desperation,” conformist, 
half-alive and obsequious. Their intellectual limits, 
he said, are prescribed by the penny press. Finan- 
cial success requires spiritual bankruptcy, and a 
mentality so base that men can lavish money on 
bridges and begrudge it to culture. In the end, he 
said, civilized men are scarcely more noble than the 
savage, for their major preoccupations, their roofs 
and their bellies, are the same. 

i i i 

Thorcau would have none of this. “I would rather 
sit on a pumpkin and have it all to myself,” he wrote 
in “Walden,” “than be crowded on a velvet cushion.” 

He was too erudite and too much an advocate of 
the 19th century to recommend society’s regression 
to the cave. His message, quite consciously, was 
that of all great spiritual leaders: Sorrow and mean- 
ness arise from greed; greed is inflated by posses- 
sions; peace and fulfillment consist in minimizing 
or renouncing possessions. “Simplify, simplify, sim- 
plify,” wrote Thoreau, “let your affairs be as two and 
three, and not a hundred or a thousand.” 

At Walden, Thoreau, with all vigour and delight, 
simplified his life. For $28 and 12^ cents he built 
his hut. He hoed beans, baked bread, boiled corn, 
ate for 25 cents a week. In pre-noon reverie, in mid- 
night fishing, in dawn-light farming, he grew, he 
said, “like the corn in the night.” And in the pre- 
cincts of the woodthrush, the bittern and the red 
mavis, or in the shadow of the scrub oak, the alder, 
the sedge and the sorrel, he read and re-read his 
precious classics: Homer in the original, and Men- 
cius, and the holy Gita. For Thoreau had the in- 
tellect and the knowledge without which leisure is 
fear and void. 

Asked if he were ever lonely in his retreat, situ- 
ated one mile from the nearest neighbor, Thoreau 
replied simply that he had felt more lonely among 
men. “No exertion of the legs can bring two minds 
together;” he wrote, “the value of a man is not in 
his skin, that we should touch him.” But he was no 
hermit. Friend to all passers-by, he visited Con- 
cord Village regularly for Indian meal and gossip, 
and his pond hut held as many as 25 visitors at a 
time. 

i i i 

Thoreau’s writing is sewn together with a central 
thread of the American conscience: an optimistic 
faith in man as individual and species, and a fearless 
confrontation of the need for innovation in the pres- 
ent. The fact that the Pilgrim Fathers did this or 
that in a certain way, he declared, was no argument 
that 19th century men should. “Old deeds for old 
people,” he wrote, “new deeds for new.” There is 
no proper pattern of human behavior fixed with fi- 
nality in a past gilded age. ‘*Man’s capacities have 
never been measured,” he said, “nor are we to judge 
of what he can do by any precedents, so little has 
been tried.” 

But no mere “ode of dejection” for Thoreau. He 
wanted, he said, “to bray as lustily as chanticleer in 
the morning ... if only to wake my neighbors.” 
With “a thousand hacking at the branches of evil” 
to one striking at the root, he chose to deal with the 
root: man’s dismissal of his basic nature. 

A thing once well done, Thoreau observed, is done 
forever. Certainly Thoreau has had continuing in- 
fluence on men all over the world. Mahatma Gandhi 
ranked him as second only to Jesus as a major influ- 
ence in his life, citing particularly Thoreau’s essay 
on “Civil Disobedience.” In this vigorous declara- 
tion of conscience Thoreau unequivocally reaffirms 
a prime tenet of free men: When a government 
ceases to enjoy the consent of the governed and when 
it requires its subjects to be unjust, it must be dis- 
obeyed.

Speaking to a news conference 
addressing delegates to the 
recent 99th Annual Convention of 
the National Education Association 
in Atlantic City, Sir Ronald Gould, 
general secretary of Great Bri- 
tain’s National Union of Teachers, 
compared the length of time child- 
ren in each country spend in 
schools. 

Though it is certainly not by 
agreement, he added, the school 
year is approximately the same 
throughout all of Europe and Asia. 
If he had his way. he stated, the 
term would be shorter with more 
holiday breaks, especially for pri- 
mary-grade children. 

The widely respected private 
schools of England, according to 
Sir Ronald, aren’t all as excellent 
as often represented. “There aren't 
nearly as many good private 
schools as you people in the United 
States seem to think," he com- 
mented. "Some of them are ex- 
cellent, hut Some are pretty awful." 

Teacher Shortage In Englund 

England is suffering from a 
shortage of teachers just as this 
country is, Sir Ronald said. The 
greatest shortage is in elementary 
teachers, with math and science 
coming next. Home economics and 
physical education teachers are 
also in short supply, he said. 

Just as in this country, Sir Ron- 
ald said, the teacher shortage in 


England is aggravated by rising 
birth rates. The average Brituh 
family now includes three or four 
children, a larger number than had 
been predicted by sociologists. 

Teachers are also hard to find 
because then* are now more men 
than women in Englund, Sir Ron- 
ald pointed out. “That means men 
are chasing women" and more wo- 
men are marrying instead of pre- 
paring for a career. 

Sir Ronald is also president of 
the World Confederation of Or- 
ganizations of the Teaching Pro- 
fession, an international organi- 
zation of educators. He addressed 
10,000 teachers and others assem- 
bled for the closing session of the 
99th annual meeting of the Nation- 
al Education Association here.

In this instance, West opened 
one diamond and North, with three 
four-card suits and between 6-11 
points, overcalled two diamonds. 
Without the overcall, it is doubt- 
ful if NS would enter the bidding 
at all and would therefore miss a 
two-spade contract which makes 
for a top board. 

Not only does this bid accurately 
describe the North hand, but it ef- 
fectively blocks a bid from the East 
player. Without interference, East 
would probably bid pne heart, leav- 
ing South in the embarrassing po- 
sition of wondering what his next 
move should be. Being vulnerable, 
he is almost bound to pass, allow- 
ing the opposition to make two dia- 
monds with an overtrick. A two- 
heart contract, alternatively, can 
be set one trick, but only with tight 
defense. 

Normally, the player making the 
cue bid will pass any response by 
his partner. However, partner, hav- 
ing extra values, may bid game di- 
rectly or suggest game by making 
a jump bid, urging partner to con- 
tinue if his cue bid was made with 
a maximum 10 or 11 points. 

This convention especially fits 
the Kaplan - Scheinwold system 
which advocated pre-empting with 
weak hands and going slowly when 
you hold the balance of power. It 
is suggested, however, that one 
should not use it when vulnerability 
is against you and that one should 
be wary when vulnerability is even. 

Editor’s Note: Use of the cue bid 
as a weak takeout double now as- 
sures partner that your direct 
double of an opponent’s opener is 
based on full values of 12 points or 
better. For the very strong hands, 
you double first and then cue bid 
the opponent’s suit on the next 
round. Thus, you can increase pre- 
cision on the better hands and often 
find a quick fit or profitable sacri- 
fice on the weak ones.

A Tennis “Great” 

Sometimes — hut all too seldom! 
— there may come to some of us 
the feeding that something of 
world-shaking import is happen- 
ing before our very eyes. So it 
must have been on July 20, 1932, 
when a Wimbledon audience was 
treated to what was perhaps the 
greatest tennis match in the his- 
tory of the world — or so, at least, 
the London press reported. 

The United States had not held 
the Davis Cup for eleven years, 
Germany had never reached the 
challenge round, and then sudden- 
ly, with the matches at two-all, 
they had put into the center court 
at Wimbledon the two best ama- 
teur tennis players in the world, 
with the Cup, everybody felt, as 
the prize for the winner. Budge 
had taken Von Cramm in the 
championships final, and, only 
three days before, had swept Hen- 
kle practically up into the stands 
in the greatest exhibition of undi- 
minished power and accuracy on 
record. 

Budge had suddenly matured in- 
to one of the great champions. 
There had never been anyone bet- 
ter (with the possible exception 
of the one and only Bill Tilden). 
What happened on July 20th was 
that he met a German baron who 
on that afternoon wag also just as 
good as anyone had ever been. It 
was Budge’s great year. It was 
Von Cramm’s great day. The im- 
pact was terrific. Each man, with 
all his shots working perfectly, 
was out to rush the other off his 
feet. It was thrust and thrust rath- 
er than thrust and parry. The play- 
ers almost never took a defensive 
stance. Von Cramm once assaulted 
one of Budge’s cannonballs and 
shot it hack for an ace. This dou- 
ble-attack kind of play, to keep 
going, had to be made up of almost 
unbelievable shots and returns of 
shots, and it was. One had the im- 
pression of passing shots cut off 
by finishing volleys which in turn 
were whisked back. The chalk lines 
were hit two or three times in 
some of the rallies. An inspired 
brilliance, amounting almost to 
physical genius, rode on the two 
racquets. 

It would be as hard to describe 
the swift, perfect pattern the two 
men contrived with a white ball as 
it would be to describe dancing. 
The match rose above the mere 
give-and-take of competition into 
something so close to art that at 
the end it was more as if a con- 
cert had ended than a tennis 
match. 

The courage of the two men 
would have pleased Sir Thomas 
Malory, who loved great hearts in 
single combat. The last fine edge 
of superiority lay, one felt, in the 
quality of their determination — 
Von Cramm’s of Toledo steel, but 
Budge’s of crow-bar iron. When 
from one-four in the final set he 
pulled up to four-all, the crowd, 
which had been overwhelmingly 
for Von Cramm, thundered for 
Budge. When Budge went on to 
take the set in a burst of unbeliev- 
able tennis, the crowd, instead of 
applauding, sat as if stunned. Then 
came shouts of “Bravo” from an 
emotion unusual to athletic dis- 
plays, however outstanding. One 
was somehow reminded of the 


kind of cheers that went up when 
the last curtain fell on “What 
Price Glory,” rarely heard outside 
of an auditorium. History had been 
made.

The number of private capital- 
ists in Winchester, according to a 
breakdown of these findings, comes 
to 1,979. 

The share-owning surge which 
has resulted in a 45 percent in- 
crease in the number of American 
stockholders within a period of 
three years, is described as an “eco- 
nomic revolution that is reshaping 
the country.” 

What caused the recent influx? 
Questions put to new stockholders 
reveal a combination of reasons. 
There was the fact that their in- 
comes were higher, placing them 
in a position to invest. 

Also, there was the lure of ris- 
ing prices and the stories of big 
“killings.” 

The rise in the number of share- 
holders in Winchester and in the 
rest of Massachusetts brought the 
state’s participation up to 10.2 per- 
cent of the population. 

It was 7.0 percent in the United 
States. 

There have been marked chang- 
es in the regional distribution of 
shareowners since 195G, it is point- 
ed out. In the South Central area, 
the number more than doubled in 
the period. The Middle Atlantic 
States, on the other hand, had a 
percentage drop, although the sec- 
tion continued to lead in total num- 
ber of shareholders. 

A new survey, to be undertaken 
later this year by the New York 
Stock Exchange and released in 
1961, is expected to show a total 
of 15 million shareholders in the 
United States. 

G. Keith Funston, president of 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
states that such widespread owner- 
ship of American industry “pro- 
vides excellent evidence to send 
abroad about the real meaning of 
the most successful economic sys- 
tem ever devised.”

Dr. Harry L. Mueller, chief of 
the allergy division of the Child- 
ren’s Hospital Medical Center and 
clinical associate in pediatrics at 
the Harvard Medical School has 
received a grant of $10,000 for the 
last phase of a three-year $25,000 
research project on milk allergy in 
infants, supported by the Ross La- 
boratories of Columbus, Ohio. 

A pilot study, the milk allergy 
research project is the forerunner 
of a proposed larger study on the 
development of allergies in infants 
from the time of birth. 

“About 20' ; of all children will 
develop some form of allergy dur- 
ing their childhood,” Dr. Mueller 
said. “This includes all forms of 
allergy. Some, like asthma, may he 
serious; others, like hives, arc mild. 
Although allergy patterns them- 
selves arc laid out at birth, very 
little is known about how the vari- 
ous factors such as weight, sex, 
diet sind environment affect the 
development of these sensitivities.” 

The present study, carried on sit 
the Children's Hospital and the 
Boston Lying-In Hospital, has been 
following 300 families, half of 
whom have a history of allergy 
and half of whom do not. Expec- 
tant mothers who are part of the 


intervals during the first two years 
of life. 

Present evidence indicates that 
the tendency to develop allergy is 
inherited, and Dr. Mueller feels 
that all allergies are related to one 
another. “Statistically one out of 
every two babies who have eczema 
will probably develop asthma. The 
problem is to catch the allergic 
reaction early- — to keep a child 
from being exposed to those things 
to which he is sensitive — then then 
is a good chance that the sensiti- 
vity will subside. You can nevei 
cure allergy by overexposure. If a 
substance is apt to cause trouble, 
it should he removed from the 
child’s environment.” 

The current milk allergy was un- 
dertaken by Dr. Mueller because 
studies done elsewhere have sug- 
gested that all types of allergy 
would he greatly reduced if babies 
with a family history of allergy 
were given no milk in their first 
year of life. However, since milk 
is the basic food of infants, it is 
important to determine the true 
incidence of milk sensitization 
caused by modern-day formulas. 
The present, study indicates that 
removal of milk from the diet of 
infants may he undesirable. Dr. 
Mueller said that a more intensive

Editorials: 


A Question Of Privilege! 


Kras mils in hi* “Finger in the Pie” column 
printed elsewhere in this issue complains that 
Dame Nature does not vouchsafe to young stu- 
dents the capacity to appreciate the privilege that 
i> theirs while they are in school and college with 
facilities on every hand to satisfy any craving 
they may have for knowledge, ile finds that 
when young people do make an especial effort to 
learn it is generally because they want to excel, 
to make the honor roll or to outstrip their associ- 
ates; seldom, he complains because they have any 
sense at all of the privilege which is theirs, of be- 
ing in an educational environment and of having 
above all, the TIME to satisfy with facilities at 
their fingertips even the slightest educational cra- 
ving they may have had aroused. 

We are inclined to believe this is so. \Yc can 
recall in our own college days, now long past, 
that the older, more mature members of our par- 
ticular class got the most from their college 
courses. 

This was primarily, we suspect, because those 
older men, many with several years of working 
before they entered college, knew what they were 
after, and consequently what courses to take. 

We particularly recall one English man in the 
mid-thirties who had been a pharmacist (chemist 
he called it) in his native land and who left his 
shop to take some courses in the humanities as 
well as advanced courses in his particular profes- 
sional field 

Me was really getting a lot out of his work at 
college, and was a general favorite with the fa- 
culty. the members of which were delighted at 
his evident desire for knowledge. In other words 
he knew what he wanted and was in college to 
get it. 


The funny part of it all was that in a sense we, 
his much more youthful associates, sensed in a 
measure that he was getting more out of college 
than we, and to a certain extent we knew why. 
What we did not understand was that he f id t it 
was a privilege to he where he could find the an- 
swers to his questions. W e did, it is true, realize 
it was a privilege to be at college, but not in the 
same sense as our adult friend. 

Nothing came between him and his studies, 
while often we scamped our books to participate 
in some extra-curricular activity in which we 
were inet rested. The privilege of scholastic learn- 
ing ran second to the pleasures of “college life”. 
\Ye worked at the books because it was necessary 
to do so to stay in college, not because we realiz- 
ed the rare privilege that was ours of laying the 
foundation for a rewarding adult life. 

Boys on the average in our time at college were 
entering, two or three years older than they do 
today. Age 1(5. at which many now enroll at col- 
lege, is young to assume the intellectual respons- 
ibilities of a college course. 

W'e met a boy of 18 recently who had complet- 
ed high school and was planning a year of |x>st- 
graduatc high school work and then a year at 
prep-school before going on to college. W'e pre- 
dict that he will get more out of his college 
course than the great majority of his 1(5 and 17 
year old brothers who arc enrolling immediately. 

If wc could only reverse the process and go to 
college at age 50 when we have come to realize 
what we lack intellectually we would get better 
results and would not have to be prodded to get 
them. W’e would be old enough to realize that 
education is indeed a privilege, and make sure 
that we got our share. 


The Big Boys Make Them .Too! 


Those who saw last week’s All Star baseball 
game on the West Coast saw the best ball play- 
ers in the land make seven errors, five by the 
National League team and two by the American 
Leaguers. They also saw a manager considered 
one of the best in the game fail to lift a pitcher 
who in the last of the 10th had given up a single, 
a bad pitch that was ruled a passed ball and a 
rather lucky double to tie the score with no one 
out. 

Even after the same pitcher had hit the next 
hatter to put men on first and second his man- 
ager stuck with him and lost the ballgamc when 
the next batter singled cleanly, if far from 
viciously to right. 

It is true the manager could have lost it with 
a change of pitching. There were two on and 
no one out. The odds were strictly with the of- 
fense hut it would seem that “percentage”, the 
old rule of thumb of professional ballplayers, 
should have applied. 

After all, it was the last, not the first of the 
ninth. The pitcher had given up a run on a sin- 
gle and a double and a passed ball. There was no 
one out and the winning run was on second. Per- 
centage seemed to call for a new pitcher. 

We mention all this not because interested 
Star readers do not know all about the All Star 
game hut simply to make the f>oint that the best 
of them in the sports arena err at times. It is 
well to remember this. 

On Tuesday in the Giants’ Candlestick Park 


two teams of player-selected outstanding per- 
formers in the National and American Leagues, 
the cream of the crop of professional baseball 
players, made seven errors between them. If they 
can make miscues, why should wc be so condem- 
natory when a high school or Little League play- 
er hobbles a ball or throws wildly to first base. 

When the pressure on the best in the game is 
so severe they can’t play routine balls and make 
ordinary throws isn’t it foolish to contend there 
is no pressure on the kids who play the game at 
the Little League, Babe Ruth, Junior Legion and 
high school levels. 

Should we he so critical of kids who call the 
wrong play on the two yard line, miss an easy 
layup or muff a pop fly that lets the winning 
run score from second? Remember those seven 
errors that the best professional ballplayers in 
the world made last week. Remember an out- 
standing manager waited too long to make a 
pitching change with good reserve pitching avail- 
able. Don’t be too disgusted with a Little 
League or high school coach who keeps his best 
hurler in a single pitch too long with no really 
good replacement. 

It is easy to criticize our young performers 
and forget that the best in the business have 
their off days. And let’s not kid ourselves! There 
is plenty of pressure in championship athletic 
contention at all levels. W’e should not be too hard 
on the kids who make hobbles. They are not get- 
ting paid for their efforts, and undoubtedly feel 
much worse about it all than we do! 


A Good Move 


The Star was pleased to learn that the Select- 
men have reappointed Mr. Costello as town ac- 
countant for the usual three-year term. His job 
is such that he is often required to tread upon im- 
portant toes, and this fact has at times made him 
an unpopular figure in town affairs. During the 
recent Johnson Road school controversy some of 
the school supporters were unhappy over the un- 
comprising stand he took and there was even talk 
among extremists of getting rid of him. 

W’e doubt if even those feeling most strongly 
made any actual attempt to “get” Mr. Costello, 
and we are sure the Selectmen would not have 
permitted any personal animosities in whatever 
places they may have occurred, to sway their 
judgement in the matter of hi> reappointment. 

Mr. Costello acts within the law, both of the 
town and the commonwealth. No matter how he 
personally may feel about the payment of any 


particular bill against the town he is charged by 
statute to see that no hill is paid, over the legality 
of which there is any doubt. 

No watchdog of the treasury can hope to he 
universally popular, especially in the present day 
complexities of municipal affairs. Our town 
accountant is circumscribed in his actions by 
the law, and the law can he awkward when it 
stands in opposition to expediency. 

It is good to see the selectmen reappoint one 
who insists upon law as the deciding factor in 
tlic discharging of town obligations, it is also 
good to note Mr. Costello’s high standing among 
hi.s associates in the municipal auditing and ac- 
counting field as attested hv his recent election 
as president of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Auditors and Accounting Association, after serv- 
ing as vice-president of the organization during 
the year just past. 


Impartiality A Must 


W c chanced last week-end to he in a group 
discussing the Police proposal to notify parents 
when they come iqxni their sons or daughter* 
with some one who is breaking the law, or who 
has a record for anti social activity. They also 
plan to acquaint parents with activities of their 
youngsters which are questionable and which can 
easily lead to law breaking. 

Ml in the group thought the idea ;i good one, 
the only question raised being that of impartiality 
in the matter of notifying parents. If the Police 
are planning to call them the way they find them, 
no matter the young people involved then well 
and good, said the only questioner. 

ii, however, the police iiouly come parents 


while covering lor other youngsters caught in 
questionable situations, then the whole thing 
would he better forgotten in his opinion. 

W ith this opinion the Star agrees, and from 
our talk with C hief Pcrro it is our understand- 
ing that the police are not going to he careful 
of some teenagers while notifying the parents of 
others. Naturally such protection would defeat 
the entire j mrpo.se <>f the notifying procedure. 

Ns we said in our editorial last week there are 
going to he parents who are not going to be 
pleased to receive police reports of their young- 
sters’ activities. They will he doubly irate if they 
believe partiality is being shown. Treating every 
one alike is the only possible way to conduct

It 
is a memorial to the thousands of 
members of the Order who served 
in World War I and World War II. 
The offices of the Grand Secretary 
are located here for the adminis- 
trative work of the Order. 

Stair Honored 

The State of Massachusetts has 
been honored this year for the 
fourth time in having one of its 
members elected as Grand Exalted 
Ruler. At this writing the Annual 
Convention of the Order is being 
held in Miami, Florida where the 
presiding officer is the Honorable 
John E. Fenton, Judge of the Bos- 
ton Land Court, a member of Law- 
rence Lodge of Elks, and the pre- 
sent Grand Exalted Ruler. 

The Order maintains the Elks 
National Home for aged members 
at Bedford, Virginia. The Elks ma- 
gazine, a fine publication, is re- 
ceived by all of the members of 
the Order. The Elks National 
Foundation furthers the charitable, 
educational, patriotic and benevo- 
lent activities of the Order. Among 
its projects have been Rehabilitat- 
ing handicapped children and aiding 
them to become useful citizens, Fi- 
nancing specialized training of per- 
sonnel to staff cerebral palsy treat- 
ment centers. Establishing fellow- 
ships for research in the field of 
cerebral palsy, Providing hospitali- 
zation for tubercular patients and 
assisting the ambitious, well-quali- 
fied youth of America to obtain 
higher education through scholar- 
ships. The Elks National Service 
Commission has covered the pa- 
triotic activities of the Order. One 
of its pledges is that as long as a 
veteran is confined to a Veterans 
Hospital, the Elks will never forget 
him. 

Each of the subordinate Lodges 
arc required by the Grand Lodge 
Statutes to hold certain services 
each year. Foremost among these 
is Flag Day Service. The Order of 
Elks was not only the first fra- 
ternal organization to celebrate 
Flag Day, but had made this cere- 
mony mandatory years before the 
date on which the observance be- 
came a nation-wide practice by 
legal decree. 

On the second Sunday of May 
in each year Mother’s Day Ser- 
vices arc held and the first Sunday 
in December of each year is desig- 
nated as “Elks Memorial Day” in 


honor of our departed brothers. 
Another procedure of the Order is 
the “Eleven O’Clock Toast” which 
is a tradition to our absent broth- 
ers and is given at that hour at all 
Elks functions. 

Loral Lodge 

In the year 1021 when many 
citizens of Winchester were mem- 
bers of Woburn Lodge No. 008 the 
late John McNally, the late 
Charles Farrar and Fred D. Cle- 
ment embarked on the long and 
tedious operation to organize a 
lodge in Winchester. Many meet- 
ings with prominent Elks in the 
State for advice and proper pro- 
cedure were necessary before the 
first general meeting which was 
held on February 10, 1022. On this 
date, at White’s Hall, thirty-one 
petitioners gathered to conduct the 
preliminary negotiations for dis- 
pensation to organize a lodge in 
the town. 

With a list of 38 prominent Win- 
chester citizens and 24 members 
to demit from other lodges, the 
plan was presented to Grand Ex- 
alted Ruler W. W. Mountain. On 
Monday, March 27, 1022, dispensa- 
tion to organize a lodge of Elks 
in Winchester was granted and 
then followed the second meeting 
of the petitioners on April 18, 
1922. At this time, the first officers 
were elected and arrangements 
made to have our new lodge insti- 
tuted on May 10, 1922. 

On this date in the Winchester 
Town Hall, Elks from all over the 
state jammed the hall to capacity. 
It was one of the largest gather- 
ings of Elks at any occasion for 
some time. District Deputy Wil- 
liam D. McFee of Massachusetts 
Northeast District called the meet- 
ing to order and conducted the for- 
mal institution of Winchester 
Lodge No. 1445. Past District De- 
puty Arthur T. Jacobs with his 
suite then initiated the 38 new 
members and approved the 24 
members who demftted from other 
lodges. Following this, Past Grand 
Exalted Ruler James R. Nicholson 
and his distinguished suite instal- 
led the new officers of Winchester 
Lodge No. 1445 as follows:

A first class banquet with fine 
entertainment filled out the re- 
mainder of the evening. This affair 
was judged as one of the finest 
many had attended. Winchester 
Lodge with a Charter Membership 
of (52, having its jurisdiction of 
Winchester and Stoneham, then as- 
sumed its place and obligations in 
one of the greatest fraternal or- 
ganizations in the United States. 

Mother Lodge 

Woburn Lodge No. 908, which 
is considered the mother Lodge, 
presented the first Flag to the new 
lodge, the presentation being made 
by their Exalted Ruler Warren M. 
Cox on June 20, 1922. The Jewels 
and Collars were a gift to the lodge 
by the late Brother Patrick Walsh 
in 1923. The first outing of the 
lodge was a joint affair with Wo- 
burn Lodge on August 15, 1923 at 
Martin Luther Grove, Tyngsboro. 

The first parade was a ; the 
Grand Lodge Convention in Bos- 
ton in 1924 when 124 members of 
the lodge marched with the purple 
and white umbrellas raised, and 
the first carnival sponsored by the 
Lodge in 1924 at the Town Hall 
netted a profit of $4,313.33. Dur- 
ing the ensuing years the lodge 
was active in many activities with 
the lodge rooms being located in 
the Lyceum Building and the meet- 
ings were held in Lyceum Hall. 
The lodge built a fine reputation 
in the town and through the efforts 
of its officers and members its fi- 
nancial structure was very strong. 

On May 10, 1947, the Winchester 
Town Hall was again the scene of 
one of the largest gatherings of 
Elks when the Lodge celebrated its 
25th anniversary. The late Fred 
H. Scholl, Past Exalted Ruler 
and the first District Deputy from 
Winchester Lodge, was General 
Chairman for this event. Toast- 
master duties were ably handled 
by the senior living. Past Exalted 
Ruler of the Lodge, Fred D. Cle- 
ment. Many invited guests attend- 
ed from the Grand Lodge, Mass. 
Elks Association, and neighboring 
lodges. 

Also in attendance were repre- 
sentatives of the town, neighbor- 
ing cities and state officials. Fol- 
lowing the dinner, a large class of 
candidates were initiated into the 
lodge. Later on in this same year 
Winchester Lodge was honored 
when Past Exalted Ruler Harry 
A. McGrath was appointed District

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THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE 

/// Thomas Paine

For Tom Paine, the American Revolution was not 
an event limited in time and substance. It was the 
revolution of all nm i, in all times, and in all places, 
against tyranny. George III was more than a tax- 
mad 18th-century British monarch. He was all dic- 
tators from Pharaoh to Franco assaulting the 
"natural rights” of man. And the atrocity at Lex- 
ington was a “general massacre of mankind.” 

This transcendence of the butter and guns of re- 
volt, this conviction that what the colonists were 
doing, once done, would he done for all men forever, 
is perhaps the primary fact of tho American Revolu- 
tion. In the writings of Quaker-bred Tom Paine 
the colonists’ faith in the timeless force of their 
achievement sings and inspires: "We have it in our 
power to begin the world again.” If America could 
not he free, no one could. If America could not 
prove that the only King with sound credentials 
rules above all men, no one could. 

In the mind of Tom Paine. America’s first strong 
voice of republicanism, there seemed no reason in 
principle or practice why America could not be free. 
He had a vision, founded on economy and geography, 
of a race of men free to think, free to worship, free 
to trade and free to govern themselves. To the reali- 
zation of this vision he dedicated his ruthless logic, 
his hard, clean prose, and his finest years. 

Dismissing monarchist humbug, exposing hypo- 
crisy, Paine briskly defined a new America: Already, 
he said, "this new world hath been the asylum for 
the persecuted lovers of civil and religious liberty 
. . . O! receive the fugitive, and prepare in time an 
asylum for mankind!” It was a hold vision, but not, 
Paine thought, impractical. By welcoming the im- 
migrant America could build a new race of men. 
To achieve this, however, we must he free ourselves, 
becoming masters, not subjects, in our own house. 
Anything short of liberty, Paine said, was patch- 
work. To say that we have done fairly well with 
the English connection and should therefore maintain 
it, he wrote, was to say that because a baby got by 
on milk it should never eat meat. “The blood of tho 
slain,” he wrote, “the weeping voice of nature cries 
4 TIS TIME TO PART.’ ” 

i i i 

For the reactionary Edmund Burke, who insisted 
that present generations must uncritically accept 
the contractual commitments of their forefathers, 
Paine reserved a special attention: "Every age and 
generation,” he wrote, "must be as free to act for 
itself, in all cases, as the ages and generations which 
preceded it. The vanity and presumption of gov- 
erning beyond the grave is the most ridiculous and 
insolent of all tyrannies.” When a man dies, Paine 
added, his interests and powers die with him; new 
interests, new situations arise demanding new solu- 
tions. "Every generation is and must be competent 
to all the purposes which its occasions require. It is 
the living and not the dead that are to be accommo- 
dated.” 

For a hundred or a thousand years from its found- 
ing, Paine continued, "that which a nation chooses to 
do it has a right to do. The right of all future gene- 
rations” was not "taken away by the (vote) of the 
first electors,” he said. To suggest this would be 
to say that Paris should rule Britain because William 
the Conqueror was French! 

/ / / 

Tom Paine affirmed America’s traditional disin- 
terest in foreign affairs, her traditional renunciation 
of economic imperialism. “We fight,” he wrote, 
"neither from pride nor passion; we are not insult- 
ing the world with our fleet or armies, nor ravaging 
the globe for plunder.” 

Tom Paine knew that political liberty without eco- 
nomic liberty is a cruel deception. "The contrast 
of affluence and wretchedness,” he wrote, “is like 
dead and living bodies chained together.” Accord- 
ingly, Paine was perhaps the first American patriot 
to recommend an inheritance tax which, he felt, 
would encourage a fairer distribution of wealth. 
Throughout his works, the word "freedom” precedes 
"property,” and he sternly advised the merchants 
of the new world to provide for their aged and poor, 
to use their money to end injustice rather than to 
gratify "invented wants.” 

To remain healthy and vigorous in a world of con- 
stant change, Paine said, America must consciously 
remain young and muscular, and never grow satis- 
fied, and fat, and unable to deal with new situations. 
"Commerce,” he wrote, “diminishes the spirit . . . 
History sufficiently informs us that the bravest 
achievements were always accomplished in the non- 
age of a nation . . . The more men have to fear the 
less willing they are to venture.” He hoped that 
this would never be said of the nation he helped to 
establish.

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YD Set To Roll - Entire Division On Wheels 


Fof the first time on its Fitetnrir 
annual move to Tamp Ofunri, Mow 
York, the entire ton-thousand of- 
flww and men of the 28th Yafikw 
Infantry Division, Massachusetts 
National Guard will ho entirely on 
“wheels.” The massive convoys, 
spread over four different routes 
through four states, will leave 
home stations over a three-day 
period and move entirely with its 
own unit transportation of some 
1800 vehicles. 

Heretofore, much of the move- 
ment was accomplished via rail 
transport and by chartered com- 
mercial carriers, hut each year for 
the past several, more and more 
mobile capability has been achiev- 
ed within the division itself. 

Troops and units from almost 
every major city and town in the 
Commonwealth will begin to pour 
out of home stations and into vehi- 
cles on Tuesday. July 18, and con- 
tinue through July 22. On the 
IHth, an “Advance Column” of 52 
officers and 89 enlisted men com- 
manded by Lt. Col. William M. 
Molla of Newton will leave for the 
summer training encampment 
near the Canada border. The col- 
umn containing quartering parties 
and mess personnel will travel 
lightly in jeeps with only five 
ton and seven half ton trucks in 
one march serial composed of four 
march units. The coltfmn will leave 
the entrance of the Mass. Turnpike 
at Weston at 7 a.m. on July 18. 

Huge Baggage Column Leaves 
July 20 

On July 20th four columns con- 
taining three serials and twenty- 
three march units and composed 
of elements of units from the en- 
tire division will pass through two 
interchanges on the Mass. Turn- 
pike and space themselves over a 
period of three hours leaving the 
starting point. Designated as 
‘‘Baggage Columns,” and coded as 
“Golf,” “Hotel,” “India,” “Heavy- 
weight”, it will he commanded by 
Lt. Col. Anthony Di Lorenzo of 
Weymouth. Stopping only for gas 
and rations in Amsterdam. New' 
York they will pull into a bivouac 
at the 'end of the first day at Barn- 
eveld New York off Route 12. 

“C o I u ni n Heavyweight” will 
trail the three faster-moving con- 
voys; it has been so labelled be- 
cause of the inclusion of some of 
the largest vehicles in the division, 
whose speed and movement would 
tend to slow a composite convoy 
group. In this unit will be the 
eight-inch “Atomic” howitzers, en-

Cites Need For Mobility 

“The heed for great mobility has 
always existed within a combat in- 
fantry division,” said YD Com- 
mander, Major General Otis M. 
Whitney, “but with the advent of 
the “Pentomic” concept, the small- 
er, speedier and more compact flat- 
tie Group innovation, it has be- 
come the more imperative that the 
modern division support itself al- 
most completely, both tactically 
and administratively. For this 
reason,” said the General, “the in- 
creasing demands of our training 
proficiency include very special 
emphasis on our mastery of log- 
istics, and our trained ability to 
move ourselves whenever and 
wherever we have to go. Within 
the specifications of the First Uni- 
ted States Army training schedul- 
es, this completely organic move to 
our New York training site there- 
fore, provides a realistic and tough 
maneuver, actually before we ever 
reach Camp Drum.” 

Convoys, Comm unicat ions 

Communications-wise, the move, 
planned for months by the G-4 sec- 
tion under Lt. Col. Paul Spinney 
of Braintree and supervised by the 
G-8, under Lt. Col. Harold R 
Westcott of Scituate will be ac- 
companied by a completely inte- 
grated radio net, both on the 
ground and in the air. (’heck- 
points along the entire route will 
be monitored for three days and a 
net control radio station will he 
set up at approximately the half- 
way mark. It will displace forward 
for the second day of the convoy 
as they close in the first night bi- 
vouac areas. Some fifteen of the 
division’s light “liaison” aircraft 
and helicopters will fly over the 
moving columns and via air-to- 
ground radio communication, will 
assist in the control of the move- 
ment. At night the pilots will land 
in fields adjacent to the bivouac 
areas and continue the patrols the 
following day, weather permitting. 
Safety Is Stressed 
Because of the inclusion of all of 
the personnel in the YD on its own 
wheels, safety will be strictly en- 
forced. For the maximum safety 
potential, it has been directed that 
there be 100 yards between each 
vehicle on the roads, that from two 
to three minutes be allowed be- 
tween march units (depending up- 
on the route taken) and that ten 
minutes elapse between march ser- 
ials. Each march-unit will contain 
no more than ten vehicles of any 
description. The Division Safety 
Officer, Lt. Col. Wallace Davis of 
Cambridge, will ride with New 
York Thruway authorities, utiliz- 
ing their mobile communication 
their mobile communication equip- 
ment for column control. He will 
be assisted by a score of “column 
control” officers who will accom- 
pany the various units and by the 
divisional mobile Military Police 
under command of Captain Stan- 
ley Wisnioski, Division Provost 
Marshall. 

Artillery Column Largest 
The largest column in the con 
voys will be commanded by Brig. 
Gen. William R. Porter of Millis, 
YD Div. Artillery commander. It 
will consist of several hundred ve- 
hicles, carrying over 1500 officers 
and men.

Remember When 

This week’s picture in the Star’s 
“Remember When” series is of Sul- 
livans’ Barber Shop which did a 
thriving business here in the early 
nineteen hundreds. Many a Win- 
chester boy got his first haircut at 
Sullivans’, and continued to pat- 
tronize the shop until it closed its 
doors following 1 the death of the 
younger of the Sullivan brothers, 
Rob, in 1945. Christy, senior mem- 
ber of the shop, died in 1923. 

The shop was kept open for a 
short while by Christy’s son, 
George, but eventually it closed and 
a colorful bit of old Winchester 
went out of existence. 

The shop goes back to 1900 or 
before and was in the Lyceum 
Building located in the first of the 
two adjacent shops now occupied 
by R. Levine’s tailoring establish- 
ment. 

Christy had the first chair near- 
est the door and Bob, the second. 
Many a journeyman barber plied 
his trade at the third. 

In the old days when barber 
shaving was popular the shop was 
a Mecca on Saturday nights with 
a steady stream of patrons drop- 
ping in to get shaved up for Sun- 
day, often adding a “neck shave” 
if their hair was a bit straggly in 
the back. Two extra men did noth- 
ing but lather in those days with 
the Sullivans and their barber 
shaving as fast as they could. 

A shave was 10 cents in those 
days, with five cents additional for 
a “velvet” shave, whatever that 
may have been. A haircut was a 
quarter with a nickel extra if you 
had tonic, Herpecide, Predol, Lucky 
Tiger or “Morning After,” a tonic 
strongly laced with menthol for 
those who had supped with con- 
vivial friends the night before! Col- 
gate’s shaving soap was used at 
the shop, and endorsed! 

Prominently displayed at the 
rear of the shop was a big case of 
individual shaving mugs for the 
fastidious souls who did not like 
the idea of one mug for everyone. 
Many sported fraternal emblems, 
or the name of the owner upon 
them. 

The shop was a hot spot for

sports discussions, particularly 
boxing, in which Bob Sullivan was 
especially interested. We well re- 
call his trip to attend the “wake” 
of the great “John L.” Many a hot 
argument took place in the shop 
over the relative merits of the 
great fighters of the time. 

Bob was active in politics and 
was an old-line Democrat, going 
back to the days when caucuses 
and torch-light processions were 
held in Winchester and all sorts of 
excitement prevailed. For many 
years before the town adopted the 
limited town meeting form of gov- 
ernment he “called off” the names 
of those voting, with their political 
party in the case of the primaries. 

A voice natural ly robust gained 
resonance through the years and 
everyone in, or near the door of 
the town hall knew exactly who 
was about to cast his ballot when 
Bob Sullivan announced him. When 
the women got the vote, several 
of the fair sex objected to the clar- 
ity with which Bob called them off, 
but there was no change in the Sul- 
livan style. 

Just inside the door of the bar- 
ber shop was a small tobacco coun- 
ter which did a thriving business. 
Sweet Caporal cigarettes, Pippin 
cigars, Master Workman plug to- 
bacco, “B. L. Smoke or Chew,” and 
Old English Curve Cut were some 
of the brands of tobacco dispensed, 
and the popular “T. D.” and corn- 
cob pipes were for sale with the 
more expensive briar-root pipes. 

Many a man of the editor’s gen- 
eration will recall Sullivans’ Bar- 
ber Shop with affection. 

In the picture of the shop pub- 
lished this week is a patron in 
Bob’s chair and a second barber. 
The Star can identify neither 
though the patron looks very fa- 
miliar. Perhaps some reader can 
make identifications.

SS Payments 

Two groups of beneficiaries will 
receive increased payments under 
the new amendments to the Social 
Security law, signed by President 
Kennedy on June 30, 1961. 

Widows, 62 and older, get a ten 
percent increase in benefit checks 
under the new law. 

Dependent widowers and depen- 
dent parents of workers who have 
died will also receive this same in- 
crease. 

Those people now getting the 
minimum Social Security benefit, 
$33.00 a month, will get increases 
also. The new minimum is $40.00 
a month. 

Increases will be automatic for 
the groups of bcneficiar^s listed 
above. It is not necessary to get in 
touch with any Social Security of- 
fice. The increased payments will 
be included in the benefit checks 
for August which should he receiv- 
ed on or about September 5.

Opportunities for volunteer com- 
munity service are not so exten- 
sive for high school youth as the 
temptation that frequently lead 
them into trouble.

Evidence of what high school 
age youth can and will do is de- 
monstrated in “Operation Kind- 
ness”, the student volunteer servi- 
ces project sponsored annually by 
the Massachusetts Division of Civic 
Education and the School Bureau 
of United Community Services. 

This summer more than 3000 
student volunteers, including many 
from Winchester have joined to 
show their merit by putting in long 
hours of faithful unpaid communi- 
ty service filling a charitable need 
and impressing a lasting impact 
upon the adults with whom they 
come in contact. 

The Red Feather hospitals, 
neighborhood centers, camps and 
social services that have opened 
their doors to youth, the teachers 
and the guidance counsellors who 
have moved youth to accept civic 
tasks, the parents who have fos- 
tered a desire to volunteer all de- 
serve this community’s apprecia- 
tion for helping youth attain a 
sense of altruism at a time when 
there is need for both astronauts 
and altruists. 

While providing useful tasks, th 
“Operation Kindness” project in- 
troduces youth to the personal and 
community values inherent in vo- 
luntary devotion to others and al- 
so acquaints them with career op- 
portunities in the fields of health, 
education and social work. 

The 3,000 boys and girls associ- 
ated with* he United Community 
Service project are more typical 
of the youth of America today than 
the delinquents who capture the 
attention sensationalism always 
brings. 

We commend them and then- 
work and the proof they offer that 
we must not sell today’s short.

Also under Public Law 874 Win- 
chester can lose out in the defeat of 
the President’s bill. This section 
which was made a part of the gen- 
eral aid bill fixes the amount going 
to impacted areas, or those in 
which there are children of service 
men or federal personnel. 

Winchester does not have many 
children in this category, but it 
does have some and the new ramifi- 
cations of Law 874 will have their 
affect on the town. 

Under the old provisions of 874 
federal aid was paid to impacted 
communities having three per cent 
of children of servicemen or federal 
employees. Winchester with 3.1 per 
cent was getting about $186 per 
eligible pupil. 

One of the provisions of the Ken- 
nedy bill affecting Public Law 874 
was the raising of the eligible per 
cent from three to four in the year, 
1961-’62, to five per cent the next 
year and to six per cent the year 
following. 

Since Winchester barely met the 
old three per cent requirement, the 
town, had the Kennedy Bill finally 
become law, was in a way to lose 
its aid to impacted areas. 

It was at first felt that with the 
bill failing to get out of committee, 
Public Law 874 would return to its 
status quo, and that Winchester 
would continue to receive aid to im- 
pacted areas on a 3.1 percentage 
basis. 

Now those studying the matter 
are not so sure that all federal aid 
to impacted areas will not be dis- 
continued with the failure of the 
President’s bill to get out of com- 
mittee. 

Even if the Kennedy bill should 
in some way become law the new 
Public Law 871 section would have 
an adverse affect on Winchester. 
The new provisions, while extend- 
ing the coverage to new communi- 
ties would reduce the per pupil 
payment an estimated 50 per cent, 
this in addition to raising the per- 
centage necessary to qualify for 
aid to impacted areas from three 
to six per cent in three years. 

This would mean that Winches- 
ter, even if it could qualify for aid 
under the new 4 per cent, which is 
unlikely, would get only $96 per 
pupil instead of the $186 'it has 
been getting. 

Some educators are hoping that 
Congress may divorce Public Law 
872 from the President’s general 
aid to education bill, feeling that 
this phase of federal aid should 
have special consideration aside 
from the general provision of the 
President’s bill.

Fire Guts Bath House At Palmer Beach

The 
fire had been reported to the po- 
lice as “small” and the firefight- 
ers were surprised upon arrival to 
find the cast side of the building 
enveloped in flames. 

Lieutenant Howard immediately 
radioed the Central Station for 
help, with Engine 3, the Ladder 
Truck, Rescue Truck and Chief’s 
Car responding. Box 51 was put 
on at the Station. 

The fire evidently started in the 
east, or girls’ dressing-room side 
of tin* building and was a hot one 
when the apparatus arrived. Three 
lines of 2 and one half inch hose 
were laid from the hydrant on 
Lake Street and brought to bear 
on the flames. Nearly two hours 
later, at 5:12 the “all out” was 
sounded. 

The bath house is a one story 
structure with two big dressing 
rooms at the front, toilets, a bas- 
ket room for clothes, first aid

Office Pi ocedurcs 


John Sinclair, an instructor at 
the Bentley School of Accounting 
and Finance, is busy at the town 
hall studying town departmental 
and office pvoceedures in accord- 
ance with the vote of the 1961 
town meeting, appropriating $2,000 
for the use of the town Methods 
and Proceedures Committee to 
hire a consultant to make such a 
survey. 

The Methods and Proceedures 
Committee was established at the 
I960 town meeting to succede the 
Fiscal Survey Committee. When 
this latter group handed in its 
portfolio it recommended the esta- 
blishment of a permanent com- 
mittee of three citizens to be chos- 
en by the moderator to have the 
responsibility of recommending 
necessary changes to keep the fis- 
cal and office proceedures of the 
town efficient and up to date. 

The town meeting accepted the 
recommendation and the commit- 
tee was established. Heading the 
committee as chairman is Rae D. 
Anderson. The other members are 
Arthur R. Hills and R. Ashley 
Lewis. 

With authorization by the town 
to hire a fiscal consultant the com- 
mittee retained Mr. Sinclair who 
commenced work on June 13, and 
has been studying* the various 
town departments since that time. 

As yet no recommendations in- 
volving changes have been made. 
When any are to be made they 
will be made by Mr. Sinclair to 
the Methods and Proceedures Com- 
mittee. 

The committee will then have 
two choices of action. One will he 
to go directly to the department 
involved. The other will be to bring 
the matter up at the next town 


meeting. Small adjustments or 
minor changes will probably be 
worked out by the committee and 
the department heads. Major i 
changes will probably involve town 
meeting acceptance.

Living 


With 
Your Heart 




Today, we in America arc better 
educated on the subject of our 
health than ever before. More re- 
search is being done, and it is be- 
ing more fully reported to the pu- 
blic than at any other time in our 
history. 

Although we do not appear to 
let new knowledge about health 
habits interfere markedly with our 
way of living, until we become ill. 
we have become a nation of people 
deeply, though perhaps too ab- 
stractly, interested in medical de- 
velopments. 

And. as one approaches middle 
age, interest in the state of one’s 
health automatically increases. 

Whether or not one has chronic 
heart disease during or after mid- 
dle age, there are four sim- 
ple guideposts to remember and to 
apply to our daily lives. Don’t let 
their simplicity fool you, they are 
the results of many years’ re- 
search, and they are well-founded 
in fact. 

Remember these things: Diet, 
exercise, stress and cigarettes. 

DIHT: The normal body has a 
remarkable capacity to adapt it- 
self to reasonable variations in its 
food. Extreme dietary restrictions 
are unwise, if only because they 
ire not “normal”. 

Any dietary program designed 
to delay the development of hard- 
ening of the arteries (including es- 
pecially the coronary and brain ar- 
teries) must be followed for a life- 
time if it is to be effective. 

This fact alone makes it abun- 
dantly clear that one’s dietary pro- 
gram must he reasonable if, as a 
practical matter, it is to be follow- 
ed. 

A diet restricted in animal fats 
and supplemented with vegetable 
oils is usually followed by the low- 
ering of blood fats, including cho- 
lesterol. Since fats in the blood ap- 
pear to be associated with the 
earlier development of arterioscle- 
rosis (artery degeneration that 
sets the stage for heart attacks 
and strokes), a diet that lowers 
blood fats is desirable. 

EXERCISE: There is evidence 
that habitual, moderate exercise is 
associated with a decrease in the 
frequency of heart attacks. Re- 
member. “habitual” and “Moder- 
ate” are the important words. 

STRESS: Stress is accompanied 
by an increase in blood pressure, 
heart rate, and probably serum 
cholesterol. All of these effects are 
undesirable, especially in persons 
with heart disease. On the other 
hand, stress can provide a stimu- 
lus for productive effort and there- 
fore can be an important and even 
an essential human asset. 

It is useless stress which ought 
to be avoided. 

CIGARETTES: There is evi- 

dence that excessive cigarette smo- 
king may favor the development 
of cancer of the lung. But it may 
be less well understood that the 
evidence may be equally good that 
excessive smoking increases the 
likelihood of heart attacks. 

The obvious conclusion is that 
anyone concerned about heart di- 
sease should avoid excessive cigar- 
ette smoking.

Another Parking Problem 


At the past town meeting Mr. Richardson 
made a futile attempt to have the town consider 
Sv ri on sly buying Winchester Station of the Pos- 
ton and Maine. Though he had commuter con- 
venience and comfort in mind, he admittedly was 
more concerned with the possible loss of some 90 
parking spaces if the proposal to build an office 
building between the then Water field Building 
and the Station materializes. 

The town meeting did not feel, at least then, 
that the purchase of the station is a good idea, 
hut since the meeting many who go to Boston 
and take a casual look at the cars parked in the 
station parking space have wondered where these 
cars will go in the event an office building is put 
up on the site. 

It’s a question well worth pondering, and the 
answer has not been made easier to find by the 
razing of Water field Hall following the fire. 

Announcement has been made that a new two 
story structure will replace the old hall with 
stores or offices on the first floor and offices 
above them. This means that the occupants of 
the new building will be looking for parking, 


Landscaping 

It isn't going to do much good to beautify the 
common if we are going to continue to litter its 
surface with empty paper cups, popsiclc sticks, 
candy and gum wrappers and beer cans.

U-Turn A 


Among the dangerous driving practices around 
the center is that of making a U-turn at Watcr- 
field Road and Church Street. There was a 
time when the police had this turning pretty well 
under control, but it seems to be again on the 
increase. 

ft isn’t likely that anyone is going to get killed 
or even badly injured by the U-turn driving, but 
a fatal or serious accident is not beyond possibi- 
lity. Let an automobile headed cast on Church 
Street and signalling to enter Watcrfield Road, 
make a quick turn-around in front of one of 
those big trailer trucks that zoom into Watcrfield 
Road and anything can happen ! 

And it isn’t good for the blood pressure of the 
motorist headed west on Church Street and about 
to turn left into Watcrfield Road. He sees a 
car approaching, signalling a right turn into Wa- 
ter field Road, and everything else being propi- 


off-street if possible, as well as those who will 
occupy the proposed new office building adja- 
cent to the railroad station. 

If the office building is. built in addition to the 
new Watcrfield Building, there just isn’t going to 
he the kind of parking necessary to accommodate 
all the occupants of the two buildings, to sav no- 
thing of the |>oor householders who may want to 
drive to that part of the center to patronize the 
business houses there. 

There hasn’t been any too much parking space 
available around the station and Watcrfield 
Building as it is, and should be remembered 
that most of the second floor of old Watcrfield 
was taken up by a hall. Except when social 
functions were being held there, generally at 
night, there was less parking needed for this 
hall than there is likely to he for an entire floor 
of offices, plus a separate office building. 

In view of this and what can happen in the 
vicinity of the station, Mr. Richardson’s propos- 
al to purchase the station property doesn’t look 
too fantastic, even with the maintenance in- 
volved. 


Not Enough 

Winchester, we would he more careful. Gutters 
strewn with beer cans do not add to the pleasure 
of a ride along our Parkway past Manchester 
Field, the Unitarian Church, Post Office, 
Junior High School, Mill Pond and Library.

Mystic Valley Lodge Of Masons 
Organized Here April 8th, 1920

On February 2, 1920, a meeting 
attended by William M. Belcher, 
Amasa Harrington, Harry Y. Nut- 
ter, Harris M. Richmond and Har- 
ris S. Richardson was held to con- 
sider the organization of a second 
Masonic Lodge in Winchester. 
Since the beginning of World War 
I, there had been an unprecedented 
interest- in Masonry and lodges 
were so busy receiving new can- 
didates that insufficient time was 
available for the proper conduct 
of other Masonic duties. The solu- 
tion to this problem was the forma- 
tion of more Masonic Lodges and 
the time seemed opportune to re- 
lieve the strain upon William Park- 
man Lodge, which at the time was 
holding at least four meetings each 
month with prospects of indefinite 
continuance of this condition. Ac- 
cordingly a petition for the for- 
mation of a second Masonic Lodge 
in Winchester was drawn up, ap- 
proved by the members of William 
Parkman Lodge. Eighty-five signa- 
tures of charter members were sub- 
mitted to the Grand Master of Ma- 
sons in Massachusetts, who was 
pleased to grant a dispensation on 
April 8, 1920, for the formation of 
Mystic Valley Lodge, U. D., to be 
held in Winchester. 

The following evening, at a meet- 
ing of the petitioners held at the 
Masonic Apartments in Winches- 
ter, the dispensation was delivered 
by Charles H. Miles of Lexington, 
then the district deputy grand mas- 
ter of the Sixth Masonic District, 
to William N. Belcher, Amasa Har- 
rington and Harris M. Richmond, 
who had been designated by the 
grand master to be the first master 
and Wardens of Mystic Valley 
Lodge, U. D. 

William M. Belcher, the first 
master, had been for many years 
the most prominent Mason in 
Winchester. A past master of 
William Parkman Lodge of many 
years standing, he had served 
district deputy grand master for 
the sixth district, and later was 
elected as senior grand warden of 
the Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, thereby becoming a perma- 
nent member of the Grand Lodge, 
scrying as such with distinction 
until his death in 1933. His ser- 
vices to Mystic Valley Lodge dur- 
ing the formative years when he 
served as master and in later 
years as a wise and true advisor 
will never be forgotten. 

The remaining months of 1920, 
during which the lodge worked 
under temporary dispensation, 
was a busy period of organization. 
William Parkman Lodge generous- 
ly loaned necessary regalia, equip- 
ment, and the use of its apartments 


during that period. At its December 
communication the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts granted a charter to 
Mystic Valley Lodge and on De- 
cember 30, 1920, the lodge was 
formally constituted by Arthur I). 
Prince, grand master, with a dis- 
tinguished suite of thirty-nine 
Grand Lodge officers. Of the 
eighty-five names that appear on 
the charter, only three are present 
members of Mystic Valley Lodge, 
J. Lawton Whitlock and John Car- 
ruthers, both past masters, and 
Preston Corey, a past master of 
William Parkman Lodge. 

As time passes swiftly and un- 
obtrusively, so does the life of a 
Masonic lodge, the events which 
are of interest to its members and 
their families, with anniversaries 
the principal landmarks. The first 
to be observed was the tenth anni- 
versary, celebrated on April 11, 
1930, by a reenactment of the 
ceremonies attending the first 
meeting of the lodge, with Arthur 
D. Prince, Charles H. Miles and 
the original master and wardens 
filling the same stations that they 
did ten years before. 

The twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the lodge was celebrated on April 
12, 1945, by a joint meeting of 
Grand Lodge and Mystic Valley 
Lodge, presided over by Samuel H. 
Wragg, grand master, and a dis-^ 
tinguished group of Grand Lodge 
officers. The date will be remember- 
ed by many, because just previous 
to the dinner wor^ came of the 
death of President Franklin I). 
Roosevelt, himself a distinguished 
Mason. Preliminary plans are now 
being made for the fiftieth anniver- 
sary nine years hence. 

It is of interest to note that 
every pastor of the Crawford Me- 
morial Methodist Church, from the 
Rev. Hiram Hook in 1927 to the 
Rev. H. Newton Clay at the pres- 
ent time, has served as chaplain or 
associate chaplain of 111 ys tic Val- 
ley Lodge and that pastors of oth- 
er churches in Winchester have 
served to such an extent that two 
chaplains have almost always pro- 
vided a close link between the lodge 
and churches they have represent- 
ed. In return, at least once a year 
Mystic Valley Lodge, either alone 
or with the other Masonic bodies 
in Winchester, has accepted an in- 
vitation to attend divine worship 
at a special Masonic Sunday ser- 
vice. Another outstanding public 
annual event of many years stand- 
ing has been the observance of 
“open house*’ the morning of Jan- 
uary 1, sponsored by William Park- 
man Lodge, Mystic Valley Lodge 
and Winchester Royal Arch Chap- 


ter, to which all Masons in Win- 
chester are invited. At one o’clock 
a toast to the grand master is pro- 
posed and when possible is re- 
sponded to by the grand master in 
person. 

It is recorded that when the Ju- 
niper Hall Masonic Hospital at 
Shrewsbury was opened in 1928, 
Mystic Valley Lodge was the first 
in the state to meet its quota for 
the cost of equipping the hospital, 
and in 1944 when the Masonic mili- 
tary service campaign was started, 
this lodge was one of the first in 
the state to substantially exceed 
its quota. Mystic Valley Lodge has 
not been without its share of Ma- 
sonic honors for services extending 
beyond the local lodge. Harris 
Richmond and Paul N. Shiverick 
have been honored by appointments 
as district deputy grand masters. 
T. Parker Clarke, Leroy T. Down- 
er, John Carruthers, William A. 
Lefavour and Richard P. Nyquist 
have received recognition by Grand 
Lodge for services to Masonry in 
general.

THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE 

tV Thomas J off arson

“The mass of mankind has not been horn with 
saddles on their backs, nor a favored few hooted and 
spurred, ready to ride them legitimately by the 
grace of God.” 

This double-barrelled blast at “divine right” mon- 
archy and moneyed aristocracy was written not by 
a first-flush reformist at 23, hut by President Jeff- 
erson at 83, a few days hefore he died. The author 
of the Declaration of Independence had lived his life, 
hut he had lost none of his revolutionary passion and 
commitment. 

i i i 

Thomas Jefferson is easily the mind and heart of 
the American Revolution. His achievement is all the 
more stunning when one considers the fact that he 
himself had been born “booted and spurred,” a lan- 
ded patrician with great social and financial status 
in Virginia. It is one thing for a man to fight pov- 
erty and tyranny because he is poor and tyrannized. 
It is quite another for him to fight them when he is 
rich and independent, because in his conscience he 
could not do otherwise. 

Jefferson’s stature depends not only on the De- 
claration; nor on the Louisiana Purchase by which 
he doubled the size of the United States with a 
parchment signature; nor still again by his defeat 
of the reactionary Federalists who threatened to es- 
tablish a financial oligarchy, hinted at a return to 
monarchy and planned secession. Jefferson’s stature, 
as Adrienne Koch suggests, is essentially philosoph- 
ical. He was, supremely, the philosopher of liberty, 
not only for the colonists but for all men. Like 
Paine, he was completely conscious of the dimen- 
sions of the American experiment: “We are point- 
ing the way to struggling nations,” he said, “who 
wish, like us, to emerge from their tyrannies also. 
The eyes of suffering humanity are fixed on us, as 
their only hope.” 

Jefferson was personally responsible for the Bill 
of Rights, which guarantees freedom of speech, re- 
ligion, and the press, in addition to individual legal 
rights. The good burghers of Philadelphia had eith- 
er forgotten to define these rights in the Constitu- 
tion or had taken them for granted. Not so Jeffer- 
son. He urged their prompt approval in the first 
Congress. A right that can be withdrawn, he point- 
ed out, does not exist. He also fought for three 
principles which are properly regarded as the fund- 
ament of American liberty: the separation of ’gov- 
ernment powers, the separation of church and state, 
and the supremacy of the civil over the military 
power. 

Jefferson’s parochial bias against industry and his 
celebration of the pious farmer against the dissolute 
merchant are dogmas that tie him to his age. But in 
the heights of his achievement he is timeless. His 
task, as he saw it, was to show that reason could 
rule more effectively than force and that representa- 
tive democracy wag a sounder way to govern a na- 
tion than the caprice of kings. 

The “inherent and inalienable” rights of man. Jef- 
ferson believed, are best affirmed and protected by 
a constitution, which in times of stress can be cited 
as a point of rally and recall- But ultimately, he 
said, every generation must approach and use this 
constitution on its own terms. Each generation, he 
wrote, comprises a new nation and can depend on no 
preceding generation for its solutions. “Some men,” 
he wrote, “look at constitutions with sanctimonious 
reverence and deem them like the ark of the cov- 
enant, too sacred to be touched. They ascribe to the 
men of the preceding age a wisdom more than hu- 
man, and suppose what they did to be beyond 
amendment. Laws and constitutions must go hand 
in hand with the progress of the human mind. Wc 
might as well require a man to wear still the coat 
which fitted him as a boy.” 

Certainly, Jefferson added, we cannot solve pre- 
sent problems by harking hack to a “gilded age”, be- 
lieving that all things “were in the highest perfec- 
tion in ages of the darkest ignorance.” Nothing is 
unchangeable, he said, but the rights of man. The 
stability of aristocratic rule is like the stability of 
the grave. 

Badly abused and libelled by the Federalist news- 
papers, Jefferson still held for the freedom of the 
press. Its freedom, he said, once limited is lost. He 
urged economic as well as political justice for all 
men. The fear of hunger, he said, must not be used 
to make men submissive tools of someone else’s will.

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Living With 
Your Heart 


Should you cut. down or change 
the kinds of fat you eat as “insur- 
ance” against a heart attack or 
stroke ? 

Although there is no final proof 
that changing your diet’s fat con- 
tent will prevent a stroke or heart 
attack, some dietary changes have 
been recommended for persons sus- 
reptible to these eonditions. 

The information is contained in 


a new leaflet published today by 
the American Heart Association 
and available without churge 
through the Massachusetts Heart 
Association or its local chapters. 

Entitled “What We Know Ab- 
out Diet and Heart Disease,” the 
leaflet cautions that major dietary 
changes should be made only on 
medical adviee. 

The two principal changes re- 
commended. the leaflet states, are 
these: 

1. Eat less fat. 

2. Substitute a substantial 
amount of liquid vegetable oils for 
the solid animal fats such as but- 
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ter and the fat in meat. 

Definitions are given of the 
three main kinds of food fats: sat- 
urated, poly-unsaturat^d ami mo- 
no-unsaturated. Examples of foods 
high irv the first two kinds are list- 
ed in table form. 

In addition to the subject of 
fats, the leaflet provides an up-to- 
date summary of knowledge con- 
cerning sodium restriction and ov- 
erweight in relation to heart dis- 
ease. It points out that in some 
cases of heart and blood vessel di- 
sease, physicians may prescribe so- 
dium-restricted (low salt) diets to 
prevent excessive water from be- 
ing retained in the body. 

The leaflet concludes with these 
five general recommendations : 

1. “Good general nutrition is 
important for everyone.” Eat a va- 
ried well-balanced diet. If you are 
in doubt about what you should 
eat, ask your physician. 

3. “Do not put yourself on a spe- 
cial diet.” 

4. “If your doctor has put you 
on a special diet, follow it exact- 
ly.” In dieting, don’t make except- 
ions or g6 to extremes. 

f>. “Don’t hesitate to ask your 
dqctor for help if you have any 
questions about the diet he pre- 
scribes for you.”

The girls dressing room was 
completely burned out and the fire 
spread to the boys’ dressing room.

Captain John A. Albree, son of 
Mr. George N. Albree of 7 Strat- 
ford Road, who is assigned as an 
assistant Professor of Military 
Science at Norwich University has 
been cited as a charter member of 
the Fort Knox Sport Parachute 
Club. 

Captain Albree is a long time 
military parachutist, having first 
qualified in the Belgian Army as 
a Brevet Parachutist, through at- 
tendance at. the elite Belgian Army 
Airborne School at Schaffen, Bel- 
gium. 

He also holds the distinction of 
being one of only three Americans 
who have ever completed the dif- 
ficult seven jump course. He is 
qualified as a parachutist in the 
US Army and completed his Ar- 
my Airborne training with the 
21th Infantry Division Airborne 
School at Augsburg, Germany. 

The Sport Parachute Club at 
Fort Knox is presently using H-I34 
helicopters, and jumping from a 
minimum of 500 feet, utilizing 
the “spread eagle” position of the 
free fall parachutist.

We are indebted to Mrs. Charles 
C. Rogers for a Star of November 
23, 1945, in which appears the 
story of the three alarm fire in 
Waterfield Hall on November 20 
of that year. It is interesting to 
glance through the account of the 
previous fire in the building, in 
view of the recent fire that result- 
mi in the building finally being 
razed. 

The 1945 fire took place in the 
forenoon. It was discovered by Bill 
Richardson who had a battery 
shop in the building and discovered 
the blaze shortly after 9 o'clock. 

The fire was pretty much con- 
fined to the easterly end of the 
building toward Winchester Sta- 
tion though many of the other 
stores were damaged by smoke 
and water. 

Arlington, Stoneham, Woburn 
and Reading sent help and Arl- 
ington’s big aerial ladder aroused 
much local comment at the fire. 
Winchester’s Fire Chief at that 
time, John J. Gorman, directed 
the efforts of the firemen and 
estimated damage was at least 
$26,000. 

It is interesting to sec some of 
the names that appeared in the 
Star account of the 1945 fire. 
Chief William H. Rogers heuded 
the police at the fire, other police 
being Sgt. Thomas F. Cassidy, 
Edward Bowler. John Murray, Wil- 
liam Cassidy, William Callahan, 
Archie O’Connell, Winthrop Pal- 
mer and James Flaherty. Only 
Bowler, Callahan, O’Connell and 
Flaherty are now with the depart- 
ment. and both Chief Rogers and 
Sgt. Cassidy are dead. 

Red Cross workers at the fire 
were Mrs. George Dutting, Mrs. 
Donald Heath and Mrs. Thomas 
Hoare. Mrs. Dutting, who was the 
Chapter secretary at that time, is 
now deceased. 

Business occupants of the build- 
ing included Winslow Press, Rich- 
ardson X* Walsh, battery service; 
E. H. Butterworth, jeweler; Water- 
field Opticians, Fessenden Real 
Estate, Lord Photo Service, Win- 
chester Beauty Shop, En Ka What 
Not Shop, Skip, the Tailor; Kal- 
muck, upholsterer; Winthrop Upton 
and Hanlon Locomotive Sander. 
The hall above the first floor stores 
was occupied by the Fortnightly 
Woman’s Club and there were sev- 
eral private apartments. 

Most of the occupants got their 
effects out of the building. Some 
were stored at the Rogers Sign 
Company, then in the old Kelley 
& Hawes stable building on Win- 
chester Place, some at the Trust 
Company and others in nearby 
private homes.

The fact that considerably more 
than half of the class of 74 boys 
and girls returned, most with 
spouses, indicates that my sense of 
anticipation was general. One per- 
son, whom most of us remembered 
in only shadowy fashion as simply 
a nice, quiet girl drove all the way 
from San Diego to attend, and em- 
erged the glamor girl of the re- 
union. The man known as the 
class comic flew from work in cen- 
tral Pennsylvania to add his in- 
fectious laugh, unchanged over the 
years, to the gathering, and per- 
haps evoke, more than any other 
single sight or sound, the sense of 
our mutual past. 

At the crowded cocktail hour or 
hours, all this excitement gushed 
out, however, in little more than 
shouted recognition of each other 
despite balding pates, graying 
hair, mustaches, extra pounds or 
the scar lines inflicted by a quart- 
er century of adult responsibility. 

For the most part, there was no 
time to go beyond the surface. For 
instance, the captain of our 
champion football team and I had 
only a chance to exchange laughs 
at his bald and my white head. Yet 
I would liked to have told him how 
much his sportmanship meant to 
all of us, or how often I’ve thought 
of the pepper sandwiches, made 
his mother in the best Italian 
style, which he brought to the 
locker room before each game, and 
passed out to the team members 
if we won, but took home again 
after the one game we lost our 
senior year. 

My high school flame was 
among the missing at the reunion, 
and I was disappointed not to see 
her amid that milieu of our juve- 
nile romance. But I noticed that 
most of those paired romantically 
in school retreated to small talk 
in this postscript meeting, either 
disinclined or embarrassed to re- 
vive the past. Of course, there are 
always the irrepressible ones like 
the gal who threw herself into the 
arms of the mad Scot who had 
played end on the football team, 
then looked around at her patient 
husband and begged his indulgence 
saying, “Hope you don’t mind, but 
here was my big crush.” But this 
meeting, too, simmered down after 
the initial round of laughs and 
jokes. The years, and spouses of 
mature choice, had dissolved what- 
ever ardor had been generated in 
high school’s cloisters. 

Interestingly enough, I think 
most of us found, as 1 know I did, 
that I felt almost closer to the for- 
mer teachers than to many class- 
mates, perhaps because the teach- 
ers represented a constancy less 
changed in our eyes by the years, 
even though with them also the 
reunion offered \ »tle chance for 
more thoughtful communication. 

Our freshman civics teacher was 
there, for instance, and I and 
others could not resist chiding him 
about his dire predictions of what 
would happen if Roosevelt defeat-

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went blind and could only put 
teenage faces on the voices of men 
she once virtually mothered when, 
as distraught boys, they came to 
the coach’s home with problems. 

Similarly, only the strength of 
our individual handclasps could 
have given our old principal an 
awareness that we know now how 
often he tempered justice in order 
to get us through those crucial 
formative years with as few scars 
and as much wisdom as possible. 

The years had slimmed our old 
janitor almost beyond recognition, 
until he spoke and his rich Glas- 
gow burr came rolling out just as 
it had when he breathed life into 
Bobbie Bums' poetry for us, or 
held court in the boiler room for 
boys sneaking a quick smoke. A 
trial to the school’s disciplinar- 
ians, he nevertheless provided a 
controlled safety valve for scores 
of generations of boys and gave 
all of us a lesson in applied psy- 
chology as valuable as any we 
learned then or later. 

Indeed, now that I’m home 
again, I think the value of the re- 
union lay as much as anything in 
what it forced each of us to re- 
member and think about in meet- 
ing the friends of our youth. Yet 
I would not have missed for the 
world just the chance the reunion 
gave me to drink a toast with the 
man, now a union business agent, 
for whom I took out two men in 
clearing the way to a touchdown, 
in the only play I know which the 
coach called perfect. They were 
good years, when the threat of 
war was little more than a patch 
on a Dutchman’s pants, and it was 
good to go back, if only a little 
way, for those couple of hours.

Remember When 

This week’s picture in the Star’s 
“Remember When” serins ip of 
one of the old Winchester Town 
Teams, circa 1912 or ’13, as the 
antiqes boys and girls put it. 

At. that time semi-professional 
baseball flourished almost every- 
where and Winchester was always 
among the leaders in the Greater 
Boston field. Big crowds used to 
watch the weekly Saturday after- 
noon games on old Manchester 
Field. 

George LeDuc, who had been 
quite a baseball player himself in 
his younger days and later had 
been a New England League um- 
pire, managed the team shown this 
week, as he did succeeding town 
teams captained by the late Dana 
Wingate, and later, the Winches- 
ter Legion team. 

Pitching was Water Whittaker, 
a Somerville High boy whose pitch- 
ing duels with A1 Davidson and 
Joe Fahey of Medford were high- 
lights of schoolboy baseball in 
those days. Besides being the pos- 
sessor of a baffling “drop,” Whit- 
taker was a good left-handed bat- 
ter. He later starred on some great 
teams at Tufts. 

Charlie Flaherty, probably the 
best catcher to come out of Win- 
chester High and as good a back- 
stop as ever played on Manches- 
ter Field, caught Whittaker, and 
if memory serves, led the team in 
batting. He later caught for Port- 
land in the old New England Lea- 
gue. 

At first base was George LeDuc, 
Jr., an excellent fielder, who could 
also play shortstop. He was spelled 
in some of the games by “Decker” 
Thornton of South Boston, who 
came to play with a Boston team 
against Winchester and later join- 
ed the local club. 

We are hazy about second base, 
being unable to remember who 
played the position regularly. We 
believe it was Jimmy Murray, who 
later played a lot of third base for | 
Winchester. Third base on the team 
shown this week was well taken | 
care of by “Doc” O’Connor, a very 
steady performer afield and a time- 
ly hitter, who never received the 
credit that was his due as a ball- 
player. 

“Dropper” Kenney played short- 
stop, at least most of the time, and 
here was one of the best infielders 
and batters hereabouts, a durable 
performer who played the game for I 
years, both here and in Woburn. 

In the outfield was Paul Badger, ; 
in center, one of the best college ! 
outfielders in the game while play- j 


j ing with Yale, a fine left handed 
; batter and outstanding base steal- 
| er, using the old head first slide. 
He was extremely fust. 

in right field was George “Doc” 
Foley, former high school pitcher, 
who started his local baseball ca- 
reer with Churlie Flaherty as bat- 
tery for the old St. Mary's baseball 
team in the days of Father Roche. 
Here was another steady game-in- 
game-out performer. 

Memory is again a bit uncertain 
as to left field. This team was be- 
fore the days of the great “Ad” 
Blowers, and seems to us it was 
played then by a chap named Doh- 
erty. Maybe old timers will correct 
the writer on second base and 
left field. 

Assisting George LeDuc with 
managing the team and personally 
passing the hat at the games was 
one of the most colorful figures in 
Winchester baseball, Edward P. 
McKenzie, “Winchester’s Connie 
Mack,” known far and wide in 
semi-pro baseball circles. “Mack” 
pulled no punches when collecting 
at the games, and many a tightwad 
left the crowds along the sidelines 
when they saw him coming. Later 
“Mack” managed teams in his own 
right and was perhaps as well 
known to players as any manager 
in the State. 

Today’s picture was taken on 
old Manchester Field at the play- 
ers’ bench on the railroad side of 
the diamond. Visible at either side 
of “Mack” McKenzie are two of 


the stakes that surrounded the 
playing surface of the field, inside 
the gravel path, with which the 
field was roped off. Old Waterfield 
Hall shows between George LeDuc 
ami Charlie Flaherty.

Something right out of the Ara 
bian Nights occurred when, ac 
| cording to Time Magazine, Vice 
i President Johnson spied one n 
Pakistan’s prime tourist attrac 
! tions, a camel cart. Stopping th 
car, he shook hands with the start 
led camel driver Ahmad Bashir, 40 
While photographers snapped 
Johnson made small talk. “IVesi 
dent Ayub Khan is coming to th 
I United States,” he offered, “Why 
don’t you come, too?” Bashir smil 
ed “Sure, sure,” went home to hi 
mud-and-gunny-sack shack and 
forgot it. So did Johnson, until he 
read a translated press clipping 
from Pakistan’s biggest daily 
newspaper, Jang, that lucky Bashir 
had been invited to come to A met 
ica and would stay at New York*? 
Waldorf Astoria. Rising to the sit- 
uation, Johnson suggested during 
a televised People-to-People lunch 
eon talk that it would he nice 
someone helped Bashir get to the 
U.S. People-to-People program. An 
independent group of international 
minded Americans promptly vol 
untcered. So did the Reader’s Di 
gest. 

Bashir, meanwhile, had melted 
back into obscurity. Pakistan’: 
Morning News posted a reward for 
him, and a city-wide search result 
ed. He was found by two reporters 
collecting a load of firewood in 
railway yard and hustled to the 
editorial office of the morning 
Dawn,” where he was feasted 
quizzed, and kept virtual prisoner 
for 14 hours to give the paper a 
scoop. Finally, at 2:30 a.m., he was 
permitted to return to his anxious 
wife and four children. 

Since then, he has become a vic- 
tim of his own fame. Assaulted by 
the press and the curious, he has 
been unable to make his rounds 
hich netted him about $4 a day. 
Now broke, he is living off friends. 
Meanwhile the Digest backed out 
of sponsoring him, People-to-Peo- 
ple was having second thoughts, 
and Johnson’s formal invitation 
bogged down in the U. S. embassy 
in Karachi. 

At long last, the U. S. embassy 
passed on the invitation to Bashir, 
and he was invited to Washington 
for the July Fourth celebration. 
Bashir advised that he could not 
make it then, possibly later, ex- 
plaining that he had no money to 
buy clothes for the trip or support 
his family in his absence, also that 
“several people” had warned him 
that he would disgrace his country 
in the U. S. Ayub Khan’s aides al- 
so feared that he would take the 
edge off Ayub’s scheduled visit.

to heart disease, especially to two 
of its principal varieties, high 
blood pressure and hardening of 
the arteries. Over 50 per cent; of 
all deaths in this country, as you 
know, are due to heart disease; 
90 per cent are atributable to high 
blood pressure and to hardening of 
the arteries, or a combination of 
the two. That means that 45 per 
cent of all deaths that occur year 
by year in the United States are 
due to high blood pressure and 
hardening of the arteries. 

It is definitely established that 
in hardening of the arteries, the 
male, the middle-aged male from 
45 to 65, is the one most afflicted. 
The middle-aged male gets this 
disease anywhere from 2 to 1 up to 
25 to 1 times more often than the 
female before her menopause. The 
difference is sex- linked. 

What do we know about athero- 
sclerosis? Final answers concern- 
ing the causes and treatment of 
this disease aren’t yet available. 
However, the rapidity of progress 
in this area in the last decade has 
been amazing. And the prospects 
are excellent for ultimate success 
in the next few decades, if not 
sooner. 

We have learned that this af- 
fliction, known for 5,000 years, is I 
not inevitable; it is not merely ag- 
ing. It can be caused, prevented 
and cured in animals. 

The presence of hardening of the 
arteries does not necessarily 
mean that a clinical episode is in- 
evitable. There are many of us go- 
ing around with atherosclerosis 
who will not become sick or die be-

in the high or low-risk group. One 
out of every eight middle-aged 
males is a high-risk individual. A 
high-risk person has one chance 
in two of developing a heart at- 
tack between the ages of 45-65, 
while a low-risk person has only 
one chance in 25. 

A number of factors have been 
advanced which are said to modify 
the risk of getting a clinical, or fa- 
tal, heart attack. They include: a 
previous clinical episode, one’s her- 
edity, one’s sex, the presence or 
absence of high blood pressure, ex- 
posure to physical exercise and 
one’s physical fitness, emotional 
strain and makeup, smoking to 
excess, blood cholosterol level, 
one’s weight, and the character of 
the habitual diet indulged in. 

There is suggestive evidence 
that lack of regular, not sporadic 
exercise, increases risk. 

Our automated civilization tends 
to make us less physically active 
and more sedentary. Moderation 
and regularity in building up one’s 
capacity for exercise should be the 
motto which wives should help en- 
force. 

The role of emotional strain, is 
not established. Nor is it clear that 
inherited or acquired emotional 
makeup makes much difference. 
There is too much talk about all 
this. What we need is more re- 
search and less talk. 

Even if the ‘cold war’ were to 
abate, we still would not want our 
population tranquillized. Our so- 
ciety in this country is too depen- 
dent on drive. This does not mean 
that wives should encourage thei 
husbands in being too competitive. 
All of us are too much concerned 
with status symbols. This is not 
happiness. 

There is no doubt that excessive 
cigarette smoking (two or more 
packs a day) increases the risk of 
developing heart attacks. Why 
this is so, we do not know. 

High blood cholesterol levels de- 
veloping increase risk. Obesity 
clearly augments risks, and weight 
reduction reduces it. Whenever 
your husband looks fat, get after 
him to reduce. 

The American diet is glutton- 
ous. First, there are too many cal- 
ories in it. for our good. We should 
eat less or exercise more, especial- 
ly il we are in the high risk cate- 
gory. Second, there are too many 
calories coining from fat in the 
diet. 

Wives should learn all about 
fats and get in the habit of substi- 
tuting vegetable fats for animal 
tats, of using oils which are fresh 
instead of solid fats. Relishes, spi- 
ces, and condiments can be used 
for flavor instead of fat. Frying 
should be avoided or fresh vege- 
table oils used, meats cun be rotis- 
seried. Skimmed instead of en- 
riched milk should be used. 

If wives will gently bully their 
husbands, without nagging them,

Science May Help 
Save Aging 
Great Lakes 

Premature “aging” of the Great 
Lakes, largest continuous body of 
fresh water in the world, is of con- 
tinuing concern to American con- 
servationists. 

Lakes Superior, Michigan, Hu- 
on, Erie, and Oontario are in no 
immediate danger of drying up, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. They will last for many more 
thousands of years. But sewage and 
industrial waste may be speeding- 
up the natural aging process by 
which a lake is slowly converted in- 
to a swamp, then dry land. 

The University of Michigan’s In- 
stitute of Science and Technology 
is now trying to develop a techni- 
que for measuring the rate at 
which lake plants convert sunlight 
into vegetative material. The lake 
experts, known as limnoiogists, say 
measuring this rate is vital to un- 
derstand and eventually control a 
lake’s aging. 

Lakes Are Ephemeral 

Lakes appear to be permanent 
features of beautiful landscapes, 
but they last hardly a minute, geo- 
logically speaking. No sooner are 
they born than relentless forces be- 
gin to destroy them. Sediment fills 
the basin, and erosion tears down 
its edges. 

Neai* the easterly edge of Lake 
Erie, for instance, Niagara Falls 
is cutting back into rock at the 
speed of about four feet a year 
At this rate, the falls will have re 
treated to the lake in 27,000 year: 
and unleashed Erie waters directly 
into Lake Ontario. 

The clarity of water spilling over 
the falls suggests that a vast a 
mount of sediment has been drop 
ped on the floors of the lakes. A 
study of Lake Michigan shows an 
accumulation there of about three 
inches per century. 

Through the amassing of vegeta 
tive material, a swamp slowly 
builds up and a very gentle gradi 
ent develops across the surface 
Eventually streams form and cut 
channels. Excess water drains, and 
dry land appears. 

The world would soon, have no 
lakes if new ones were not con- 
stantly being formed. A lake may 
start in many ways — by a fracture 
in the earth's crust, a lava How 
blocking a valley, or by a glacier 
which is the most important lake- 
producing agent. 

Glaciers Form Thousands of Lakes 

A glacier moves across the land 
like a gigantic bulldozer, scooping 
up earth here and dumping it there. 
In the process it often creates lake 
basins. The great ice age, which 
ended about 10,000 years ago, cre- 
ated thousands of lakes in northern 
regions of Europe and North Amer- 
ica. Finland alone has more than 
60,000 glacial lakes. Norway and 
Sweden, Ontario, Manitoba, and 
the Northwest Territories of Can- 
ada, and Maine and Minnesota also 
are thickly set with them. 

At their southernmost advance, 
glaciers covered the whole Great 
Lakes area. As the ice sheet re- 
treated under warming climatic 
conditions, lakes developed. The 
largest of North America’s prehis- 
toric lakes, Lake Agassiz, was al- 
most as big as the State of Nevada 
It sprawled across parts of Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, Ontario, Mani- 
toba, and Saskatchewan. Over the 
centuries, its waters drained into 
Hudson Bay, and the great lake dis- 
appeared. Today the Hat basin is 
filled with wheat farms. 

The deglaciation of North Amer- 
ica involved the melting of 6,700,- 
000 square miles of ice, two miles 
thick in the center. The water 
would have caused a world-wide 
catastrophe if it had been released 
suddenly. Instead the thawing took 
place over 10,000 years.

Divers World, Inc., a Winchester 
firm, recently tested a new sub- 
marine which will be used for un- 
derwater exploration and photo 
graphy here in New England and 
later this year in the Bahama Is 
lands. The sub will cruise along 
the surface of the water on its div- 
ing planes or can be made to dive 
beneath the water just by moving 
the control wheel forward. The 
divers equipped with SCUBA (self 
contained underwater breathing 
apparatus) are able to fly beneath 
the surface and control the sub 
very much like an airplane. Be- 
cause the diver is not exerting 
himself as if he were swimming 
the air supply in his tanks will 
last as long as two hours without 
returning to the surface. 

On its first ocean dive the sub 
was piloted by Paul Connolly ow 
ner of Divers World. Paul, one of 
the well known divers of the New 
England area is a nationally cer- 
tified S. C. U. B. A. instructor, 
and in the past five years has led 
hundreds of neophytes into the 
undersea world. 

The co-pilot on the sub’s maiden 
voyage was Bob Lewis, also of 
Winchester, a member of the Aqua- 
nauts Skin Diving Club, also of 
Winchester. Members of the Aqua- 
nauts have assisted in the many 
test runs necessary to have the 
sub in perfect running order be- 
fore the Bahamas Island expedi- 
tion. 

The submarine was designed for 
Divers World Inc. by Lyon Mc- 
Candless, an engineer for Boeing 
Aircraft Co. In the construction of 
the submarine many divers in the 
Woburn, Burlington and Winches- 
ter area offered their time and 
skills in completing the project. 
Ed Connolly, Lloyd Gatez, Ed. Gaf- 
fey, Bob Lewis, and Dave Ripley 
to name but a few, worked many 
late nights to have the sub ready 
for summer diving. 

The large water shields on each 
cockpit protect the divers from the 
force of the water in the same 
manner as the windshields on an 
automobile protect the driver. Wa- 
ter being 100 times denser than 
air, it creates a tremendous pres- 
sure when the sub is moving and 
could pin the diver in the cockpit 
if it were not for the water over 
and around the divers. 

The expedition to the Bahamas 
will be Paul’s fourth trip to the 
tropics. In the past five years 
Paul has made diving trips to the 
British West Indies, Bahama Is- 
ands, Florida Keys, Bermuda, and 
now back to the Bahamas. Paul is 
a professional photographer and 
has extended his photographic in- 
terest to the undersea world, hav- 
ing captured on both slides and 
movies the life and color beneath 
the surface, the ocean floor. 

During the first scries of tests 
the sub will be towed underwater 
by a cable attached to a boat on 
the surface. An electrical signal- 
ing system will be used between 
the divers in the sub and the cap- 
tain of the surface boat so direc- 
tion and speed can he controlled 
from the sub. In case of an emerg- 
ency a quick-release mechanism on 
the sub will disengage the two ca- 
bles allowing the sub to slowly rise 
to the surface. 

The towing of the sub from a 
surface boat is not the ideal me- 
thod of exploring the bottom and 


will only be used for test purpos- 
es. Work is now in progress on a 
battery operated underwater elec- 
trical motor that will power the 
sub on future dives thus giving 
the submarine complete freedom 
of movement. The motor is design- 
ed to power the sub to a maximum 
depth of 100 feet and will contin- 
uously for one hour. 

The submarine will add a new 
page of interest and excitement 
to the log books of all the divers 
concerned. No other sport has 
opened such a vast new world of 
discovery and adventure, and it all 
begins with just a mask and a 
pair of flippers.

Morse Bids House 
Retain School Aid 


In the wake of reports that Massachusetts towns might lose 
con.siderahle amounts of Federal aid to schools as a result of the 
failure of the Kennedy aid-to education hill to pass the Mouse Rules 
( omniittce. ( ongressman Bradford Morse, Winchester’s represen- 
tative, urged this week that immediate action be taken by the House 
to continue all aid presently given under Public Law si I. 

I nder this law. hedcral aid is given to communities in which 
three per cent of the children have parents in the armed forces 
or serving as Federal employees. 

It became clear to Winchester 
school officials last week that the 
failure of the Administration’s 
general aid-to-education bill to 
pass the House committee might 
well mean the suspension of all 
Federal aid. 



CONGRESSMAN MORSE 

The full text of Congressman 
Morse’s dispatch to the Winches- 
ter Star follows: 

Legislation of critical impor- 
tance to many Massachusetts com- 
munities and taxpayers, was one 
of the innocent casualties of the 
battle over Federal Aid to Educa- 
tion here in Congress. 

Unless swift action is taken be- 
fore Congress adjourns, several 
Bay State cities and towns will be 
faced, with immediate real estate 
tax hikes ranging up to $7 per 
thousand. 

Here’s the story: In 1950, Con- 
gress, recognizing that hundreds 
of local school systems which had 
been required to absorb scores of 
new students, children of Federal 
Government civilian employees 
and military personnel at nearby 
U.S. installations, just could not 
afford to provide funds for the ad- 
ditional buildings and operating 
expenses caused by the influx of 
these new students. 

Congress reasoned that, since 
the Federal government had thrust 
the additional burden on the local 
school districts, it was only fair 
for it to pay at least part of the 
increased bill. Two laws, popular- 
ly known as “Impacted Areas” leg- 
islation were enacted. One, Public 
Law 815, provided Federal assis- 
tance for the construction of addi- 
tional elementary and secondary 
facilities for school districts which 
had substantial increases in school 
population as a result of new or 
expanded Federal activities. The 
second, Public Law 874, required 
Federal contributions for mainten- 
ance and operating expenses.

The study of police strength was made in the face 
crime situation in the United States as a whole. FBI 
Edgar 1 louver reports that serious crime has reached 
high. During 1960 alone, he states, it rose 1 I per cent. 

Figures contained in this survey 
and in a similar one, issued by the 
International City Managers As- 
sociation, show that the nation’s 
crime rate is increasing four times 
faster than its population. 

The adequacy or inadequacy of 
municipal police forces to cope 
with the situation has become a 
matter of concern, as a result. 

Winchester, as of the beginning 
of this year, had 37 full-time po- 
lice employees, the reports show. 

In terms of the local population, 
this was at the rate of 1.9 full-time 
police per 1,000 people. It was 
high in comparison with the ra- 
tio found in other cities of its size 
group, 10,000 to 25,000. They av- 
eraged 1.4 cops per 1,000 people. 

It was the same, however, as 
the 1.9 per 1,000 average for all 
cities in the United States, regard- 
less of size. 

The FBI compilation shows that

1,861,300 serious crimes were com- 
mitted in the United States in the 
past year, nearly twice the number 
reported in 1950. 

Only a fraction of this rise can 
be attributed to the fact that the 
population is greater than it was 
then, since the growth in the dec- 
ade was only 18 per cent. 

In line with their individual 
needs, municipalities have been en- 
larging their police forces over 
the years. Their annual expendi- 
tures have been increasing propor- 
tionately, to the point that cities 
are now spending anywhere from 
about $5.00 per capita, in the small- 
est communities, to $17.39 per cap- 
ita in the largest cities to run their 
police departments. The average is 
nearly $11.00. 

Among cities of Winchester's 
size, the cost last year was $7.85 
per capita.

( )n Monday night six local youths, all under 21, gained en- 
trance to the locked grounds of the Highway Department, and 
broke into the new Rotary Club chuck wagon used by the Town at 
athletic events. The youths gained entrance to the securely bolted 
wagon by ^shearing olT the holts. Once inside they defaced its walls, 
tried to kick its sides out, and apparently used it as they had before, 
as a card-playing hang out. A burned rag and fuse were found on 
the floor of the chuck wagon. 


At the same time, the youths 
smashed all the windows in a 
Highway Department truck used 
for civil defense emergencies, stop- 
ping short of damage to the gen- 
erator, apparently an official said, 
when they found it would he too 
much of a job.

On Tuesday night still un- 
known vandals entered Leonard 
Field and destroyed an eight by 
six foot cinder block pump house. 

On Wednesday morning, a pas- 
serby discovered that the maroon- 
colored “Japanese” foot bridge 
over the Aberjona on Mystic Val- 
ley Parkway had also been badly 
damaged. Vandals uprooted the 
first two flanking posts on the 
railroad side of the bridge, plus a 
few feet of the wooden railing and 
hurled them all into the Aberjona. 

Chief Derro told the Star that 
the parents of the youths respo- 
sible for the chuck wagon vandal- 
ism would he asked to make resti- 
tution for damages, not yet fully 
estimated. 

YOUTHS CAUGHT 
The youths who entered the 
chuck wagon, all Winchester boys, 
were apprehended by police. It is 
clear that they used the chuck 
wagon, presumably on several oc- 
casions, as a card-playing rendez- 
vous. On Monday they dragged the 
wagon some fifty feet, in spite of 
the fact that its wheels were chain- 
ed together, by inserting a plank 
under the floor of the wagon and 
pushing it along.

Oddities 

The nine planets of the solar 
system usually are divided into two 
general groups: terrestrial and 

Jovian, the National Geographic 
Society says. The terrestrial plan- 
ets — Earth, Mercury, Venus, and 
Mars — resemble one another in 
structure and probably in chemical 
composition. The Jovian planets — 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune, 
and Pluto — are entirely different in 
substance. Astronomers speculate 
they may consist largely of solid 
hydrogen. 


The Nation’s Capital has been 
host to overwhelming inaugural 
crowds since Thomas Jefferson en- 
tered office in 1801, the National 
Geographic Society says. Jeffer- 
son’s ceremony, the first in Wash- 
ington, “presented a spectacle of 
uncommon animation.” On the day 
of Andrew Jackson’s inauguration 
in 1829, a reporter mused, “Where 
the multitude slumbered last night 
is inconceivable, unless it were on 
mother earth, curtained by the un- 
broken sky.” 


The Pueblo Indians who lived in 
Colorado’s Wetherill Mesa before 
America was colonized, apparently 
were skilled farmers and hunters. 
Excavators, working on a research 
project sponsored by the National 
Geographic Society and National 
Park Service, have unearthed thou- 
sands of com kernels, cobs and 
stalks, squash rinds and seeds, 
beans, and animal and bird bones. 
But the time of plenty did not 
last. A great drought came at the 
end of the 13th century, and the 
cliff-dwellers soon faded into obli- 


Tailor ants, which make nests 
of leaves bound with silk threads, 
are among nature’s most ingenious 
builders, the National Geographic 
Magazine says. To draw foliage to- 
gether for sewing, worker ants line 
the edge of one leaf and grip an 
adjoining one with their mandibles. 
Other workers rush forward, each 
with an ant larva in its jaws. The 
grub exude threads of sticky silk 
that bind the leaves together. 


Though the emperor Charle- 
magne (742-814) was illiterate un- 
til his old age, he founded many 
cathedral and monastery schools. 
He set up the first free schools, 
some of which developed into fa- 
mous universities. Through his 
foresight, priceless classical manu- 
scripts were preserved. 


Radiation or radioactivity is the 
emission of very fast atomic par- 
ticles or rays by the nuclei of at- 
oms. Some elements are naturally 
radioactive; others become radio- 
active after they are bombarded 
with such particles. 


The “nose” is an indispensable 
person in the perfume industry, the 
National Geographic Magazine 
says. The highly skilled creator of 
new perfumes can identify some 
4.000 substances just by smelling 
them.

The wagon was parked in the 
highway department driveway, the 
gate of which was locked. It is 
clear the youths gained entry pos- 
sibly from Clark Street or one of 
the other streets in the area. When 
they turned their attention to the 
Civil Defense truck, the young- 
sters smashed the windshield and 
all other windows. 

The Park Department had earl- 
ier secured the 'chuck wagon by 
means of a special metal bar and 
bolts which virtually foiled entry. 
The youths got around this techni- 
cal difficulty by shearing off the 
bolts, clearly with a special tool 
brought for that purpose. Once 
inside, they painted individual de- 
signs on parts of the wagon wall, 
and cut deep lines in the rich wood 
of the chuck wagon table. The 
chuck wagon was donated by Ro- 
tary to the Friends of the Win- 
chester Band and Orchestra last 
year and is used as a refreshment 
center at Town athletic events. It 
was built by Al Elliott. 

The vandals who tore down the 
pump house at Leonard Field had 
either the strength or the tools 
or both to tear the six-foot high 
cinder block structure almost to 
the ground. It is evident thut they 
had sledge hammers or instru- 
ments of equivalent strength. On 
Wednesday morning a Park Dept, 
crew completed demolition of 
the structure to prevent possible 
accidents involving young people 
playing in the area.

The 
Clerks are still authorized to issue 
complaints upon application 
conformity with statutory re- 
quirements for the issuance of 
same. 

Registrar Riley points out that 
notwithstanding the provisions of 
this statute a private citizen can 
still apply to a clerk of court for 
the issuance of a criminal com- 
plaint upon facts of his personal 
knowledge. He feels that it cer- 
tainly was not the intent o / the 
Legislature to deprive a private 
citizen of this right. 

If a citizen were to apply to a 
clerk of court for a complaint con- 
cerning a motor vehicle violation, 
his application certainly would 
not l)e rejected solely because he 
has not completed a four-way vio- 
lation ticket. The statute does not 
provide that those tickets should 
be made available to private citi- 


zens and the criminal procedures 
for the issuance of a complaint are 
still in existence and available to 
our law-enforcement agencies as 
well as to private citizens. 

The Registrar feels that the pro- 
tection of the motoring public 
should ho of prime concern to all 
of us and that offenders of our 
motor vehicle code should he pros- 
ecuted under the existing statutes 
as well as under the new statute 
now in effect.

DR. JAMES H. O’CONNOR 

Dr. O’Connor was the son of Pat 
rick, and Mary (Churchill) O’Con 
nor. He was born March 23, 1886 
in Winchester and spent his entir 
life in the town, attending the Win 
Chester schools and graduating 
from Winchester High School in 
the class of 1904. 

In 1907 Dr. O’Connor completed 
his studies at Tufts Dental School 
and the same year began practice 
in Winchester, establishing the of- 
fices in Lyceum Building he oecu 
pied for 54 years. 

He was honored in 1957 by the 
Tufts University School of Den 
tistry as a distinguished graduate 
of the school in the class of 1907 
In recent years he had served as 
director of the dental division of 
the Cambridge Clinic, of which his 
son, Dr. James H. O’Connor, Jr., is 
medical director. The dental divi 
sion will now be dedicated to Dr 
O’Connor as a memorial. 

Dr. O’Connor was prominent in 
Elks circles. When Wincheste 
Lodge was instituted May 22, 1922 
he was among the charter mem 
hers, and in 1924 at the death of 
the first secretary, Michael J. Den 
nen, he was elected to succeed him 
filling the office with distinction un 
til he retired April 1, 1959. 

During his tenure of office Dr 
O’Connor missed only two lodge 
meetings and then with very good 
eason. He saw and assisted in the 
growth of the lodge from its early 
days in Lyceum Hall to the owner 
ship of its own home on Elmwood 
Avenue, with plans for a new home 
to be built on Cambridge Street. 

More than 700 members were ini- 
tiated into Winchester Lodge dur 
ing Dr. O’Connor’s term as secre- 
tary, and he received tributes from 
Elks at the local, state and national 
levels for his informative bulletins 
and the accuracy of his lodge rec- 
ords. More than 200 Elks paid trib- 
ute to his service to the lodge at a 
testimonial dinner in his honor held 
at the town hall at the time of his 
retirement. 

Aside from his practice of den- 
tistry and his intense interest in 
the Elks, Dr. O’Connor had a great 
love of baseball. He was a fine third 
baseman for the high school teams 
of his time, and, later in the semi 
professional ranks, for the Win- 
chester Town Team and Winchester 
A. A., having a high reputation 
both as a player and as a sports- 
man. He was one of the depend- 
ables in the lineup of the Colum 
bians in their red-hot intra-town 
series with the Hiawathas on old 
Manchester Field. 

As a young man Doctor O’Con 
nor was a frequent participant in 
amateur theatricals and musical 
shows, put on by the Knights of 
Columbus and the old “Bachelor’s 
Club’’ of that era. He was an hon- 
orary member of St. Vincent De 
Paul Society of the Immaculate 
Conception Church. 

Few in Winchester have been 
better known through the years 
than “Doc” O’Connor, as he was 
familiarly known, and he was held 
in high esteem by all who knew 
him.

Roy Andrew Nelson, a former 
resident of Winchester who had 
been living with his daughter, Vir- 
ginia, at 62 Wenham Road, Tops- 
field, died Tuesday, August 1, at 
the Veterans’ Administration Hos- 
pital in Jamaica Plain. He had 
been in the hospital for five weeks 
but had been in poor health for 
a much longer period. 

Mr. Nelson was the son of Ed- 
ward, and Hilda (Olson) Nilson. 
He was born September 6, 1896, 
in East Boston and attended the 
public schools and the Boston Nor- 
mal Art School. He later graduat- 
ed from the Wagner School of 
Commercial Art and became a 
painter and decorator.

port. This rise in total net assets 
reflects the sale of additional 
shares as well as appreciation of 
the Fund’s investment portfolio. 

The net asset value per share of 
this new direct-by-mail Mutual 
Fund increased from $9.51 at the 
year-end to $10.40 as of June 30, a 
gain of 9.39r. Shares of UBS Fund 
were initially offered in mid-No- 
vember 1960 by means of double- 
page prospectus ads in leading 
newspapers and direct mail. 

Unrealized appreciation of in- 
vestments during the period cov- 
ered by the Report amounted to 
$299,736. 

With the Canadian dollar at a 
discount following Canadian Fin- 
ance Minister Donald M. Fleming’s 
recent (June 20) financial and tax 
program, UBS Fund ‘‘immediately 
stepped up its buying activities 
sharply,”^ Mr. Conant said. “The 
new buying was centered largely 
on securities already owned,’’ the 
UBS Fund resident added.

Mr. Fleming’s new program, de- 
signed to bolster the Canadian 
economy, is likely to accomplish 
that end, according to Mr. Conant. 
“Slightly cheaper dollars should 
attract funds for long term invest- 
ment in Canadian securities,” the 
UBS Fund official pointed out. 
There is now a “much livelier in- 
terest in Canadian securities than 
has prevailed at any other time in 
1961,” he noted. 

Mr. Conant pointed out that a- 
mong the major points of the Fi- 
nance Minister’s progam were: 

(1) Disappearance of the prem- 
ium on the Canadian dollar will 
make Canadian exports more com- 
petitive in world markets. 

(2) With the Canadian dollar at 
a discount, brakes are placed on 
Canadian imports because their 
cost is increased. Thus Canadian 
producers will be helped. 

(3) Deficit financing will be in- 
creased in the current fiscal year. 
Estimated defiicit for year which 
began April 1 is $650 million, com- 
pared with $345 million last year. 
(An equivalent deficit in the U. S. 
would run about $12 billion.) 

(4) Plant modernization and re- 
equipment will be encouraged by 
larger tax depreciation allowances. 
Business expenditures for research 
can be written off in one year in- 
stead of three. 

(5) Major changes in tax rates 
will be downward.

NEWS TRANSLATOR for a 
world news service, translating 
broadcasts both received from and 
sent abroad. Journalism is a good 
“go with” here. 

To qualify for many interpret- 
ing and translating posts, training 
beyond college is needed, might be 
obtained in graduate school, spe- 
cial language school, travel abroad 
and sometimes in courses provid- 
ed by an employer.

Living With 
Y our Heart 

Diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels account for over half of the 
deaths in our country. Coronary 
heart disease accounts for two- 
thirds ef all heart disease. Al- 
though many others are attributed 
to hypertension, it would appear 
that the greatest hazard of elevat- 
ed blood pressure is that it accel- 
erates the process that leads to de- 
posit of atheromatous material on 
the walls of the coronary and oth- 
er blood vessels. Thus, not only is 
coronary artery disease with its 
resultant impairment of blood sup- 
ply to the heart muscles the num- 
ber one heart disease problem in 
the United States, it is the number 
one problem of all diseases in our 
civilization. 

The National Heart Institute’s 
continuing study of a large cross- 
section of the general population 
in Framingham over the past 12 
years has established to our satis- 
faction that five major factors are 
involved in creation of the physi- 
cal conditions that “set the stage” 
for coronary heart disease. 

They follow: 


1. Serum cholesterol level: 
From our observations in Fram- 
ingham, together with those of 
others conducting similar popula- 
tion studies, it Is very clear that 
in men free of any signs or symp- 
toms of coronary heart disease, 
the level of serum cholesterol is 
highly related to the development 
of this disease in subsequent 
years. The higher the serum chol- 
esterol level, the more likely is the 
later development of coronary 
heart disease. Men who have chol- 
esterol values in the higher lev- 
els (260 mg per cent plus) have 
approximately four times the risk 
of developing coronary heart dis- 
ease than men with low levels of 
serum cholesterol (below 200 mg 
per cent). 

Numerous clinical experiments 
have demonstrated that the serum 
cholesterol of almost everyone can 
be lowered 60-80 mg per cent by 
the use of a diet low in fat (0 
per cent of calories from fat), es- 
pecially if a large percentage of 
these fat calories are from vege- 
table fats made up of unsaturated 
fatty acids. 

Although it is still too early to 
determine the results of lowering 
blood cholesterol by dietary or oth- 
er moans in terms of its effect in 


decreasing the probability of a 
heart attack, it seems entirely 
sound and reasonable to recom- 
mend such action especially in 
men whose cholesterol levels are 
relatively high. 

2. Another factor that is clear- 
ly related to development of cor- 
onary heart disease is that of 
weight. Overweight has for many 
years been related to earlier death 
primarily from diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels. The mech- 
anism by which this increased haz- 
ard is produced is not clear. Some 
explanations have been oversim- 
plified. Regardless of the way in 
which it operates, overweight is a 
hazard. Also, regardless of the 
claims of many overweight per- 
sons, overweight can be corrected 
|>y changing the habits of the in- 
dividual by decreasing the food in- 
take, working harder, or both of 
these. 

3. Blood pressure level is highly 
related to the development of cor- 
onary heart disease. Habits or 
“way” of life may be responsible 
for at least some of the elevation 
of blood pressure seen in many 
people. There is evidence that ele- 
vation of blood pressure by what- 
ever mechanism has accelerated 
the process of coronary artery ath- 


erosclerosis. Although the factors 
primarily responsible for elevat- 
ing blood pressure still elude us, 
certain factors have been impli- 
cated which are related to our 
“civilized” habits. One of these is 
the intake of sodium through table 
salt or other agent added to foods 
commercially or by the housewife. 

Blood pressure can be lowered 
by placing hypertensive patients 
on extremely low sodium diets or 
by causing excess excretion of so- 
dium by drug therapy. It seems 
reasonable that we attempt to re- 
main on a diet more consistent 
with what nature seems to have 
intended rather than to resort to 
constant salting of all foods. 

4. Physical activity contributes 
a beneficial effect by aiding in ov- 
ercoming or preventing obesity. It 
also appears to have some bene- 
ficial effect on the metabolism 
above and beyond that of weight 
control. Physical activity, if car- 
ried out to the degree that weight 
gain is avoided, even in the pres- 
ence of a high fat diet with high 
calorie intake, will prevent a rise 
in blood cholesterol. 

5. There is increasing evidence 
that cigarette smoking is related 
to the development of coronary 
thrombosis and to death from cor- 


onary heart disease. The manner 
in which cigarette smoking oper- 
ates is not clear, but may be re 
lated to a thrombotic tendency or 
to increasing the irritability of the 
heart musci*. Further research is 
needed to clarify the effect of cig- 
arette smoking on the develop- 
ment of coronary heart disease. It 
seems quite clear, however, that 
there is a definite relationship and 
that the habit of cigarette smok- 
ing Is a dangerous one in terms of 
developing heart attacks.

Perhaps there are some who 
would like to join in the Wednes- 
day night play but feel it is too 
different from rubber bridge. Act- 
ually there is very little difference. 
As the hand is played the cards are 
placed in front of the individual 
player instead of in the middle of 
the table. The record of tricks won 
or lost is maintained by the posi- 
tion of each card after the play to 
that trick. These mechanical dif- 
ferences and the scoring are the 
only changes in play from your 
social bridge evening at home. 

The slight difference in scoring 
is that a 50 point bonus is given 
for partial score, 300 points not 
vulnerable anti 500 points vulner- 
able for game bid and made, with 
full credit for overtricks. Thus the 
first fact the newcomer should rec- 
ognize is, that if there is no game 
between the partnership, he should 
try to get the contract as cheaply 
as possible; i.e. if your partner’s 
last bid is two diamonds and you 
are sure there isn’t game between 
you there is no reason for you to 
bid three diamonds, unless, of 
course, you have been forced. If 
you make your two diamond bid 
the score is the same whether the 
bid was one, two or three diamonds. 

Another interesting point to 
keep in mind is that if you can 
bid three no trump and make four 
no trump you are better off than 
those who are in four of a major, 
because of the ten point difference 
This is one reason why duplicate 
players so often try to get into a 
no trump contract and hope to get 
a high board by taking an over- 
trick. 

These are the main differences 
in the game. As you can see they 
are quite simple, so now you have 
fewer excuses for not trying your 
luck on a Wednesday night.

It 
is also hoped that many readers 
will take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to try out their skill with 
us, and in case you should come 
alone, we will guarantee that we 
will find you an agreeable partner 
to play with.

Must Stop 
For School Bus 


General laws chapter 90 section 
14 permitted a motorist to pass a 
stopped “School Bus” after bring- 
ing his vehicle to a full stop imme- 
diately before passing, and then 
passing the “School Bus” at a 
speed not in excess of 10 miles per 
hour. 

THIS LAW has been AMEND- 
ED by chapter 374, Acts of 1961. 
It now reads: When approaching a 
vehicle which displays a sign bear- 
ing the words' “School Bus” and is 
equipped with front and rear blink- 
er lights which are flashing and 
which has been stopped to allow 
passengers to alight from or board 
the same, a person operating a mo- 
tor vehicle shall, except when ap- 
proaching from the opposite direc- 
tion on a divided highway, bring 
his vehicle to a full stop before 
reaching said school bus and shall 
not thereafter proceed until such 
school bus resumes motion or un- 
til such person is signaled by the 
driver of the school bus to proceed 
or the blinker lights are no longer 
flashing.

Editorials: 


The Importance Of Fitness 


The President's prim talk to the nation last 
week with its reference to the necessity for re- 
newed and intensified effort to defend our way 
of life from a determined and resourceful Com- 
munist aggressor points up again the need for 
physical fitness in the long haul that seems to 
lie ahead. 

Being fit. physically as well as mentally, can 
mean everything to a country engaged with a re- 
lentless enemy in a struggle to endure, even 
though that struggle is still in the cold war stage. 
Physical fitness can aid materially in keeping a 
people strong to endure and counter the mental 
hardships that are a part of any combat of ideo- 
logies. It is the physically soft people who are 
likely to crack under extreme mental stress. 

How do wc as a nation shape up with our 
Communist challengers in physical excellence? 
Are we as fit as the regimented people of the 
Red regime? 

I f we can believe those who have observed 
both people in the field of physical fitness, we 
are running a poor second to the Communists, 
and even to many of our Western Allies. Persons 
like Ralph Colson, director of Physical Educa- 
tion in the State Department of Education, feel 
strongly that the Soviets are outstripping us phy- 
sically, and are doing so because they are insist- 
ing upon physical fitness as a goal for every one. 

Mr. Colson, especially, is crying aloud in a 
wilderness of indifference and incredulity for a 
concerted effort to return our people to the old 
physical ruggedness that was the rule before the 
general use of automobiles took walking out of 
our lives, and push-button gadgets began to re- 
place the old physical effort that had to be ex- 
pended in daily tasks around the home and of- 
fice. 

Roth men and women have been affected by 
our modern soft living, and Mr. Colson is con- 
cerned with this fact, but it is the effect of mod- 
ern living upon the youth of the land that is 
bothering him most. 

There isn’t much questioning the claim that 
the automobile and the rather prevalent use of 
tobacco and liquor by boys and girls haven’t 
helped the fitness of our young people. No one 
walks anywhere any more, and no one expects 
to walk anywhere. 

W e came out of the Star building one late af- 
ternoon and found a high school hoy wc knew 
leaning against the McCormack building with a 
disgruntled expression on bis face. 1 1 is mother 
had agreed to pick him up and drive him home. 
She had not shown up, and the boy said be had 


been waiting for half an hour, lie lived about 
half a mile from the center and could easily have 
walked home in ten nvinutes. 

Now this would not have happened when the 
editor was a boy, for two reasons, hirst, there 
were few automobiles, and if a family was af- 
fluent enough to have a car. it was no family 
taxi. The kids used their legs for locomotion, 
and physical educators, coaches and those who 
know physical fitness will tell us, they were the 
better for so doing. High school hoys and girls 
of that era were not exposed to liquor and very 
few on the average smoked. \\ e doubt it any one 
would he brash enough to state that smoking and 
drinking are good for teen agers. 

'Fhc youngsters of today are bigger and strong- 
er than their parents. Phis is attested by the re- 
cords they have and arc making in all sorts of 
sports. Our track and field records especially 
are phenomenal, and yet it is in the events that 
call for speed and dexterity rather than those 
calling for great stamina that wc excell. 'Flic 
Russians, Finns and Poles, and even the British, 
eclipse our track men in the distance events, es- 
pecially those beyond the mile. 

( )ur athletes do well in international competi- 
tion in the sports we have made our own, but 
in the field of gymnastics, skiing and other 
sports that combine stamina with skill those in 
the countries where the living is harder arc away 
ahead. In Russia they have a break for gymnas- 
tics in all business places in the morning and af- 
ternoon. In America we have the coffee break. 
Which people ;is a whole R going to be the 
stronger physically because of the pause in the 
work day. 

It is probably too late to do anything about 
our middle agers, but of course some of them 
had the advantage of growing up in the pre-me- 
chanical age. It is with our youth that we must 
work for physical fitness. We have the material. 
Our hoys and girls arc splendid specimens. 

If we could stop freighting them everywhere 
they go, including school, if we could take away 
their automobiles until they have formed the 
grand habit of walking where they want to go. 
and finally if wc could get our boys and girls to 
see what tobacco and alcohol are doing with 
their young lives wc should he well on the way 
to having young people second to none. 

The raw material is there. It is to the devel- 
opment of this raw material that we must look 
for the continued strength of the country. If we 
can believe our President the country is going 
to need to he strong, very strong, in the days 
and years that lie ahead ! 


Preventive Action Sought 


W inchester is not without its traffic danger 
spots, and one of them is surely at the intersec- 
tion of Highland Avenue with Mt. Vernon Street, 
Mystic Valley Parkway and South Border Road. 
Any intersection of four busy roads is bound to 
he hazardous and the hazard is intensified at the 
spot we have mentioned by the fact that north 
hound traffic approaching the intersection is go- 
ing down hill, while cast hound traffic on Mt. Ver- 
non Street goes up a fairly steep incline to reach 
Highland Avenue. And if this traffic crosses 
Highland Avenue to proceed on South Border 
Road the uphill grade continues. 

Stop signs are supposed to control the High- 
land Avenue traffic both ways, but stop signs sit 
lightly on the souls of many drivers, whose one 
idea when at the wheel is to beat the other fellow 
to the intersection. Even if the other fellow is 
bound to crash into the right of way boy, the lat- 
ter has the satisfaction of getting there first. Just 
how satisfying this satisfaction is to a motorist 
being gathered up in an undertaker’s basket isn’t 
clear, but a lot of drivers live and die by this 
code. 

The danger at the intersection of Highland 


Avenue, the Parkway, Mt. Vernon Street and 
South Border Road is intensified by the fact that 
there are no stop signs controlling traffic on Mt. 
Vernon Street so that drivers heading up the hill 
whale out into the intersection, emboldened by the 
knowledge that they are not required to stop 
there. They have the all important “right of 
way” ! 

And to complicate matters further south hound 
traffic on Highland Avenue approaching Mt. Ver- 
non Street can not, from the required stop line 
see clearly whether any one is coming up the hill 
on Mt. Vernon. 

Accidents at this point have been legion, yet 
the local authorities pleas for traffic lights to ef- 
fectively control the danger there have fallen on 
deaf ears at the state level. Many school children 
go through the intersection daily, and though it 
is policed during school days there is still an 
appreciable risk for the children to assume. 

No fatalities have been recorded recently at 
this danger spot, but there have been some near 
misses and it seems to the Star that action should 
he taken before some one is killed rather than 
after. 


Not Good Storm Shelter 


The Star received a call last week from a Win- 
chester woman who was quite disturbed because 
during a recent thunderstorm two boys near her 
borne had taken refuge under a big tree and had 
refused her invitation to join her in the house 
until the storm abated. 

She was quite right, of course! A tree is one 
of the worst places possible to shelter during an 
electrical storm, for lightning has a history of 
striking trees, and falling branches or part of a 
riven tree trunk could easily kill or seriously in- 
jure any one nearby.

C oming as it does on the 
heels of the lire that destroyed the Palmer Beach 
hath house, il should make even the stoutest 
champions of youth in W inchester wonder wheth- 
er their confidence may he misplaced.

Twenty-one years ago a small 
group of Winchester men pooled 
their vocal talents to do a bit of 
singing in the Winton Club show, 
which was then, as it is now, a de- 
servedly popular perennial event. 
Some had been college glee club 
singers, one or two were profes- 
sionals or semi-professionals and a 
few were willing, eager novices. In 
their daily work, also, they were 
many different things, but one im- 
portant interest they had in com- 
mon, music, and a willingness to 
take time out of busy schedules to 
rehearse and to sing for the simple 
joy of it. 

There is no way of knowing now 
how their efforts were received by 
that audience of two decades ago. 
What is known is that the men 
themselves found the experience so 
enjoyable that they decided to 
continue on their own. At a meet- 
ing at the Country Club on March 
7, 1040, the new organization was 
named The Mystic Glee Club of 
Winchester. While much has hap- 
pened in the years since that first 
meeting, and much is different, 
there has been little change in the 
spirit and enthusiasm which 
brought the original founding 
members together. 

One of those founders was Carl 
Wood. He was the Club’s first pre- 
sident, an office which he held for 
five years, and the first musical 
director of the singers was William 
Cruger. Another of the original 
members was J. Churchill ‘Doc* 
Hindes, an Honorary Life Member, 
as Carl is Honorary President. 
Both of these men are on the ac- 
tive membership list, and to them 
both the Club owes a debt of grati- 
tude; for the original impetus and 
for the great example of vigorous, 
long-sustained activity on the 
Club’s behalf. 

If the history of the M G C were 
to be retold, the old timers would 
undoubtedly say that the first cou- 
ple of years were the really happy 
ones. Rehearsals were held in pri- 
vate homes; membership had 
grown into a nicely balanced choir 
of voices; the music library was 
being built up and the purchase of 
music was then the only appreci- 
able operating expense. 

In 1943 and ’44 the war-thinned 
ranks of the club still managed to 
put on at least one concert a 
year, and Austin Nanry recalls 
that Harvey Davies and Don Mar- 
shall, both directors during these 
critical years, did great work in 
holding the Club together. 

With the end of the war came an 
upsurge of interest in choral sing- 
ing, and membership grew year by 
year until, in 1949, the Glee Clui) 
was forced to limit its roster to 
sixty-four names. 

With this growth came new re- 
sponsibilities and new expenses. 
Music in greater quantity and va- 


riety had to be purchased. Mem- 
bers in such numbers could no lon- 
ger meet in private homes, and the 
use of church halls, graciously of- 
fered and often taken advantage 
of, seemed an imposition. A per- 
manent meeting place was requir- 
ed, and many members felt the 
need of a professional director and 
accompanist. Also a need was felt 
for a set of by-laws, a statement 
of purpose, which would be in 
keeping with a cultural non-profit 
organization. 

Article I of the by-laws reads 
“The purpose of this Club shall be 
to enhance musical interest and 
enjoyment by the study and de- 
monstration of choral music for 
male voices, and to devote any 
profit, beyond reasonable reserve 
funds, to charitable and musical 
purposes.” 

The demands upon time made by 
so many activities, competition of- 
fered by television, a changing 
taste in entertainment, perhaps 
all have combined to create a situ- 
ation in which the Club, for the 
last few years, has been a non-pro- 
fit organization in the strictest 
sense of the term. It would, in fact, 
be impossible for the chorus to 
carry on at all without the gener- 
ous help of the sponsoring mem- 
bership and the season members, 
those who buy the tickets and go 
to the concerts, and of those Win- 
chester business patrons who, by 
their contributions, help the Mys- 
tic Glee Club bring this musical 
entertainment to the Town twice 
yearly. It would also be virtually 
impossible to progress without the 
friendly, critical, fair, appraisal of 
the Glee Club’s efforts which ap- 
pear in the Star after the public 
concerts. The group has been often 
heartened, sometimes exuberant, 
and, on rare occasions, dismayed 
by the reviewer’s commentary, but 
always has the Club been influenc- 
ed, and often spurred* to better 
things. 

In addition to the two Winches- 
ter concerts each year, the Mystic 
does a variety of other singing 
chores. It has performed in places 
as far removed as Greene, Maine 
and New’ Haven, Connecticut. It 
has twice sung at the Cathedral of 
the Pines in Rindge, N.H. It has 
done concerts in the Somerset and 
Sheraton Hotels in Boston, the Air 
Force Base in Bedford, in halls and 
churches in m a n y communities 
north of Boston, in Reading, 
Wakefield, Medford, Stoneham and 
Everett. 

The singing membership too has 
an inter-community flavor; Direc- 
tor Wendell Withington and Frank 
Adler are from Melrose; Carl A 1 i- 
zio and Vic Guilbault from Arling- 
ton; John Bugden, Joe Mitchell 
and John Hallstrom, Wakefield; 
Joe Cannon is from Malden; Ralph 


Curtis, John Fitzpatrick, Jim Mal- 
lion and Ed Povey are all from 
Medford; Dick Curtis is from 
Lynnfield and George Reid from 
Reading. All of the rest; Jim 
Wright, Adin Bailey, Herb. Bix- 
ler and Austin Nanry, Jim Grozier, 
Reg Brandt, John Harrison, Gard- 
ner Handy, George Hehb, Doc 
Hindes, Fred Hicks, Paul Vatter, 
Phil Wall work, and Stan Smith, 
are from Winchester. 

A member of the New England 
Federation of Men’s Glee Clubs, 
Mystic is proud of its record in 
that organization. In the annual 
competition which is sponsored by 
the Federation, the Winchester 
group has carried off its share of 
the awards. The Grand Award was 
taken in New Haven in 1947, and 
again in Portland in 1955. First 
prize in size classification was won 
in 1958, and the Margeson trophy 
was taken in Beverly in 19(>0. 

To the enthusiasm of the Glee 
Club members and to a fine succes- 
sion of directors and accompanists 
the Winchester men’s group owes 
this impressive series of successes. 

Other musical directors, since 
19 17 were William Weston, Keith 
Snyder, Allen Lannom and Keith 
Phinney. Since 1959, Mystic’s dir- 
ector has been Wendell S. Withing- 
ton, who is director of music in the 
Winchester Schools. Wendell was 
for many years a singing member 
of the Club. 

Presidents, since Carl Wood, 
have been Leo Twombly, Ben Mar- 
shall, Robert Carlson, Austin Nan- 
ry, Ralph Curtis, Ed. Hinton, Tom 
Worthen, John Lyman, Ragnar 
Brandt, Phil Cabot and Vic Guil- 
bault. Taking over the gavel for 
the coming year will be newly el- 
ected president Paul Vatter. Help- 
ing him are elected officers James 
Wright, vice-president; Ed Povey, 
treasurer (Ed has been treasurer 
since 1948) corresponding secre- 
tary George Hebb and recording 
secretary Stanton Smith. 

The Mystic Glee Club is, simply, 
a singing group of men. It is not 
unique, there are many such clubs. 
They are made up of the same kind 
of men, who, loaded down, as we 
all are, with the daily small wor- 
ries of business and bills, voluntar- 
ily give up an hour or two each 
week to sing together, to join in a 
lusty ballad, a reverent hymn, a 
joyful song. The existence of these 
groups of men, not particularly in- 
terested in profit or applause, is a 
testimony of a sort, a testimony 
that even in this hectic age man 
does not live by material t,hings 
alone. In a world so overcast with 
the threat of doom, and in a time so 
full of fear and tension, this seems 
a clear bright note. 

The Club hopes to continue for 
many years as a vital, useful and 
enjoyable part of the life of Win- 
chester. 
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THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE 

V — B rn in min Franklin 
By WILSON SI LLIVAN 

In the prevailing image, Benjamin Franklin is a 
discreet bust of bronze on a banker’s desk, an amia- 
ble Booster, the embodiment of thrift, plainness, 
and providence. He is the sage who assured the 
world that “a penny saved is a penny earned,” and 
that “little strokes fell great oaks.” He is the glad 
handing patriarch who invented the lightning rod, 
politely priggish, sober, and properly dull. There is 
the memory of a hoy healthy, wise, and “early to 
rise,” munching a bun in Philadelphia, making his 
way from candlcmakcr to king-breaker, a Rover 
Boy arrived. 

In fact, Benjamin Franklin was as rebellious as 
a rebel can be. He led no mobs, but he led his coun- 
trymen into those qualities of intellect and heart 
for which they are loved. He was our first diplo- 
mat, our first scientist, our first inventor, our first 
philanhropist, and, some believe, our first social 
philosopher. Far from being a sedentary theorist, 
he was acutely sensitive to all forms of injustice: 
race prejudice, religious intolerance, “economic roy- 
alism,” and all such curbs against the “self-evi- 
dent” natural rights of men. For Farrington he 
WAS the 18th century: “the sane and witty embod- 
iment of its rationalism, its emancipation from 
authority, its growing concern for social justice, 
its tempered optimism that trusted intelligence to 
set the world right.” 

Homespun, to the point, Franklin has been admir- 
ed alike by pressman and stockbroker, and by men 
as different as Calvin Coolidge and F.D.R. He is 
admired because he was, without affectation, un- 
compromisingly himself. At the height of his ac- 
claim in the courts of kings, he identified himself 
with a humility uncontrived: “Benjamin Franklin 
of Philadelphia, printer.” The oldest man at the 
Constitutional Convention, he prevented its prob- 
able dissolution with a compromising and humane 
good humour. For the politics of rebellion were not 
entirely new to him; when Washington was barely 
20 Franklin had already drawn up a plan for Fed- 
eral union. 

Franklin’s view of life was entirely practical. 
“Well done,” he wrote, “is better than well said.” 
For him experience was at once the source and the 
testing ground of truth. He accepted what he con- 
sidered an imperfect Constitution principally be- 
cause it made provisions for inevitably needed am- 
endments. Action, not abstraction was his touch- 
stone. Accordingly, he thought more of virtue than 
orthodoxy, more of philanthropy than utopia, more 
of giving financial aid to men oppressed by poverty 
than lyric affirmations of the dignity of man. His 
moral code was simple: “Imitate Jesus and Socrates.” 
“The noblest question in the world,” he wrote, “is 
What good may I do in it?” 

Rejecting sectarianism, Franklin gave money to 
Protestant churches and Jewish temples, and help- 
ed establish the Roman Catholic Church in America 
by using his influence in the Vatican to encourage 
the appointment of Maryland’s John Carroll as Am- 
erica’s first Roman bishop. 

In the councils of Europe his cracker barrel wit, 
plain clothes, and plain speech were a positive to- 
nic. Internationalist, he looked to the success of the 
American democratic experiment as much for the 
world’s sake as for the colonists’. He hoped that 
the world’s warring princes might also see the wis- 
dom of federal union. He hoped that all nations 
would be so free that a philosopher could go any- 
where abroad and say “This is my country.” 

For Franklin, war was an inexcusable waste of 
human lives and resources, in which men destroyed 
each other for commercial gain. “There is no good 
war and no bad peace,” he declared. Angrily pro- 
testing human splendor and squalor side by side, 
•he urged education and professional training as the 
salvation of the oppressed. He opposed the property 
qualification for voting, and rejected the idea that 
any people may be taxed or ruled by a government 
in which they are not represented. 

Franklin could be saucy, too. “Keep your eyes 
wide open before marriage;” he quipped, “half-shut 
afterwards.” “There’s more old drunkards than old 
doctors.” “He that falls in love with himself will 
have no rivals.” 

But it was out of his experience as printer and 
publisher that Franklin spoke with a special author- 
ity. “Without freedom of thought” he said, “there 
can be no such thing as wisdom; and no such things 
as public liberty without freedom of speech.” It 
is the duty of a free press to defend the government 
when it is right, he argued, but “to do public mis- 
chief without hearing of it is only the prerogative 
of tyranny. A free people will be showing that they 
are so by their freedom of speech. Guilt only dreads 
liberty of speech, which drags it out of its lurking 
holes, and exposes its deformity and horror to day- 
light.”

Among local concerns fighting 
for the removal of import restric- 
tions are Raytheon, Gillette, Bird 
and Son, Revere Sugar and many 
others. A significant example of 
the penalty imposed is a report 
from the Middlesex Sanitorium in 
Waltham showing that fuel bills 
increased more than $18,500 since 
the restrictions were established in 
1959. 

As demands for residual fuel oil 
have increased, particularly along 
the Eastern seaboard, American 
refineries have reduced their pro- 
duction in favor of higher revenue 
producing products. As a result 
residual oil imports do not offer 
injurious competition to the do- 
mestic petroleum industry. The 
principal foreign source of supply 
is Venezuela where crudes give 
high residual yields. 

The matter is now under review 
by the Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization, Washington, D. C. 
Eastern industry and millions of 
consumers would benefit from re- 
moval of the existing import re- 
strictions. 

Commenting on the restrictions, 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall said, 
“while not beneficial to the oil in- 
dustry, current restrictions are 
causing cruel damage to American 
businesses. For example, Japanese 
businesses buy residual fuel oil for 
56 cents a barrel less than their 
American counterparts. A Maine 
paper manufacturer pays 30 cents 
more per barrel for fuel — a ma- 
jor cost of making paper — than 
his Canadian competitor across the 
border. Restrictions on residual 
fuel, I believe, benefit no one and 
tend to hobble American industry.”

Foster Parents’ Plan, which has 
rehabilitated more than 76,000 1 
children on a personal basis since, 
its founding in 1937, is now help- i 
ing more than 22,000 youngsters in 
Greece, Italy, Korea, France, Viet 
Nam, Hong Kong and the Philip- 
pines.

7ft.x6ft. in the midst of dire pov- 
erty. These children are forced to 
endure this life of incredible pov- 
erty because their parents chose 
to struggle for survival rather 
than face life in Communist China. 
The parents fled to Hong Kong 
in 1950. 

The children’s father worked as 
a photographic clerk on the main- 
land but the only work he can get 
in Honk Kong is part time as a 
camera repairman. His earnings 
are about $17.50 a month maxi- 
mum. The mother tries to supple- 
ment the family income by doing 
knitting work for a shop and she 
earns about $10.60 a month. How- 
ever, /the family’s total income 
falls far short of providing seven 
people with the basic necessities. 
There are no relatives who can 
help financially and the children 
are in dire need of nourishing food 
and suitable clothing which the 
parents cannot possibly provide on 
their limited funds. 

Suet Mui is an intelligent little 
girl with a slight speech impedi- 
ment. She is in the 2nd grade of 
primary school and is such a good 
student that she was granted free 
tuition for the year. PLAN aid 
provides this impoverished young- 
ster with a monthly cash grant of 
I $8.00, food and clothing parcels, 

J shoes and special medical care. Of 
equal importance is the heart- 
warming knowledge that someone 
cares and wants to help.

Local SCUBA 
Divers Aid MDC 


Two Winchester SCUBA divers,! 
Juvenile Officer Jim Cogan of the j 
Police Department and Officer | 
Richard Feeney of Nelson Street, 
a member of the Metropolitan Po- 
lice, used their underwater skill 
last Friday morning to assist the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
at Breakheart Reservation Beach 
in Saugus. 

Bathers at the beach have com- 
plained about tin* underwater con- 
ditions at the beach and some have 
shown bruises and scratches to 
substantiate their complaints. The 
MDC accordingly decided to have 
SCUBA divers investigate the con- 
dition of the bottom of the swim- 
ming area at the beach which is 
ten feet in depth at its deepest 
point. 

The MDC contacted local Head- 
quarters Thursday evening, asking 
for the services of Officer Cogan. 
The request was granted and “Big 
Jim’’ joined Officer Feeney of the 
MDC at the beach Friday morning. 
>For two hours the two divers 
worked underwater. 

They found no ledge as expected, 
but they did find some big boul- 
ders and a number of rooted tree 
stumps with other debris. 

They reported their findings to 
the MDC authorities who were at 
the beach. Whether it will be ne- 
cessary to close the beach to rem- 
edy the conditions is not known. 

Officers Cogan and Feeney are 
SCUBA divers, not skin divers. The 
latter works with a snorkel along 
the surface. SCUBA means “Self 
Contained Underwater Breathing 
Apparatus, and as the name implies 
it enables its devotees to complete- 
ly submerge and work under water 
for long periods.’’

Remember When 

This week’s picture in the Star’s 
Remember When series is of the 
substantial home of Lewis C. Pat- 
tee which formerly stood on the 
triangular plot of land at Church, 
Dix and School Streets which is 
now the site of the Crawford Me- 
morial Methodist Church. 

The church bought the property 
prior to 1920 and in that year sold 
its former church home at the cor- 
ner of Mt. Vernon Street and Con- 
verse Place to the Winchester 
Laundry for offices and use as a 
recreation building. The old church 
is no longer standing. 

The corner stone of the present 
church was laid October 7, 1923, 
and the church was dedicated Octo- 
ber 10, 1920. 

The fine stable which was a part 
of the Pattee estate was not torn 
down when the house on the prop- 
erty was razed. Rather it was re- 
modelled to make an attractive 
parsonage for pastors of the 
church and their families. 

Lewis Cass Pattee was a native 
of Canaan, N. H., and grandson 
of Capt. Asa Pattee, who was one 
of the first settlers of that town. 

As a young man he was in the 
lumber business in Canaan and En 
field, N. H., later moving to Leb 
anon where he lived until he came 
to Winchester in 1889. He was a 
member of the firm of the Pattee 
Plow Company at Monmouth, 111., 
and a 'director of the Concord and 
Montreal Railroad, in which he was 
a substantial stockholder. He also 
spent several years orange grow- 
ing in California. 

Mr. Pattee was among those who 
petitioned for the charter of the 
Winchester Cooperative Bank and 
served the bank as president. He 
was a trustee of the Savings Bank 
and served as chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. A liberal sup- 
porter of the Unitarian Church, he 
was chairman of the committee 
that erected the present church 
building. He was prominent in Ma- 
sonic circles and was a member of 
the former Calumet Club of Win- 
chester. lie died here November 
29, 1900.

Jim Coon 
Explains 

The Star got a call Monday 
morning from Park Commissioner 
Jim Coon with information about 
the lineup of the old Winchester 
Town baseball team we used last 
week in our “Remember When” 
series. 

The editor was a bit hazy about 
certain spots in the town team 
lineup, especially second base and 
left field. Jim was in a position 
to supply this information from an 
old newspaper clipping reporting 
a game the town team played with 
the Crimson Rovers, a team of 
Harvard players, on which M 
Coon played third base. Jim made 
his baseball “H” at Harvard and 
was one of the good college infield- 
ers of his time. 

The lineup of the Rovers game 
in Winchester lists Jffiimy Murray 
at third base and “Doc” O’Connor 
at second base. This threw the edi- 
tor off because the late Jim O’Con- 
nor was through the years a fine 
third baseman, and we did not re- 
call his having played second base, 
though he undoubtedly could have 
and well, because he was a great 
ballplayer. 

Jim Murray was a fine third 
baseman, and later played the bag 
exclusively for the teams captained 
by Dana Wingate that were con- 
sidered as good as there were in 
the semi-pro ranks. 

According to Jim Coon’s clipping 
a player named Early was in left 
field for the town team against the 
Rovers, and the Star does not be- 
lieve the unknown players in last 
week’s picture was he. If memory 
serves Early, the Medford boy, was 
bigger than the player shown.

Tht» Kiddle of Onttorship 

Among the* things that frequent- 
ly iRRk** us sep red are the vagaries 
of censors. To our mind, censorship 
of a hook or play invariably de- 
feats its end by attracting to it 
the prurient minded, to whom it 
can do the most harm. We believe 
it was Bernard Shaw who said that 
if a man had the wisdom and ob- 
jectivity to he fit to act a* censor 
he would certainly have too much 
sense to serve. Theoretically, there 
should be a limit beyond which in- 
decency should not go; the trick is 
to determine just where that boun- 
dary lies, for there are as many 
different opinions as there are in- 
dividuals. Smith and Brown, both 
respected citizens in the commun- 
ity, may differ radically as to the 
need for censorship of a particular 
item. 

Years ago we saw two men 
emerging from a movie house 
(We think it was showing Shaw’s 
“Mrs. W a r r en’s Profession”) . 
One remarked, “There ought to 
he a law to bun such films as 
that.” The other replied, “Do you 
think so? Personally I plan to 
bring my daughter to see it. I’d 
much prefer her to learn the facts 
vicariously than from personal 
experience.” 

Our own feeling is that if a book 
has only indecency to offer — i.e., 
no literary or artistic merit what- 
ever it will die # from inertia un- 
less it achieves undue publicity 
through censorship. Many a bud- 
ding author yearns to have his 
book “banned in Boston.” It’s bet-

ter than a million dollars’ worth 
of publicity. 

Recent events only make confu- 
sion worse confounded. We often 
| hear that European morals vary 
from our own, which may \Vell he, 
but that fails to explain why New 
Jersey will accept what New York 
will reject. We recall ads in the 
New York Times headlined “See 
It in Connecticut,” while the dis- 
tributors of “La Rondo” carried 
their case to the U. S. Supreme 
Court in order to obtain a license 
to exhibit the film in New York. 
Even Madison Avenue cannot 
agree; a recent ad which was ac- 
cepted “as is’’ by the N. Y. Times 
and altered slightly for use in 
Life* was rejected as “in had taste” 
by the New Yorker. The Post Of- 
fice banned “Lady Chatterlv’s Lov- 
er” from the mails, but the Su- 
preme Court ruled the book was 
not obscene. And Brigitte Bardot 
was banned in New York but 
shown in all her glory (in color 
and cinemascope) on the motion 
picture screens of Boston (of all 
places! ) . 

Grove Press recently announced 
publication of* a novel which has 
been banned in this country for 
years. When motion picture pro- 
ducers produce films with an adult 
point of view they are criticized 
as harmful to children; conversely, 
they are sometimes belabored be- 
cause so much of their product ca- 
ters to the immature mind. “It is 
art,” says the producer. “It is ob- 
scenity,” says the censor. And the 
futile struggle continues. 

The one recommendation (bore 
we go!) we would make for im- 
proved conditions censorship-wise 
is that producers more carefully 
brand their products in their pub- 
licity, so thut we could have true 
labels on our bottles which we 
would disregard at our own risk. 
Let’s leave no doubt in the pa- 
tron’s mind of what type of film 
he is to see (or read). This could 
help. 

Even so, one can’t be sure. One 
manager advertised: “One Top 

Feature, one Stinker!” He sold 
out!

In brief, those laws east the 
Federal Government in the role of 
a local taxpayer, required to hear 
its fair share of the local school 
costs attributable to Federal acti- 
vities. 

This all-important legislation 
expired on June 30, 1961. 

Although there has been little 
Congressional controversy over the 
justice of the impacted areas leg- 
islation, the Kennedy Administra- 
tion decided, early this year, to op- 
pose separate efforts to extend the 
program, favoring instead the in- 
clusion of the extension in the con- 
troversial proposal for comprehen- 
sive Federal Aid to Elementary 
and Secondary Schools. It has been 
suggested that Administration 
strategists followed this course in 
order to attract support for the 
new comprehensive bill from mem- 
bers of Congress who had reserva- 
tions about general Federal Aid to 
Education, hut who represented 
districts which depended upon Fed- 
eral payments under Public Laws 
815 and 874. 

The strategy backfired when the 
House Rules Committee recently 
voted to table the Administration’s 
general bill. 

Anticipating the impasse that 
has occurred, I filed, in February, 
H.R. 4454, designed solely to ex- 
tend the impacted areas legisla- 
tion for an additional two years. 
In recent days, I have conferred 
with House leaders, urging imme- 
diate action on my bill. Unless ear- 
ly approval is obtained, it will 
mean higher local tax rates and 
money out of your pocket.

FIREMEN CLOSE IN ON MID-MORNING FIRE 
AT ELKS HOME LAST FRIDAY 


$10,000 Damage Estimate 


Fire Chief Suspects Arson 
In 2-Alarm Elks Home Blaze 

Tin* $10,000 fire that gutted 75^k of the Elks’ Home on Elmwood Avenue Friday morning was 
definitely the work of arsonists, Fire Chief Janies Callahan told the Star this week. The Chief 
said the fire, which broke out on the second floor between a storage closet and the stairs leading to the 
third floor, was still under investigation by the State Fire Marshal’s office and would continue to be 
until the Fire Marshal collects enough evidence to warrant a final decision as to the cause of the lire. 


A key factor in the investigation 
was the report of Winchester Po- 
lice Officer David Greel that mo- 
ments before he discovered the fire 
he saw two men rush out of the 
Elks building and dash into a car 
parked nearby to make a getaway. 
Officer Greel said he had to decide 
between stopping the men and re- 
porting the fire immediately to fire 
headquarters. He chose the latter 
course. 

Another factor in the prolonged 
investigation was Chief Callahan’s 
discovery of a burned mattress 
with nothing left but the springs, 
at the bottom of the debris on the 
second floor in the area of the 
closet. The closet itself, stocked 
with tissue paper and soap, was a 
charred mass of ruin, as was the 
entire northern wing of the second 
floor. 

The alarm was sounded from 
Box 21 at 1:38 a.m. at the Com- 
mon. Fire Chief Callahan respond- 
ed immediately to the alarm and 
rushed to the scene to direct oper- 
ations. Winchester sent three en- 
gines, a ladder truck, and a rescue 


truck to the fire and had the blaze 
under control within one half hour. 
Chief Callahan said some 226 feet 
of ladders, including the 27-foot 
aerial ladder, was used to combat 
the flames. The Chief said that 
firemen cut holes in the roof to ! 
permit ventilation and the free 
passage of water to the raging 
flames below.

Mav Expand lb‘Mearcli Here 

$300,000 More Asked 
For Fallout Study Lab 

A $300,000 appropriation, to expand the research activities of a laboratory off Holton Street 
now studying the effects of radioactive nuclear fallout, was approved last week by the United Slates 
Senate Appropriations C ommittee. 

The laboratory is at present operated by the National Lead Company under a contract with the 
l . S. Atomic Energy C ommission. The firm was originally concerned with developing processes 
for the conversion of uranium ore into uranium, but later instituted a laboratory to study the dis- 
semination of radioactive matter in the human environment and radiation. 


While it must be stressed that 
plans for the new laboratory are 
by no means final and still in the 
speculative stage, it is understood 
that the newly organized labora- 
tory will he supervised by the U. 
S. Public Health Service rather 
than the Atomic Energy Com mis 
mission. It is known that the Pub- 
lic Health Service has long been 
interested in establishing such a 
laboratory in the northeast U. S. 
area, comparable with its labora- 
tories in Maryland, Alabama, and 
Nevada. 

If the Health Service does take 
over the laboratory, the National 
Lead Co. staff now operating there 
will in a legal sense “go out of 
business.” It is by no means im- 
probable, however, that the gov 
ernment-opernted laboratory will 
retain and augment the staff now 
working there. 

With official, specific plans for 
the new laboratory neither an 
nounced nor known, the Star was 
not able to determine whether the 
reorganized laboratory would be 
concerned primarily with radioac- 
tive fallout already in the atmos 
phere as a result of nuclear bomb 
tests already conducted, or with 
the potential nuclear fallout that 
would result from an actual nu- 
clear war. The Star has asked Sen- 
ator Leverett Saltonstall, a member 
of the Senate Committer* that ap- 
proved the appropriation, to send 
it a more detailed report on the 
plant for publication.

Planning Services Group of Cambridge, Mass., to assist the Mass Transportation Commission in its large scale planning survey of the 
Boston Metropolitan Region. 

Joining the Governor in the announcement were newly appointed Mass Transportation Commission Chairman Daniel Tyler, 
Jr., and Dr. Joseph F. Maloney, Executive Director of the Mass Transportation Commission. 


Dr. Humphrey 
On Special Study

The survey affecting 143 Massa- 
chusetts towns, including Winches- 
ter, will compete a comprehensive 
analysis of all existing land use, 
transportation and economic plans 
and proposals in the greater Bos- 
ton Metropolitan Region. The 
study is scheduled for completion 
by September, 19(52. At least one- 
half of the project cost of $150,000 
will be contributed by the Federal 
Housing and Home Finance Ag- 
ency under recently-enacted provi- 
sions of the U. S. Housing Act of 
1961. 

The Governor stated that he was 
pleased that the major transpor- 
tation agencies, all of whom are 
represented on the Mass Transpor- 
tation Commission, are cooperating 
in the survey. Assistance in the 
study has also been volunteered by 
pricate agencies, including the 
Greater Boston Economic Study 
Committee, who have done re- 
search in the development of the 
Boston region. 

Governor Volpc indicated that 
the regional study will help the 
Mass Transportation Commission 
in examining trends in metropoli- 
tan development in order to antici- 
pate and meet the Boston Region’s 
needs in the field of mass trans- 
portation. The present study will 
not produce “a regional plan,” the 
Governor emphasized, but it will 
create a sound basis on which such 
a plan can be developed. 

Governor Volpe stated that a 
ommunity advisory board repre- 
senting all of the cities and towns 
in the study era will he established 
as an integral part of the project. 
The Governor invited the close co-

local communities are fully reflect- 
ed in the study. It is also expected 
that a professional advisory group 
composed of leading city planners 
in the Boston area, will assist the 
Mass Transportation Commission 
during the study. 

Governor Volpe stated that this 
study has four major objectives: 

1. It will assist the Mass Trans- 
portation Commission in prepara- 
tion of a master transportation 
plan for the Greater Boston area. 

2. It will be a major step in pro- 
ducing information urgently need- 
ed by other state agencies and lo- 
cal cities and towns to assist them 
in their operations. 

3. It will identify and thus* help 
to prevent costly conflicts between 
transportation, land use and re- 
lated developments. 

4. It will lead to increased coop- 
eration* between the various trans- 
portation agencies and other pub- 
lic and private organizations. 

The Boston Regional Survey un- 
dertaken by the Mass Transporta- 
tion Commission under the federal 
Housing Act of J961 will include 
four major phases: 

1. Assembling of information on 
all major plans and proposals and 
unpublished plans and studies that 
have been prepared for the metro- 
politan region or important sub- 
areas of the region. 

2. Analysis of the implications 
of proposed developments relative 
to transportation and land use for 
the future growth of the metropol- 
itan region.

New York Insurance Law Could Prove 
Headache for New England Motorists 


New England motorists travel- 
ing through New York State 
should be aware of the compulsory 
insurance law in that state which 
applies to residents and non-resi- 
dents alike, advises the Automo- 
bile Legal Association. 

The major requirements of the 
New York law are $10/20,000 pub- 
lic liability, $5,000 property dam- 
age, and the insurance company 
must be authorized to do business 
in New York. 

If involved in an accident in 
New York in which there is over 
$100 property damage, or personal 
injury, evidence of the required in- 
surance coverage must be filed 
within 48 hours with the Depart-*' 
ment of Motor Vehicles. If suffi- 
cient evidence is not filed, a notice 
of license revocation is sent to the 
non-resident asking that proof be 
sent within ten days. If it is not 
forthcoming, the revocation be- 
comes effective and the registrar 
of the home state notified. 

The ALA advises all New Eng- 
land motorists to carry evidence 
of required insurance limits with 
them in their car on any trip 
through New York State. A certi- 
ficate from the motorist’s insur- 
ance company is sufficient and so 
is the actual insurance policy. 

The ALA also notes that out-of- 
state motorists must be at least 
18 years of age to legally operate 
in New York.

Improves Service 
To Drivers 


Another step toward advancing 
the area of services of Registry of 
Motor Vehicles Inspectors to vie 
tinis of highway accidents was 
taken today by Registrar Clement 
A. Riley, chairman of the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Safety Commit- 
tee. 

“Official vehicles of this depart- 
ment will soon be equipped with 
emergency oxygen inhalation ther- 
apy apparatus as a possible means 
of saving the life or alleviating the 
suffering of a person injured in a 
traffic mishap,” said Registrar Ri- 
ley. 

“We are continually striving for 
greater efficiency in caring for ac- 
cident victims and if this oxygen 
therapy actually saves a life or 
improves the injured person’s con- 
dition before admission to a hos- 
pital, the service will be justified. 

“We realize u»at there are possi- 
bilities of frequent immediate 
needs for oxygen therapy in heart 
cases, shock, or asphyxia and we 
can now eliminate sometimes cost*- 
ly delays in its administration.’ 

The first oxygen unit was pre- 
sented to the Registrar today by 
Jack Rosen, manager of the ABC 
Oxygen Service Company of Cam- 
bridge who also conducted a dem- 
onstration. 

In-service training programs for 
Registry enforcement officers in 
the use of this equipment will be 
inaugurated at once.

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Editorials: 

Needed On Our Youth Problem: 
Light, Not Heat 


Winchester is justly shocked by the continuing 
wave of vandalism in which costly public properly 
has been damaged or destroyed. 

Such outrages against the public order cannot 
be suffered easily, and. wc hope, will not be 
treated lightly. There is no question that firm po- 
lice action, both preventive and corrective, has 
become more essential than ever before. There is 
no question that the youths involved should be 
punished in direct proportion to their anti-social 
behaviour. 

When an eight -by-six-foot cinder block pump 
house is destroyed we are clearly in the presence 
of something more than a youthful prank; wc 
confront no less than a vicious, premeditated act 
of destruction that can be neither ignored nor 
minimized, if public safety and property arc to 
be preserved. 

Idle youths involved should be properly pun- 
ished, wc believe, not only to protect their own 
future lives from patterns of crime, but also to 
discourage other youngsters who may be similar- 
ly inclined. If offenses against the public order 
arc treated too lightly, we can expect only a re- 
currence of the utterly irrational, apparently 
deranged behaviour we witnessed last week. Be- 
tween the extremes of public indifference and 
merely punitive wrath, it is our duty to seek a 
solution to this problem that will be at once cor- 
rective and fair. We are confident that Chief 
Derro and the Selectmen will seek such a 
solution.

But when all this is said, there remain two 
important points to be made about Winchester’s 
“youth problem.” 

The first point lias to do with thing called 
“perspective.” The youths involved in last week’s 
vandalism are not even remotely typical of Win- 
chester’s young people. The stigma that attaches 
to them for their anti-social behaviour must not 
be allowed to attach to the majority of our young 
people. 

Our youths arc not merely “good, clean, red- 
blooded American lioys and girls” as the old 
cliche has it. On balance, they are uncommonly 
well-behaved and responsible, uncommonly seri- 
ous and mature. If you have any doubt about 
this, just board the bus in any suburb of Boston 
when school lets out. Comparison, as the man in 
the little grey box says, “proves.” Certainly we 
have a few bad apples in the barrel, but let’s not 
close the grocery store.

Flie second point to be made is that if we want 
to solve our youth problem rather than simply 
shout about it over our afternoon tea, our ap- 
proach must be rational and constructive. And 
be* fore we can be either rational or constructive, 
we must try to understand what actually occurs 
when a youngster commits a delinquent act. Like 
scientists, we must approach our problem not 
with beat, but with hope for light, asking one 
question over and over again; WHY? 

Experts on juvenile matters largely agree that 
the source of juvenile delinquency is the home, 
and more particularly the child’s personal rela- 
tionship with his parents. As one expert says, 
ALL adolescents experience distress, which is in 
the very nature of human existence. In stable 
families, in which parental guidance is given 
within a consistent pattern of love, security, and 


Fallout: A Preview 


The news that the United States Senate Ap- 
preciations Committee lias recommended the 
appropriation of $300,000 to expand the facilities 
of the nuclear fallout study laboratory on Holton 
Street focuses the Town’s attention more in- 
tensely on a matter of grave world concern : 
radioactive material now present in the atmos- 
phere as a result of the testing of nuclear bombs 
by the U. S. and U. S. S. R. 

There has been considerable misunderstand- 
ing of the nature and extent of this fallout, much 
wishful thinking, and some downright suppres- 
sion of information. Studies of this question have 
been made by top U. S. scientists, however, and 
the Star believes that every man, woman and 
child in every town in America has a right and 
duty to know the major results of these studies. 

Radioactive nuclear “fallout” is the term given 
to material hurled up into the upper atmosphere 
in the explosion of nuclear bombs, after which it 
gradually filters down into the lower, human at- 
mosphere. Scientists estimate that radioactive 
fallout from nuclear tests suspended in 1058 will 
not reach its f*ak until 1965, and* will he with us 
until 1080 at a level higher than at present. 

Radioactive fallout, in such forms as Strontium 
00 and Cesium 137, scientists warn, is steadily in- 
creasing. contaminating foods exposed to sun and 
rain and by these means entering the human body 
where it enhances bone cancer and leukemia, and 
assaults the human genetic system. Soil samples 
were shown to be 100 times more contaminated in 
1050 than in 1050. And as a result of these tests 
3.000 cases of leukemia and genetic defects are 
predicted for the present American generation 
alone. With 33 Strontium units estimated as the 
sale level, scientists have found as many as 315 
unite ui iiomc jptcies of vtjoublc;; while Boston 


discipline, and in which youngsters early learn 
patterns of self-esteem and fulfillment, this dis- 
tress is absorbed and channeled toward creative 
ends. 

The delinquent child, however, lives in an un- 
stable home atmosphere. He is insecure. Parental 
guidance is irrational, or, worst of all, inconsist- 
ent or indifferent. The delinquent, unable to find 
adults whom he can admire and after whom he 
can j>attern his life sees no hope of gaining self- 
esteem or fulfillment at home or within normal 
social channels. He therefore relieves his distress 
and finds abnormal fulfillment in anti-social acts. 
His heroes are movie supermen who conquer all 
enemies with brief violence. The recognition de- 
nied him by home and town is obtained in the 
gang — a mutual acceptance club of equally dis- 
turbed personalities. Nor are the sons of wealthy 
parents spared, for it is not the family’s financial 
status hut the human quality of its relationships 
that matters. 

Y Y Y 

It must also he said that individual delinquency, 
to a great extent, reflects a larger social delin- 
quency in many areas of our national life. Funda- 
mentally, who is morally at fault for a teenage 
car theft when our T.V. and national magazines 
blast into young minds the idea that a man's a 
man only when lie’s behind a wheel? Who’s at 
fault for teenage smoking when national cigarette 
ads arc directed primarily at college students? 
Should theft ever he a surprise in a society that 
places such emphasis on the “things of this 
world?” Again, there is something ironic about 
the world’s adults protesting teenage switch- 
blades when they themselves rattle H-bombs with 
so little conscience. 

No, it is not enough merely to call for police 
reprisals. It is not enough to deal wi tli symptoms 
and ignore the basic illness. Our task is not 
merely to punish, hut to understand delinquent 
deeds, preventing their recurrence, preventing 
their extension into a life of anti-social or crimi- 
nal behaviour. 

y y y 

Ultimately, nothing short of a long-term, posi- 
tive -effort to correct conditions of family and 
social life that nourish delinquency, will permit 
even a start toward a solution. For our 
youth problem is more than a few broken win- 
dows, cut clothes lines, snapped auto aerials, or 
even* smashed pump houses. Solution of our 
youth problem requires nothing less than the 
moral reformation of family life and the cultiva- 
tion of rational social institutions that will per- 
mit youth to think, learn, feel, and grow to its 
fullest capacity. 

Halfway, expedient solutions won’t do. For 
the young people of our time have a certain so- 
phistication their fathers did not have. They 
know the difference between parents’ words and 
deeds. They can spot the phoney and patronizing, 
the weak and the calculated every time. Your or- 
ders mean little to them unless accompanied by 
good reasons. The adult empire of the birch rod 
lias fallen, and only reason is left to rule. 

Let us consider these ideas as wc attempt to 
deal with new delinquency in Winchester. It will 
he helpful, we think, to remember the teaching 
that we “judge not that we be not judged.” It 
will he helpful to take note of the philosopher’s 
reminder that when the thread breaks a wise 
weaver looks to the whole cloth and the loom. 


Of Nuclear War 


milk counts in 1960 reached 13.9, the third high- 
est in the nation. 

The fact that this danger to the very existence 
of mankind has not been brought to the attention 
of more people seems to the Star only less dread- 
ful than fallout itself. 

With the production of bigger and better 
bombs, of course, the terror of fallout is increas- 
ing. The bomb we dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, for example, killed 100,000 and in- 
jured 325,000 more. We now have on hand II- 
hombs that arc 1,000 times more powerful, one 
of which would wreck havoc and death for 
thousands of square miles. 

Scientists now say that in all-out mutual satur- 
ation attack of 20,000 megatons, 80% of the 
American people and 75% of the Russian people 
would he killed. Those fortunate enough to es- 
cape into shelters would emerge into an atomic 
wasteland in which all plant and vegetable life 
would be lethally contaminated and all forms of 
production and distribution destroyed. 

Now we are told that the Neutron Bomb, now 
being perfected, can penetrate an eight-foot deep 
concrete structure, and that a “nerve gas” has 
been developed, one drop of which on the human 
skin can kill a man in 15 minutes. In addition, 
the intercontinental ballistic missile puts the U. S. 
and U. S. S. R. within 15 minutes of mutual mass 
slaughter. 

Let those who oppose diplomatic negotiation as 
“appeasement” and advocate a “showdown war” 
consider these facts. There is no victory in illi- 
cit a r war, for after the holocaust there would he 
nothing left to claim. A war might begin with con- 
ventional weapons, hut it is certain that if a power 
found itself losing a conventional war it would 
resort to its nuclear arsenal. There is no defence 
against nuclear war but peace.

1887 Winchester Directory 
Reflects Less Complex Age 

Poking about his attic recently Constable Joseph Callahan came across a battered old Winchester 
Directory dated 1887 and passed it on to us with the thought that it might he of interest to the Star and 
its readers. 

It was mighty interesting, harking hack as it did to the older, simpler days of the Town. Those were 
the clays when that big elm tree stood proud right in the middle of Church Street and the horse and car- 
riage of Hawes, Winchester and the Boston Daily hxpress dippity-cloppecl front the Center to Court 
Square, Boston. 

Remember George P. Brown’s 
Apothecary Shop? That’s listed in 
these old directory pages. And so 
is Josiah Hovey’s Lyceum Hall 
Pharmacy with its never-miss 
cures for scrofula and gout, its 
“Balm for the Hair,” and “Ma- 
son’s Tonic Bittprs.” 

In case you got tired of home- 
cooked food, you could leaf 
through the directory and be as- 
sured by Evans Dining Room on 
Causeway Street, Boston, that they 
served solid meals and homemade 
bread in addition to being “the 
only Strictly Temperance Eating 
House in the West End.”

The Star can’t resist passing on to its readers one of the funniest articles it has come across in 
a good while. It was published in this month’s edition of “The Rotarian” and lias to do with that 
unforgivable occupational sin of newspapers: the typographical error. 

The Star has had its fair share of typos. Every newspaper has. Indeed, it is a professional axiom 
that the good grey New York Times has more than most. But for sheer originality we suspect it 
would he difficult to beat the typo samples offered by W isconsin Editor Robert T. Wright in this ar- 
ticle. 


“Some months ago,” writes Edi- 
tor Wright, “as the last copy of 
my weekly newspaper rolled off 
the press and that ancient pile of 
scrap iron clanked to a halt, I 
picked up the last copy to give it 
a casual scanning.

Or still again: “Sam Foth- 
eringay shpent two daysh at 
a convention in Atlantic City 
last week. . . .” 

Nasty typos happen to the nic- 
est people. A hard-hitting com- 
. munity Booster, interested in noth- 
ing more than advertising the mer- 
its of his beloved home town to 
the world at large may find his 
brilliant blurb published thusly: 
“Our community is fortunate to be 
situated on a hell overlooking a 
lake.” 

Nice ladies named Louise can 
find themselves identified as 
“Lousie.” Butchers have known ad- 
vertising words like whole and 
shank to make them sound like 
deep-sea fishermen: as they offer 
cuts of meat called “whale” and 
“shark.”

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THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE 

I / — 1 ndrctv Jackson 

By WILSON SULLIVAN 

By the time General Jackson came to Washington 
in 1820, it was clear that the classical American 
vision of a nation of self-sufficient farmers was giv- 
ing way to the realities of an industrializing world. 
Capitalism, inhibited by conservative Eastern banks, 
was bursting to grow. The free-wheeling Western 
frontier was determined to shake off the political 
arrogance and mortgage bullies of the East. Every- 
where in the burgeoning republic the cry was for 
change, for new opportunities, a fairer shake for all. 
Already there were rumbles of unionism as laborers, 
no less than small businessmen, demanded a, right to 
own property and prosper. 

In “Old Hickory,” swashbuckling pioneer, one- 
generation aristocrat, and hero of New Orleans, the 
forces of American change ultimately found their 
champion. For Andy Jackson was not the sort to 
cotton to those who fought change to protect their 
pocketbooks, with no thought for the national inter- 
est: “I care nothing about clamors, sir, mark me! 
I do precisely what I think just and right.” 

Jackson needed this no-nonsense courage in the 
Washington of 1829, Defeated in politics, a last- 
ditch Federalism was smugly entrenched in the ur- 
ban banks, making no secret of its dictation to Wash- 
ington: “As to mere power,” wrote Nicholas Biddle, 
head of the omnipotent Second Bank of the U. S. in 
Philadelphia, “I have been for years in the daily 
exercise of more personal authority than any Presi- 
dent habitually enjoys ...” and he boasted of his 
skill in overcoming “all the constitutional scruples” 
of legislators who might oppose his schemes on Ca- 
pitol Hill. 

Biddle agreed with Hamilton that wise rich men 
united their interests' with those of the state, and 
through this union prevented any challenge to their 
power from the “unsteady” poor. It was as natural 
for Biddle as for Hamilton that society is inevitably 
divided into “the few and the many. The first are 
rich and well-born, the other the mass of the peo- 
ple.” And Biddle’s bank, possessing the power to 
issue Federal currency, spend Federal money and 
virtually control the government’s finances without 
any responsibility to the people or to Congress, was 
an ideal instrument of this philosophy. It was a 
government unto itself, a private business with vast 
public authority. 

y y y 

Against Mr. Biddle and his bank. President Jack- 
son threw all the strength of his office and person. 
No private business, he said, would tell the Presi- 
dent how to govern, or Congress how to make laws. 
No single class, he declared, has a right to place its 
own interests above all other classes,’ or to use the 
government of all men to serve the interests of a 
few. “Could it really be urged,” he thundered, “that 
the framers of the Constitution intended that our 
Government should become a government of brok- 
ers? If so, then the profits of this national brokers* 
shop must inure to the benefit of the whole and not 
to a few.” Congressman James K. Polk put it more 
simply: It was a case, he said, of “the republic with- 
out the bank or the bank without the republic.” 

Biddle turned blue with this impudence from the 
White House, but adroitly lobbied and bribed his 
bank’s re-charter bill through Congi css. Jackson 
promptly vetoed the bill, withdrew Federal deposits 
from the bank, and beat Biddle’s man Henry Clay 
for reelection to the Presidency. Biddle fought back 
by tightening credit for small banks and businesses, 
hoping to gain support by creating financial panic. 
But ultimately the small banks and tradesmen, pro- 
testing his fiscal folly, deserted him and rallied to 
the President. 

y y y 

Jackson also fought the entrenched Federal bu- 
reaucracy, convinced that in a people’s republic no 
man was more entitled to hold office than any other. 
He was, however, no leveller. “Distinctions in so- 
ciety, ” he conceded, “will always exist under every 
just government. Equality of talents, of education, 
or of wealth cannot be produced by human institu- 
tions.” But, he added, “when the laws undertake 
to add to these natural and just advantages artificial 
distinctions . . . and exclusive privileges to make 
the rich richer and the potent more powerful,” some- 
one has to protect the less privileged farmer and 
worker, and that someone is Uncle Sam. 

For Jackson, the power of the state was not in- 
trinsically evil. It was not, as Marx would insist 
20 years later, inevitably the “instrument of class 
oppression.” Jackson was convinced that the power 
of the state could be used to achieve broad multi- 
class social objectives, to referee the conflicting in- 
terests of various groups and classes, and to inter- 
vene should any player in the national game play un- 
fairly. It was a concept that took hold and grew 
in the American conscience.

(in highways, rail, mass transit,, 
airport and seaport facilities) with 
each other and with land use and 
economic factors throughout the 
metropolitan region. The study 
will also include an analysis of the 
assumptions with respect to popu- 
lation and economic growth trends 
which underlie transportation and 
land use plans in the region. 

3. Summarization of the analy- 
tical and review material in com- 
pact form, both written and gra- 
phic. 

4. Recommendation of items for 
further study and research by the 
Mass Transportation Commission 
and other governmental agencies 
with respect to the preparation of 
comprehensive plans for transpor- 
tation, land use and related factors 
in the Boston Metropolitan Region. 

Early in the fall of 1962, the re- 
sults of the proposed survey and 
analysis will be presented in the 
form of printed reports suitable 
for distribution to state and muni- 
cipal agencies, as well as interest 
civic groups. In addition, special 
exhibits will be prepared for public 
informational purposes and a com- 
prehensive report covering all ma- 
terial developed during the course 
of the project, will be prepared.

tractor of stone work. He also did 
grading and teaming, hauled sand, 
loam, and gravel, which he prom- 
ised to furnish “at short notice.” 

There may not have been forty- 
plus clubs in Winchester in those 
days, but what we lacked in quan- 
tity we made up in quality. One 
organization was known as the 
“Rising Star Society,” a juvenile 
temperance society pledged to “ab- 
stain from the use of all intoxicat- 
ing liquors, including wine, beer 
and cider as a beverage, from the 
use of tobacco in any form; and 
from all profanity.” That such a 
society seems droll to us today is 
perhaps more of a reflection on us 
than it. Imagine our young ones 
of today organizing such a group? 

This was the heyday of health 
foods. One Boston firm much con- 
cerned with fat people in Winches- 
ter recommended whole wheat glu- 
ten for plumpness and dyspepsia, 
and an extract of the same for 
“nervously enfeebled conditions.”

Estimates as to the number of 
people the new laboratory will em- 
ploy vary from thirty to sixty. 
The staff, it is understood, would 
be composed chiefly of research 
scientists, in addition to secretar- 
ies. At present it is not known 
whether the material gained in re- 
search will he classified “secret” 
or will be made available to the 
public, nor is it known whether 
or not the laboratory will concern 
itself with the question of nuclear 
bomb shelters, now being advocat- 
ed as protection fof the public in 
the event of atomic war. 

According to a dispatch from 
the United Press International 
published last week, tfoe radiolog- 
ical laboratory may possibly con- 
cern itself with “possible public 
health effects of radioactive mat- 
ters dumped off the New England 
coast.” .The U'.P.I. indicated that 
the laboratory would be the only 
facility of its kind in northeastern 
United States.

Remember When? 

This week's picture in the Star’s 
“Remember When" series is of the 
old Black Horse Tavern that stood 
prior to 1892 on Main Street in the 
vicinity of . Black Horse Terrace. 
The Terrace was one of the roads 
(tit through the Tavern property 
after the building had been torn 
down by the last owner, the late 
Preston Pond. 

Through all its long history com- 
mencing in Colonial times the 
Black Horse Tavern was a success- 
ful and well managed hostelry, 
much used by travelers overtaken 
by darkness or bad weather while 
on their way to Boston and by 
farmers on their way to city mar- 
kets, with timber, fire wood or 
farm products. 

When stage lines were establish- 
ed to the northward the stages 
made regular stops at the Black 
Horse Tavern, and the old tavern 
exerted a strong social influence 
on the straggling little village that 
clustered around it and later be- 
came Winchester. 

The Tavern for the first time 
provided a place for citizens to 
gather of an evening to discuss 
the stirring events of the French 
wars, the Revolution or the period 
of the making of the Constitution. 

Over the well stbeked bar was 
a good sized hall which was in 
frequent use for public meetings, 
dances, singing schools and neigh- 
borhood gatherings, the Tavern 
was the most important institution 
in the community, as is apparent 
by the fact that for a time it 
actually gave its name to the set- 
tlement around it, which was gen- 
erally called Black Horse Village 
during the latter part of the 18th 
century.

In Revolutionary times the Tav- 
ern was the meeting place for 
soldiers as well as citizens, and on 
April 18, 1775, the Committee of 
Safety and Supplies, after meet- 
ing in Cooper’s Tavern in Arling- 
ton, had intended to meet the next 
day at the Black Horse, being pre- 
cluded from doing so by the fight- 
ing that broke out that day. Mili- 
tary companies were later assem- 
bled and dismissed at the Tavern. 

Those two distinguished sons of 
Woburn, Loammi Baldwin and Ben- 
jamin Thompson, afterward Count 
Rumford, frequently stopped at the 
Tavern on their way from their 
homes to the natural history lec- 
tures of Professor Winthrop at 
Harvard College. The Baldwin ap- 
ple was named for Loammi Bald- 
win, though its first growth at a 
spot near the Black Horse Tavern 
is attributed by many historians 
to Winchester. 

The later history of the Black 
Horse Tavern was a melancholy 
one. During the time of real estate 
speculation in the eighteen thirties 
it had many owners and was plast- 
ered thick with mortgages. 

Among the owners were Deacon 
Nathan B. Johnson, Charles Hub- 
bard of Chelsea, father of Mrs. 
Moses Herrick, wife of an eminent 
citizen of Winchester; Samuel 
Steele Richaidson and Charles Mc- 
Intyre, a member of the first Board 
of Selectmen of Winchester. 

From 1866 to 1882 it was the 
residence of Josiah F. Stone, a 
Boston real estate man, who kept 
the house in fine condition and 
beautified the grounds with "at- 
tractive hedges, fruit trees and 
flowers." He too was a selectman 
and a member of the State Legis- 
lature. 

Meanwhile the land surrounding 
the tavern was sold off and streets 
cut through it to serve the growing 
community. The last owner, Mr. 
Pond, finding the tavern unwanted 
and in bad disrepair, tore it down. 

In his history of Winchester, 
Henry S. Chapman says, "It is 
unfortunate that the house could 
not have been preserved, both for 
its intrinsic interest as a piece of 
old colonial architecture . . . and 
as a connecting link between the 
little farming community of Water- 
field and the busy and beautiful 
town of today . . . It has gone 
and the town is the poorer for its 
disappearance."

Going to College 
On a Shoestring 

All you Winchester college gals 
operating on a strict budget on 
campus might take a few tips from 
one co-ed who discovered the royal 
road to education on a shoestring. 

Writing in the August issue of 
Seventeen, 18 -year -old Beatrice 
Wein suggests that you: 

1. Try to live on no money at all. 

2. Learn to eat mashed potatoes 
with lemon pie, or any other 
strange food combinations you hap- 
pen to get for nothing. 

3. Resist snacks, telephone calls 
home, and borrowing money. 

At least, that’s how Beatrice got 
along in her freshman year at 
Pennsylvania State University 
where she managed on only $132 
for her first semester after paying 
tuition and other fees. 

Here are some real tips: 

1. Buy used books and supplies. 
Beatrice and her roommate got 
around the $9 price of a grim suit 
by jointly buying a used one and, 
since they had gym on different 
days, splitting the $5.50 cost. 

2. Don’t go in for activities that 
overlap mealtimes; eating out is 
too expensive. And if you absolute- 
ly can’t get back to the dining 
hall, have friends bring back some 
food for you; you’ll have to get 
used to whatever weird combina- 
tions they can provide. Or whip up 
your own food. Beatrice recalls 
that when she got tired of just 
plain peanut butter on crackers, 
she sprinkled instant coffee on top 
of the peanut butter. 

3. Trying to live on no money at 
all makes it easier to live on little. 
The things Beatrice needed money 
for most often were stamps, sta- 
tionery, gum and laundry. She ne- 
ver scrimped on stamps, but did as 
much washing as possible by hand 
and used the machines only every 
two weeks. 

4. Don’t .buy .anything .unless 
you’re absolutely sure you need it. 
Beatrice’s test was to put off the 
purchase for at least a week, hop- 
ing she’d forget about it. If the 
item still seemed important, some- 
times she’d buy it, other times she’d 
stall for a second week. Many of 
these "needs" simply vanished of 
their own accord.

Accidents Down 
On Mass. Pike 

Despite a substantial increase 
in mileage, the fatal accident rate 
on the Massachusetts Turnpike for 
the first six months of 1901 was 
reduced to less than half that of 
the sanie period a year ago, Cap- 
tain Frederick F. Sullivan who 
commands the State Police detail 
on the Turnpike reported today to 
Authority Chairman William F. 
Callahan. 

In the first six months of this 
year, vehicles travelling 234,523,- 
512.5 miles on the toll road were 
involved in three fatal accidents or 
a rate of 1.3 fatalities per 100-mil- 
lion miles travelled, Captain Sulli- 
van said. Last year in the same 
period the mileage travelled by ve- 
hicles on the Turnpike amounted 
to 218,859,729.1 miles and six per- 
sons were killed, or a rate of 2.7 
fatalities per 100-million miles 
travelled. 

State troopers patrolling the 
Massachusetts Turnpike assisted 
6,839 motorists during the first six 
months of 1961, Captain Sullivan 
declared, as compared with 1003 
prosecutions and 2,505 warnings 
issued to violators. 

Mechanical breakdown was the 
cause of 2,446 disabled vehicles re- 
quiring State Police assistance du- 
ring the six months period. Other 
significant causes of trouble for 
motorists were 1,528 cases of run- 
ning out of gas and 1,297 cases of 
tire trouble. 

Among the 482 arrests made by 
troopers on the Massachusetts 
turnpike patrol the first half of 
1961 were 132 for non-motor vehi- 
cle offences. These charges ran the 
gamut of criminal offences from 
AWOL to vagrancy.

You Can’t Be Too Careful! 

Mrs. Eugene Wallman of 789 
West End Avenue and Mrs. Law- 
rence Onish of 29 Kennedy Av- 
enue, Rockville Center, L. I., were 
the closest of friends. Mrs. Wall- 
man and husband were dinner 
guests of Mr. and Mrs. Onish at 
their home. Just before dinner the 
two women went into the kitchen, 
where Mrs. Onish began carving 
a turkey. The knife somehow slip- 
ped out of her hand and fell, cut- 
ting Mrs. Wallman’s foot. Mrs. 
Wallman brought suit for $100,- 
000! Said she: s “I had a difficult 
time with this injury, as it did not 
properly heal for about seven to 
nine months. At present, although 
the wound has healed, my right 
foot still swells and I am forced 
to confine myself to my bed for 
a day or so until the pain leaves 
me.” 

At a pre-trial hearing, Mrs. 
Wallman testified that the acci- 
dent was caused “because Mrs. On- 
ish was using her knife hand to 
also pick up the meat. Also, had 
she taken time to remove the 
grease from her hands and from 
the knife blade she would not have 
lost her grip on the knife handle.” 

Papers submitted by Mrs. Onish 
maintained that her guest “sat 
close to the table with her knees 
at the end of the table,” where the 
hostess was carving the turkey. 
“This,” Mrs. Onish said, “conclu- 
sively indicated contributory neg- 
ligence on the part of Mrs. Wall* 
man and an assumption of the 
risks attendant upon sitting so 
close.” 

A memorandum submitted to 
Justice Geller on behalf of the de- 
fendants asserted: “It is well set- 
tled in New York that a social 
guest is a mere licensee who must 
take the premises as- he finds them, 
and to whom the host owes only 
the duty to avoid the maintenance 
of traps or dangerous defects 
known only to the host and not 
likely to be discovered by the 
guest.”

Chadwick Reports On House Bills 

State Representative Harrison Chadwick of 25 Everett Avenue submitted his end-of-legislativc-session report to the Star this 
week, to bring the Town up to date on the status of his hills on Beacon Mill. Mr. Chadwick’s two major hills, — one advocating instal- 
lation of an electric roll call system and the other urging establishment of a Greater Boston Planning District and Planning Council 
— both failed of enactment this time around, but Mr. Chadwick said he would resume his tight for them next session. 

Roth hills had an irregular end- 

with great efficiency. Mr. (’had- 


ing. The electric roll call bill, (No. 
547) although filed by Mr. Chad- 
wick in February of this year, was 
Hot released by the Democratic- 
controlled Rules Committee until 
the middle of May. Although re- 
ported out by this committee ad- 
versely, the bill carried the House 
144 to 60. 

Because all bills involving mon- 
ey must go the House Ways and 
Means Committee, this bill did, 
where it appeared destined for a 
permanent lockup. Mr. Chadwick 
thereupon threatened to move 
that the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee be dissolved, a move which, he 
believes, would have also carried 
the House. He was able to work 
out a compromise with the 
Speaker, however, whereby, his bill 
would be studied by the joint 
House Senate Rules Committee 
preparatory to action next session. 

Will Press Fight 

Mr. Chadwick is determined to 
get the electcic roll call system 
installed in the house and will 
press the fight in the next session. 
Support for the measure has 
grown. In January, for example, 
Mr. Chadwick estimated that he 
had about 100 members of the 210- 
member House of Representatives 
behind him. As the vote this ses- 
sion showed he now has at least 
1 14 Representatives behind him, a 
strong showing of bipartisan sup- 
port for this measure in a legisla- 
ture in which Mr. Chadwick’s own 
party is outnumbered 156 to 84. 

“The electric roll call system,” 
Mr. Chadwick explains, “will short- 
en the time of recorded votes. It 
now takes 25 to 45 minutes to get 
a roll call. Under this system, now 
used in 34 states, we could save 20 
to 25 minutes on every roll call, 
of which we have some two hun- 
dred every year.” 

Under this system each legisla- 
tor has a switch at his desk with 
mechanical arrangements for vot- 
ing “yes” or “no.” On a signal j 
from the House Speaker, a total of I 
all votes is computed mechanically

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Police Suspect 
Three of Buying 
Liquor for Minors 

A problem that has plagued

A 12-year-old Somerville-born ex-prisoner, wanted in live 
towns and cities, including Winchester, for passing an admitted 
$80,000 in had checks over a single 30-month period, was appre- 
hended Tuesday night by police in Everett. 

Winchester Police Chief Joseph — 

J. Derro immediately contacted 
several local merchants who had 
entered complaints of bad checks 
passed by a man answering the ex- 
prisoner’s description and was told 
that this was indeed the man. 

The man was identified as Gil- 
bert I. Perkins, alias Roy Per- 
kins, Richard Savina, Theron Dus- 
tin, Albert Jones, and Woodrow 
Frank Hightower. He was charged 
by Everett police with larceny for 
passing fraudulent checks, and was 
arraigned in Malden District Court 
Wednesday morning at 8:30 a.m. 

Perkins himself claims that he 
passed $80,000 worth of fraudulent 
hecks in a single 30-month period. 

He faces forty counts on larceny. 

His police record dates back to 
1930. In 1955 he was sentenced to 
one year in jail, after which he 
again resumed his career. 

Perkins is wanted on bad check 
complaints in Fitchburg, Stone- 


ham, New Bedford, and Wakefield, 
as well as Winchester. His photo 
is published above as a public ser- 
vice. Chief Derro, convinced that 
Perkins will begin operating again 
whenever he is released from jail, 
urges all local merchants and 
bankers to study this picture, to 
clip it out and immediately to re- 
port any attempt by Perkins to 
cash a check.

The contractor and architect 
maintain, however, that they can- 
not be held liable for any ledge not 
shown on the construction plans. 

Town Counsel, Vincent Clarke, 
who ruled at the January 26th 
Town Meeting that the Town was 
liable for the costs of ledge re- 
moval, advised the Selectmen that 
the Courts might well rule either 
for or against the Town on this 
matter since the wording of the 
contract seemed to him ambiguous. 

In an opinion dated May 22, the 
Town Counsel wrote: 

“In the event of litigation on 
this particular item the court 
could find cither way, that as the 
contractor took the actual condi- 
tions as they were, it was up to 
him to ascertain the exact ledge 
location and the responsibility 
rests on him; or on the other hand, 
with the town setting forth a plan 
and later producing a substitute 
plan and also by addenda calling 
attention to certain errors, that 
the contractor was thereby entit- 
led to rely on the information sub- 
mitted to him.” 

However, Town Engineer James 
Wakefield, in letter of June 16, 
19(5 1, to the Selectmen concern- 
lb; Mr. Clarke’s statement assort- 
ed that the first plan submitted 
to the Architect was a general 
five-foot contour plan definitely 
not adequate to the purposes of 
construction. Mr. Wakefield told 
the Selectmen that he had given 
this rough plan to the Architect 
at the latter’s request, advising 
him that the one-foot contour plan 
essential to sound construction 
would take some time to complete, 
and that the original plan would

of the land, Mr. Wakefield added, 
was made by him in March 1959 
and submitted to the Architect. 
Mr. Wakefield said that the second 
plan should have enabled the ar- 
chitect to be “amply informed of 
the exact situation,” in terms of 
ledge.

In the present controversy the 
opinion of the Town Accountant 
is highly significant. Under the 
terms of the special legisla- 
tion passed by the General Court 
in March his signature is required 
before any of the excess expendi- 
ture can be paid. 

In arbitration, a dispute between 
two parties is heard and determin- 
ed by a third party, usually a pro- 
fessional arbitrator. If the conten- 
ding parties cannot agree on a sin- 
gle arbitrator, each chooses his 
own, and the two thus chosen in 
turn choose a third. There is no 
legal Requirement as to where the 
arbitration proceedings must be 
held. It is likely, however, that 
they would be conducted in Win- 
chester. possibly at the Town Hall.

Warren Frederick Goddu of 
Bridgton, Me., a native and for- 
mer widely known resident of 
Winchester, died in Bridgton, 
Wednesday, August 9. He had 
undergone major surgery in Port- 
land, and had not been well for 
several months, but had been able 
to spend some time recently at his 
camp at Kezar Pond, Me.

Commander Walter J. Appleton 
of the American Legion has passed 
the following letter by a local 
youth, Edward G. Niblock along to 
the Star with the thought that our 
readers might like to share it:

American Legion 
W inchester, Massachusetts 
Dear Sirs: 

As you know I attended Boys’ 
State this year, and I am writing 
to let you know how much I appre- 
ciated the experience. The only re- 
gret that I have is that more boys 
can’t attend this enjoyable and 
profitable experience. Before I at- 
tended Boys’ State I actually knew 
little about the government of 
Massachusetts, but now I feel that 
I have a reasonable understanding 
of it. 

While I was at Boys’ State} I 
ran for town tax collector, rules 
committee, county commissioner, 
and Secretary of State. I won all 
of these except Secretary of State. 
As a course I studied law in which 
it was explained to us why the 
various laws were formed and bow 
they can be changed. When not at- 
tending the various lectures, I 
went to sports. Our towns’ softball 
and baseball teams were cham- 
pions over all the rest of the 
towns and cities. 

I hope that I have not disap- 
pointed the American Legion and 
I will be glad to answer all ques- 
tions that you might have when I 
return in the fall.

Birds need 
never mow, plow, weed, paint, 
spray, polish, rake, and so forth.

It recorded a high in- 
cidence of coronary thrombosis, ul- 
cers and hypertension in a suburb- 
an area. Besides trying to keep 
their homes “spotless and dust- 
less,” many ambitious home-own- 
ers felt there could not be a “blade 
of crabgrass in the lawn.” 

Listen Shoolman, 1 could tell you 
about some subui*ban diseases that 
would make coronary thrombosis, 
ulcers and hypertension seem as 
uncommon as beri beri. I myself am 
suffering from a disease of no 
known cure called “ulcerative coal- 
itis,” a disease characterized by the 
intestines turning to pure char- 
coal, which, combined with the 
ingestion of homemade barbecue 
sauce, is usually fatal. 

Another common suburban dis- 
ease is tomatoeolis, common among 
those who put in tomato plants and 
try to consume the produce of the 
plants, all two tons of which ripen 
in one week. 

One of the most insidious of su- 
burban diseases is known as “reci- 
tal lethargica,” a dulling of tho 
brain that comes from watching a 
I t -act dance recital in which your 
daughter appears around the 39th 
act.

Chadwick Reports on House Bills

Regional Planning 

Mr. Chadwick’s other major bill 
(No. 10,14), which would establish 
a Greater Boston Planning’ Dis- 
trict and Planning Council, simi- 
larly didn’t reach the floor un- 
til the middle of May. In spite of 
the fact that it was reported out 
favorably by the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs and the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
it mot a summary and still unex- 
plained end in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Mr. Chadwick said he could see 
the House Speaker John Thomp- 
son’s lips moving when the bill 
came up for reading but although 
he was relatively close to the ros- 
trum he could not hoar Mr. 
Thompson reading his bill! It was 
learned that the House micro- 
phone failed when Mr. Chadwick’s 
bill came up for consideration. Mr. 
Chadwick told the Star he shouted 
“Mr. Speaker!” when this occurred 
and walked down to the rostrum 
to find out what was going on. He 
said he asked the clerk whether 
the bill inaudibly under considera- 
tion was his regional planning bill 
and was told that it was. Immedia- 
tely, Mr. Chadwick asked that the 
bill be considered and was advised 
by Mr. Thompson that the bill had 
been defeated without debate. Ac- 
cording to the Boston Herald re- 
port, “the official Journal says 
that the House rejected it on a 
voice vote and that reconsidera- 
tion was moved by Rep. Finnegan 
of Everett and rejected.”

Four other bills filed by Mr. 
Chadwick were defeated. 

Bill No. 1518, which advocates a 
state constitutional amendment to 
reduce the number of Representa- 
tives from 240 to 160, was not fa- 
vorably received by the joint 
Senate-House Constitutional con- 
vention that met in April. The 
number of 240 Representatives, 
Mr. Chadwick said, was agreed up- 
on in the horse and buggy era and 
has now become unwieldy because 
of overlapping representation, dou- 
ble and triple representation from 
some single districts, plus gerry- 
mandering.

Bill No. 1702, which advocates 
the appointment by the Governor 
of a permanent Crime Commission 
staffed with highly respected pri- 
vate citizen’s with permanent ten- 
ure and free from all political 
pressure. The commission would be 
charged with enforcing the law on 
organized gambling, off-track bet- 
ting, narcotics, auto theft rings 
and comparable crimes. Mr. Chad- 
wick is much concerned that three 
bookie murders in this area remain 
unsolved. He said he would re-file 
this very important bill in the 
Fall. 


To Re-File Bill 

Mr. Chadwick, however, will in- 
troduce his bill again in the Fall. 
The Representative exprfrses con- 
cern that “we have never had any 
serious and efficient regional plan- 
ning, and that we are the only one 
of some 12 large metropolitan are- 
as that does not have such plan- 
ning.” 

Under Mr. Chadwick’s plan, ev- 
ery city and town taking one or 
more services from the M.D.C. 
would be “frozen in,” each one 
given representation on an execu- 
tive council charged with the re- 
sponsibility of developing a com- 
prehensive metropolitan master 
plan. 

Among the objectives of this 
master plan would be rational use 
of land, urban redevelopment, 
wise allocation of light and heavy 
industry, and preservation of resi- 
dential zones. Mr. Chadwick is not 
troubled, he says, by the sugges- 
tion that Winchester will lose any 
of its political autonomy in such 
a council. He believes that we can 
cooperate in metropolitan plan- 
ning without losing any of our sov- 
ereignty as a Town. To ensure 
this, he would give one seat on the 
council for each town and city. He 
opposes giving Boston a larger rep- 
resentation than any other muni- 
cipality. 

M. D. C. Bill 


Bill No. 977, a bill to enable the 
Town to help its employees pay 
Blue-Cross Blue Shield health pre- 
miums, was defeated by the House. 
Under Chapter 32B, the State 
has its own insurance contract 
which is open to all State employe- 
es and such county and minicipal 
employees as wish to join. The 
Town Group Insurance Com- 
mittee’s position against join- 
ing the 32B plan was sustained 
by our Town Meeting. Mr. Chad- 
wick said he would re-file the bill 
again, if the Committee once again 
asks him to.

Bill No. 2487, in which Mr. Chad- 
wick advocates that unearned in- 
come, like pensions and investment 
returns, be taxed the same amount 
as earned income. At present un- 
earned income is taxed 6 per cent, 
while earned income is taxed 2 and 
one half per cent. Under Mr. Chad- 
wick’s plan the state would reduce 
the tax on unearned income by 
one-half of 1 per cent per year un- 
til the tax on both forms of income 
is the same.

Town Spending 
Almost $11 Million 
To Drive Cars 

Winchester couples who are 
bound for the hinterlands on motor 
trips this summer will spend, if 
they are average, about $29 a day 
while on the road, according to the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion. 

This is based on driving 300 
miles a day. It includes $7 for car 
operation, $10.60 for meals and 
snacks, $9.60 for overnight lodg- 
ings and $2 for tolfs and miscel- 
laneous expenses. 

But before the trip, the cau- 
tious driver will have his car 


checked over. And that is when he 
will get to wondering: ‘‘How much 
do l spend a year to run it?” 

For most car owners that is a 
difficult question. It means com- 
bining all the variable type expen- 
ditures, such as gns, oil and ser- 
vice charges, with the fixed costs, 
such as insurance, taxes and depre- 
ciation. 

The AAA has come up with 
current facts and figures for the 
average car owner. It follows 
a survey of such costs in various 
parts of the country for a standard 
size car in the popular price 
field. 

For normal operation at 10,000 
miles a year, the cost is $807 in 
fixed charges plus 3.96 cents 
a mile, a total of $1,203. 

Applied to Winchester and to 
the number of passenger cars in 
use here, the annual expenditure 


locally is an estimated $10,911,000. 

Every day throughout the year, 
whether a car is used or not, its 
owner incurs a bill for $2.21, the 
AAA reports. This is for deprecia- 
tion, insurance and license fees.. 

The variable charges, for gas, oil 
tires and maintenance, then enter 
the picture. They depend upon the 
amount of driving done. 

The combined cost is 12 cents a 
mile at the 10,000 a year rate. 

Those who go 20,000 miles pay 
relatively less. Because the fixed 
charges stay the same, the cost 
drops to 8.1 cents a mile. 

Operation at 6,000 miles a year, 
however, is much more expensive. 
It zooms to 20 cents a mile, the 
hulk of it in fixed charges. 

Compact cars take less to main- 
tain, states the AAA. The domes- 
tic ones are $248 cheaper and the 


foreign ones, $536. The figures are 
for 10,000 mile operation. 

The amount of auto travel con- 
tinues to grow and gas stations in 
Winchester have been benefiting 
by it. Their gross receipts last year 
reached $1,026,000.

Editorials: 


A Postscript On Vandals: 
Reporting All The News 


Not the least disturbing aspect of last week’s 
rash of vandalism was the critical response of a 
small number of Winchester people to the Star’s 
complete news and pictorial coverage of these 
unhappy events. 

Fortunately for the Town, this response is not 
typical. 'The great majority of Winchester people 
share the Star’s view that, unpleasant or not, the 
Town is entitled to the fullest possible account 
of weekly events, and that it is the Star's job to 
present this account. They know that facts, and 
facts alone, constitute a sound basis on which to 
approach any problem. 

But there remain those people who seem to he 
persuaded that frank reporting of police news is 
faintly unpatriotic, or “bad for the Town” or, as 
the Madison Avenue bovs put it, “unfavorable to 
the community image.” Over their morning cof- 
fee they can be heard muttering that the Star 
seems to he driving hell-bent on the low road to 
the sensational, scandal peddling tabloids. They 
seem to believe, as G. B. Shaw used to put it, 
that evil consists not in the doing of a bad deed 
but in the mentioning that it was done! 


Now, let’s understand this : The Star doesn’t 
like vandalism, either. We don’t like smashed 
pump houses, and are not the slightest bit par- 
tial to broken truck windows or damaged chuck 
wagons. We have no particular interest in report- 
ing crime as such. We would really rather re- 
|K>rt that the youngsters involved in housebreaks 
and early morning accidents had received four- 
year scholarships from Harvard or Vale, or were 
leafing through “The Rubaiyat of Omar Khay- 
yam’’ on the banks of the Mystic. There’s not a 
jack man of us who’s got a vested interest in 
crime. Our concern is what’s best for the Town, 
all the way. 

And that’s the crux: What IS good for Win- 
chester? Playing down news because it’s unpleas- 
ant ? “Going along” with the powers that be, or 
suppressing news that’s not favorable to the “bet- 
ter” families? How much will Winchester be 
helped by a newspaper that acts in this way ? 
How effective will the Police Department be in 
making the Town aware of its youth problem 
if the Town is not informed of what’s going on 
after dusk? A newspaper that’s afraid is not 
free. A newspaper that suppresses unpleasant 
news is not free. A newspaper that “goes along” 
for fear of risking criticism or unpopularity is 


not worth one half the postage it takes to get it 
on the road. 

For years many Winchester folks have been 
reluctant to admit that juvenile crime could ever 
rear its head in our well shaded precincts. “Not 
here!” “Not in Winchester!” “Well, OTHKR 
towns are like that, but not ours!” That was the 
prevailing viewpoint. 

And then that unpleasant day dawned when 
juvenile crime did come to W inchest er. Be- 
tween April 18 and October 25 of 1950 alone, 
our Juvenile Officer, James Cogan, reported 1 20 
cases of juvenile crime, 84 of which were com- 
mitted by youths 15 years old or under, and this 
during a single six-month period ! It was at this 
point that our newly appointed Police Chief, 
Joseph Derro, began a difficult and thankless 
campaign to acquaint Winchester people precise- 
ly with what was going on in local juvenile 
crime, and to urge their cooperation as parents 
in solving a community problem that concerns 
them all. 

Certainly, as the Star tried to suggest in its 
editorial on juvenile delinquency last week, these 
teenage vandals are in no sense typical of the 
vast majority of Winchester youngsters. But they 
are with us, all the same. They must be dealt 
with, and they cannot safely be ignored. 


One other thing: It’s not enough to call for 
“stronger police action” to solve the youth pro- 
blem. The Star is in a position to know that 
Chief Derro, and his very capable staff of offi- 
cers are not exactly indifferent to this problem, 
or content to handle it with timeworn solutions. 
Work is being done; count on it. As a matter of 
fact, let us say it plainly, it is largely due to the 
efforts of Chief Derro and his cooperation with 
the Star that W inchester jx'oplc are aware of this 
youth problem at all. And we want publicly to 
thank the Chief for this cooperation. 

No, indeed. Our youth problem, as we have 
said many times, has its sources in the very fa- 
bric of our home life, in the relationship between 
children and their parents, in the anti-social eth- 
ics they pick up at school, at play, or at their 
jobs. Let us stop dealing merely with symptoms 
and concern ourselves with the basic illness. It’s 
a moral illness and the people who are stricken 
with it are not under quarantine. ( )ur police offi- 
cers can deal with crime as it occurs and can dis- 
courage it through vigilance. But they cannot 
prevent it, and they cannot be blamed for it. 
Perhaps many of us can be. 


A New Study Of Home Rule 


The Star recommends that all of its readers 
interested in local government read the series 
beginning in this week’s Star concerning Home 
Rule in Massachusetts and other states. It 
is a scholarly study, tirelessly documented, and 
we think it will more than reward the interest of 
community-minded residents. 

This well documented study, compiled after a 
good deal of labor bv the Legislative Research 
Council upon order of the Massachusetts Senate, 
concerns the definition of home rule, and its legal 
and historical background. It deals also with pro- 
posals concerning home rule advanced since 
World War 1 1 and with various state practices on 
home rule throughout the United States. Begin- 
ning this week, the Star will run a series of ex- 
cerpts from this document, one of the finest of 
its kind that has conic to our attention. 


Material on the history and structure of Massa- 
chusetts town government is still less than abund- 
ant. It is almost forty years now since Harvard 
Professor John Fairfield Sly published his book 
on Massachusetts Town Government, but this 
book easily remains the most authoritative and 
exhaustive study of the subject known to the 
Star. Surely the time has come for a major book- 
length study of Bay State Town Government in 
the space age, and we submit this project to the 
consideration of policical scientists in our midst. 

A considerable number of fine studies of vari- 
ous aspects of town and municipal government 
have been published by the University of Massa- 
chusetts Bureau of Government Research, ex- 
cerpts from which have appeared in the Star. But 
the big, comprehensive work remains to be done. 
Perhaps somebody in this intellect-rich Town 
will do the job.

II I — A bra ham Lincoln

An outstanding authority ob- 
serves that “homo rule” is a most, 
elusive phrase which requires de- 
finition before intelligent discus- 
sion may occur. Few terms of 
state-local relations are so fre- 
quently used with passion, and so 
seldom analyzed, by its champions. 
The phrase has varying connota- 
tions for the jurist, the political 
leader and the political philoso- 
pher. 

The earliest prominent use of 
the “home rule” label occurred in 
the British Isles in 1870, when the 
Irish nationalist leader Isaac Butt 
demanded a separate parliament 
for Ireland with autonomy in pure- 
ly Irish matters. In 1880 the great 
British Liberal Prime Minister, 
William E. Gladstone, unsuccess- 
fully introduced his famous Home 
Rule Bill, with the support of the 
noted Irish parliamentary leader 
Charles Stewart Parnell. For 35 
years “home rule” was then a maj- 
or issue in Anglo-Irish politics; 
failure to resolve the problem 
peacefully ushered in a bloody up- 
heaval in Ireland. Given the 
strong cultural and political ties 
between the United States and the 
British Isles, it is probable that 
this history influenced American 
reformers of the turn of the cen- 
tury who advocated constitution- 
al autonomy for American cities in 
purely local matters. However, con- 
crete evidence on the score is lack- 
ing. 

Somewhat comparable to the 
Irish concept is the “home rule” 
sought in the United States by the 
residents of the District of Colum- 
bia, and by the leaders of certain 
American insular possessions who 
urge federal legislation permitting 
locally elected officers and legisla- 
tive bodies empowered to run local 
affairs without federal control. 

Similarly, within our 50 states, 
some persons believe that “home 
rule” denotes the freedom of local 


units of government to govern 
themselves in purely local matters. 
This power is granted under con- 
stitutional or other formulae mak- 
ing the state and municipal leg- 
islative bodies equal and coor- 
dinate agencies of the sovereign 
state, vested with similar powers 
within their respective areas of 
jurisdiction. “Home r u 1 c” is 
deemed by these persons to he a 
matter of convenience rather than 
of right. 



TOWN HALL: 

Iloic Much Howcr? 


In certain respects, the term 
“home rule” possesses vague quali- 
ties characteristic of ph rases iden- 
tifying many political concepts, 
thus making its definition even 
more difficult. To many citizens of 
Massachusetts it is an ethical 
“right” identified with the doc- 


trines of the American Revolution 
and with the concept of checks 
and balances designed to protect 
individuals from an over-bearing 
central government. Opponents of 
“home rule” view it not as a mani- 
festation of the spirit of liberty, 
but as a hobgoblin conjured up by 
selfish local interests to confound 
the orderly processes of state gov- 
ernment. and to obstruct attain- 
ment of necessary political, social 
and economic objectives. 

Definitions of Home Rule by 
Local Officials 

Few of the 39 mayors and 312 
hoards of selectmen in Massachu- 
setts, who were invited to define 
what they meant by “home rule”, 
attempted this exacting task. The 
one mayor and two of the five 
boards of selectmen responding to 
that invitation emphasized in vary- 
ing degrees a belief in “home rule” 
as a right against the state, as 
follows : 

1. “In my opinion, municipal 
home rule should consist of the 
right and privilege inherent in the 
municipality, through its local gov- 
ernment, to determine its own gov- 
ernment structure in accordance 
with its charter, its own fiscal pol- 
icy based upon local analysis of 
its economy, and its own admini- 
strative structure designed to 
meet its own local municipal pro- 
blems.” (Mayor Francis J. Lawler 
of New Bedford.) 

2. “Home rule connotes, the 
right of the town to govern its in- 
ternal affairs, without the con- 
stant dictation and authority of 
the legislature. It should consist of 
recognition of the maturity and in- 
dependence of the individual com- 
munities in determining basic re- 
quirements of health, fire, police, 
certain phases of education, local 
election voting and such matters.” 
(Montague Selectman Raymond 
M. Trudel )

Superstition Holds Its Own 


It you haven t risen as high as you wanted to in society., it s obviously because vour mother didn’t 
carry you upstairs the clay you were horn. Similarly, if your* own new-horn child cries at birth and lifts 
one hand, it’s a sure sign he's horn to command. 


Who says so? Why, any self- 
respecting sorcerer, that’s who. 
And these are just two of the 
things they know and you didn’t! 
For instance, if you’re about to 
get married, you’d jolly well bet- 
ter step over the church threshold 
with your right foot first, wear no 
pearls, and save no drowning per- 
son between now and your wedding 
day. According to time-honored 
superstitions, violation of any of 
these rules can cost you dearly. 
Pearls, of course, are the symbol 
of tears, while to save a drowning 
person, according to legends still 
honored among certain fishermen, 
is to cheat the great god water 
of his rightful sacrificial victims.

When wc think of supersti- 
tion, of course, we usually associ- 
ate it with ancient man, battling 
his way through a primeval forest, 
fighting a hostile nature in a pre- 
scientific world. We think of a 
great circle of cave men around a 
ritual fire, propitiating rain gods, 
seeking through magic to ensure 
good fortune or ward off the evil 
eye. 

A brief glance around us will 
dispel this misconception. Super- 
stition may now be a limited mon- 
arch, but it still shares the throne 
with reason. Wishbones, lucky 
coins, astrology charts, palmistry, 
tea-leaf reading, lucky amulets, 
lucky horseshoes, four-leaf clovers, 
rabbits foot charms, teeth under 
children’s pillows, salt over any- 
one’s shoulder, the fear of black 
cats, and the absence of thirteenth 
floors on metropolitan hotels are 
all formidable evidence that in the 
era of the space ship the medicine 
man still holds his own. 

Most of these superstitious prac- 
tices arose in the pre-sc ientific era 
before men found rational, explana- 
tions for various puzzling pheno- 


mena around them. As one expert 
on the subject puts it, man knows 
how to fear before he learns how- 
to understand, love, or hate. And it 
was this fear of the unknown that 
forced him to seek the explanation 
for what to him were unusual 
things in superstition and the oc- 
cult sciences. 

The magical qualities of the 
four-leaf clover, for example, were 
supposed to derive from the fact 
that Eve, in her flight from Eden, 
picked one just before she passed 
through Heaven’s gates. The clov- 
er, therefore, becomes, by associ- 
ation, a “hit of Heaven.” Similarly 
what we today call the Adam’s 
apple in the human throat may be 
traced back to a legend that while 
eating the forbidden fruit, Adam 
got a portion of it stuck in his 
throat, and there it remains today 
as the living symbol of man’s dis- 
obedience. 

i i i * 

Or take our still prevalent su- 
perstition about broken mirrors. It 
is believed that this legend traces 
back to the conviction of the an- 
cient Romans that in the mirror 
one saw the future will of the gods 
revealed. Since, as the Romans 
also believed, one’s health changes 
every seven years, breaking of the 
mirror was believed to foretell sev- 
en years of the gods’ disfavor, or, 
as we would put it today, seven 
years of bad luck. 

It is perhaps well known now 
why we say “God Bless you,” when 
someone sneezes. In olden times it 
was believed that a sneeze repre- 
sented the physical departure of 
the soul from the body, and it was 
believed, particularly after the 
teaching of Jacob, that a benedic- 
tion would protect the individual 
from the consequence of this act 
and restore the soul to its proper 
abode. 


Or take a few of our common- 
est expressions. Did you know' that 
the phrase “knock on wood” de- 
rives from an old belief that by 
“knocking” on the wood of Christ’s 
cross one would ensure good for- 
tune? Did you know that our ex- 
pression “tickled to death” de- 
rives from the ancient Chinese tor- 
ture of tickling the soles of a 
man’s feet until he died? Simi- 
larly the phrases “bury the hatch- 
et" and “feather in one’s cap” are 
based on American Indian prac- 
tices in which arguments were set- 
tled and young braves were hon- 
ored for good acts, respectively.

’i os, the old superstitions linger 
on. We still change places at the 
card table, “for good luck.” We 
still hate to spill salt, once consid- 
ered so valuable, and now so inex- 
pensive. We still believe, with no 
good reason, that if it storms Fri- 
day it will storm again before 
Monday. And from the ancient 
Greeks onward we have been con- 
vinced that if our ears ring it’s 
because someone’s talking about 
us. If the left ear rings, some be- 
lieve, someone’s saying something 
good, and if the right ear rings, 
someone’s being ornery. 

Some believe that if you dream 
of fire in your own home, you’re 
sure to get a great gift of money; 
if you dream of eggs you’ll have 
a quarrel with your friends; if 
you dream of marriage you’ll soon 
be attending a funeral, and if you 
dream of flowers, you’ll he ill. 

The ancient practice of voting 
with white and black balls for or 
against a candidate has carried 
over to our modern speech, as has 
that time-honored cannibalistic 
practice of dealing with difficult 
people: giving them a good “roast- 
ing.” Oh, well.

Throughout the world, even in nations now hos- 
tile, Abraham Lincoln is the embodiment of freedom 
and the self-made man. The image of the brooding, 
sad-eyed statesman guiding a nation toward greater 
liberty through Civil War, is only more bright than 
the image of the backwoods rail splitter practicing 
law in Illinois, temperant, homespun, frugal, and 
free of all pomp. 

Lincoln was the unchallenged heir of Jeffersonian 
democracy in 1850. He considered Jefferson “the 
most distinguished politician of our history” and 
hailed his principles as the first and last words in 
the vocabulary of freedom. It was to the salvation 
of Jefferson’s “Declaration” of human liberty, then 
besieged by a jeering commercial and landowning 
aristocracy, that Lincoln devoted his career as 
statesman. 

Born to Jacksonian Democrats, Lincoln saw his 
parents’ once liberal party fall to the bigoted and 
sour leadership of John Calhoun, seeking not the 
greater liberty that Jackson sought, but the main- 
tenance of slavery in the South and its extension 
to the Northwest. Urging “the plain old Demo- 
cracy,” and deploring “silk stocking Whiggery,” Lin- 
coln called for a return to the principles of the Re- 
volution. “As a nation,” he wrote, “we began by de- 
claring that ‘all men are created equal.’ We now 
practically read it ‘all men are created equal except 
Negroes.” If we pursued this course, Lincoln warned, 
no racial, national, or religious minority would he 
safe from the tyranny of the majority. Should this 
happen, he said, “I shall prefer emigrating to some 
country where they make no pretense of loving li- 
berty,. .. where despotism can he taken pure, and 
without the base alloy of hypocrisy.” A man who 
permits the enslavement of others, he added, justi- 
fies his own. 

i < i 

Lincoln shrank from taking up arms to preserve 
the Union. War, he wrote, is “a serpent's eye that 
chjtrms to destroy.” The man who had opposed the 
Mexican War as a predatory invasion did not look 
lightly on a civil war that untimately took 518,000 
American lives. His primary duty, as he saw it, was 
to save the Union, to provide leadership that would 
mediate the conflicting interests of the abolitionist 
North, the Negrophobe, free-soil Northwest and the 
wavering border states, uniting all in defense of the 
Federal Government. At the same time he was de- 
termined not so to embitter and impoverish the 
South that it would never again be a willing part of 
the Union. 

It was a heartbreaking and impossible task. Only 
gradually, Hofstadter points out, the war against 
seceding slave owners became a war against slavery. 
And the President, who had sought to reconcile all 
factions, found himself leading one against the 
other. The tide of history had borne him to greatness 
and he accepted its current. “1 claim not to have 
controlled events” he wrote later, “hut confess plain- 
ly that events have controlled me.” With new heart 
he led his generals to victory, lobbied behind the 
scenes for the 13th amendment, which abolished sla- 
very, and proclaimed emancipation. Then, when the 
guns were silent, urging charity, fighting malice, he 
moved quickly to “bind up the nation’s wounds.” 
Then he was shot. 

r i i 

To his core, Lincoln was liberal and humane. Let 
us be “for both the man and the dollar,” he told his 
new party, “but in case of conflict the man before 
the dollar.” Government, he said, must be neither 
“too strong for the liberties of its own people,” nor 
“too weak to maintain its own existence.” “The 
legitimate object of government,” he added, “is to 
do for a community of people, whatever they need 
to have done, but cannot do at all, or cannot so 
well do for themselves.” 

Rejecting permanent class distinctions, Lincoln 
urged an equal start for all in a competitive society. 
Assuring the country that he planned “no war 
against capital,” Lincoln nonetheless demanded a 
greater share of the products of labor for the lab- 
orer. “It has so happened in all ages of the world,” 
he wrote, “that some have labored, and others have 
without labor enjoyed a large proportion of the 
fruits. This is wrong, and should not continue.” And 
to secure a more just reward for labor, he argued, is 
“a worthy object of any good government.” 

Lincoln was no conservative. The work of our 
fathers, he said, was “nobly advanced,” but is for- 
ever unfinished. While we must show “gratitude to 
our fathers” we must also do “justice to ourselves,” 
and observe our “duty to posterity and love for our 
species generally.” And if it came to losing the na- 
tion or preserving the constitution in times of cri- 
sis, he said, no patriot should hesitate to save the 
nation.

“right” of home rule was asserted. 
Similarly, the issue of “home rule 
as a “right” was avoided in the fol- 
lowing cautious comment by an- 
other town selectman:

At this time of year when oil 
lobster eaters are eating lobster, 
may we quote an article from “Our 
Dumb Animals,” MSPCA maga- 
zine, which explains how best to 
boil live lobsters? 

“Large crustaceans used for food 
are customarily sealed to death. 
This is unnecessary torture, which 
can easily be avoided. It is possible 
to cook lobsters quickly and with- 
out pain by placing them in cool 
fresh water and raising the tem- 
perature steadily to about 40 C. 

‘Aquatic organisms can with- 
stand very little heat. Fresh cold 
water has some anesthetizing ef- 
fect because it leaches salt from 
the body fluids of crustaceans. By 
applying a low flame under the 
pot, and slowly raising the tem- 
perature to 40 C, shellfish will suc- 
cumb painlessly and quickly. To 
prevent the shellfish at the bot- 
tom of the pan from heating up 
too quickly, place a small wire 
lattice on the bottom of the pot 
before you put the lobsters in.” 

In other words, start your lob- 
sters in cold water and bring to 
a boil gradually. This will pre 
vent the cook’s feeling like 
monster!

During a 
part of exich week, the students 
taught some of the morning class- 
es themselves and evaluxited their 
own and their fellow students per- 
formances. 

The program was held in the 
new Joseph Estabrook Elementary 
School, one of the first in the coun- 
try to he designed for team teach- 
ing, and the nearby William Dia- 
mond Junior High School.

At Estabrook, four demonstra- 
tion teams taught a total of 420 
pupils in grades 2 through 7. Each 
team included a team leader and 
a senior teacher, each a specialist 
in one or more subjects; two tea- 
chers; and a teacher aide, who 
handled secretarial and other non- 
professional tasks for the teachers. 
Each team worked together to plan 
and carry out the instruction of 
some 100 pupils on two grade lev 
els, using a variety of different 
methods, class groupings, and 
teaching materials. Pupils were 
taught in groups ranging in size 
from two or three to 107, and car- 
ried out independent study projects 
of their own under the general su 
pervision of the demonstration 
teachers. 

At Diamond, the 135 eighth and 
ninth grade pupils were taught by 
two four-member demonstration 
teams, one responsible for English 
and social studies and the other 
for mathematics and science for 
both grades. Specialists handled 
instruction in music, industrial 
arts, and typing.

The New York Times notes that 
during the recent strike which 
closed the Bronx Zoo the animals, 
after a few days, showed definite 
signs of missing their human visi- 
tors.

The payment of $1 7,443.25 
still due on the new Town in 
cinerator on Swanton Street lias 
been held up by the Hoard of 
Selectmen pending determination 
as to whether or not a Lynn 
electrical firm that worked on the 
project is going to enter a claim 
for some 000. 

4 he claim, which reportedly 
concerns the legitimacy of cer- 
tain “extras” that were provided 
during construction, has not yet 
reached the stage of legal action. 

The Selectmen acted upon the 
advice of Town Counsel Vincent 
Clarke, who warned them that if 
such a claim should he made after 
the Town authorized full payment 
of the $17,443, the Town might 
find itself saddled with an addition- 
al bill in the amount of the claim. 
Accordingly* the Selectmen ordered 
the funds frozen. 

As reported in the Star of Aug- 
ust 10, the Selectmen had previous- 
ly held out $4,600 for certain items 
not yet completed on the project. 

In the same issue the Star re- 
ported that Mr. Frank Heaney of 
the Boston architectural firm of 
Fay, SpofTord, and Thorndike had 
made his final inspection of the in- 
cinerator and found it to be in 
working order.

In the kitchen, Mrs. Harriet 
Connor, the camp cook, was get- 
ting 120 hamburgers ready to put 
under the broiler, while Miss Mad- 
eline White, camp director, was 
getting ready to go off in the car, 
for some nice fresh corn. 

It was all “par for the course” 
at this camp for underprivileged 
little girls, which is now beginning 
its sixtieth year as a charitable 
corporation. 

IN THREE TOWNS 

Located on Lexington Street 
the camp comprises about 140 
acres of land, and is techni 
ally situated in three towns, 
Woburn, Lexington and W inchest 
er. Winning Farm’s Cook, Har- 
riet Connor, quips, “I have to go 
through three towns to work every 
morning at 5:30 and it only takes 
me five minutes. Isn’t that going 
me?” 

The Camp gets its name from 
Mr. William Henry Willing, its 
central building having once serv- 
'd as Mr. Winning’s home. When

der the authority given to them by 
Mr. Winning, founded a corpora- 
tion known as the “Winning 
Home” for the purposes of admini- 
stering the trust. At the first 
meeting of the corporation John 
W. Johnson was elected President, 
Howard M. Munroe was elected 
Vice President and Daniel W. 
Pratt was elected Treasurer. 

After the corporation was form- 
ed, with the cooperation of the 
South End settlement house in 
Boston, a summer camp was or- 
ganized and administered for un- 
derprivileged Boston girls from 
age 5 to 16. At first, the camp was 
attended by boys, too, but it was 
decided, on the advice of Judge 
Connolly of the Boston Juvenile 
Court, that little girls benefited 
more by the two weeks in the sub- 
urban air and the membership was 
accordingly limited.

August 18. He had been quite ill 
over the previous week end, but 
was apparently recovering nicely 
and had been up anti out again, his 
sudden passing being wholly un- 
expected. 

Mr. Field was the son of George 
A., and Harriet (Prosser) Field. He 
was born August 8, 1888, in West 
Newton, prepared for college at 
Phillips Exeter Academy and was 
graduated from Vale in the class 
of 1910, being a member of Alpha 
Delta Phi fraternity. He had main- 
tained his interest in class affairs 
by frequent attendance at reunions 
at New Haven and at class dinners 
in New York.

THE BIRDS 

. . . not for people. Birds need 
never mow, plow, weed, paint, 
spray, polish, rake, and so forth.

Details of the over supply an 
contained in a report just released 
by the U. S. Census Bureau. It is 
based on the latest marital statis- 
tics, gathered in conjunction with 
last year's population count. 

Numerically, not counting wid- 
owed or divorced people, there are 
1,616 single men and boys locally 
and only 1.901 single women and 
girls, making the town a good 
place for a manhunt. 

That it is such a good place has 
already been discovered by the fair 
sex. The figures show that they 
have been making appropriate use 
of the romantic opportunities. 

The overall picture in Winches- 
ter, taking into account both men 
and women of marriageable age, 
reveals that 65.9 percent of the to- 
tal are now married. 

That is a relatively large pro- 
portion. Bllsewhere in the New 
England States the Census Bureau 
shows, the ratio is 64.8 percent. In 
the State of Massachusetts it is 
63.8 percent. 

Yet, there remains a preponder- 
ance of bachelors locally. The chief 
reason for it, according to the re- 
port, is that men wait much longer 
than women befoix* getting mar- 
ried. 

As a result, men in the United 
States are approximately two and 
one half years older than women 
when they first marry. 

At the present time, the median 
age is 22.8 years for men and 20.3 
years for women. Back in 1900 it 
was 25.9 for men and 21.9 for wo- 
men. 

The figures have been getting 
lower and lower in line with 
changing social and economic con- 
ditions that have been making it 
possible for young people to marry 
earlier. A principal one is the in- 
creased tendency of girls to contin- 
ue working after marriage, at 
least for a year or two. 

Where a person lives also seems 
to have an effect on his marital 
status. One of the striking facts 
brought out by the census is that 
a considerably larger proportion of 
farm men, compared with urban 
men, stay single. Among farm wo- 
men, however, the reverse is true. 

Reported also, for each commu- 
nity, is the number of ex-married 
residents. The Winchester figures 
show, for men: 230 widowed and 
divorced and, for women, 1,024.

Ellen is an eight year old blonde girl from 
ItostonN South End slums who left Winning 
harm last week. After fourteen days in Win- 
chester’s woods, fresh air, and sun, she’s gone 
home to the dirt, bricks, and cement of one of 
the worst urban areas in northeastern United 
States. 

Ellen's had fun, watering mums, dressing for 
W inning’s “banquet'’ night, watching the waves 
come in when the camp bus drove the youngsters 
to Gloucester last week, or having an ice cream 
at the White Spot. 

Hut the Star believes Winning Farm means 
something rather extraordinary for this little 
girl. For Ellen doesn’t really know how to play. 
Most little girls, rich or poor, can have a good 
time together. As one friend put it this week, all 
kids need for a good time is a hot dog, a bottle 
of pop, a green field, and a good day. They 
haven’t learned about social status, or how to 
gossip, or how to hate. They buckle down to a 
game of hopscotch as though they owned a good 
eight of the nine planets. And most of them do 
at W inning Farm. 

Hut not Ellen. She’s a special girl. She keeps 
her head down, and her eyes, when you see them, 
are vaguely frightened and cold. Rather pretty, 
her face is already drawn, and a little scarred. 

Ellen doesn’t talk. To ten questions we put to 
her she barely nodded. Hid she like swimming? 
Did she like camping? What was she going to 
be when she grew up?

These, of course, are pictures of Winchester 
in what we call “the good old days," the days of 
the horse and dray, the drug store elixir, the 
five-cent cigar and the local pundits in Panama 
hats. In these pictures we have remembered 
when we laid the foundation for our hospital, 
when big Bill Sullivan cut hair in the Centre on 
Saturday nights, when Bonnell’s sold Model-T’s, 
and when the Common had a fountain with a 
controversial cupid who couldn’t care less. 

“Remember When?" began almost two years 
ago on a rainy Friday afternoon. We had just 
gotten out another Star and were poking about 
in the dusty old files on Floor Two, looking for 
some old patriarch’s picture. And there they 
were ; the old metal picture cuts, hundreds of 
solid, copper, good, and sharp as the day they 
were made. Why not, we said. Let’s dust 'em off 
and “remember when." 

Winchester remembered with us. Not just by 
way of the pictures WE had on hand, either; 
not by a jug-full. Pictures started coming from 
just about everywhere: old attics, and albums, 

and souvenir boxes all the places where folks 

store the physical tokens of memory. Folks sent 
them and brought them in: pictures like the one 
• >t Daniel Kelley and his big black ambulance, or 
the old Mystic School, or the steam railroad that 
used to run smack through the C entre. Your re- 
sponse was grateful and good. And even the in- 
evitable wiseacre few finally came ’round to the 
point. 

What IS the point of “Remember When?" 
W hy does the Town look for it now when the 
Star’s in the mailbox? W’c’vc thought about this, 
and it seems to us that “Remember When?” is a 
kind of escape from the rush-rush clutter of an 
impersonal modern world, its mass produced di- 


versions and numberless crises. It’s a harking 
hack to an age more simple, more personal, more 
relaxed. For the past lias this kind of hold on us. 
The passing years sift out the sadder memories 
and only the joyous ones remain. Psychologists 
tell us, indeed, that the human mind protects it- 
self against an excess of anguish by forgetting 
unpleasant things as soon as it can. 

This, perhaps, is the secret of “Remember 
When." Just as we choose to remember only the 
joys of our childhood, wc remember only the 
fine and nostalgic of days gone by: the gingham 
and broughams and bonnets ; the scent of laveti- 
dar in old country churches on Sunday morn- 
ings; hand-churned butter; and! the friendly 
good mornings of neighbors who knew one an- 
other good folks, frugal, close to their Bible, 

and to the point. We chose long ago to forget 
that these same years brought the heartbreak of 
low wages, jobless days, depression, world war, 
and boys denied college by a poverty they could- 
n’t help. Our protective memory sifts out the bad 
and leaves only the good, free of the million 
petty annoyances and concerns of the hour. 

Not long ago, an elderly lady of Winchester 
stopped by at the Star, looked us square in the 
eye and said: “Winchester’s changed a whole 
lot, and I don’t like it. Too many young vice- 
presidents getting promoted, and their pictures 
in the papers. Who cares? Time was, too, when 
a body didn’t have to huff and puff her way up 
the ramp for a train. No ramp, no sir. You just 
stood there and the train came right in just as 
easy as CAN be. So what if a few cars had to 
wait. Where were they going to. anyway?" 

1 hen the old ladv stopf>ed suddenly, squinted, 
and turned to leave. “I suppose you think I’m 
just an old fuddy-duddy," she said. “But I re- 
member when there were BIG trees on the Com- 
mon, and when the Town was different." 

We like to remember, too.

as poor as she is, you wonder where her world 
went wrong. Who gave her life and let her 
down? Where is she going? 

Maybe Winning Farm got to her. maybe not. 
And if not this year, maybe next, if she comes. 
Perhaps 50 weeks of the slums CAN lie beaten 
by two weeks in the suburbs’ special sun. But 
when you face issues squarely, you wonder what 
real chance this little girl has for an even start 
in a mean race. While she is denied an emotional 
and physical environment that will permit real 
growth, you wonder how many Winchester child- 
ren this week will push their dinners aside half- 
finished, or not half-try in this Town’s excellent 
schools, or not run healthy and free in its big, 
green fields. 

Something had has happened to us when wc 
fail to respond to a girl like Ellen, and the hun- 
dreds like her who must live in the poor areas 
of our cities. Something bad has happened when 
we can enjoy more than we need when they 
don’t have anything like what they need. 

We arc told that “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive." But the Star wonders some- 
times whether we’ve ever really thought what 
these words mean, in terms of a special kind of 
giving that gives us in return, a sense of having 
received something infinitely better. 

One tiling is certain. The men of two genera- 
tions in Winchester and Woburn who have built 
Winning Farm, sleep better tonight in these 
favored suburbs l>ecausc Ellen slept lietter for 
two weeks. 

Take the men in Rotary, just for an example. 
They have built fresh-air cottages for these kids, 
constructed a swimming pool, provided beds, 
chairs, tables, and clothes. They have renovated 
whole buildings, re-fashioned the Winning din- 
ing hall, sitting room, and kitchen, and have sent 
big )X)ts of flowers to make the grounds more 
beautiful, and they’ve put in washing machines.

Definitions of Homo Rule by 
Academic and Legal 
Authorities 

Academic, legal and other spe- 
cialists in the field of state-local 
relations and the law of munici- 
pal corporations generally favor 
definitions of “home rule” which 
avoid ethical and revolutionary 
implications and which emphasize 
legalistic and mechanical aspects. 
These interpreters are more con- 
cerned with constitutional and 
community convenience, and with 
evolution. This approach entails 
fewer problems than arise from the 
assertion of home rule as an ethi- 
cal right warranted by (a) moral 
approval, (b) ideals of moral pro- 
priety, and (c) considerations of 
Natural Law which are rooted in 
the classical liberal doctrines of 
Locke, De Montesquieu and Jeffer- 
son. For when “home rule” is stat- 
ed as an article of revolutionary 
faith, it becomes indefinable and 
even beyond debate. 

Two legalistic definitions of 
“home rule” follow which are re- 
presentative of those utilized in 
textbooks and by members of the 
National Municipal League and 
the American Municipal Associa- 
tion. The first of these definitions 
states : 

“The words ‘home rule* are used 
to describe the right of a commun- 
ity to govern its internal af- 
fairs. There is no precise defini- 
tion of the term. In states which 
are recognized as home rule states, 
home rule consists of the author- 
ity granted by the state constitu- 
tion which permits the people of 
a city or town to adopt a charter 
for their own government. The ex- 
tent of home rule varies from one 
state to another and is dependent 
as much upon judicial interpreta- 
tion as upon the language of the 
constitution." 

However, the community “right’* 
referred to above is contingent up- 


on express constitutional provis- 
ions and does not exist as a philo- 
sophical absolute which may he 
asserted against the state in the 
absence of such provisions.

Suggested Definition of 
Home Rule 

Generally, the above legalistic 
definitions of “home rule” empha- 
size charter-making and charter 
revision, thereby raising some dif- 
ficulties in applying these defini- 
tions to the Massachusetts scene. 
Most of the “home rule” proposals 
which have been introduced in the 
General Court of Massachusetts in 
recent years seek restrictions 
against special legislation which 
has not been petitioned for by the 
municipality concerned. Relatively 
few proposals have been concerned

What are comic books like in 
August. 1961 ? 

One thing is certain, wc mean 
for real sure: They’re not comic! 

Now, we’re not talking about 
Batman and Robin; they’ve always 
been serious, and never a day off. 
Nor do we begrudge poor, frus- 
trated Clark Kent an hour as su- 
perman with his glasses off. You 
won’t find us taking up the cud- 
gels against clear Charlie Brown, 
Caspar, Tillie the Toiler, or Daddy 
Warbucks in his less imperialistic 
moments. And everybody knows 
they spill only ketchup in the 
Westerns, and that Martian mon- 
sters are quite pleasant when their 
switch is turned off.

No, we’re talking about the “ser- 
ious” comics, purporting to por- 
tray the kindly virtues, like atti- 
tudes toward, say, love and war. 

Let’s agree that a youngster’s 
attitudes toward love and war are 
rather vital to his growth. Then 
let’s sec what the kids are reading 
in comic books about both. 

We walked into a drug store 
and picked three comics at ran- 
dom. (Significantly enough, the 
proprietor batted not an eyelash 
at our 32 years.) Then we took 
them home to read. 

Category No. 1: LOVE, from 13 
to 30. The comic book before us, 
approved by a nebulous agency 
called, rather impressively, “The 
Comic Code Authority,” is called 
“Girls’ Love Stories,” and an- 
nounces itself to be one of a series 
of sopping teenage grippers pub- 
lished under the heart-symbol of 
the “National Romance Group.” 
Features of the latest issue: “A 
Perfect Girl,” “Coward’s Kiss,” 
“Wake Up To Heartache,” and 
“Wait For Me.” 

Take “A Perfect Girl.” Here’s a 
drip-dry, real soeko whammy that 
makes Stella Dallas look like a wet 


firecracker. Situation: Handsome 
guy with presidential hairdo is loll- 
ing about a beach, wearing clam 
diggers, attuned to his transistor 
radio, while a brunette, blonde, 
AND redhead attend every flic- 
ker of his cultured eyelash. Situa- 
tion develops: Our Hero, clearly an 
Ivy League junior exec-type nam- 
ed. of course, Peters, is awaiting — 
you’ve guessed it — “the perfect 
girl.” “I’m not a guy that’s hard 
to please,” he confides to the read- 
er. “I can take poetry or leave 
it.” Then he presents his creden- 
tials: . . And I usually leave 

it.” 

Peters makes a list. His perfect 
girl must he — well — perfect. She 
must stand by him when he has a 
cold or needs a button on his shirt. 
She must be witty at cocktail par- 
ties, yet loyal; beautiful, yet cul- 
tured although, not TOO cultured! 
In an access of humanity, Peters 
crosses the word “Rich” from his 
list. He’s clearly decided that she 
need NOT be rich, but that indi- 
cates that he’s thought of the old 
mazoonia and would not bar a girl 
on the basis of abundant wealth 
alone.

Switch of scene: Peters is, of 
course, on the golf course. (Squash 
would be too British and tennis too 
effete.) Of course, “a bright young 
thing with auburn hair and flash- 
ing eyes is waiting to get on the 
fairway behind him. Of course he 
dates her. Is she— THE PERFECT 
GIRL? Of course, not; don’t he 
so obvious. There’s still the dance 
floor scene, the grand climax. On 
to the stage come Superficial Sam 
and IMain-Janc Joan. Naturally, 
the Golf Girl’s Sam’s friend, and 
she ends up in his arms. And nat- 
urally IMain-Janc Joan ends up in 
Peters* arms, experiencing new 
warmth. .lust as naturally, Joan 
feels jilted, but she remains arch- 


ly and philosophically convinced 
that — get this — “if you have to 
fight for love, it is no good!” 

But there are things even Joan 
didn’t count on. Organization Man 
Peters digs the smell of her hair 
spray, and while the Golf Girl and 
Sam look aghast and agog, Peters 
looks deep into his heart of hearts 
and sighs; “Here she is.” Sure it 
is! The “perfect girl!” Peters* of- 
fice-cleaning lady, named, of 
course, “O’Halloran,” had predicted 
that her boss* love would come 
quick-like, and there it is: fulfilled 
in a flash. Buttons on his shirts, 
and a hundred thousand bright to- 
morrows.

The pattern is typical. 

In “Coward’s Kiss,” a girl artist, 
naturally a prize-winner, renounces 
her easel and tempera to marry 
Maine Bumpkin Tye Webster, 
whose only claim to fame seems to 
be ownership of a hunk of land 
adjoining a pretty harbor. 

In “Wake Up To Heartache!” a 
beauty queen who flunked her 
screen test is sacheted into the 
arms of a clod who helps her find 
Ultimate Bliss by heaving her tar- 
nished crown into the ash can. In 
a high moment of English litera- 
ture, Hero tells Heroine: “I’m go- 
ing to make you remember what 
a living, breathing emotion feels 
like again . . . make you remem- 
ber what REAL people do!” 

Finally, in “Wait For Me” a gal 
who developed a capacity for lag- 
ging behind in grammar school 
finds herself kissless while her hep 
contemporaries smooch. Her solu- 
tion: Why, she does, naturally, 

what any well-bred teenager does. 
She goofs around a railroad termi- 
nal looking for true love and finds 
it in the eyes of a soldier whose 
major asset seems to be a propen- 
sity for looking lost.

with grants of charter making 
powers to the cities and towns. 
This Massachusetts development 
has been attributed to three fac- 
tors, namely: (1) the responsive- 
ness of the General Court to local 
requests for charter changes or for 
new* charters, (2) the existence of 
six optional charter plans under 
the general laws, any one of w’hich 
can he adopted by local referenda, 
and (3) the availability of a wide 
range of general enabling laws un- 
der which localities may act. 

This report will use a somewhat 
broader adaptation of the legal- 
istic definition of “home rule” in 
the effort to encompass both posi- 
tive and negative concepts of that 
doctrine. That adaptation will de- 
liberately avoid the use of the 
word “right” in characterizing 
home rule, because doing so raises 
philosophical implications and ov- 
ertones which motivate a wide 
range of interpretations. 

For the purposes of this study, 
municipal home rule is defined as 
autonomy of local government in 
the sovereign state over all pure- 
ly local matters, whether establish- 
ed by constitutional or statutory 
provisions. 

Under this definition home rule 
can be achieved in positive fashion 
through constitutional or statutory 
provisions which grant self deter- 
mination to municipalities so that 
they are free to formulate, adopt 
and revise their charters without 
any requirement of legislative ap- 
proval. Or, home rule may he 
achieved on the negative basis of 
restricting or denying the power of 
the legislature to pass special lo- 
cal laws without either the initial 
or subsequent agreement of the 
municipality concerned. 

Under either approach there re- 
mains the necessity of differentiat- 
ing matters of “local” concern

THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE

Hy WILSON SULLIVAN 

Woodrow Wilson is great because he fought for 
the League of Nations and for government protec- 
tion of the w’oak against the strong. If he failed in 
the first fight, he won the first round of the second. 

It is difficult to imagine a man initially less suit- 
ed for cither battle. A minister’s son, Wilson was hy 
nature conservative and shy. At first an apostle of 
Burke, and ruthlessly intellectual, he spent 25 years 
in the academic cloister of Princeton. But he found 
research trivial, and sought political power because, 
he said, ho had “a passion for interpreting great 
events to the world.” 

In the New Jersey governorship and in the Presi- 
dency, the conservative, schooled by harsh economic 
realities, became the progressive. The Clayton Anti- 
Trust Act, which brought truant corporations to 
hook, the Federal Reserve Act, which brought credit 
and hanking under Federal regulation, plus Wilson’s 
unsuccessful try for a child labor law (the Supreme 
Court declared it “unconstitutional!”) mark his ad- 
ministration as one of our most progressive. 

For Wilson knew that the rise of the corporation 
was forcing a bloodless revolution in the American 
economy and society. “The old political formulas,” 
he wrote, “do not fit the present problems.” It did 
little good to preach political liberty and justice for 
all, he argued, when a few big trusts monopolized 
wealth, stifled free enterprise, and dictated govern- 
ment policies. He did not wish to imply that the 
men who ran corporations were personally evil. The 
fact was, he said, that we had permitted capitalism 
itself to become "heartless,” and that we were all 
increasingly caught in its impersonal, liberty-killing 
structure. For Wilson, a strong Federal government 
protecting the interests of the little man, offered de- 
liverance. Once, he said, we thought of government 
as a neutral policeman above the fray. But econo- 
mic abuses, he added, required government to “step 
in and create new conditions under which wc might 
live” more productively. 

At the same time, Wilson vigorously rejected total 
state control, as the socialists were advocating. “If 
I did not believe that to he progressive was to pre- 
serve the essentials of our institutions,” he wrote, 
“I for one could not be a progressive.” Like Lincoln, 
he assured the nation that he intended “no war on 
capital,” but at the same time argued that only a 
reformed capitalism, more humane, and more re- 
sponsive to the majority will could prevent commu- 
nism. 

But it was in his fight for the League of Nations 
that Wilson achieved a classic, if tragic stature. It 
was difficult for the Princeton idealist to deal with 
the foxes of Versailles. The man who called for a 
“peace among equals” was heartsick at the cynical 
dissection of the world that followed the war waged 
to “make the world safe for democracy.” A punitive 
peace treaty, he had warned, would create such bit- 
terness in Germany that a second world war would 
be inevitable. But Wilson struck a bargain with the 
Allies. In exchange for his support of their war 
claims, he won their promise to support a League of 
Nations, which would enable man to settle disputes 
through negotiation rather than through force. Only 
such a League, Wilson declared, could justify the 
loss of millions of men. War, he said, was a throw- 
hack to the jungle, originating not in the hearts of 
the world’s peace-loving people, but in the selfish 
commercial rivalry of the world’s oligarchies. 

Just as he failed at Versailles to get a “peace 
without victory,” so Wilson failed at home to gain 
Senate ratification of the League, partly through 
the opposition of reactionaries and partly through 
his own refusal to compromise. 

But the former professor of political science could 
not let go. Against doctor’s orders, he began an ex- 
hausting tour of the nation to gain public support 
for the League, to try to persuade America not to 
go hack on its word. “My clients,” he cried, “are the 
children. My clients are the next generation.” 

Wilson told the people of Pueblo, New Mexico, of 
a visit he had made to an American military ceme- 
tery in France. “I wish,” he said, “that some men 
in public life who are now opposing the settlement 
could visit” that cemetery and “that the thought 
that comes out of those graves could penetrate their 
consciousness.” Only if World War I proved the 
“war to end wars,” Wilson said, could we dis- 
charge “the moral obligation that rests upon us not 
to go hack on these boys. . .and make good their re- 
demption of the world.”

Calidyne Company 
Expands Market 

The Calidyne Company, Inc., a 
division of Ling-Temco Electro- 
nics, Inc., is expanding into anoth- 
er electronics market, liquid-cooled 
coils for special magnets. 

Calidyne’s coils will be displayed 
at the Western Electronic Show 
and Convention in San Francisco 
this week. 

In addition to liquid cooling, the 
coils feature high-power perform- 
ance and large size in a minimum 
of space. 

Many new applications for high- 
performance coils are appearing 
almost daily in the fields of solid 
state physics, nuclear-magnetic re- 
sonance testing, plasma- jet mag- 
nets and nuclear accelerators, says 
Robert C. Lewis, Calidyne presi- 
dent. 

Calidyne long ago developed its 
capabilities for producing magnet 
coils, he adds, making coils for its 
electro-dynamic vibrators, or sha- 
kers, for environmental test sys- 
tems. The shakers are marketed 
with high-power amplifiers, and 
other sub-systems as complete en- 
vironmental test systems by Ling 
Electronics, another Ling-Temco 
division. 

Two types of coils are being 
made by Calidyne. One type is 
wound of strip material and edge- 
cooled, the other uses a hollow 
square conductor designed for ser- 
ies current paths with parellel wa- 
ter-flow paths. Hollow conductors 
through which water flows provide 
“effective cooling at moderate 
pressure drops,” Lewis says. 

For new customers, Calidyne 
will hid on the manufacture of de- 
signed coils or will design and pro- 
duce special coils to require- 
ments, Lewis says. Calidyne coils 
are as large as 48 inches in diame- 
ter, though this upper limit can bo 
raised with ease, he adds. 

“To preserve the high space fac- 
tor of the coils, Calidyne has de- 
veloped special insulating techni- 
ques, using new materials,” Lewis 
says. “Calidyne also manufactures 
a complete line of heat exchangers 
required for magnets, and thus can 
deliver all the components of spe- 
cial mangets, Lewis says.

What Gave the 
Pilgrims Pause 
At Plymouth? 


“We could not take time 
for further search or consideration: 
our victuals being much spent, es- 
pecially our beere ...” 

With those words - written in a 
journal on December 19, 1620, in 
the harbor at Plymouth, Mass. - a 
passenger aboard the Mayflower 
marked finis to 66 days at sea, the 
end of a journey longer than space 
or time, marking the crossing of 
the boundaries of freedom. 

This passage from the diary of 
one of Plymouth’s first settlers 
now appears, 341 years later, upon 
a tablet in the Common House, a 
at Plimoth Plantation, a re-crea- 
tion of the first Pilgrim colony es- 
tablished in New England. The 
reconstructed Common House, a 
village gathering place, together 
with its exhibit of utensils used 
by the new colonists for brewing 
their beer, is a gift of R. J. Schae- 
fer, president of an organization 
venerable in its own right, the F. 
<fc M. Schaefer Brewing Company 
of New York, America’s oldest 
brewers of lager beer. 

Like Plimoth Plantation (the 
spelling is that used by its most 
famous leader, Governor William 
Bradford: “plantation” meaning 

“new planting”) the Common 
House is a thoroughly human 
place. Its original was built by peo- 
ple for whom life was not all grim 
and deadly earnest . . . who plant- 
ed their vital gardens for food and 
medicinal and flavoring herbs, but 
who planted them in fanciful, el- 
egant patterns; people who made 
their Thanksgiving a festival as 
well as a feast. 

Plimoth Plantation underlines 
this dimension — human as well as 
significant”; people as well as 
pioneers; real rather than out of 
the nearly mythological past. By 
the same token, the Plantation’s 
Common House highlights the sig- 
nificance of the entry in the jour- 
nal of the Mayflower passenger: 
the importance to the Pilgrims of 
beer, their beverage of relaxation, 
is made so apparent that it’s easy 
to understand how a shortage of 
it stopped their journey well north 
of its original target, and put Ply- 
mouth, Massachusetts, U. S. A. on 
the pages of history books. 

That brewing and beer remained 
important to the settlers once they 
had left ship for shore is implicit 
in the inventories of personal pro- 
perty taken in the colony between 
1620 and 1659. Instead of buckled 
and black-garbed figures from the 
pages of the past, the inventories 
show such flesh and blood Pilgrims 
as Will Wright, who numbered 
“one beere bowle” among his pos- 
sessions; John Jenney with “two 
beere barrels” and Nathaniel Til- 
den, with “brewing vessells and 
beere vessels”; William Swift, 
a beere barrell”; Henry Merritt 
with “hop poles” and Mrs. Sarah 
nney with “a brewers sling”. 
Even Governor Bradford and the 
famous Captain Myles Standish 
mtoried their beer possessions. 
In the Captain’s case, “a mault 
and two beere casks” were 


t was a run-of-the-mill bowl and 
ub, plus “one great beere bowle”, 
lefitting a great man. Possible 
andidates for equal greatness 
vere William Thomas and James 
lurst; their beer bowls, two of 
hem for Thomas, were silver. 

The beverage also figures in the 
hronicles of their settlement, one 
f whose entries shows that one 
itephen Hopkins was reprimand 
nd fined for “selling beer at a 
enny a quart not worth a penny 

quart.” As a soldier, Stephen 
ms held in high repute; he was 
econd only to Myles Standish in 
be military hierarchy of the co- 
rny. His house, like Standish’s, 
as been reconstructed at the re- 
reated Plimoth Plantation. 

Judged by some of the aspects 


in the colony and revealed in the 
replica of Common House, Ameri- 
cans of today would not he likely 
to enjoy the seventeenth century 
product. It was flavored with ev- 
erything from lemon to sassafras 
and medicinal herbs! Seedpod des- 
cendants of many of those herbs 
today grow in the gardens outside 
Common House, along with hop 
vines. Close by are replicas of the 
brewing utensils: t’irepot, buckets, 
and paddles, used nearly throe and 
a half centuries ago. 

Goal for the Plantation - a non- 
profit educational organization — 
is a complete restoration of the 
original colony. 

That goal seems well in sight. 
The Mayflower II has been on 
hand in Plymouth Bay since 1967. 
The plan is to move the ship to 
safe harbor in the Eel River, at 
the foot of the Plantation’s site. 
The village of the friendly Wam- 
panoag Indians is complete with a 
resident arrowhead-flaker, in the 
person of Donald Viera, whose 
work is so perfect that it’s marked 
with an indelible fluid, so as not 
to confuse the experts. The first 
Fort-Meeting House is on top of 
the hill. The gardens are growing 
the plants and produce preferred 
by the Pilgrims - in perfect Eliz- 
abethan patterns. The grist mill 
is working. At the saw pit the two- 
man saw is kept aloft by a Plant- 
ation guide; visitors can take their 
turn at the other half. There’s ev- 
en a do-it-yourself Pilgrim house; 
a one-third replica of the actual 
house, it's built pegboard-style to 
allow youngsters to explore for 
themselves construction techniques 
of three and a half centuries ago. 

First Street itself is nearly com- 
pleted. With the Common House, 
eight of the 20 or so buildings 
making up the original colony are 
in place, and another two are star- 
ted or scheduled. Even the record 
of family quarrels is preserved on 
the Plantation’s re-creation of 
First Street; there’s no attempt to 
hide the fact that two of the fam- 
ilies split their house up the mid- 
dle to avoid having to cook or eat 
with each other, or even talk. The 
only place they had to meet was 
at. the foot of the narrow stairs 
leading up to the attic bedroom - 
which was divided in half, of 
course. 

In 1960, 91,000 people visited 
Plimoth Plantation; in 1961, 100,- 
000 are expected to step back 
into the pages of America’s past. 
The reaction of visitors has been 
remarkable: typical of adult tour- 
ists is the educator who remarked 
that “Plimoth Plantation should 
be a ‘must’ for every child to see. 
Parents owe it to their children to 
acquaint them with the import- 
ant origins of America.” David B. 
Freeman - himself a direct descen- 
dant of one of the Pilgrim band 
who has made the Plantation 
labor of love - says he will not be 
satisfied until every visitor goes 
home remembering the words of 
Governor Bradford in the May- 
flower Compact: 

“Thus out of small beginnings 
greater things have been produced 
by His hand that made all things 
of nothing, and gives being to all 
things that are; and as one small 
candle may light a thousand, so the 
light here kindled hath shone unto 
many, yea, in some sort to our 
whole Nation ...”

This week’s picture in the Star’s 
“Remember When” series shows 
Winchester center in the “good old 
days.” 

To the left Is the Hevey Block, 
though it was not known by that 
name in the days wnen rhe picture 
was taken. F. N. A Imre ran what 
is now Hevey 'a Pharmacy, later 
selling to a man named Allen, who 
conducted the Pharmacy under his 
name. It was from Mr. Allen that 
the late William H. Hevey acquir- 
ed the business. 

Upstairs were dental offices and 
the telephone offices. The familiar 
blue bell of the Telephone Com 
puny is displayed on the block. 

Across the street, then called 
Pleasant Street, now Mt. Vernon 
Street, is Lyceum Hall before it 
>st its third story in the big tire 
of 1950. 

McLaughlin’s Shoe Store was 
the first store from the corner in 
Lyceum Building occupying the 
space now housing the real estate 
and insurance offices of P. T. Foley. 
Next it was Winn’s “gent’s fur 
nishing store,” and beside Winn’s 
was the fruit and produce store 
of Volpe & Piccolo. This store was 
a mecca for youngsters, for one 
whole side of the big shop was de- 
voted to penny candy. Pickled 
limes and huge penny pickles were 
also available. 

Moving on there was the office 
and stationery store of the Win- 
chester Star and then Richardson’s 
Market, though it probably was 
known as F. D. Richardson’s at 
that time. On the corner of Win- 
hester Place was the Mills Kitch- 
en Goods store, and across the 
street was the Savings Bank. The 
Police and Fire Stations had not 
been built at that time, the fire 
station being an old wooden build- 
ing on Winchester Place and the 
police station being in the base- 
ment of the town hall. 

Next to Abare’s drug store was 
Jimmy Gargas’ fruit store and pea- 
nut roaster. Then came F. J. Bow- 
ser’s Dry Goods store, later Bow- 
ser and Bancroft, and finally G. 
Raymond Bancroft; with the S. K. 
Ames store and the Central Hard- 
ware in the building at the corner 
of Converse Place. 

In the foreground can be seen 
the car tracks on which electrics 
ran to Woburn and Arlington one 
way, and to Stoneham and Med- 
ford. the other. Horse drawn de- 
livery teams are on the streets, but 
wouldn’t it have been fun to park 
a car in those days, if you had a 
car! Even then there were kids on 
bikes, and well dressed women on 
the streets!

It’s slick, quick, painless and 
terrifying, this comic book world. 
Everywhere the accent is on the 
grossly trite, the grossly obvious 
and materialistic. On the shallow 
and sentimental rather than the 
deep and humane. On the socially 
smooth gesture, rather than the 
personally sincere action. On the 
popular good-time, non-controver- 
sial Oharlie rather than decent kids 
who think, work, and mature. And 
look at the life-goals of these com- 
ic book kids: They are made in 
Hollywood, every last one of them. 
Everything comes easy. Struggle 
is out. The tough complexities of 
life are bullied and capsuled in- 
to neat formulas of instant suc- 
cess. Their goals? Social polish, 
beauty titles, and pin-headed bour- 
geois bliss over art and beauty. 
What they HAVE, how they LOOK 
in others’ eyes mean more to these 
young people than what they ARE! 

And, of course, the “comics” con- 
tinue their ode to war. One would 
think that with a stockpile of H- 
bombs capable of destroying both 
America and Russia, plus their Al- 
lies, hanging about, war would be 
losing its popularity. Not so. In 
our not-so-comic comic books, 
World War II is still being waged. 
Japanese and German planes, in 
spite of our present alliances, con- 
tinue to fall from the skies. 

War is still glorified on the old 
conventional terms, its incredible 
savagery hidden beneath a buddy- 
buddy account of the adventures of 
G.I. Joes anxious to get back to 
the corner drug store. The annihili- 
ation of living men and women is 
represented by such mindless terms 
as “Blang,” and “Whump!” and 
“Spang!” In this way our young- 
ster’s minds are made immune to 
the brutalities they will be asked 
to perfect in adolescence. They 
shall have become accustomed to 
horror. 

And the least funny thing about 
the comic books is their frighten- 
ing resemblance to the world of 
living adults, who, of course, never 
ead them. (VV.S.)

BAD DAYS 

By 1948 the farm camp had 
come upon rather had days, as the 
initial enthusiasm that had made 
it a going concern began to wane. 
It was at that time that a group of 
residents of this area met in Bos- 
ton with Mr. Thomas J. Turley 
then director of the South End 
House, and planned a campaign to 
revive and expand interest in the 
charitable corporation. At this ini 
portant meeting, the following 
men were elected officers: Ralph 
H. Bonnell, President; Everett S 
Emery, Vice President; Leslie .1 
Scott, Treasurer; and Kendall I 
.Johnson, Secretary. Elected as dir- 
ectors were Judge John J. Connolly 
of the Boston Juvenile Court, Tim 
othy J. Harrigan, Jr., Franklin J 
Lane, Arthur J. Moore, Donald R 
Simonds, and Thomas J. Turley 
This meeting marked the heginn 
ing of a new period of activity and 
prosperity for the camp. 

ROTARY PITCHES IN 

About ten years ago, the Win 
Chester Rotary Club also became 
interested in the Camp. This was 
good news for Winning Farm, for 
Rotarians personally rolled up 
their sleeves to construct five 
fresh-air cabins. They also built s 
fine wading and swimming pool 
and renovated the entire property 
including the main building, the 
kitchen, and the director’s cabin. 

The fresh air cabins were named 
after distinguished Rotarians who 
had passed away, George Davidson 
(the first President of Rotary); 
T. Price Wilson, former publisher 
of the Winchester Star; William 
Hevey; Dr. John R. Wallace; and 
W. Allan Wilde. The cabins each 
accommodate ten girls in bunk 
beds and have partially screened 
in walls to permit maximum fresh 
air. A marvelously well construct 
ed merry go round was built by 
Deputy Auxiliary Police Chief An- 
dy Puzzo, while flowers are regul- 
arly provided by Mr. Whittaker, 
the local florist. In addition Rot 
ary has provided automatic wash- 
ing machines and other appliances 
including outdoor showers. 

A public address system links 
the Director’s Cabin with all oth- 
ers. The camp day is scrupulously 
divided into set periods for various 
activities, which are faithfully ob- 
served by all campers. An after- 
noon rest period assures that the 
little girls will not get over-tired 

CAMP DIRECTOR 

The Camp Director, Miss Made- 
line White of the United South 
End Settlement House for Boston’s 
South End children, brings many 
years of experience to her work at 
Winning Farm. She has been in 
the settlement field for 31 years 
and associated with Winning Farm 
for 15 years. 

“Not all these youngsters come 
from the lowest economic status 
although many of them do,” Miss 
White told the Star. “But from 
low income families or not, the ve- 
ry fact that these girls live in the 
South End means that they are de- 
prived of a healthy environment in 
which to grow up, in terms of cli- 
mate and recreational facilities, 
and in terms of social and educa- 
tional opportunities.” 

Soft-spoken and to the point, 
Miss White said that the South 
End’s deplorable condition is evi- 
denced by the fact that out of ten 
areas in this area slated for urban 
renewal, it and Charlestown were 
singled out for immediate atten- 
tion. “It’s nothing but bricks and 
cement,” Miss White said. “And 
the schools are not good enough. 
We have a lot of work ahead of us 
to do these children justice.” 

Other witnesses attest what 
Winning Farm has meant for some 
of the little girls who have gone 
there to spend part of their sum- 
mer. 

Perhaps the most touching of all 
stories has been told by Thomas J. 
Turley, now of the Youth Service 
Board, formerly director of the 
South End Settlement House, 
which is associated with Winning 
Farm. Mr. Turley tells of a little 
girl who came to Winning Farm so 
undernourished that in spite of the 
fact that Winning made an excep- 
tion to its two-week rule and kept 
her all summer to help her back to 
health, she passed on. Mr. Turley 
said the child’s last words to her 
mother were: “Mommy, didn’t I 
have a wonderful time at Winning 
Farm ?” 

FIRST SUNSET 


Other little gjrls have told Win- 
ning Farm personnel that they saw 
their first sunset at the camp, and 
in one case tin* first tree! Another 
little girl, now a teacher in the 
Chicago school system, was given 
up as a hopeless juvenile criminal 
before she came to Winning Farm. 
“If Winning Farm never did an- 
other thing hut save this girl,” a 
judge told the corporation officers 
“its existence would be justified by 
this girl’s success alone.” 

The story is also told of the lit- 
tle girl who told a visitor to the 
Farm that she was “so glad to 
have a bunk to herself, because at 
home they sleep five in a bed.” 
Still another girl, who has had 31 
eye operations, has found new 
health and hope in this camp in 
tile woods. 

The youngsters have a ball, 
playing house, drawing, swimming, 
hiking, swinging, riding the merry 
go round, making ceramics, pursu- 
ing the arts and crafts, camping, 
and the hundred other things 
young girls do to have fun. On

Stay,” or “Dogs As I See Them.” 
With every race and religion fully 
epresented, they comprise a little 
United Nations, walking arm in 
arm, without any evident bias or 
prejudice. 

Every now and again, the 
youngsters are given a bus ride to 
the ocean or to the White Moun- 
tains in the Winning Farm Bus, 
which is driven by Woburn High 
School teacher, William Roche. Mr. 
Roche lives on the grounds in a 
year round caretaker’s cottage.

from those of “state-wide” con- 
cern. In practice, constitutional 
statutory “homo rule” provisions 
relative to the above differentia- 
| t.ion are so broad and indefinite 
j that the major responsibility for 
interpreting them is thrust upon 
I the courts. However, a model con- 
stitutional home rule provision 
proposed by The American Muni- 
cipal Association places this bur- 
den largely upon the state legisla- 
ture, which must pass laws desig- 
nating the areas of state concern 
and state control. 

Theories of Municipal 
Home Rule 

Almost a century has elapsed 
since the inception of the munici- 
pal home rule movement in the* 
United States. During that long 
experience, much has been written 
on the origin, history and philoso- 
phical content of home rule. Only 
a few of the more significant of 
these theoretical considerations 
can be summarized within the limi- 


tations of this report. The follow- 
ing text therefore presents such a 
summary, drawn in large part 
from the impressive 1959 doctoral 
thesis by James L. Blawie on legal 
aspects of municipal home rule in 
New England.

Plimoth Plantation, the re-creat- 
ed Pilgrim colony of the 1020s that 
is rising on a knoll above the his 
toric New England town of Ply 
mouth, Mass., has opened a notable 
new structure for the first time 
for the 1961 summer season. The 
building is the Common House - an 
integral part of the original New 
World settlement as it was estab- 
lished nearly three and a half cen- 
turies ago, and the eighth house in 
the authentic restoration of Amer- 
ica’s past. 

Called Plimoth Plantation after 
the spelling used by Pilgrim Gov- 
ernor William Bradford (“plant- 
ation” meant “a new planting” 841 
years ago), the reconstructed col- 
ony, which is already drawing a 
hundred thousand visitors annual- 
ly, comprises replicas of the origi- 
nal Fort-Meeting House, a village 
showing how the friendly Wam- 
panoag Indians lived before the 
Mayflower voyagers brought them 
from the Stone into the Iron Age, 
a saw-pit where clapboards and 
shakes are split in the old style, a 
grist mill, several authentic Eliza 
bethan gardens such as the Pil- 
grims had, and reproductions of 
many of the buildings that made 
up First Street in the original col- 
ony, including “The Common 
House”, which was presented to 
Plimoth Plantation by R. J. Schae- 
fer, president of the F. & M. 
Schaefer Brewing Co. 

The restoration is on a site near 
ly identical to the original, 
although at some little distance 
from the center of town, where the 
Pilgrims’ first street is now the 
heart of Plymouth’s business dis- 
trict. Twenty-three houses in all 
will be located on the site when 
the outdoor museum is complete. 

Like the rest of the Plantation, 
the Common House helps to make 
the Pilgrims real people, rather 
than faceless figures from the 
pages of history books. A tablet on 
one of its walls bears a passage 
from the journal kept by a May- 
flower passenger - “we could not 
now take time for further search 
or consideration: our victuals be- 
ing much spent, especially our 
beere. . .” - underlining the fact 
that a shortage not only of food 
but of their beverage of reluxa- 
tion determined the Pilgrims to 
terminate their wanderings and es- 
tablish a permanent settlement. 
Outside the Common House, the 
same types of herbs they used in 
brewing now grow in well-tended 
gardens. Close by are replicas of 
their brewing utensils: a fireport, 
buckets and paddles. 

A man with an interest in the 
forgotten corners of American 
history, such as the Common 
House, Mr. Schaefer has sponsored 
similar restorations in other locat- 
ions - including the Spouter Tuv- 
ern at Mystic Seaport, the Con- 
necticut re-creatien of a port town 


Man’s ancient enemy, the blood 
clDt that sometimes forms inside 
the heart after a serious heart at- 
tack, may yet play a useful role. 

In a Heart Fund study at the 
Mallory Institute of Pathology, 
Boston, a research team has found 
that these bloodclots may some- 
times initiate the formation of new 
blood vessels that connect with the 
coronary arteries and those provide 
a channel of blood flow that may 
help the circulation of the heart 
itself. 

Members of the group were Dr. 
Felix Rodriquez, an American 
Heart Association Research Fellow 
and Research Associate Patholo- 
gist at Boston University School 
of Medicine and Institute Director; 
and Dr. Stanley L. Robbins, Pro- 
fessor of Pathology at Boston Uni- 
versity School of Medicine and As- 
sociate Director of the Institute. 

These blood clots that form in- 
side the heart after coronary 
thrombosis are sometimes convert- 
ed into a kind of scar tissue filled 
with newly formed small channels, 
a process called organization. 

In this study, there are some 
clues that perhaps these new chan- 
nels may connect with the cham- 
ber of the heart on one side and, 
indeed, may on the other side con- 
nect with the major coronary ar- 
teries that ordinarily supply the 
heart. In this way, they might 
serve as new channels that bring 
fresh blood to the coronary circu- 
lation. 

Dr. Rodriguez and his colleagues 
injected India ink under pressure 
into the left ventricles of a number 
of human hearts at autopsy har- 
boring such clots. It was found 
that some of these newly formed 
vessels were filled with India ink, 
thus demonstrating a connection 
between these channels and the 
chamber of the heart. 

It was also shown by injecting 
the coronary arteries that some of 
this material would flow out into 
these organized clots. Some of these 
vessels that filled in this way were 
good sized, as large as four-tenths 
of a millimeter in diameter. It was 
thus obvious that the organized 
clot had developed connections 
with the cardiac chambers as well 
as with the coronory arteries and 
thus could serve as a new route of 
getting blood from the interior of 
the heart directly through the wall 
of the heart to the major vessels, 
the coronary arteries. 

It has, however, not yet been 
proven that these channels do func- 
tion in this way. Further studies 
will be necessary to determine how 
much blood they may carry, and in 
fact, in what direction the blood 
will be carried. Blood could be car- 
ried from within the heart into the 
coronary arteries, or, on the other 
hand, these channels might serve 
as leaks which shunt blood from 
the coronary arteries into the 
chambers. 

The pressure relationships are 
such, however, that it is more than 
likely that these newly formed 
channels will serve as useful aids 
in bringing blood from within the 
heart into the coronary arteries.

We recall a delightful film, 
“Apartment for Peggy,” in which 
a leading character was a young 
girl with a penchant for spouting 
statistics. “Do you realize,” she 
would say, “that 46.2% of our 
teachers are grossly underpaid?” 
Asked how she managed to remem- 
ber the figures, she replied: “Oh, J 
don’t! I just make ’em up. It makes 
you sound so authoritative !” 

Sometimes we wonder if this girl 
finally graduated and went into ad- 
vertising. For dissertations on 
tooth paste, motor oils, soft drinks, 
cold remedies, hair tonic, cigar- 
ettes, power mowers, and automa- 
tic pencils continually stress the 
fact that “four out of five,” or 
“eight out of ten,’’ or “six smokers 
out of seven” swear everlasting 
fealty to the particular product, 
process, or service in question.

One whiff, and 
they fold up their little legs and 
die,” Johnny ran to his mother with 
the jubilant announcement, “Ma, 
I’m rooting for the bugs!” 

How about the nonconformist, 
anyhow?

PRISCILLA MORRILL 

As for Grandame Le Gallienne, 
she performs with all the technical 
skill and authority of her many 
years on the serious boards. Her 
portrayal of the love-smitten Eli- 
zabeth, torn between the require- 
ments of empire and passion, is at 
all times persuasive, often convinc- 
ing, and at least twice, rather in- 
spiring. Her best scenes: her initial 
entrance in full Elizabethan court 
costume; and her scene with full 
court just prior to the march of 
Essex to the palace, in which she 
reduces her scheming council to 
the floor and delivers a sprinkling 
of witticisms on the art of govern- 
ment. 

In the role of Penelope Gray, 
historically one of Essex’ marginal 
amours, Priscilla Morrill performs 
neatly and handsomely.

First place in Class “C" went to 
the Braintree Braves of Brain- 
tree, with a score of 82.0. A tie be- 
vc loped for second place between 
Hull Drum and Bugle Corps, Hull, 
and St. Rose Jr. Lancers, Chelsea, 
with a score of 75.85. This is quite 
unusual considering each mistake 
takes 1/1 0th of a point away from 
a unit. Four units competed in this 
class. 

The next units to take the field 
were the Class “B" Marching and 
Maneuvering Corps. These units 
were on the field from 0 to 8 min- 
utes each. Each Class, “B" Corps 
received m a n y well deserved 
rounds of applause as they play- 
ed popular as well as semi-classi- 
cal tunes and displayed some very 
intricate marching and maneuver- 
ing.

Radioactive fallout is material 
ejected into the upper atmosphere 
in the testing or attack-detonation 
of nuclear bombs, causing death or 
injury through radiation. This ra- 
diation takes many forms, either 
in direct burns or in indirect in- 
ternal destruction of body tissues 
resulting from contaminated food 
ingested by the human organism. 
Such radiation can be transmitted 
in food in such forms as Strontium 
l»0 and Cesium 137. 

Civil Defense authorities have 
stressed that fallout shelters are 
exactly what their name implies: 
shelters against radioactive fall- 
out, which, when properly supplied 
with pure food, water and oxygen 
could protect a family against a 
contaminated atmosphere for the 
period of several weeks which is 
presently estimated as the safe 
period of withdrawal in a nuclear 
attack. 

Nuclear experts have consistent- 
ly warned that areas within the 
radius of the nuclear blast could 
not escape the full effect of the 
attack. (See the Star editorial on 
this subject this week. An editor- 
ial on radioactive fallout was pub- 
lished in the Star on August 10 of 
this year.)

550 Attend Sessions 
Of Summer School 


Five hundred and fifty pupils 
from Concord, Lexington, Wayland 
and Winchester have finished 
new six week summer school pro 
gram held in Lexington in coopera- 
tion with the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education. 

The Harvard Lexington Summer 
Program, held for the first time 
this year, gave pupils from the 
four communities a chance to in 
crease their knowledge and experi- 
ence in areas not normally offered 
during the regular school year. It 
also gave 62 teachers and princi- 
pals from 17 states who were en- 
rolled at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education, an opportun- 
ity to observe, analyze, and study 
team teaching. 

The program was held in the 
new Joseph Estabrook School, one 
of the first elementary schools in 
the country to be designed for 
team teaching, and the nearby 
William Diamond Junior High 
School. Pupils in Grades 2 through 
9 attended nn intensive morning 
program of classes taught hy 
teams of master teachers from 
eight states throughout the coun- 
try. 

These classes also served as de- 
monstrations for the Harvard stu- 
dents, who were selected by their 
superintendents to attend this 
special program. Many of them 
will be assigned to team teaching 
or supervisory responsibilities in 
their own school systems during 
the coming school year. Others will 
help their local systems to investi- 
gate and plan future team opera- 
tions.

One World Or None: 
Does Anybody Care? 


The Star is grateful for this week’s letter from 
Mr. Robert Williams of Wolcott Terrace urging 
W inchester people to study the bill now before 
Congress requesting the establishment of a dis- 
armament agency. It is good to know that there 

are Winchester people and there arc many 

who do not share the national apathy toward a 
matter that involves the life of every human be- 
ing. And it is to he hoped that Mr. Williams’ let- 
ter will inspire the local debate its subject 
deserves. 

Moth East and West claim to he for disarm- 
ament. Moth East and West claim to recognize 
the genocidal danger of nuclear war, that in such 
a war there would lx' no victory for either side. 
Why then don’t we have disarmament? If both 
sides realize that every new H-bomb added to the 
stockpile increases rather than decreases the 
world’s insecurity, why don’t they sit down at the 
conference table and work out an agreement? 
Under what terms would they turn at least ]>art 
of their swords into plowshares ? 

Is Moscow awaiting America’s ecstatic em- 
brace of Marxism before it agrees to limit its 
arms? Is America willing to make concessions, 
as Walter Eippmann puts it, only when “all Sov- 
iet babies arc born with wings singing ‘God Bless 
America ?’ ” 

Nuclear Dilemma 

According to Harvard’s Richard Barnet in his 
nicely documented study “Who Wants Disarm- 
ament ?” both super-powers, the U.S. and the 
U.S.S.R., are caught in what he calls the “nu- 
clear dilemma:” the fact that while the nuclear 
stockpile is the prime stimulus to the arms race 
and to war, it is at the same time, the prime de- 
terrent to war. That is, both Moscow and Wash- 
ington realize that in aif attempt to match each 
other’s accomplishniens in nuclear armaments, 
they are waging a futile and endless battle, in- 
creasing the scope of devastation that will befall 
the world in the event of a nuclear war. At the 
same time they will not discard what they be- 
lieve to be their only weapons of defense. 

They are afraid of the risks involved if they 
trust each other even partially. But as the British 
scientist and writer C. I\ Snow recently put it: 
“( )n the one side we have a finite risk, and on 
the other side we have a certainty of disaster. 
Between a risk and a certainty a sane man does 
not hesitate.” 

It is sometimes argued that disarmament is 
“Utopian,” impractical, “hopelessly idealistic.” 
Well, is it? Js not the supreme Utopianism of 
our day the continuing belief that war can safely 
be waged as a means of settling international dis- 
putes when a single miscalculation can destroy 
50 million in a flash and condemn those unlucky 
enough to survive to a slow, painful death by 
radiation ? 

'The cry everywhere is that we should “Do 
something!” But our real challenge today, as 
Norman Cousins has repeatedly written, is to 
Think something! to think about what nuclear 
war really means, and when we realize what it 
means to do everything we can to make it im- 
possible. 

II hat II m Bonib Can Do 

Well, what Does nuclear war mean? 
hirst, a few statistics. The bomb we dropped 
on Hiroshima had the explosive effect of 80,000 
tons of 1 .X. I . It killed 185,000 people and in- 
jured 500,000 more. This bomb in itself would 
constitute reason enough to abolish war. But : 

I he 1 1 -bomb we . . and Russia . . are now stock- 
piling averages 80 megatons, or 80 million tons 
o! I .X. I .: that is, it is 1,000 times as j>owerfuI 
as the Hiroshima bomb. As a matter of fact the 
Hiroshima A-bomb is used to “trigger” the II- 
bomb into action. Another, more convincing ar- 
gument against nuclear war! 

But, there is more: To increase the efficiency 
ol this bomb we are now attaching it to the 
heads of intercontinental ballistic missiles, with a 
radius of some 0,500 miles, placing America and 
Russia within 15 minutes of mass slaughter. 

\nd just last week, Mr. Khrushchev informed 
\\ ashington that Russia was considering making 
a 100 megaton bomb, one five times as powerful 
as the bomb that is 1,000 times as powerful as 
the A-bomb dropped on Hiroshima! The inevi- 
table American response i.s obvious. We will make 
a 800 megaton bomb, and the race will become 
infinitely more insane, infinitely more lethal. 
Tension will grow. The urge to “Settle things 
for once and for all” will increase. And man- 
kind will be brought to an end in one vast uni- 
versal nuclear oven. 

\nd remember this: In World War III there 
will be no “fighting men,” and no “civilians.” 
All of us will go together. And if you have any 
doubt as to the civilian separation from the mili- 
tary just contemplate the fact that bv 1964 there 
will be 150 i.C.B.M. sites in operation from 


northern Massachusetts to southern Maine, some 
mobile, others permanent. This makes New En- 
gland a prime target area, a carefully engraved 
imitation to enemy attack. It is clear that with 
such a concentration of military bases, indus- 
tries, and metropolitan areas. New England 
would be utterly destroyed in an all-out attack. 
It is estimated that even in a moderate enemy 
attack the destruction wreaked on the United 
States would be roughly 1,500 times the total de- 
struction released by conventional bombs in 
World War II. 

If Boston Is Bombed 

But let’s bring this still closer to home. Let us 
suppose that the enemy is conservative and drops 
only a 10 megaton bomb on Boston, that is, a 
bomb one-half as devastating as the one we are 
now stockpiling. And remember, Boston is only 
eight miles from Winchester. 

With roughly one third of its total energy re- 
leased in the form of heat and light, the explod- 
ing bomb would heat the surrounding area to 
some 100 million degrees, producing a colossal 
fireball about three and one half miles in dia- 
meter. In the 80-second heat flash that followed, 
third degree burns would be sustained for a rad- 
ius of 80 miles and second degree burns to a dis- 
tance of 85 miles. A 10-megaton bond) burst in 
the atmosphere 30 miles above the earth would 
set fire to combustibles over a 5,000 square mile 
area. 

The crater from such a bomb would lx,' 250 
feet deep and one half mile wide. According to 
one expert, “the zone of complete demolition 
would be about three miles in diameter, while 
severe blast damage would extend to alxxit nine 
miles from the center of the explosion,” that is 
from Boston to Winchester and Woburn. Hurri- 
cane velocity winds would whip up incredible 
fire storms, while the radioactive fallout, would 
extend over a 5,000 square mile area. Remember, 
the 10 megaton bomb is a small one. 

A 20 megaton bomb, dropped on Boston’s 
2,875,000 people, would kill 1,058,000 outright, 
fatally injure 1,084,000 more, and maim 407,000 
survivors. Multiply such havoc all over the world 
and you have the end of the human species. 

War Cannot Be Limited 

The official argument now being advanced by 
the Administration is of course, that our Govern- 
ment is not even considering such a war, that it is 
too horrible to contemplate. The President has ar- 
gued that henceforth we will perfect our ability 
to wage what is euphemistically called “limited 
war,” presumably of the “limited” kind wc 
fought in 1041 and 1017! 

But have the architects of this “limited war” 
policy really thought the matter through? Do 
they suppose for one moment that a nation which 
found itself losing a “limited” war with conven- 
tional weapons would not resort to its nuclear 
arsenal the moment it found itself to be losing 
decisively ? 

“The idea of limited nuclear war,” as Albert 
Schweitzer has said, “is a contradiction in terms. 
Each side will use all the power at its disposal 
in an attempt to annihilate the enemy.” 

“Superiority of arms, in the nuclear age,” the 
missionary-scientist adds, “cannot decide issues 
between combatants. Nuclear rivals can only ask 
‘Do we want to commit suicide together?’ ” 

Genocide By Accident 

The horror of nuclear war is increased by the 
possibility that it may be accidental. It is known, 
for example, that seagulls have been mistaken 
for bombers on radar screens. On at least one 
occasion only the mental balance of an American 
general stopped the U.S. from dispatching a fleet 
of nuclear bombers to enemy territory when the 
soldier at the radar screen mistakenly thought he 
had spotted a convoy of bombers, headed for 
American territory. 

These are not pleasant facts. They are not 
ideal reading for a holiday weekend. But surely 
it i.s time that there was some free and open de- 
bate in American society concerning a nuclear 
arms race that can only result in the death of 
our species. 

Vs someone has said, for the present Soviet 
and American governments to believe that “their 
dispute justifies the extermination of life itself 
is the most supremely arrogant act in the history 
of man.” We do not, after all. have the right to 
take the whole world with us if we decide to go. 

The Star is convinced that only if the Ameri- 
can public is fully and truthfully acquainted with 
the facts of nuclear war will it be willing to face 
up to the need for a genuine disarmament. As 
the Star has said before, there is no defense 
against nuclear war but peace. It is, truly, a 
question of ouc world or none.

Must Our Towns And Cities 
Take Orders From The State ? 


Accept ed Legal Theories 
Favoring State Dominance 

In numerous decisions which are 
deeply rooted in Fmglish and 
American legal history, the federal 
and state courts have held repeat- 
edly that municipalities are subor- 
dinate instrumentalities of the 
state and that they exist wholly 
by sufferance and at the conven- 
ience of the central government. 
Before the turn of the century. 
Judge John F. Dillon of Iowa, an 
outstanding authority on munici- 
pal law, summarized this judicial 
theory in these words, which have 
come to be known as “ Dillon’s 
Rule”: 

“Subject to (state) constitution- 
al limitations, the power of the 
(state) legislature over such (mun- 
icipal) corporations is supreme and 
transcendent; it may, where there 
i.s no constitutional inhibition, er- 
ect, change, divide and even abol- 
ish them, at pleasure, as it deems 
the public good to require. 

“It i.s a general and undisputed 
proposition of law that a munici- 
pal corporation possesses and can 
exercise the following powers, and 
no others: First, those granted in 
express words, second, those ne- 
cessarily or fairly implied in or in- 
cident to the powers expressly 
granted; third, those essential to 
the accomplishment of the de- 
clared objects and purposes of the 
corporation, not simply convenient, 
but indispensable. Any fair, reas- 
onable doubt concerning the exist- 
ence of power is resolved hy the 
courts against the corporation, and 
the power is denied. 

The same legal concept is re- 
flected in at least four significant 
rulings of the United States Su- 
preme Court relative to the status 
of municipalities in the American 
Federal system. The Court held in 
the Pawlet Case of 1815 that the 
states and their legislatures suc- 
ceeded to all the rights of the Brit- 
ish Crown, as a consequence of the 
American Revolution. In the two 
later cases of New Orleans v. New 
Orleans Waterworks Co. and City 
of Covington v. Kentucky, which 
were decided in the 1800’s the 
Court emphasized that a city char- 
ter was not a “contract” protect- 
ed by the Contract Clause of the 


Federal Constitution (Art I, s. 10, 
cl. 1). The latter Covington deci- 
sion, and the 1023 opinion of the 
Court in City of Trenton v. New 
Jersey, incorporated Dillon’s Rule 
into federal constitutional juris- 
prudence. The Trenton opinion 
emphasized that.

“In the absence of state consti- 
tutional provisions safeguarding it 
to them, municipalities have no in- 
herent right of self government 
which is beyond the legislative 
control of the State. A municipal- 
ity is merely a department of the 
State, and the State may withhold, 
grant or withdraw powers and 
privileges as it sees fit. However 
great or small its sphere of action, 
it remains the centre of the State 
exercising and holding powers and 
privileges subject to the sovereign 
will. 

“The power of the State, unre- 
strained by the contract clause or 
the Fourteenth Amendment, . . . 
(relative to due process of law). . . 
over the rights and property of cit- 
ies held and used for “govern- 
mental purposes” cannot be ques- 
tioned.” 


Thus, municipal home rule only 
becomes a matter of “right” when 
it is accepted by most modern 
home rule advocates and is the 
principal reason for their insist^ 
ence upon inclusion of home rule 
guarantees in state constitutions. 
This acceptance of the superior 
position of the state by the great 
majority of local home rule propo- 
nents has been described by one 
authority in these terms: 

“In all of the home rule states, 
cities remain under the control of 
the state legislature in matters of 
state concern. The home rule move- 
ment never was intended to ter- 
minate legislative control in this 
field. Its basic purpose was to es- 
tablish autonomy for cities merely 
with respect to distinctly urban 
problems. 

The proclivity of the courts to 
favor central state authority over 
municipal autonomy, is indicative 
of the conservative approach of 
the judiciary. As agents of central 
government, the judges seem re- 
luctant to diminish central power 
to aggrandize lower levels of gov- 
ernment. Further, the courts have 
been apprehensive lest local par- 
ticularism be carried to the point 
where central government is un- 
able to act effectively, thus paving 
the way for political and economic 
disorders destructive of personal 
liberties, including property rights. 
This judicial view has been influ- 
enced by various political impass- 
es, e.g., experience with the Ar- 
ticles of Confederation (1781-1789) 
experiments with nullification, the 
Civil War, and the dangerous de- 
gree of public restiveness over gov- 
ernmental inaction in the early 
years of the Great Depression. The 
courts are ill-disposed, therefore, 
to recognize municipal authority 
beyond legislative control. 

Legal and Philosophical Theories 
Of Inherent Local Rights 

In opposition to the above con- 
cepts, inherent rights of local self- 
government are claimed for local 
communities under other theories. 
This approach is founded on the 
principle that municipalities are 
fundamental, natural social units 
of local government, are possessed 
of inherent rights and powers

Here and There: 


New Light On Soap Operas 


Why do five million American 
women (and men) listen to soap 
operas every day? What’s in 
them ? What purpose do they 
serve? To what deep human in- 
stinct do they answer? 

With her customary brash bril- 
liance, social critic Marya Mannes 
deals with these questions in a 
saucy little article in a recent is- 
sue of The Reporter called “Mas- 
sive Detergence.” 

Her answers: People watch the 
“soaps” partly because they “iden- 
tify” with the heroines and heroes 
they watch, and partly because it 
releases them from the hum drum 
workaday world. “Soaps” send 
them into a condition of “fluid em- 
otion,” a “mindless lull ... a milky 
passivity which can best receive 
the sales message.” 

We said that the T.V. viewers 
“identify” with their soap opera 
heroines. But usually, Marya Man- 
nes says, “the heroines are less 
fortunate than they. In the face 
of the horrendous problems on the 
screen, their own diminish. The 
problems of their own intransig- 
ent or misguided sons and daugh- 
ters pale before the dangers be- 
setting the young on Soaps. Their 
own bibulous husbands may be a 
trial, but at least they do not van- 
ish from the home for years on 
end. Their younger brothers may 


cheat on exams, but they are not 
caught in the numbers racket.” 

THOUGH TL ESS TH EATR E 

What’s more. Miss Mannes 
writes, one doesn’t have to think, 
for “a Soap makes no claims what- 
ever on the intelligence. On the 
contrary it suspends it . . . One 
floats in a never — never land per- 
fectly conveyed by titles that mean 
absolutely nothing: ‘Love of Life,’ 
‘Seach for Tomorrow,’ ‘Guiding 
Light,’ . . . ‘Edge of Night . . .’ ” 
And the gals who watch these 
“Soaps” take their heroines seri- 
ously. Miss Mannes reports that 
they resent the “villains,” worry 
about the interminable illnesses, 
even write in advice on child-rear- 
ing. And it’s not easy to stay at a 
high-pitch of involvement either. 
“At least once every season,” Miss 
Mannes writes, “in each of the 
nine Soaps, somebody gets para- 
lyzed either through a car acci- 
dent, or some traumatic shock.” 

STOCK CHARACTERS 

Miss Mannes isolates several ab- 
solute types in the Soaps. There is 
(a) The Mother of the Family, 
“characterized in at least three of 
these serials by women of a monu- 
mental stupidity. These ladies rare- 


ly stir out of their kitchens (the 
counters of which are totally free 
of food), never open a book, never 
turn on a record-player and pre- 
face every statement, at no matter 
what hour, with an offer of a cup 
of coffee.” 

(b) The Difficult Daughters, 
“young women who should have 
had their bottoms whacked daily 
since childhood . . . willfully senti- 
mental, inclined to hysteria, and 
largely foolish . . . Though they 
make the lives of others intolerable 
they are the beneficiaries of toler- 
ance.” 

Then there arc the Tiresome 
Grandfathers, and the Wise Fath- 
ers. The latter every once in a 
while may give the misty-eyed 
mother a scolding, Miss Mannes 
says, but “this is hastily followed 
by a scene of reconciliation in 
which a tender embrace gives 
mother the right to make an ace 
of herself in the next installment.” 

Of course, heroines rarely work. 
If they do, they’re nurses or secre- 
taries “and then only to till the 
time between romances or after 
disaster.” “A Soap woman,” adds 
Soap critic Marya Mannes, works 
“instead,” never “For”; and the 
mere fact of leaving home during 
the day is a sign of deep emotional 
disturbance.” True happiness in- 
evitably resides in the kitchen.

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THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE 

IX — The Continuing Revolution 

By WILSON SULLIVAN 

This week we conclude our series on “The Ameri- 
can Conscience.” For eight weeks we have studied 
again the lives and works of that hold band of re- 
bels we have come to call Founding Fathers, and the 
Presidents and philosophers we call groat. We have 
studied eight different men of four different eras. 
But the tradition that now makes them one is great- 
er than the differences that once made them eight. 
To a man, they were free, courageous, and unbought. 

In Tom Paine, they knew their strength: “We 
have it in our power to begin the world again.” In 
Jefferson they saw their duty: “Wo are pointing the 
way to struggling nations, as their only hope.” In 
Franklin they defied the censor: “Guilt only dreads 
liberty of speech.” In Jackson they talked hack to 
money: “The profits of this national broker's shop 
must inure to the benefit of the whole.” In Lincoln 
they reminded the world that the Negro, too, was 
“created equal.” And in Wilson they saw a vision of 
a world governed hy reason rather than force. 

And if the lesson still were lost, Americans had 
Emerson to remind them that their business was 
with the living and with bread for children, and that 
rather than mourn the lost certainties of a stable 
but cruel past, they should use their freedom to 
change the world. Thorcau was there, too, warning 
them not to be slaves of their possessions, not to 
lose their humanity in a vicious and mindless rush 
for cash. 

They were eight men, but they defined with re- 
markable unity the central persuasions of the 
American Conscience: (1) The right of all men to 
political liberty and economic justice. (2) The duty 
of government to represent all interests and classes, 
to protect the weak, to care for those who cannot 
care for themselves. (3) America’s special duty to 
serve as an example to mankind, an asylum for the 
hungry and oppressed. And (4) The right of each 
generation, to solve its problems as occasions re- 
quire, free of authoritarian patterns of the past. 

For the shot fired at Lexington was, indeed, heard 
’round the world. And in Latin America, in Asia 
and Africa it is heard still. When America beat 
King George a great new fact was established: Tyr- 
anny was not, as monarchs had claimed, decreed by 
God; men could be free if they dared and wished to 
be. In affirming their own liberty the victorious col- 
onists, by intent, affirmed it for all men. No form of 
government, Jefferson had said for the Fathers, 
is “too sacred to be touched.” Nothing is unchange- 
able but the “natural rights” of man. And Lincoln 
added that when national necessity and the Consti- 
tution conflict, necessity must be observed. This is 
the American conscience: practical, flexible, big, un- 
impressed by title, and uncowed by authority. When 
repressed, it has brought us pain. When affirmed, it 
has ennobled us: the Marshall Plan, freedom for the 
Philippines, foreign aid, and the marvellous national 
“melting pot” which, more than any society in the 
world’s dark history, has let men grow as big as 
they could. 

But in 1961 something has happened to the Amer- 
ican conscience. We have, 1 think, forgotten who we 
are and where we came from. The nation that con- 
ducted history’s supreme revolution is on the defen- 
sive, reacting to history as made by new Tsars, rath- 
er than making history itself. Committed to advanc- 
ing liberty, we have permitted fear and a search for 
stability to bully us into financing tyranny. 

At home, we are smitten with a material and pro- 
vincial complacency, unaware of the misery around 
our prosperous island. Our T.V. insists that every 
family “needs two homes,” while 10,000 children 
have no home in Hong Kong. In a world wracked by 
hunger a major American preoccupation is to lose 
weight. Trying to “hold the line,” we have not only 
failed to champion the oppressed, hut have some- 
times joined their oppressors in denying them the 
very freedom we claimed as man’s “natural right.” 
Facing a world in revolution, our leaders depend in- 
creasingly on military solutions, when one miscal- 
culation could end the human species. 

If such charges can be made of us they could not 
be made of our Fathers. They were not trying to 
stop history. They were rebels, and the genuine re- 
volution, the true progressivism of the modern era, 
in any informed comparison, remains theirs. We can 
reject our revolution, but we cannot deny it. Unless 
we can continue it in 20th century terms, unless we 
agree with Lincoln that men precede dollars and 
with Wilson that only world law can make the world 
safe for democracy, we have lost the right to consid- 
er ourselves American.

Thursday 
Amman, Jordan 
Dear Adolf, Sandy, and Mary, 
Here in the capital city of Jor- 
dan I have a bit of free time, and 
since I am wearing the summer 
suit you gave me as a present I’m 
reminded that you would probably 
like a note about my travels. But 
oops, Pm sorry that I mispelled 
Adolph in the greeting. Mom has 
mentioned your family often in 
her letters, and I enjoy hearing 
about the get togethers especially 
the shrimp dinner. Summertime in 
Winchester is very pleasant, and 1 
almost wish 1 were there with you. 
Amman is hot, noisy, and ugly, 
with rocky cliffs on all sides of 
the city. It has a population of 
maybe 300,000 and is important 
only as the seat of government. 
All food has to be transported in 
from the countryside far away, so 
prices are expensive. I came here 
from Ranielln with my two broth- 
ers, “Farouk and Jamil.” Farouk 
is waiting to hear from the De- 
partment of Statistics about a job 
with them. We travelled here hy 
taxi, past the Dead Sea on a high- 
way built by Americans, and cross- 
ed the Jordan River when it was 
just a small, dirty, green stream. 
Yesterday we went to a very im- 
pressive agricultural and manu- 
facturing exhibition outside the ci- 
ty; we didn’t have time to see 
much of it, and we’ll go again to- 
day. We waited with friends for 
one hour to see a military parade 
and an appearance of King Hus- 
sein, but we had to leave before it 
began, because we wanted to see 
a Navy officer in the hospital dur- 
ing visiting hours. Since he had al- 
ready left the hospital, we went to 
his home in Zarka, expecting to 
spend the night with his family, 
because they are very close friends 
near relatives I should say, to “my 
family,” the Shamys. Unfortunate- 
ly, we arrived in Zarka only to 
find that the family had driven to 
Amman, so we too returned, and 
stayed in a hotel. The family hap- 
pens to be Druze, a very conserva- 
tive and tribal sect of Islam, but 
in social life behaves as every one 
else. 

In contrast to other Arab cities, 
Amman has no parks or cafes to 
relax in; all the surroundings are 
shops and government buildings. 
We are unable to visit any govern- 
ment places, like the Palace or 
Parliament, but we will take bus 
rides around the city, as we did in 
Damascus. Also we may drop in 
on the American Embassy, for 
haven’t been to one yet and am 
curious to see what it’s like. The 
business men here dress in western 
clothes, hut important political fi- 
gures wear traditional and elabor 
ate Arab garb, headdress, flowing- 
robes; the poorer people wear 
combination of both styles. Cloth 
for dresses in the shops seems very 
lovely and attractive, but would re- 
quire considerable skill to fashion 
into a stylish finished product. As 
a whole, the women dress very 
well although most do not huve 
the tall trim western figures to 
match haute couture. Without get- 
ting into anatomical detail, I can 
at least say that Arab conceptions 
of feminine beauty differ from our 
notions; however, the Arab movie 
starlets could be considered attrac- 
tive by any standards. Naturally 
enough, the village girls and wo- 
men are considerably outdone by 
their city cousins. Village life in 
general is terribly poor, like slums, 
and the average villager gets along 
on a diet of bread and onions. The 
best part of rural life is the in- 
formality: the strict and elaborate 
social customs developed through 
the ages do not hold so much, and 
everyone does almost as he wishes. 

You might pass the word onto 
my parents that my funds are fi- 
nally getting low, and that if no 
money reaches me in Jordan by 
the end of August, some dough 
should surely await me at Beirut, 
cure of Post Office at A U B. Once 
out of the work camp, money flow- 
ed quickly, and travel and present 
buying took much. I’m sorry that 
my letters and cards didn’t reach 
my parents before 14 August, but 
delay and censorship are to be 
•ounted on. I appreciate the week- 
ly letters from family and friends, 
at the same time, it is no little 
expense in time and money. 

One of the oddest sights here is 
the cold drink vendor. He carries 
a tall and large silver machine on 
his back, and bobs up and down 
pouring the drinks. The contrap- 
tion is adorned gaudily and jingles 
from many bells. I always hear the 
clanging noise. He sells fruit juices 
und everyone drinks from just a 
few glasses, often but not necess- 
arily with straws. Many little boys 


roam the streets, hawking chewing 
| Kum and shouting for shoes to 
shine. 

I I miss something in particular: 
1 of tin* family car. classical 
music, milk products (especially 
milk shakes) tennis and ten- 
nis friends, shady yards. The 
stimulus of new activities here 
makes me forget most other 
comforts and enjoyments. Espe- 
cially as a student and informed 
friend of the Arabs, I meet with a 
warm welcome everywhere I go, 
and have nothing to complain of. 

I enjoy all the travelling I do, and 
( h«* weather is not really as hot as 
I had imagined. In most places, 
water doesn’t seem to he a pro- 
blem. So far I haven’t seen many 
Americans, either as tourists or 
residents and occasionally I long 
to hear the familiar accent. I’ve 
found that the hooks I’ve read on 
the Middle East have been most 
helpful preparation, and would ad- 
vise people to read certuin ones 
for knowledge next best to travel 
here. Best wishes to the Allas for 
a pleasant summer, and regards 
through Adolph to our tennis 
friends.

A Winchester man, Mr. Joseph 
R. MacDonald of 53 Franklin Road 
has developed a special kit to pro- 
vide Americans with emergency ra- 
tions in the event of a nuclear at- 
tack. The kits are called ‘‘Life- 
packs" and are advertised else- 
where in this week’s Star by the 
MacDonald- Bernier Co. of Boston. 

Each kit contains enough emer- 
gency rations to sustain an adult 
for eight days: nine cans of sterile 
drinking water, malted milk tab- 
lets, biscuits, pemmican, and choco- 
late candy, plus a handy Sterno 
can for heating purposes. 

Mr. MacDonald is recommending 
that each person stock his shelter 
with two lifepacks per person to 
cover them for the estimated 14- 
day fallout period that would fol- 
low a nuclear attack. 

Mr. MacDonald perfected the 
lifepack during the Nazi menace 
in World War II. The 74-year old 
merchandiser said that business is 
better since President Kennedy’s 
crisis speech on Berlin.

Morse Protests 
Minute Man 
Design Scrapping 

Treasury Department considera- 
tion of a plan to scrap the Minute 
Man design on U.S. savings 
stamps has come in for an indig- 
nant attack by Congressman Brad 
Morse. Morse learned that the de- 
partment is contemplating a new 
“space design” in a letter from Di- 
rector William H. Neal of the Sav- 
ings Bond Division. Neal said he 
is “seriously considering” such a 
change. 

Morse represents the Fifth 
Massachusetts Congressional Dis- 
trict. which includes Concord and 
Lexington, home of the original 
Minute Men of Revolutionary War 
fame. 

In his protest to Secretary of 
the Treasury Dillon. Morse declar- 
ed, “Certainly the Minute Man is 
‘traditional' but he will never be 
outdated. The spirit that inspired 
the defense of Lexington and Con- 
cord is the same spirit which today 
spurs our hold adventures into out- 
er space. 

“Americans cannot too often be 
reminded of the heritage of cour- 
age, initiative, resourcefulness and 
patriotism as symbolized by the 
Minute Man design on the savings 
stamps they purchase to help keep 
our nation strong. 1 most vigor- 
ously urge you to abandon any 
plans to discard the Minute Man 
design.”

which stem from the nature of lo- 
cal government, and exist apart 
from specific constitutional auth- 
orization. Since local rights and 
powers are not deemed to come 
from the state, they may not be 
shorn away by statute, by judicial 
fiat or otherwise. 

Theorists who favor inherent lo- 
cal rights rely heavily upon histo- 
rical analysis and classic libertar- 
ian political philosophy to justify 
their point of view. The more ex- 
treme forms of this doctrine reject 
judicial concepts of the centraliza- 
tion of power in the state as re- 
flecting a rationalization of the na- 
ked force of central government 
which fuils to show due regard for 
history or for the revolutionary 
doctrine upon which the state and 
federal governments were founded. 

At least four varieties of the 
“inherent local rights" theory have 
been recognized by students of 
government: (1) theories of pres- 
criptive and vested rights, (2) the- 
ories of corporate rights, (3) “So- 
cial Compact” theories deriv- 
ed from concepts of Natural Law, 
and (4) theories favoring narrow 
construction of state constitution- 
al powers and broad construction 
of local government powers. Pro- 
ponents of inherent local rights va 
ry in their preferences for these 
four approaches, and often merge 
two or more of them in their ar- 
guments. 

Prescriptive and Vested Rights 
Theorists who support doc- 
trines of prescriptive and vested 
rights contend that municipalities 
possess certain rights and powers 
acquired by traditional usage or 
statute, which may not be dimin- 
ished by the central government 
without local consent. This ap- 
proach is illustrated historically 
in the Magna Chart of 1215, 
wherein King John I agreed that- 
“. . .The City of London shall have 
all its ancient liberties and free 
customs, as well by land as by wa- 
ter; furthermore we will and 
grant, that all other cities and bor- 
oughs, and towns and ports, shall 
have all their liberties and free 
customs..." (Art. XIII) 

Charters granted to localities by 
English monarchs generally en- 
dowed the chartered community 
with most of the rights of persons, 
subject to limitations, in return 
for specified local commitments to 
the Crown. The community would 
be empowered to exercise certain 
property rights, to issue particul- 
ar licenses and to choose its own 
local officials. In a sense, the char- 


l ter was (as it is today in England) 
a limiting instrument. 

With the passage of time those 
rights came to be regarded aa pre- 
scriptive rights, as did also certain 
local powers. Then, as now, the 
most valued of these prescriptive 
rights was the right of the com- 
munity to select its own officials 
in contrast with the practice of 
many continental European nu 
tions where local officers were 
named by the monarch. Election 
aspects aside, the prescriptive 
rights of English cities and towns 
have tended to be narrow in scope, 
thus making possible extensive 
supervision and control by the cen- 
tral government to a degree not 
experienced by most American 
municipalities. 

These British precedents are 
used by some home rule advocates 
in this country to bolster claims 
for prescriptive and vested rights 
for municipalities. They argue that 
performance of a function by com- 
munities over the years with little 
state regulation establishes a sort 
of squatter’s right for continued 
exemption from state control, on 
the grounds of a prescriptive local 
right having been established 
thereby. This distortion of En- 
glish precedents has received little 
serious consideration in the Amer- 
ican courts, however. 

Corporate Rights 

A milder school of home rule 
theorists argues that municipal 
corporations, and thus of natural 
persons, to do all things consistent 
with their corporate purpose 
which are not denied in their mun- 
icipal charter. This old English 
common-law concept of the muni- 
cipal corporation has not been ac- 
cepted in the United States. In 
this country most courts hold that 
local governmental powers include 
only those specifically granted by 
or reasonably implied from provi- 
sions of the municipal charter. 

Social Compact Arguments 
A third body of inherent local 
rights theory originates in the doc- 
trines of Natural Law advocated 
by seventeenth century politi- 
cal philosophers. It asserts that 
government exists by virtue of a 
“social compact" entered into by 
consent of the governed for their 
mutual convenience and protection. 
That compact defines the powers 
and duties of the central govern- 
ment, and the obligations of the 
contracting individuals, associa- 
tions and organizations. Further, 
these individuals, associations and 
organizations are said to retain 
certain inherent and inalienable 


natural rights, and also all powers 
not clearly delegated to the cen- 
tral government. 

During the American Revolution 
a number of town meetings in 
Massachusetts and other New En- 
gland states adopted resolutions 
proclaiming that the central gov- 
ernment has been dissolved by the 
Declaration of Independence, with 
a resulting transfer of all govern- 
mental power to the towns as the 
basic social and political unit 
above the family level. Among the 
towns so voting were Great Bar- 
rington, Hancock, Lee, Lenox and 
Pittsfield. From 1776 until the ad- 
option of the state constitution 
five years later, this view pre- 
vailed and members of the General 
Court were regarded as town dele- 
gates, not as state legislators. Lat- 
er, the Supreme Judicial Court 
ruled that the “inherent rights" 
claimed by the towns as a result 
of the Revolution were relinquish- 
ed to the central state government 
when the electorate approved the 
new “social compact," i.e., the Con- 
stitution of 1780. 

Narrow Constitutional 
Construction Approach 

A fourth school of inherent lo- 
cal rights theorists argues that 
state constitutional authority over 
municipalities is confined to those 
matters specifically assigned to 
state jurisdiction, and that all oth- 
er powers are therefore reserved 
to the municipal governments. 
State power is thus construed nar- 
rowly, while broad authority is as- 
cribed to the localities. This ap- 
proach parallels “narrow construc- 
tionist" theories long advocated by 
proponents of State’s Rights in 
respect to federal powers under 
the United States Constitution. 

The narrow construction doc- 
trine clashes head on with the the- 
ory of state legislative authority 
which regards the legislature as 
supreme over political subdivi- 
sions of the state.

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Limited Judicial Acceptance of 
Inherent Local Rights 

Although theories of inherent lo- 
cal rights have been repudiated by 
most state courts, they did receive 
judicial support for a time in sev- 
en states (Cal., Ind., Iowa, Ky., 
Mich., Nebr. and Texas). The fore- 
most judicial proponent of inher- 
ent local rights was Supreme 
Court Justice Thomas M. Cooley of 
Michigan who declared in his dic- 
tum and opinion in the famous 
Hurlbut Case of 1871 that - 
“...It is not the accepted theory 
that the states have received dele- 
gations of power from independent 
towns; but the theory is, on the 
other hand, that the state govern- 
ments precede the local, create the 
latter at discretion, and endow 
them with corporate life. But, his- 
torically, it is as difficult to prove 
this theory as it would be to de- 
monstrate that the origin of gov- 
ernment is in compact, or that ti- 
tle to property comes from occu- 
pancy. The historical fact is, that 
local governments universally, in 
this country, were either simultan- 
eous with, or preceded, the more 
central authority. . . 

“ . . . The state may mould local 
institutions according to its views 
of policy or expediency; but local 
government is a matter of absol- 
ute right; and the state cannot 
take it away... 

“...Nevertheless, when the state 
reaches out and draws to itself and 


appropriates the powers which 
from time immemorial have been 
locally posessed and exercised, and 
introduces into its legislation the 
centralizing ideas of continental 
Europe, under which despotism, 
whether of monarch or commune, 
alone has flourished, we seem 
forced back upon and compelled to 
take up and defend the plainest 
and most primary axioms of freo 
government. . 

It is worth noting that this case 
involved an effort of the Michigan 
Legislature to require state ap- 
pointment of certain local officials 
theretofore elected by the inhabit- 
ants of the localities. This legis- 
lative action produced local pro- 
tests similar to those voiced by En- 
glish communities against the com- 
parable action of King James II.

Remember When? 

This week’s picture in the Star’s 
‘Remember When” series shows 
the laying of the cornerstone of 
the Winchester Hospital on May 
18, 1916. Mrs. Joshua Coit and Mrs. 
Oren C. Sanborn, chairmen of the 
building committee, officiated in 
the presence of Winchester’s own 
Governor Samuel Walker McCall. 
An address was made by Mrs. 
Henry L. Houghton, who had from 
the first been one of the most ac- 
tive and devoted members of the 
Visting Nurse Association of that 
time. 

It was the vision and determina- 
tion of the women of the Visiting 
Nurse Association that brought a 
hospital to the community and they 
actually started the Winchester 
Hospital in the old Todd House on 
Washington Street on March 11, 
1912, with $7,000 at hand together 
with a few gifts from interested 
citizens. 

So much of the Winchester Hos- 
pital history was made public at 
the time of the recent drive for 
funds to enlarge and remodel the 
building, that it seems unnecessary 
to repeat here what was said at 
that time. 

The Star felt that the picture 
shown this week would prove of in- 
terest, especially since we recently 
published a shot of excavation for 
the new addition. Mrs. Coit is 
shown in the center of the picture 
with Miss Joy and Mrs. Dr. Allen 
beside her. Miss Joy is the tallest 
of the three, standing between 
Mrs Coit and Mrs. Allen. Old tim- 
ers may see others they know in 
the picture.

No Extermination 
Without Representation 

The central meaning of nuclear 
war is precisely that it is not a 
contest just between the contend- 
ing nations. The effects of a nu 
clear war today will extend to a 
large portion of the earth’s popu 
lation. The radio-active poisons 
pumped into the air and carried by 
the winds would convert the at- 
mosphere into a lethal canopy over 
the most densely populated regions 
of the world. 

How far, then, should a nation 
go in upholding its national in 
terests? Is a policeman justified in 
firing into a crowd in an effort to 
kill a murderer? Is any nation jus- 
tified in firing into the body of 
humanity in an effort to kill an 
enemy ? 

Let us not make decisions — how- 
ever just they may seem — that af- 
fect others without consulting 
them. At least let there be no ex- 
termination without representa- 
tion. Let us mobilize our facts in 
the most dramatic form in an at 
tempt to put the potent force of 
world opinion to work in the pres- 
ent crisis. The one thing greater 
than nuclear force is an aroused 
world conscience. 

It is dangerously untrue to say 
that the only choices before us are 
national suicide or national sur- 
render. The vital alternative is a 
massive attempt through the Unit- 
ed Nations to relate the crisis of 
Berlin to the larger crisis facing 
the world. The larger crisis is rep- 
resented by the absence of effect- 
ive law in the relationships of na- 
tions, and the likelihood of aggres- 
sion in a situation in which nations 
are allowed to decide for them- 
selves what their security requires. 
If the Soviet Union wishes to take 
the position that it is stonily op- 
posed to any attempt to settle dif- 
ferences among nations on the bas- 
is of world law and world will, 
then the entire human community 
should consider the implications of 
this fact. 

The issue of Berlin is not just 
whether the United States is right 
or the Soviet Union is right. The 
issue is whether the contending na- 
tions have the right to proceed 
without regard for the lives and 
opinions of others. Mankind is in- 
volved and mankind has a right to 
be consulted.

,n £ a * H statutory hearing in Boston Friday. September I. Hie reapportionment will take place this year in accordance with 
legislation passed in the last session of the General Court permitting a yearly as opposed to the former five-vearlv review of 
the amount of money paid by various towns and cities toward the full cost of operating the VLD.G. 

Mir hearing was held according to statute at the VLD.G. headquarters at 20 Somerset Street in Boston. Attending from 
VY incliester w ere Mr. Sherman VV. Sallmarsh. chairman of the. Board of Selectmen: Town Accountant James J. Costello: Select- 
man John Sexton; and Messrs. Allen Eaton and Oleott Hooper of the Water and Sewer Board. Also present at the meeting was 
Representative Harrison Chadwick of 24 Everett Avenue. 


“By virtue of the expanded fa- 
cilities”, Superintendent Harry V. 
Gilson said at the Faculty Convo- 
cation on Tuesday, “a reduction 
of average class size is now possi- 
ble at the junior high level and 
for the first time an accelerated 
program of instruction for pupils 
according to their scholastic abil- 
ity will now be in operation 
throughout the entire school sys- 
tem.” 

As Dr. Gilson greeted his facul- 
ty of 210 teachers it was clearly 
his purpose to exhort his staff to 
concentrated effort this year in 
answer to the great challenge that 
current events now present to edu- 
cation. He pointed up the need for 
a continuing evaluation of schol- 
astic standards and program in 
all areas toward the end of stretch- 
ing each pupil up to but not be- 
yond his maximum effort, and in- 
suring that he shall be able to con- 
tribute to his democracy to the 
fullest extent of his potential. 

As one of the parts of the school 
program aimed at this end, he an- 
nounced the expansion for grades 
four through six at Parkhurst 
School of the experiment in “team 
teaching” begun at the Mystic 
School and designed to make the 
most effective use of teaching 
time and talent. 

Dr. Gilson renamed the admini- 
strative personnel of the newest 
schools. At Vinson-Owen Miss 
Clara M. Corcoran will serve as 
principal. At Lynch Junior High

Chairman Sallmarsh told the Star that the 'Town would know 
definitely the exact amount of the saving to he expected in 1902 
by the first of ( )ctober. The hearing was held preparatory to the 
official revision of the amount Winchester must pay toward the 
maintenance and the debt service of the M.D.C. 

In fiscal 1960 Winchester’s per- 
centage of M.D.C. costs was 
3.95%. In fiscal 1961, the percent- 
age dropped somewhat to 3.87%, 
while in 1962, based on the degree 
to which Winchester uses M.D.C. 
sewers, the Town will have to pay 
only 3.33% , or some $23,250 less 
than it paid last year. The total 
ost of running the M.D.C. is in 
the vicinity of $4,300,000. Win- 
chester's payment of 3.87% of this 
c'>st in fiscal 1961, or some $166,- 
006, was an expense resulting in 
tn increase in the tax rate from 
$59.60 to $64.80, or $5.20. Approx- 
imately $2.06 of the increase was 
a used by a boost in M.D.C. ex- 
penses. 

Winchester’s share of the M.D.C. 
expenses jumped from 1.59%, bas- 
'd on population, to 3.95% in fis- 
cal 1959, based on actual Town 
use of the M.D.C. sewage system 
in fiscal I960. It was through the 
initiative of the Winchester Water 
and Sewer Board and others that 
the bill was presented to the Gen- 
eral Court by State Representative 
Harrison Chadwick.

New building construction in 
Winchester is proceeding apace. 

O 11 the site of the old Water- 
field Building, razed by fire this 
year, the new two story office 
building is wc»ll along, with its red 
brick walls going up with amazing 
rapidity. Nine stores will occupy 
the ground floor of this new build- 
ing, with accommodations for 16 
offices on the second floor.

Living With 
Your Heart 


By Dr. Guido Majno 
Assoc. Prof, of Pathology, 
Harvard Medical School 

(“Living With Your Heart” is a 
community service of the Massa- 
chusetts Heart Association.) 

“Dear Dr. Majno: Thank you for 
your note .... Last Saturday M. 
X. drowned in 6 feet of water while 
diving with an aqualung .... We 
think it was heart failure . . . It’s 
a complete tragedy.” 

While this letter was lying on 
my desk, the telephone rang; it 
was a colleague, asking me to 
write a few lines of advice for 
heart patients in relation to skin 
and Scuba diving. 

Perhaps I should have writ- 
ten these lines a year ago. I am 
still haunted by the vision of a 
young man rolling ashore with the 
waves, blue with cyanosis, in .front 
of his horror-stricken family. He 
had been “only snorkeling - but we 
learned later that he also had a 
“mild” heart condition. Despite 
this he hud been swimming all 
day, in a current, alone, and with- 
out a float. 

How can these tragedies be 
avoided ? 

There are two different problems 
to consider: simple swimming (and 
diving) with the use of a “snorkel” 
more properly referred to as skin 
diving or snorkeling; and diving 
with the use of an “aqua lung”, 
technically referred to as SCUBA 
diving. The initials stand for 
Self-Contained Underwater Brea- 
thing Apparatus. Let us begin 
with the latter. 

in terms of pulmonary physio- 
logy, a Scuba diver is a man breu- 
thing compressed air; that is air 
delivered to his lungs at a pressure 
equal to that of the surrounding 
water. In a purely abstract way, 
the breathing of compressed air 
(within reasonable depths, say 50- 
100 feet) should not imply any 
danger for a person suffering from 
a heart condition. One might even 
argue that compressed air could 
do the patient some good; after 
all, he would be getting more oxy- 
gen, and wouldn’t this be compar- 
able to oxygen therapy? 

The trouble is that things just 
don’t work that way. In practice, 
Scuba diving imposes tremendous 


efforts. So don’t let television 
fool you; the graceful flipping 
around of “weightless” frogmen is 
only a small part of the story. Be- 
sides: do you know why those div- 
ers move so languidly? It’s not for 
elegance; it’s because they cannot 
afford to move fast. The over- 
whelming majority of modern 
“Aqualungs” (regulators, in tech- 
nical terms) simply do not make 
any allowance for your getting out 
of breath. If you do get out of 
breath, you are in trouble, because 
you will not be able to get the ex 
tra air you need. It is a frighten 
ing feeling, like trying to breathe 
through a straw. Imagine that 
feeling, fifty feet down. 

In order to earn a few moments 
of ‘effortless’ swimming, a Scuba 
diver has to work hard. His 
equipment is heavy and awkward 
just to carry it before the dive, af- 
ter the dive, and between dives, is 
a sport in itself. Then there are, un 
avoidably, moments of truly ex- 
treme effort. For instance; pict- 
ure yourself with one or two tanks 
on your back, a belt of lead ballast 
around your waist, stewing in the 
sun inside a thick rubber suit 
while you wait for your turn to 
jump in. Sweat runs out of your 
bonnet as you try to keep balance 
in a rocking boat. Now your bud- 
dy’s flipper needs to be tightened 
and you have to kneel down and 
struggle with it. Soon you are diz 
zy with heat and exhaustion, and 
still you know that you must not 
get out of breath. 

Finally, you jump overboard and 
cool off, but a score of “little” 
things may happen to you, or to 
your buddy, which may force you 
back to the surface, coughing and 
gasping for air as you wait for a 
boat to pick you up. 

Scuba diving is definitely off 
limits for anyone with a heart con- 
dition. 

Snorkeling, of course, may be 
less strenuous. However, even if 
your doctor allows you to do some 
simple snorkeling, be sure to have 
these few principles clearly in 
mind: 1 ) the snorkel increases the 
work of breathing, hence you will 
be in a state of continuous, mild 
exhaustion: your energy reserve 
will be low. 2) Take a float with 
you. Just an inflated inner tube 
attached to a few feet of line. It’s 
your private island - and it has 
saved many a life. This is now 
standard procedure even with Scu- 
ba divers. 3) Stuy away from cur- 
rents. The work of fighting a cur- 
rent is a severe test even for a 


: normal circulatory system. 4 ) 
Never go alone. 

Swimming has one thing in com- 
mon with flying; some trouble of- 
| ten becomes complete trouble. In 
I the water, as in the air, it’s easily 
a matter of life or death. So, even 
if your doctor allows you to 
use a mask and snorkel, take it 
as seriously as flying; for your life 
will be, after all, in your own 
hands.

Born Dec. 29, 1914, in Woburn, 
Lt. Col. Burns was the son of Mrs. 
Catherine (Flaherty) and the late 
George F. Burns. He came to Win- 
chester before his first birthday 
and grew up in town, the family 
home being at 33 Canal Street. He 
was graduated from Winchester 
High School in the class of 1933 
and later, after entering the army, 
took several courses at Harvard.

National 

Geographic’s New 
World Globe 


A unique new world globe with a 
“thinking cap” ha* been produced 
by the National Geographic Soci- 
ety. 

Treated as a precision tool to 
increa e knowledge and enjoyment 
of geography, the globe has un- 
usual features which are not avail- 
able in the orthodox models. 

The Geographic’s cartographers, 
in designing the globe under the 
direction of President Melville Hell 


Grosvenor, abandoned the tradi- 
tional axis rod to permit the sphere 
to I** moved freely in a special 
stand. 

Removal of the fixed axis offers 
several advantages. Any spot on 
earth, particularly the polar re- 
gions, can be spun into convenient 
view. The mileage, time differences, j 
and shortest routes between any 
two points can be measured in an 
instant by lining them up on the 
calibrated rim of the globe’s satnd. j 
Globe’s ‘‘Thinking Tap” 

The globe is equipped with a ; 
plastic geometer that tits over the 
top of it and can be placed on or 
off like a cap. Kmbossed on the 
underside of the transparent sur- 
face are useful measuring indicia, 
or scales.

He can, for ex- 
ample, plot satellite orbits, esti- 
mate the size of any country, fig- 
ure the compass headings on great- 
eirvle route*, compute the sun’s po- 
sition anywhere at any time, and 
compare the shapes and sizes of 
lund masses. 

Moreover, the globe can l>c used 
with the National Geographic’s 
Map of the Heavens to locate the 
positions of stars and other celes- 
tial ladies for any day and hour 
during the year. 

An expert can even consult the 
glo!>e to tell whether a satellite will 
be visible in its passage over any 
given area. This knowledge can be 
determined from the geometer, 
which shows the sun’s position, and 
a table of earth shadow depths to 
be published soon in technical in- 
structions for professional users of 
the globe. 

The Smithsonian Astrophysical 


| Observatory in Cambridge, Mass., 
j has approved the globe for official 
! use by its staff, and ordered 18 tor 
its satellite-tracking stations. It 
! told the Society, "You have created

Reactions of other scientists, na- 
vigators, and geographers have 
been equally enthusiastic. The tam- 
| ed mariner-author Alan Villiers 
I said, "This is the l>est globe I have 
ever seen or heard about. It has 
everything, and so easy to use! I 
could navigate the open seas with 
that globe.” 

New Dimension to Map Program 
The National Geographic Society 
has sent its members some 217,500,- 
000 maps as free supplements to 
the Magazine, but it has never be- 
fore undertaken to produce a globe.

Minuteman Or Missile? 


What’s happening to us? 

The Star learned this week that the ’Treasury 
Department is considering replacing the Minute- 
man symbol on l\ S. savings stamps with the 
symbol of an intercontinental ballistic missile. 

The traditional symbol of the Revolution, the 
resolute Yankee youth standing clear-eyed and 
firm to defend wife and children may give way 
to an impersonal symbol of mass slaughter rain- 
ing simultaneous death on millions of defenseless 
people, threatening the existence of life itself. 
Winchester’s Congressman Bradford Morse is 
commended by the Star for his spirited protest 
to 'Treasury Secretary Dillon last week against 
this proposal. 

A missile to replace the Minuteman! We have 
come far from our Revolution. In Lexington in 
1775, a people who loved peace were bullied into 
war against their will, to defend their homes 
against imperialist troops. Their aim was not to 
impose their national system on the world, to 
seek plunder or economic colonies. They wanted 
only to be left alone, to make their own laws, to 
build their own churches, to be in peace. And it 
was only after every word failed that they loaded 
their muskets.

Have we forgotten? There’s no reason why we 
should forget. In Lexington today the. Battle 
Green where Jonathan Harrington was shot with 
King George’s bullets will remind us of the kind 
of Revolution these good people made for us if 
we go to look at it. So will Mr. Harrington’s 
white house across the street from the Green, 
and the doorstep to which he dragged himself, 
wounded, to die at his wife’s feet. 

And of course, there’s the Minuteman. Mute 
and bronze, looking a little awkwardly over the

It is not a musket raised to defend children, 
but a bestial cry of hate, a surrender of reason 
to brawn. 

Is this a fit symbol for the heirs of Lexington 
and Concord? Is this to he America’s rallying 
cry for HMH ? What has so savage a weapon got 
to do with liberty, justice, or the pursuit of hap- 
piness? What has it got to do with democracy? 
C an a weapon be called “defensive” when its use 
by two adversaries means mutual suicide and the 
death of the world ? 

The Minuteman is not out of date. It is the 
continuing essence of what is decent and good in 
our tradition. And the suggestion that this in- 
spiring svmbol be replaced by a weapon of world 
slaughter is an outrage against the human con- 
science and a denial of our Revolution. For 
much more is involved here than a capricious 
typographical exchange of symbols. What is in- 
volved, we fear, is the possible passage of Amer- 
ica from its own best ideals to the very militar- 
ism it was born to oppose.

appointed “economizers” who would rather sac- 
rifice a badly needed school-building than spare 
one more cent from the gratification of private, 
often frivolous interests.

Our ever-improving school plant, our High 
School’s extraordinary record of college accept- 
ance for the hall term, and the high quality of 
this year’s teaching appointments constitute com- 
pelling evidence that this support is increasingly 
justified.

Every now and again, someone comes into the 
Star office, presents us with a local news item, 
and says: “How much will that be?” 

( )ur answer is always the same: “Not a penny. 
This is news about the Town. And that’s what 
we’re here for.” 

'The mathematics of this is basic. We can pub- 
lish the Star because of what you pay for it in 
subscriptions or at news stands and because Win- 
chester advertisers consider the Star an effective 
way to reach the Town’s 1,684 homes.

$25. 100. Li in expenses is still under study, while 
it appears that some $5,010 will probably go to 
arbitration. W e shall be watching developments 
in ibis matter with great interest. 

Number Two on tin* list will be the forthcom- 
ing vote of the Massachusetts Legislature on W in- 
chester’s petition to reform its referendum pro- 
cedure'. Three reforms must he approved by both 
Houses: (lj Settlement oi all referendum ques- 


ter that concerns any of its residents, directly or 
indirectly, immediately or over the long pull. If 
there’s a Rhodes Scholar on Highland Avenue, a 
housebreak on Church Street, or radioactive fall- 
out in the air all over the Town, that’s news, and 
it’s our job to report it, and we’ll try to. 

Nor are we interested just in the sensational 
or glamorous events of the week. Sure, we love 
beauty queens, and football heroes, and famous 
scientists and corporation executives. Why 
shouldn’t we? 'They keep oitr economy, our 
sports and entertainment worlds solvent. But we 
like little girls who write poems, too, and kids 
who write essays on Lincoln and Lee and Boy 
Scouts who learn to save drowning swimmers.

Pick up any Star. It tells the Town all about 
itself, when babies are born, when your boy grad- 
uates from prep school, or makes the honor roll, 
or is named to the hockey team.

Home Rule May Inerease 
Eflicieney Of Government 


Non-Legal Argument For 
Local Responsibility 

Aside from the preceding philo- 
sophical and legalistic home rule 
theories the view is also held that 
home rule can be used to promote 
more efficient state and local gov- 
ernment. On this score an editorial 
in the National Municipal Review, 
argued that - 

“When the state denies the right 
of local people to take the initia- 
tive in improving their local mach- 
inery and meddles in the minute 
details of local affairs, it saps the 
foundations of democracy. It fos- 
ers discouragement and cynicism 
among the people and irresponsi- 
bility among local officials. It also 
diverts the attention of members 
of the legislature from important 
matters of state- wide concern and 
encourages them to fritter away 
time and prestige in logrolling and 
back-scratching to secure passage 
of pet local measures. All these 
evils in turn, tend to encourage re- 
sort to Washington for action on 
important state and local problems 
that citizens feel are being neglect- 
ed or ineffectively dealt with at 
home.” 

Proponents of home rule on this 
basis, deny that governmental 
functions are inherently federal, 
state or local. They emphasize the 
distribution and sharing <>f all gov- 
ernmental tasks in the most con- 
venient and efficient manner, con- 
sistent with a scheme of cheeks 
and balances which protects essen- 
tial personal liberties. 

Types of Municipal 
Home Rule 

Municipal home rule practices 
are usually classified in terms of 
the scope of home rule power 
granted to the localities and th<* 
extent of local freedom fi uui „tatu 


legislative control. Using this ap- 
proach three main types of munici- 
pal home rule are in effect, as 
follows: (1) “self-executing” or 

“mandatory” constitutional home 
rule, which is the strongest form; 

(2) “permissive” or “non-self exe- 
cuting” constitutional home rule, 
which is somewhat less potent; and 

(3) “legislatively granted” home 
rule, made available by statute or 
legislative procedural rules alone, 
and deemed the weakest type of 
home rule. 

In conjunction with this three- 
way classification, home rule pro- 
visions may also be distinguished 
according to their relative emphas- 
is upon the separation as against 
the sharing of governmental func- 
tions between state and local lev- 
els. 

Experiences and practices of 
other states with respect to these 
types of home rule are discussed in 
Chapter VII. 

Three T\ pes of Home Rule 
According to Scope of 
Local Power 

1. Self-Executing Constitution- 
al Home Rule. A state is said to 
have “Self-executing” or “manda- 
tory” constitutional home rule 
when the state constitution embod- 
ies the home rule principle and 
grants powers of self-government 
to localities, while limiting the 
power of the state legislature to 
act on local questions. In respect 
to this home rule form, Dean J«‘f- 
ferson R. Fordham has noted that - 

“...The most conspicuous clas- 
sification factor is self-execution. 
Home rule provisions may be self- 
executing as to both the devolution 
of substantive powers and charter- 
making. as to one or the other of 
tlic^c or as to neither. Full-Hedged 


constitutional home rule is self-ex- 
ecuting in both respects and puts 
some matters considered local in 
character beyond legislative con- 
trol.” 

Constitutional self executing 
home rule provisions may follow 
one of four different approaches. 
First, they nmy spell out detailed 
procedures whereby localities may 
adopt, amend or revise their chart- 
ers, without necessity for supple- 
mentary state legislation. Second- 
ly, such provisions may spell out 
some charter-making procedures or 
certain procedural principles, while 
requiring the legislature to provide 
by general law for other aspects. 
Thirdly, the constitution may not 
proscribe particular charter writ- 
ing procedures, but may instead 
require the legislature to enact 
general laws which (a) grant 
home rule powers to localities, (b) 
provide a charter-making process 
for local use, or (e) both. Fourthly, 
the constitution may be silent on 
the subject of charters and may 
simply grant home rule powers to 
localities with respect to their lo- 
cal affairs and government; these 
powers may he few in number and 
broadly stated, or may be enumer- 
ated in specific detail. 

Frequently, the benefits of self 
executing home rule are restricted 
to those local governments which 
adopt a home rule charter. Most 
self-executing home rule provi- 
sions either prohibit enactments of 
Special local laws by the legisla- 
ture altogether, or permit such 
laws only upon request or subject 
to approval by the local communi- 
ty concerned. 

Se 1 f-exeeuting constitutional 
home rule provisions exist in 17 
states, and have been proposed in 
six others. 

HOME KI LL, coat, jut&c 12 
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A NEW NOVEL 
BY MR. STEINBECK

Mr. John Steinbeck’s “The Winter of Our Discon- 
tent” is a bad novel. It is a mawkish slush of contriv- 
ed solutions, heavy-handed symbolism, and eni harass- 
ing sentimentality. A bulky carton of too-tidy pack- 
ages, it is more in the tradition of Horatio Alger 
than “The Grapes of Wrath.” 

It is not easy to say this of Steinbeck. “The 
Grapes of Wrath” was a passionate and near-great 
book. Even “Cannery Row” and “Tortilla Flat”, how- 
ever rancid their vision or brisk their divisions, were 
good novels on their own tight terms. But “Winter” 
is preposterous. Imagine a grocery clerk husband, 
imagine any husband trundling up behind wifey on 
Easter morn and whispering “Kyric eleison” as the 
bacon cooks crisp, and you have the measure of 
Steinbeck’s new novel. Only the novelist’s crafty 
ability to make even the absurd vaguely plausible 
saves his people from the strong scent of soap. 

In this 311-page tale, Steinbeck’s symbolist creden- 
tials are notarized. They're all here: the snake, of 
course, and Mr. Eliot’s crinkled Tarot cards. And, ev- 
erywhere, the Bible: obvious anguish on Good Fri- 
day, obvious emerging awareness on Easter Satur- 
day; obvious resurrection on Easter Day. And lest 
the reader escape the sharp points of these symbols 
Steinbeck, without evident shame, is happy to ex- 
plain them. 

The novel’s scene of action: New Baytown, any 
once prosperous New England town come upon grief. 
Novel's hero: Ethan Allen Hawley, scion of grit and 
gristle good families, and if this isn’t Yankee enough 
for us, we are told that the Hawleys went down to 
the sea. In spite of a Harvard B. A. and because of 
his father’s financial folly, “Eth” finds himself sell- 
ing sour grapes in the local grocery store. And to 
make it hell for his pure Mayflower soul, his daily 
bread's buttered by store-owner Marullo, himself 
heir to a noble family of Rome. 

Caged by habit, a “commander without troops,” 
Ethan spends half bis time assuring himself that 
“no one sneers at a Hawley,” and the other half 
sweeping the store sidewalk, talking to the canned 
peaches, or congratulating himself and his forbears 
that his elms are as old as his house. 

If his environment’s mean, however, Eth’s soul is 
chuck-full of past grandeur: Old Cap’n, Melvillesque 
cane-tapping patriarch and namer of sails; Aunt De- 
borah, out from under her patchwork quilt, reading 
from the Good Book as if it were today's headlines. 
And when conscience fails, there’s Village Drunk 
Danny, a bosom-buddy waging life’s battle from one 
musty to another, magically wisest when sauced; or 
Margie Young-Hunt, the omniscient, good-hearted 
slut; or Banker Baker: He isn’t mean, it’s just his 
job to foreclose on old friends! 

Well, of course, all of these folks fail to warm up 
Ethan’s winter of discontent. W'hen they fail, there’s 
Wife Mary. You’ve met her 73 times before: She’s 
gingham and good, a dweller of great soul houses of 
white and pink flowers, pleasantly stupid, waltzing 
from one folksy intuition to the next. Her only dis- 
tinction, besides being stuck with Ethan, is that she 
owns what is surely the world’s grandest collection 
of sweet-nothing nicknames, hurled at her with as- 
tonishing regularity by hubby Ethan: “pigeon-flake,” 
“carotene,” “holy quail,” “juggins,” and “sibyl.” 

PLOT: By nature a wage-earning introvert, “Eth” 
is suddenly persuaded by Banker Baker to give cap- 
italism a whirl and get his good name out of a sling. 
Boss Marullo’s sweaty assurance that sound busin- 
ess requires slick chiselling gets Eth to thinking and 
into the old apple he bites. He turns in Marullo for 
illegal entry, assures his claim to Drunk Danny’s va- 
luable land by financing his suicide binge, and, just 
to show his new found Nietzchean amorality, plans 
the perfect bank robbery.

New to 
both will be a change to a seven 
period day instead of the previous 
six with its attendant increase in 
time to six and one half hours dai- 
ly. Both schools will offer Science 
for the first time as a major 
course meeting five times a week. 
Each \» this year increasing the 
time for French in grades seven 
and eight to two or three periods 
a week. 

It is typical of the times that 
the Vinson-O'wen and Lynch 
schools will have been occupied and 
in use long before the town is 
ready officially to accept and dedi- 
cate the buildings sometime later 
this year. Typical too is that each 
in its separate history represents 
the endless effort and compromise, 
trial and error, and pain and pa- 
tience that a self governing town 
often goes through to accomplish 
this kind of investment through 
the democratic process.

Patent To 
Mackechnie 

James G. Mackechnie, 1 Over- 
look Way, Winchester, Mass, was 
the recipient on August 22, 1951 
of U.S. patent No. 2,996,720, en- 
titled “Ticket Feeding Apparatus 
For Hand Stapling Machines”. 

In dry cleaning and laundry es- 
tablishments it is the practice to 
temporarily place tickets on gar- 
ments so as to properly identfiy 
them. Stapling machines are used 
for this ticketing operation, hut 
ordinarily they have been of a 
special design for handling a huge 
volume of pieces. Consequently 
they have been practical only in 
places of a size which justifies the 
cost of the equipment. 

To cope with this problem, Mr. 
Mackechnie has devised a novel 
mechanism which may be readily 
attached to a conventional hand 
stapler of the plier type. Such a 
stapler contains a supply of sta- 
ples and functions, upon manipu- 
lation of the handles, to drive 
and clinch a staple to the article 
presented to it. 

In accordance with Mr. Mac- 
kechnie’s invention, a roll of se- 
parable tickets is mounted on the 
stapling machine. The free end of 
the roll extends through a chan- 
nel and associated parts, and upon 
moving a rocker arm, the end- 
most ticket on the roll is caused 
to become folded, with the result 
that the operator of the device 
may place the edge of the gar- 
ment between the ticket halves | 
and then work the stapler in the 
usual manner to attach the end- 1 
most ticket to the garment and | 
sever it from the roll. 

According to Mr. Mackechnie, 
the ticket feeding device of his 
invention is inexpensive and there- 
fore is practical for establish- 
ments handling only a moderate 
or small amount of work. At the 
same time, it may also be used 
advantageously for large volume 
ticketing operations. The appara- 
tus may also be employed for 
tagging or ticketing articles of 
cylindrical or other shape having 
a small cross-sectional dimension, 
such as wires, plant stems and 
the like, and in such applications, 
the ticket or tag will normally 
be stapled with the portions ad- 
jacent the fold line in surround- 
ing relation to the article and the 
staple wire piercing only the ma- 
terial of the ticket. 

The application for this patent, 
which consists of fifteen claims of 
originality, was filed on Novem- 
ber 30, 1959.

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Home Rule

Permissive Constitutional 
Home Rule 

“Permissive** or "non-self-exe- 
cuting constitutional home rule 
provisions authorize the state legi- 
slature to enact home rule laws 
which delegate charter-making and 
other legislative powers to local i- 
ties, but do not require the legis- 
lature to do so. Home rule for the 
communities is thus optional with 
the legislature. Ordinarily, the in- 
sertion of permissive local home 
rule provisions in state constitu- 
tions has been prompted by three 
conflicting pressures: (a) judicial 
opinions holding that the state 
legislature lacked constitutional 
authority to delegate legislative 
powers to local legislative bod- 
ies and voters, (b) local agita- 
tion for home rule, and (c) legis- 
lative opposition to self-executing 
home rule proposals. Thus, permis- 
sive home rule emerges as a com- 
promise measure, less forceful 
than self-executing home rule, but 
better than nothing so far as local 
officials are concerned. 

Permissive constitutional home 
./ule provisions are in effect in 13 
states, and have been urged in one 
other. 

Legislative Home Rule 
The weakest of all forms of 

home rule is “legislative home 
rule/' granted to localities by stat- 
tute or by procedural requirements 
in the rules of the legislature, 
without benefit of any constitu- 
tional principle or provision. In re- 
gard to this type of home rule, an 
important authority has observed 
that - 

“ . . . Most authorities are in 
agreement that ‘legislative' home 
rule is at best a slender reed for 
municipal charter-making and lo- 
cal self-government. Often the 
state supreme courts have struck 
down legislative home rule as an 
unconstitutional delegation of 
state legislative power... Even if 
legislative home rule survives jud- 
icial review, the system may be 
destroyed by legislative action in 
repealing the statute..." 

This type of legislative home 
rule is reported in five states. 
Separated vs. Shared Powers 
In Home Rule 

Constitutional home rule provi- 
sions may also be classified on the 
basis of their approach to the allo- 
cation of functions and powers to 
the local governments and the 
state government. 

The home rule provision may 
emphasize separation of powers, in 
that it attempts to reserve “local 
affairs, property and government" 
to local jurisdiction, with or with- 
out an enumeration of those speci- 
fic activities which are to be local. 
Matters of “state-wide concern" 
are then left within the jurisdic- 
tion of the central state govern- 
ment, the courts being charged 
with the unenviable task of sep- 
arating questions of “local" and 
“state" concern. The longer 
the list of local functions speci- 
fied by the constitution, the more 
rigid the separation of powers be- 
comes. Hence, if economic and so- 
cial changes suggest the wisdom of 
reassigning functions from one 
governmental level to another, a 
constitutional amendment becomes 
necessary. 

An alternative approach is that 
based upon a sharing of powers, 
rather than a separation of pow- 
ers, between the central and local 
administrations. The constitution 
may vest the particular powers 
simultaneously in both the state 
and local governments, or may re- 
quire the state legislature to enact 
general legislation distributing 
functions among governmental 
levels. Functions can be shifted 
flexibly without invoking constitu- 
tional amendment procedures, and 
the classification of “state" and 
“local" matters becomes more a 
state legislative responsibility 
than a judicial one. 

Both of these types of constitu- 
tional home rule provisions author- 
ize the state legislature to regul- 
ate local government activity by 
means of general statute. This per- 
mits the establishment of state- 
wide standards of government with 
which localities must comply with- 
in the context of the home rule 
principle and the general supervi- 
sory responsibility of the state for 
its political subdivisions.

WORK WANTED 


Living With 
Your Heart 

j The field of cardiovascular re- 
search is full of surprises. 

Would you imagine, for instance, 
that your heart has definite ap- 
petites ? 

It prefers fats, according to a 
Massachusetts Heart Association 
study beinjr conducted hy a team 
of Harvard research workers seek- 
ing the answer to a puzzling ques- 
tion. 

One of the members of the team, 
Dr. Lionel H. Opie, the Massachu- 
setts Heart Association's Samuel 
A. Levine Fellow in Cardiology, 
came from Capetown, South Afri- 
ca. to search for the causes of an 
obscure and challenging type of 
heart disease common to the South 
African Bantus and, in a slightly 
different form, to some Southern 
Negroes in the United States. Ma- 
ny Bantus contract a strange form 
of heart disease in which the heart 
muscle enlarges and fails for none 
of the reasons common to cardio- 
vascular patients in this country. 
No blood clots bring on heart at- 
tacks as we know them; no valvul- 
ar disease occurs— yet the hearts 
fail in men and women alike, some- 
times as young as their early 20’s. 

Working on the possibility that 
the cause may be nutritional, Dr. 
Opie has set out to learn what the 
norami heart muscle “likes to eat.” 
Once norms are firmly established, 
there will he a basis for discovering 
whether poor nutrition upsets the 
Bantus' heart-muscle metabolism, 
and how to fight it. 

In Dr. Opie’s research, the 
hearts of small animals, still beat- 
ing, are fed for the half or one 
hour period during which they con- 
tinue to beat. Fluids are forced in- 
to the arteries by a pump under 
conditions simulating those nor- 
mally supplying blood to the heart. 
The heart is fed oxygen and a fluid 
containing radioactively “tagged” 
amounts of different nutriments. 
At the end of a specified period, 
the remainder is analyzed, and the 
amount used for energy purposes 
determined. 

Using radioactive, “tagged” 
foods, the team has confirmed the 
theory that the heart-muscle pre- 
fers to use fatty acids; when given 
sugar and fatty acids, it uses the 
latter, for energy. Such fatty acids 
are, however, quite different from 
cholesterol, the component of fat 
believed by many to be responsible 
for disease of the arteries to the 
heart. 

The futty acids used by the heart 
muscle, they believe, probably 
come from one’s own fat stores, 
which in turn are manufactured 
from sugar and have little relation 
to the type or amount of fat eaten. 

The heart, however, appears to 
provide exceptionally well for its 
own nutritional needs under ordin- 
ary circumstances. If it finds no 
fat for sustenance it will, in the 
healthy individual, use other foods 
with the greatest of ease. 

The research was initiated by 
Dr. Joseph Shipp, who studies the 
technique at Oxford University, 
and is being continued in conjunc 
tion with Dr. John Evans, both af- 
filiated with Harvard Medical 
School. The investigation is under 
way at the Baker Clinic Research 
Laboratory, H a r v a r d Medical 
School.

A Ticket to Here! 

An amusing cartoon once ap- 
peared in a Boston newspaper. A 
man rushes into a travel agency 
demanding “A ticket to here, 
please.” At the clerk’s evident per 
plexity, he shouts, “That’s what 
said — a ticket to HERE!” It de 
velops that he wants to fly around 
the world. 

One likes to play with the idea 
How large a portion, for example, 
of some folks’ hard-earned money 
is spent arriving at “here” — the 
identical place from which they 
started. And by whatever circuit 
ous route they finally do arrive, 
what, pray, have they to show for 
it? Why not stay “here” perma 
nently, and save money ? 

Which brings to mind the story 
of the Boston lady who, when ask 
ed why she didn’t travel, said 
tartly, “Why should I travel when 
I’m already here?” 

Which, of course, is a foolish 
question, and proves nothing more 
than that travel and the results of 
travel are one of the intangibles 
Someone has said, and not without 
truth, that tangibles minister to 
the body, while intangibles feed 
the soul. 

Yes, travel is an intangible, and 
we submit, one of the more impor- 
tant ones. For it not only improves 
the culture of the traveler, but al- 
so of the peoples visited. It serves, 
to be sure, a vast group seeking 
not so much culture as entertain- 
ment — something to do, some 
thing new. And, in cases where an 
ndividual is nervous or run down 
as the result of overwork or re- 
sponsibility, it serves in a doctor’s 
capacity to help restore him to 
health. But finally — and most im- 
portant of all — inasmuch as travel 
is the only way in which people 
from the far corners of the earth 
an get to know each other, travel 
is of vital import in the promo 
tion uf world peace. 

When Thomas W. Lamont scat- 
tered his millions here and there 
leaving five of them to Harvard, it 
was with the idea, no doubt, that 
he was fostering one of the more 
desirable intangibles.

Suppose, for instance, he had 
left a similar amount to provide 
free scholarships for students any- 
where who would, through the fac- 
ilities of travel, visit another coun- 
try — any country — for purposes of 
study. He would then not only have 
been fostering the cause of educa- 
tion on a world basis, but some- 
thing infinitely more precious and 
vital just now — he would have 
been promoting in no small way 
the cause of w'orld peace, an intan- 
gible of the first order if ever 
there was one! For the one sure 
way to avoid hating our fellow- 
man is to shake his hand, look in- 
his eyes, and find out what 
makes him tick!

Fallout Study Funds 
Voted By Committee 

Winchester Congressman Brad fowl Morse, in a special tele- 
phone call to the Star this week, continued reports of approval hy 
a Joint Senate- 1 louse conference committee of a $1100,000 appro- 
priation to finance expansion of the radioactive fallout study lab- 
oratory on Holton Street. 

The laboratory, to he opened hy the United States Public 
Health Service, would he expanded within the building now being 
used for similar studies by the National Lead Co., under a contract 
with the Atomic Energy Commission. 

As reported in the Star of Aug- 


ust. 10, the firm was originally con- 
cerned with the conversion of uran- 
ium ore into uranium, hut later in- 
stituted a laboratory to study the 
dissemination of radioactive matter 
in the human environment. 

It is known that the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service has long been 
interested in establishing a labora- 
tory of this nature in northeastern 
United States comparable with its 
facilities in Maryland, Alabama 
and Nevada. It seems likely that 
the Public Health Service will re- 
tain and augment the staff already 
working at the laboratory. This, 
at least, was the hope expressed hy 
Senator Benjamin Smith in Wash- 
ington last week end. 

The Star has still not been able 
to determine whether the labora- 
tory will be concerned primarily 
with radioactive matter hurled in- 
to the atmosphere from nuclear 
testing suspended in 1958 and re- 
sumed hy the Soviet Union and 
France or with the potential fallout 
that might result in an actual nu- 
clear war. 


Local Man, 26 
Sentenced In 
Teenage Drinking 

A 26-year-old Winchester man 
has been arrested and sentenced to 
one year on probation for procur- 
ing and selling liquor to minors. 
The man’s arrest and appearance 
before court was the first in a ser- 
ies of arrests anticipated by Win- 
chester Police Chief Joseph J. 
Derro in his current campaign to 
clamp down on those responsible 
for teenage drinking. 

“Let those who are still involved 
in this shameful business be in- 
formed that we are all through 
playing around with them,” Chief 
Derro told the Star. “When we 
say that we’ll go the full limit in 
punishing the people responsible 
for getting liquor into the hands 
of young people, we mean busi- 
ness.” 

The Chief told the Star that fol- 
lowing the recent arrest the pros- 
pects for further arrests have 
been greatly improved, and that 
the investigation has been step- 
ped up. 

The same man arrested for pro- 
curing liquor for teenagers was 
at the same time given a two 
months suspended sentence in the 
House of Correction for tire lar- j 
ceny. 


Niblock Hits 
Race Prejudice 
And Conformity 

Winchester High School Princi- 
pal W. Howard Niblock issued a 
strong warning to his students this 
week to “reconsecrate themselves 
to the great purposes of American 
democracy,” and to fight hard 
against the nation’s increasing 
tendency to shy away from contro- 
versial issues. 

At the same time, the principal 
urged an end to race and religious 
bias asking students to “under- 
stand and cooperate with people 
of all races, creeds, and national- 
ities,” in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the Republic. 

The principal’s message was 
published in the form of a preface 
to the Winchester High School 
Handbook issued to all students 
when school opened last Thursday, 
the text follows: 

‘Dear Fellow Students: 

“William J. Lederer begins his 
current best-seller, ‘A Nation of 
Sheep,’ with the following para- 
graph : 

“‘Today we are a nation of fair 
weather citizens who serve their 
country only if they receive finan- 
cial security and vast luxuries, of 
sloths who try to bribe neutral na- 
tions into cooperation. We are a 
nation of people who are afraid to 
speak up on unpopular issues and 
who clamor for leisure time with- 
out knowing how it use it, whose 
self-indulgence has blinded us to 
the real dangers of our time.’ 

“These are strong words of more 
than a little truth — unpleasant 
words, perhaps, but quite timely. 
You have not yet reached the stat- 
us of office-holding or voting citi- 
zens, but the responsibility will 
soon be yours, and a great one it 

is. We oldsters could have done 
better, but this is a great country 
and deserves a truer direction than 
Lederer sketches with ominous 
logic. 

“We all can do something about 

it, and soon, but yours is the great- 
est challenge. What can you do? 

“You can reconsecrate yourself 
to the great purposes of American 
democracy. 

“You can work to develop your 
skills, your mind, and your body 
to the full capacity. 

“You can work to understand 
and cooperate with people of all 
races, creeds and nationalities.

The Star this week received from the Boston and Maine Railroad a copy of the following com- 
munication to the new owners of the Boston and Maine’s Winchester Station concerning the own- 
er’s notice regarding commuter parking in the vicinity of the station.

Dear Sir: 

I am writing to you in regard 
to the notice which you have given 
to the Boston and Maine Railroad 
patrons who have been parking in 
the station area. 

I should like to remind you that 
upon* your taking title to the Win- 
chester Station property, you were 
bound hy certain covenants which 
must he adhered to by any grantee 
of these premises. I wish to call 
particular attention to the lan- 
guage in your notice which reads 
as follows: “Regarding the use of 
the station facilities, the new own- 
ers will maintain waiting room fa- 
cilities for the use of the Boston 
and Maine patrons and after remo- 
deling of the present building has 
been completed, you will once a- 
gain have access to the trains 
through the lower entrance doors.” 
The covenants in the deed which 
you have assumed make no provi- 
sions whatsoever for any interrup- 
tion of access to the trains. This 
means that under no circumstanc- 
es are our patrons to be limited 
solely to outside access to the plat- 
forms.

Space Problem, New Building 
Complicate School Opening 

Large numbers of new teachers, new buildings, spots of over- 
enrollment, and adjustment to curricula changes were education 
crises dealt with all over the count:— this week. Winchester was 


no exception. 

In the first week’s shakedown 
run, students and teachers settled 
themselves into available public 
school space, coped with anticipat- 
ed and unforseen- emergencies, and 
got under way with this year’s 
business of learning and teaching. 

The spacious new Lynch Junior 
High School opened on schedule 
Thursday, but was not really mov- 
ing with full-day sessions until 
Monday. With neither the gym 
floor nor the lecture hall quite 
ready, available space became a 
problem which could have been 
overcome except at lunch times 
when the “cafetorium” was in use. 
Equipment in home economics and 
language labs was not quite in or- 
der; books and other supplies were 
still coming in last Thursday and 
Friday. 

The school administration’s deci- 
sion to hold abbreviated attend- 
ance those two days allowed the 
school’s statf to unpack and settle. 
The building maintenance staff 
working under Supervisor Tom 
Drapeau and Custodian Vernon 
Phinney worked late and hard 
smoothing the first days of this 
fine new school for which first 
ground was broken less than fif- 
teen months ago. 


SOLUTION AT WYMAN 

On Monday morning just after 
8:15 the Wyman sixth graders 
climbed into a school bus in the 
Wyman yard complete with teach- 
ers and lunches and took off for 
Vinson-Owen School, which they 
will attend through the year. This 
carried out a school committee de- 
cision arrived at in emergency ses- 
sion last week, and announced by 
Chairman Mary Brink. In the com- 
mittee’s opinion, it was the best of 
several possible solutions to solve 
the problem that arose when Wy- 
man enrolled more the 460 pupils 
on Thursday. 

At the close of school in the 
spring, heavy enrollment was ex- 
pected at Wyman for 1961-62. 
Plans were made for a third 
section of grade 2 and for 
living with a crowded but per- 
missible situation in the other 
grades. However enrollment was 
even higher than expected. A sec- 
tion with minimum new housing, 
Wyman’s dramatic increase by 
couples or families with one to 
three children have been occupied

Mr. Taber gathered experi- 
ence in the field of industry, includ- 
ing a term with the U. S. Rubber 
Company, and subsequently enter- 
ed the publishing field, where he j 
was attached to the stall* of the j 
Hcai st papers in Boston and then j 
later, the Boston Pobt. 


It was at this stage in his career 
that Mr. Taber came to devote his 
full energies to the field of inter- 
national trade, becoming associated 
with the American Exporter pub- 
lications, subsequently joining the 
American Foreign Credit Under- 
writers Corporation, now a part of 
Dun & Bradstreet, as New England 
Representative. 

In 1941. Mr. Taber conceived the 
idea of what was to become the 
New England Export Club, and 
more recently renamed the Inter- 
national Trade Association of New 
England.

master point night. On September 
27th, one of the sections will be 
played and scored as a draw team 
of four, to help familiarize play- 
ers with the movement to be used 
the following Wednesday (October 
lt.h) when the Club Team of Four 
Championship for 1961 will he held. 
That event will he open to all 
bridge players. Team entries may 
bo submitted at any of our regular 
Wednesday night games. Wo will 
also try to make up additional 
teams from among players who 
would like to compete in this event. 

Our board of the week, taken 
from actual play in Section B, 
finds East dealer and both sides 
vulnerable. East opens with a bid 
of one heart, and South makes an 
overall of two clubs. What do you 
now say as West, holding: S-Q 7 
6 4; H-K; D-6 4 3 2; C-K 8 6 3? 

Quite a wide variety of results 
stemmed from West’s choice of 
bids at this crucial point. Here is 
the complete deal:

One West bid two no trump, and 
was raised to three no trump by 
his partner. At another table, West 
passed, and North bid two no 
trump (over South’s two club bid), 
which South proceeded to raise to 
three no trump! Both optimistic 
contracts were destined to be set 
two tricks. 

Another West chose to bid two 
spades and had to play it there, 
down one. At two other tables, 
East bought the contract for two 
hearts (we don’t know the actual 
biddings), and they were also down 
one trick. 

Thus, most of the scoring on 
this board went to NS for setting 
various EW bids. The best EW 
score, however, came from an en- 
tirely different sequence. After the 
bids of one heart and two clubs 
by East and South, respectively, 
this West reasoned more or less as 
follows: 

I can’t support my partner’s 
suit and don’t want him to rebid 
it. I have no suit of my own worth 
mentioning at this level. On the 


After West doubles, note that 
East could refuse to stand the dou- 
ble and show his second suit with 
a hid of two diamonds (they can 
make three diamonds). We ap- 
prove of East’s actual decision, 
however, which was to trust his 
partner’s judgment and pass, en- 
couraged perhaps by his doubletoil 
honor in clubs. 

Against two clubs, doubled. West 
hopefully led his singleton King 
of hearts, only to suffer a sharp 
pang of uneasiness when it was 
gobbled up by North’s ace. But he 
noticed East’s discouraging play 
of the heart deuce, which he right- 
ly interpreted as a call to shift to 
diamonds. 

Declarer is now in dummy for 
the last time, and has no effective 
linp of play. He tried and lost the 
spade finesse. West returned a dia- 
mond, and South was forced to 
trump the continuation. The vari- 
ous roads now all lead to a two 
trick set and a 500 point reward 
to West for his enterprise. Herb 
Wood and Jock Olmsted are fam- 
ous for their low level doubles, 
and that weapon is also used with 
telling effect by the Roots, Smiths 
and Butterfields.

Teen Agers Speak 


\t a recent forum sponsored by the Registry’s 
Office of Driver Fdtication at the Boston Cen- 
tral Library in Copley Square sixteen young 
adults discussed automobile accidents involving 
teenage drivers. 

The speakers outlined typical reactions to the 
causes of tragic and unavoidable accidents, with 
college and high school students as well as driver 
and non-driver participants taking part in the ex- 
change. 

Driving tests, parents, pride and dares were 
criticized and teen-agers were given opportunity 
to express their own opinions and criticism. Of 
especial significance were two of the points they 
made. 

Phe teen-agers thought a way should be found 
to test a prospective <1 river’s emotional maturity 
and judgement as well as his driving knowledge 
and skills. They also thought parents should real- 
ize what children are capable of, and not expect 
more from them. 

Testing a person for emotional maturity and 
judgement would be an ideal pre-requisite to is- 
suing a driver’s license. We believe many who 
wonder why some boys and girls, defective in 
both judgement and emotional maturity are per- 
mitted to operate automobiles will agree. 

1 Toper testing in such characteristics would, 
however, be difficult, and impossible for any but 
persons with special training in fields covering 
them. Whether such testing would be feasible is 
something to ponder. If accidents involving young 
people of teen-age and beyond continue at their 
present appalling rate it may become necessary to 
have such tests. The ability to drive a car mech- 
anically and to have a parrot-like knowledge of 
the rules of the road is definitely not enough ! 

Teen-agers with their sharper reflexes and en- 
tire lack of fear can often put their elders to 
shame in the actual manoeuvering of a car. 
Their judgement and reaction to dangerous situa- 
tions on the road, however, can be something 
else again. 

The young peoples* opinion that parents should 
know their children’s capabilities and not expect 
more from them is one the Star, at least, hasn’t 
happened to see publicised in connection with 
teen-age driving and general behaviour. Ob- 
viously such knowledge on the part of parents 
is vital if they arc to furnish effective guidance 
to their children, both iti and out of automobiles. 

It is the Star’s opinion that parents in what 
have been called “The good old days” were, be- 
cause of conditions then, better able to know 
their youngsters and their capabilities than they 
are today, for all the I Q testing. For one thing 
there, were no automobiles for kids in those days 
and young people were much more a part of a 
family unit than they arc today. Formerly kids 
were part of a family. Now they are part of a 
crowd. If they run with the right crowd, well and 
good. If their group is the wrong kind, it is an 
exceptional youngster whose actions are not af- 
fected adversely. 

Young people today are more mature than their 
parents at the same age. From early child-

hood they are encouraged to make their own de- 
cisions and permitted a freedom of action un- 
heard of in their parents’ time. Controls, both 
at home and at school have been so relaxed that 
in many instances children are pretty much on 
their own from the time they enter school. By the 
time they reach high school they have a freedom 
from parental Restraint greatly exceeding that of 
old time boys and girls in college. 

Physically young people of today who care to 
make the effort arc capable of results beyond 
anything their parents could achieve. Records in 
practically all sports substantiate this. In a recent 
A.A.U. Swimming championship meet high 
school boys established new world’s records in 
beating older competitors in some of the events. 

In this connection it was interesting to hear 
the school boys tell the TV announcer they had 
no special plan for the races. They simply “Swam 
as fast as they could all the way.” The older 
swimmers generally tried to follow a plan made 
in advance. 

We believe most high school coaches would 
agree that few teen-agers have good judgement. 
That is why you will see coaches talk to their 
players during games and advise them, even to 
the extent of calling plays when they are afraid 
to trust their kids to do the right thing. They 
know what their youngsters are capable of, and 
do not expect more from them. When they think 
it wise to tell their kicker to punt on third down 
in a particular football situation, or their batter 
to sacrifice instead of bitting away in a baseball 
game they will order him to do so. 

In this instance only a game is at stake. Out- 
side the arena of sports, a youngster’s reputation, 
health, and even his life may l>e the price of his 
lack of judgement or emotional stability. 

That is why it seems to the Star that the 
young people at the recent driving forum made 
a statement of great significance when they said 
parents should know what their children are ca- 
pable of and not expect more from them. 

In other words, parents should realize that 
giving their children automobiles, or permitting 
them to have automobiles does not of itself make 
them proper operators of these lethal things. Pro- 
viding fine schools does not guarantee a com- 
mensurate education from the boys and girls 
who go to them. 

There is nothing better than self reliance, or 
fearlessness in its proper place, but there is no 
substitute for experience, and that is the one 
thing young people do not have in sufficient 
quantities. 

Parents, who in their eagerness to have their 
youngsters accepted, remove all restraint from 
their lives can do a real disservice to their boys 
and girls and to society. Knowing their young- 
sters’ capacities and expecting no more from 
them than they can deliver would seem of prime 
importance to those charged with the terrific re- 
sponsibility of guiding teen-age sons and daugh- 
ters in these fast-moving times. And remember it 
was the boys and girls at the recent driving forum 
who thought so.

Real penalties against littering would help of 
course, but it would be much better to get the 
trash kept off our streets and parks through an 
awakened civic spirit. 

We can all help. Thoughtlessness is behind 
most of the littering everywhere. We can all be 
careful to put our own litter in the barrels pro- 
vided for it, or postpone the disposal of it until 
we arrive at home. We can by our own example 
help a lot to make our friends and neighbors 
litter conscious, and it is by no means too early 
to have teachers in the elementary schools im- 
press upon their young charges that strewing 
trash about wherever they chance to be is had 
for every one. 

Parents, too, can bring this idea home, and 
perhaps help most by their own example. By no 
means all the littering is done by the kids! 

Clear streets and public plots are essential to 
the attractive ap[>earaiKe of any community.

EILEEN WOLF AT THE EASEL 

Keep Station Open, 
Railroad Tells Owner 


Art and culture conscious Win- 
chester will have an opportunity to 
sec an exhibit of original water 
color paintings by Winchester art- 
ist Eileen Wolf, beginning this 
Saturday, September 16, and run- 
ning two weeks at the Mouradian 
gallery at 40 Church Street. Aram 
Mouradian, noted oriental rug deal- 
er, has opened his gallery to Mrs. 
Wolf as a contribution to the ap- 
preciation of local non-professional 
art. 

Mrs. Wolf, who lives with her 
family at 8 Felsdalc Close, says 
that the exhibit will he entirely re- 
presentational and executed large- 
ly with casein and water. Among 
her themes will he the famed Mo- 
tif No. One in Rockport, the town 
wharf at Nahant, and one of the 
First Congregational Church look- 
ing across from the grounds in 
back of the Library. 

“Water colors are a very de- 
manding medium,” Mrs. Wolf told 
the Star. “With oil paints you can 
build up a painting and correct as 
you go along, hut with water col- 
ors you have to know pretty much 
exactly what you want to do.” 

The water colors to be exhibited 
at Mouradian’s are executed chief- 
ly on conventional white water col- 
or paper and will be matted, with 
framing left to the taste and de- 
corative requirements of the buyer. 

Mrs. Wolf is the mother of two 
little girls, Sylvia Marie, just turn- 
ed four, who attends nursery 
school, and Rosemary, age 8, who 
attends Mystic School. Her hus- 
band, William M. Wolf heads the 
Wolf Research and Development 
Co. in Boston and is a consultant 
on computers. 

“The thing that makes me hap- 
piest about this exhibit,” Mrs. 
Wolf told the Star, “is what Aram 
Mouradian is doing for local non- 
professional artists. After all, I’m 
not painting for posterity, let’s 
face it. What is important to re- 
member is that non-professional 
people have a very hard time get- 
ting their work exhibited. It’s ex- 
pensive and in many ways almost 
impossible. And it isn’t a minor 
problem, either. A recent survey 
indicates that there are some 15 
million non-professional artists in 
America.” 

W’hat constitutes a non-profes- 
sional artist? Anyone who makes 
less than one-third of his income 
from the sale of his paintings.

Mrs. Wolf, the former Eileen M. 
Jolly of Philadelphia, attended 
Fleischer Art Memorial School in 
Philadelphia and was a student of 
Martin Jackson in Philadelphia. 
She has studied locally with Wil- 
liam Maynard. J. W. S. Cox, and 
Robert Grady. She is a board mem- 
ber of the Winchester Art Associa- 
tion, a former chairman of the pro- 
gram committee of the Winches- 
ter Art Association, a member of 
the Studio Guild, the Stoncham 
Friends, and the Berkshire Art 
Association. 

Mrs. Wolf is enthusiastic about 
the Studio Guild. 

“Art is a real therapy,” she says. 
“If you have any creative talent 
at all, you can find a terrific 
amount of expression at an easel. 
Any day, morning, noon, or night 
you can stop off at the Studio 
Guild, put on your painting smock, 
and go to work. It’s a real release 
from the everyday household re- 
gime.” 

“One of the best features of an 
organization like the Studio 
Guild,” Mrs. Wolf adds, “is the 
mutual criticism sessions from 
which any sincere artist will bene- 
fit greatly. It gives serious artists 
a real chance to grow, for criticism, 
is essential to growth. A great deal 
of fine talent never gets to be 
known by the public simply be- 
cause it costs so much to exhibit, 
or to set up your own studio, or 
because it fails to grow through 
exposure to criticism.” 

Among the local art events cited 
by Mrs. Wolf arc, of course, the 
Studio Guild, the Winchester Art 
Association, and the art classes in 
the adult education series at Win- 
chester High School. 

Studio Guild meetings are held 
one morning each week from Oct- 
ober until May. At the beginning 
of each meeting an hour is set 
aside for the purpose of receiving 
a criticism by the instructor, of 
the work of the members. There is 
little hesitancy on the part of the 
group in putting their work up be- 
fore the class. Everyone benefits 
from the frank opinions of the in- 
structor and fellow members and 
inquiries about the Studio Guild 
arc welcome. 

The Winchester Art Associa- 
tion offers monthly programs in 
the Rich Room of the Public Li- 
brary. These programs arc usually 
lectures or demonstrations given 
by well-known New England ar- 
tists. A monthly exhibit of the ar- 
tists work is always on display in 
the Reading Room of the library. 
Once a year the Art Association 
has a Members Show. Anyone 
wishing to become a member 
may do so by contacting the Mem- 
bership Chairman, Mrs. Ardis 
Cairucross.

The text of the owners’ notice to 
commuters parking in their cars 
on the station property is again 
published in full: 

To Whom It May Concern: 

You are now parking on private 
property. As you may have heard, 
the Boston and Maine Railroad has 
sold this railroad station; this ar- 
ea, therefore, is no longer avail- 
able for public parking. It is the 
intention of the new owners event- 
ually to develop this area into mo- 
dern stores and office space, which 
will elminate all parking facilities 
except those left for use of the 
tenants and their customers. 

Therefore, it would be advisable 
for you to look for other perma- 
nent parking space if you are to 
continue to use the trains. If such 
space is not available to you, it is 
possible that we can make tempo- 
rary arrangements for you to con- 
tinue to park here until such time 
as the new building is started. As 
this would involve some expense 
on our part, we would have a 
charge of Two Dollars a week. 
Continuation of the use of these 
facilities for parking beyond Sep- 
tember 1 will indicate your accept- 
ance of this parking charge, and 
w shall let you know at that time 
how the parking charges will be 
collected. 

Remember, however, that until 
arrangements have been made for 
paying for this parking privilege, 
you arc trespassing on private 
property. 

Regarding the use of the station 
facilities, the new owners will 
maintain waiting room facilities 
for the use of the Boston and 
Maine patrons and after remodel- 
ing of the present building has 
been completed, you will once a- 
gain have access to the trains 
through the lower entrance doors. 
However, for the present the wait- 
ing room facilities will be on the 
first floor only and access to the 
trains will be by means of the out- 
side ramps.

THE SMOOTH DEAL

It is agreed that every metropolitan editor worth 
his green visor has two dreams. The first is to retire 
from the copy desk rat race and edit a first-class 
weekly in a cultural town on a mountain overlooking 
the sea. The second is to grab a year off and write a 
hook on his trade or his troubled times. 

In “The New America” Washington Post editorial 
writer Karl Meyer gives his second dream a go, with 
results less that epic. His topic: “The Smooth Deal.” 
This is Mr. Meyer’s term for “supermarket politics” 
in which the candidate is a merchandised product, 
statesmanship is salesmanship, and issues are slo- 
gans. The passion essential to progress, meanwhile, 
becomes the moderation essential to an age. that 
considers controversy as the first and final sin. 

The result of Mr. Meyer’s hurried assault on the 
times is, of course, porridge, in this case a paste-pot 
mix of the author’s notes on recent social critiques 
by Packard, Cater, Crossman and others. There is, of 
course, the stout comfort of knowing that a Wash- 
ington editorial writer has re-read Plato’s Republic 
since parts of it were first assgined in English- 1. 
But it’s cold comfort, too, for Mr. Meyer’s book is 
smitten with the same bland attempt to moderate 
realities, the same “prudent liberalism” it derides. 
It is arrogant in its assault on subjects that would 
challenge a specialist, frequently mannered, and, de- 
spite little gimlets of rebellion, always safe. In spite 
of his liberal vocabulary, Mr. Meyer remains awe- 
struck within Mr. Schlesinger’s pantheon, attuned 
but not up to Mr. Jefferson, annoyed hut not really 
angry with Mr. Goldwater. 

i i i 

It is not that what Mr. Meyer has to say is unim- 
portant. It is that what he says has been said with 
greater depth and authority before. For instance, 
Mr. Meyer concerns himself a great deal with the 
rape of American politics by the T.V. camera. He 
complains that Republican and Democratic grandees, 
particularly in the last election, were more concerned 
with image-building pancake makeup, stage light- 
ing, and the sweat on their candidates’ brows than 
with the genuine political issues of the Republic. 

But surely the case against political salesmanship 
has already been brilliantly made by Messrs. Kelley, 
Ross, and Packard. Similarly, editorialist Meyer is 
all whee’d up about the spoon-fed, good grey press, 
which seems increasingly to consider itself not as 
an independent reporter, but as the spokesman of 
government agencies, or the middleman between go- 
vernment and the public. One would think that on 
this subject, at least. Mr. Meyer could sparke with 
personal and professional insights. As it is, how- 
ever, he relies largely on Douglass Cater’s excellent 
study of the press, “The Fourth Branch of Govern- 
ment.” Mr. Cater has already made the point well 
that press releases contain more official opinion than 
fact, are terribly remiss in providing background 
information and, in many instances have been down- 
right deceptive. 

I for one am tired of exposes on 1961 America. 
Heavens knows, we need to be scolded. Rut I am per- 
suaded that one good primer on the ideals of the 
American Revolution related to present American 
policies abroad would do much more to shame us 
into progressive action, and make us once again 
the nation we were meant to be. 

But if Mr. Meyer is not the New Mencken and 
William Allen White advertised by the book jacket 
blurbs, he is terribly funny sometimes, and, in little 
capsules, even informative. 

Did you know for example, that there are three 
masseurs in the new Senate Office Building to keep 
our public servants in shape, and enable them to 
complain about the decline of national virtue in 
comfort? Did you know that our nation’s capital has 
no opera house? Did you know that in the last cam- 
paign a new “people machine” at Columbia designed 
to pre-test campaign effects on the public was used 
by Campaign Manager Robert Kennedy? 

Mr. Meyer also has a way of cutting to the quick 
of issues and people. Who else has characterized 
Barry Goldwater so deftly as a man “who has man- 
aged to clothe pre-Silurian ideas in a Brooks Broth- 
ers suit?” 

How many share Mr. Meyer’s insight that our 
concern with Fidel Castro should be less with de- 
nouncing him and more with what caused his suc- 
cess? How many other U.S. journalists have said so 
plainly that our failure in Cuba was due at least 
as much to the short-sighted profiteering of Ameri- 
can business firms there and the ravages of the 
Batista dictatorship as to the machinations of inter- 
national Marxism? No Communist spy in Latin 
America, Meyer writes, is more dangerous to the 
status quo than the revolutionary message of a bet- 
ter life contained in a Sears Roebuck window or 
in Life Magazine. If Mr. Meyer had confined his 
book to such penetrating asides and to his unques- 
tioned humor, his book might have been useful. As 
it stands, there is little evidence that its publication 
was justified.

Mr. Saltmarsh, 
in his remarks at the meeting in 
question, said that from the very 
beginning the specifications of this 
truck were not in accord with the 
terrain of this community and the 
terrain hasn’t changed. Neither 
has the truck except in age. 

Mr. Bund must be informed that 
a short block is but one part of 
this ladder truck and in the in- 
stallation of the new block, further 
strain is put upon the old parts, 
namely the transmission and the 
rear end. Remember that a chain 
is only as strong as its weakest 
link. The service rendered to the 
town by this eleven year old ladder 
truck has more than paid for it- 
self! 

As an appraiser, Mr. Bund would 
do very poorly in the automobile 
business as he is unaware of the 
fact that the ladder truck, prior 
to the installation of the short 
block, was worth $5000 (five thou- 
sand) to a community situated on- 
ly on level ground, and with the 
$-1700 spent for the block, the total 
of $0700 applied to a new truck 
with proper specifications would 
make a mockery of Mr. Bund’s 
“savings”. Also it would give the 
Fire Department a truck which 
would give maximum performance. 

For the sake of correction, not 
at any time during the course of 
discussion of the short block was 
there evidence introduced as to the 
actual cost of a new ladder truck. 

1 had figures and specifications in 
my possession at that particular 
meeting, hut because of a motion 
to end the debate, I withheld facts 
a ml figures. I felt that the pre- 
cinct members were in no mood 
to do the right thing. This attitude 
is all too often in accord with the 
false economy practiced in our 
town government. 

As a suggestion to Mr. Bund, he 
might bring about a revolution in 
the savings of taxpayers’ money 
country-wide by first becoming fa- 
miliar with the economics of the 
automotive business and in so do- 
ing, suggest the use of smaller and

Keep Dogs Away 
From School 

Dr. Eric H. Hansen, President of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
and the Angell Memorial Hospital, 
180 Longwood Avenue, Boston, 
warned the public today of the ser- 
niis trouble that can be caused by 
dogs that follow or accompany 
children to school. 

Dr. Hanson urges parents, tea- 
chers and all those in charge of 
children to explain to them why 
dogs should he kept away from 
school property. 

In his statement, Dr. Hansen 


cites the danger of drivers losing 
control of their cars when dogs 
dash across the street in pursuit 
of their young owners; also of the 
possibility of a child being bitten 
in the excitement and play in the 
schoolyard if dogs are unrestrain- 
ed. 

"And it should he remembered, 
too,” Dr. Hansen said, "that there 
are some young children who have 
yet to become friendly with dogs; 
and it does not help if they are 
frightened at their first encoun- 
ter.” 

“Important, too,” said Dr. Han- 
sen, "is that the dog’s reputation 
in the neighborhood should be con- 
sidered. If you keep your pet at 
home when the children go to 
school, you help him to retain his 
good behavior record. Dogs make 
good companions but not in 
schoolyards.”

Chitel’s has come a long way 
from its humble beginnings 50 
years ago. It now has its own 
tailor, who works right on the 
premises to provide what amounts 
to custom service. It also has the 
services of New York City fash- 
ion consultant Lenore Sill, who 
counsels owner Jack Chitcl on ways 
to make his women’s sports wear 
department still more stunning. 

In Modern Mode 

Yes, Chitel’s is very much in the 
modern mode, and it hasn’t even 
begun to do the things it wants to 
do. You women, especially, keep 
your eye on that sports wear de- 
partment. You’re in for more sur- 
prises one* day soon. 

But golden anniversary time is 
a good time to think of how Ou- 
ters has grown over the years, too. 
The present owner, Jack Chitel, 
scarcely needs an introduction to 
Winchester people. And there’s a 
good reason for this. His attention 
to your clothing needs is a personal 
and professional one, and he is as 
determined as you are that you 
leave his store completely satisfied 
with your purchase in terms of 
styling and tit. 

This was the philosophy of ] 
Jack’s father, Philip, and it has 
been Jack’s philosophy since he 
joined the firm in 19.38. 

Philosophy of Dress 
“To me, this is more than a 
business,” Jack tells the Star. 
“It’s a profession, and if I 
didn’t think so, I don’t think 
I’d be in the business. How- 
people dress, how people look 
is pretty important. And I can 
think of few things more cre- 
ative than helping people to 
choose the right clothes.” 

Chitel’s shop itself reflects its 
owner’s good taste. Its atmosphere 
is subdued, sophisticated, and en- 
tirely consonant with the tone of 
the distinguished suburb it serves. 
From the time he joined his father 
in the business, Jack Chitel has 
constantly worked to improve its 
appointments, enlarge its facilities, 
and increase the number of its per- 
sonal services. 

Jack’s hand was forced a hit by a 
lire that destroyed the shop in the 
winter of 1950, making it neces- 
sary to start all over again, but 
this catastrophe proved a blessing 
in disguise, for from it emerged 
the present fine new quarters; 
while the courage and resource 
shown by Mr. Chitel in overcom- 
ing his severe loss won him many 
new patrons who have stayed loy- 
ally with the business. 

Philip Chitel, Founder 
Philip Chitel, father of the pres- 
ent owner, founded the business 
in 1911 under the name of Philip 
Chitel, Merchant Tailor. No ac- 
count of the shop's history would 
he complete without a word about 
the founder. 

The elder Chitel was born in 
1885 in Odessa, Russia, growing up 
in the vicinity of the Black Sea. 
He learned the tailoring trade in 
the shops of his native land, and 
when he came to Boston in 1905 
he had no difficulty in getting em- 
ployment with one of the best 
men’s clothiers in the city, McCul- 
lar, Parker and Williams, now Ro- 
gers Poet. 

He became McCulIar, Parker’s 
head dress coat tailor and continu- 
ed in that capacity until he came 
to Winchester to found his own 
business in 1911. 

First Shop 

Mr. Chitel’s first shop was on 
Waterfield Road at the corner of 
Thompson Street at the location 
now occupied by the Vernon Shoe 
Clinic. Ho often told how he, with 
a family to support sut on 
the steps of his shop ufter open-

ing waiting for his first customer. 
He chanced to be the late George 
B. Hayward of Everett Avenue, 
later town moderator. 

The Chitel shop in those days 
was strictly a custom tailoring es- 
tablishment, and Mr. Chitel’s 
craftsmanship and tailoring skill 
won him the patronage of many of 
Winchester’s leading citizens, a pa- 
tronage that continued throughout 
his lifetime in business here. 

When he first came to Winches- 
ter Mr. Chitel lived on Elmwood 
Avenue. The present owner of the 
business, Jack Chitel, was born 
there. He later moved to Thomp- 
son Street, occupying half of a 
double house that now is The 
Spaulding Bookshop. He was liv- 
ing at the corner of Washington 
Street and Eaton Street when he 
left to go to Brookline in 1934. He 
died after a long illness Feb. 28, 
1950. 

New Location 

After a while at the corner of 
Waterfield Road and Thompson 
Street Mr. Chitel moved his shop 


to Main Street, taking over the 
store now occupied by Colonial 
Perfumers. It was at this time 
that he finally unbent arid added 
ready-to-wear clothes to the shop. 
The chronicler of this story can re- 
call buying one of the first suits 
of this kind he had on display. If 
memory serves, the price was 
$27.50, and a good buy it was! 

From his shop near Converse 
Place Mr. Chitel moved across the 
street to the old yellow brick block 
that was replaced by the present 
Locatelli Building. He was located 
there when the Locatelli Building 
was built, and remained in the new 
building for a time before moving 
to Mt. Vernon Street about 1938. 
It was at this time that his son, 
Jack, joined him in the business. 

It wasn’t always smooth sailing 
between father and son. "The old 
order changeth”, but not easily, 
and Jack had to use great diplo- 
macy and persuasion to bring 
about the modernizing touches 
that have made the business what 
it is today.

Philip lived to see these changes 
add prestige, business and dollars 
to the shop and at the time of his 
death, though still a custom tailor 
at heart, he was sold on the ready 
to wear clothing and haberdashery 
items his son had added to the old 
merchant tailor line. 

The Big Christmas Fire 

Jack took over the business at 
his father’s death and it was dur- 
ing the Christmas 'season of that 
same year, 1950, that a had fire 
completely burned out his shop 
and destroyed all the merchandise 
he had so carefully selected for bis 
holiday business. 

The fire took place on a Thurs 
day morning and Thursday night 
the determined and resourceful 
Jack hired a trailer-truck and 
headed for New York City, where 
he spent all day Friday buying any 
and all merchandise he could get. 

He returned Friday night to 
Winchester and after working all 
night opened for business Satur- 
day morning in the empty store on 
Main Street above the crossing, 
that had been occupied by the 
Holland Market and was later to 
house Park Radio. 

This display of courage and en- 
terprise attracted many to the 
Chitel makeshift shop and a great 
many of the new customers he 
greeted after the fire have remain- 
ed with Mr. Chitel ever since. 

Larger Quarters Needed 

The increased patronage caused 
Jack to enlarge as he rebuilt and 
he had a fine shop to show for his 
loss in the fire. He still was not 
satisfied, however, and commenc- 
ing early in 1959 he began plans 
for the present enlarged and com- 
pletely remodeled store. 

It took a good part of the spring 
and summer getting things in 
shape for the opening of the fine 
new shop August 1, 1959. Any 
Winchesterite knows that the 
town is pretty much locked 
up during the summer with many 
iway for the hot weather so it was 
not until September 9 and 10 of 
1959 that Mr. Chitel and his staff 
held open house in their fine new 
business home, with crowds that 
taxed the capacity of the shop on 
both nights. Customers of long 
standing rubbed elbows with those 
visiting the shop for the first time 
and all admired the fine new es- 
tablishment. 

It was at this time that Jack ad- 
ded a separate department for 
boys and put in women’s sports- 
wear, a revolutionary innovation 
that has turned out well. The de- 
partment for boys came as a re- 
sult of many requests for such 
specialized merchandise through 
the years. 

From the first, Philip Chitel and 
his son have stocked only reliable 
name brands of merchandise or 
items manufactured for them to 
their specifications and sold under 
their own label. Each year their 
big summer markdown sale at- 
tracts hundreds to their shop. 

From its beginning in 1911 
Chitel’s has grown with Winches- 
ter until today it is one of the 
leading retail establishments of the 
town, a credit to the community 
and its owner in every way. 

Jack Chitel, the present propri- 
etor was born in Winchester, at- 
tended the Winchester schools and 
Winchester High School in the 
class of 1935 though he was actu- 
ally graduated from Brookline 
High. 

He got a Bachelor of Science de- 
gree from Boston University in 
1939 and during World War 
II served in the Air Force as a 
radio gunner in a B-17 bomber. 

Well known to most of Winches- 
ter, Jack is a past president of 
Kiwanis and his shop sponsors the 
Phillies team in the Babe Ruth 
Baseball League. Jack has always 
felt that the Phillies were an es- 
pecially appropriate team for his 
shop to sponsor since there is a 
great similarity between this name 
and his father’s name, Philip, or 
Phil as he was better known. 

With Jack in the shop is his 
brother- in - law, Sheldon Ainian, 
who is also widely known to shop 
patrons and around the center. 
Sheldon came to Chitel’s after re- 
ceiving valuable experience in the 
men’s clothing business in several 
well known Boston and Greater 
Boston shops. 

Yes, this is Golden Anniversary 
year for Winchester’s distinguish- 
ed clothing store. And as Jack Chi- 
tel and his good staff enter the sec- 
ond half of their first hundred 
years they have the best wishes 
and fullest confidence of a Town 
that respects what they’re trying 
to do. 

“We’ve been lucky,” Jack Chitcl 
says. "But 1 think it’s a little more 
than luck. First of all, we’re doing 
business in a nice town. The peo- 
ple here know quality, and they 
don’t mind paying for it.

Confronted by the glaring head- 
lines in our daily papers, one 
sometimes feels that nian is a 
sort of poisonous fungus on 
the face of the earth, and 
the sooner he is eliminated, the 
better. On second thought, though, 
those very headlines are by way of 
consolation. It’s the unusual that 
makes the news, hence the wrong- 
doers of this world must he de- 
cidedly in the minority, and self- 
respecting, decent people in such 
great majority that they have no 
news value whatsoever.

The fact that American business 
functions so well with its system 
of credit is in itself a tribute to 
the inherent honesty of the aver- 
age citizen.

“How,” 
they ask, “can a benevolent God 
permit so much wickedness to 
flourish?” Perhaps they should be 
asked the counter question: how 
do they account for the existence 
of so much good in the human 
race? How is it that man, who only 
a few thousand years ago was on 
the level of the beasts, has risen 
to such heights of love, unselfish- 
ness and self-sacrifice? Why, for 
example, should he lay down his 
life for his friend? Why has the 
history of humanity been so illum- 
inated by heroes and martyrs who 
have willingly died for ideas great- 
er than themselves? Why do so 
many people these days dedicate 
their lives to the service of man- 
kind? 

It’s easy to take for granted the 
virtues of mankind and excoriate 
its vices. But why should mankind 
have any virtues at all beyond 
those of the scorpion or the spi- 
der? 

Perspective is the yardstick with 
which to measure progress. If one 
looks hack far enough, he will ap- 
preciate the improvement that has 
been made. 

Currently, the world “colonial- 
ism,” once held in high esteem, is 
becoming a disagreeable word in 
that it implies government by dic- 
tate rather than by self-determi- 
nation. The concept of lending ma- 
terial assistance to our fellowmen 
in their quest for better living 
standards grows by leaps and 
bounds. Even the taint of racial 
prejudice is having a progressively 
harder fight for existence. 

It may even be that the present 
world situation, admittedly a men- 
acing one, is the last convulsive 
gasp of war as a means of settling 
human disputes. CHEER UP!

What is PKU? Why should ev- 
ery parent he aware of this com- 
paratively new discovery, and why 
should every physician or pediatri- 
cian insist on the “diaper test” 
when babies are about two weeks 
old? 

Phenylketonuria (PKU) is a ge- 
netic disease, which a child may 
inherit from his parents, when 
both parents are “carriers”, and 
which, when neglected, can produce 
retardation. 

A PKU child lacks an enzyme 
called penylalanine which normally 
converts the amino acid, phenyla- 
lanine, into a protein, tyrosine. 
This amino acid comes from natur- 
al proteins. If a PKU child, there 
fore, eats normal foods, his system 
becomes overloaded with phenyla- 
lanine, resulting in a body acid 
( phenylayruvic) which inflicts se- 
vere damage to his brain during 
the first few months of life. 

An example of the need for re- 
cognizing PKU by the “diaper 
test” is tragically apparent in the 
case of Kammy and Sheila Mc- 
Grath, two sisters from Colorado. 

Both Sheila, 6, and Kammy, 4 
have PKU: but there the likeness 
ends. Kammy, whose condition was 
detected and treated shortly after 
birth, is a normal, happy young- 
ster. Sheila, on the other hand 
was born while the PKU treat- 
ment was still in the experimental 
stage; she had to wait until she 
was 18 months old before she could 
receive the treatment, which, by 
that time was available at the Co- 
lorado General Hospital. By then 
it was too late! Sheila was retard- 
ed. 

When Kammy was born, Mr. and 
Mrs. McGrath consented to having 
the diaper test for her, and it was 
discovered that she, too, had PKU. 
She was immediately put on the 
PKU diet, and remained on it until 
a short while ago, when she was 
considered cured. 

The PKU diet contains a syn- 
thetic protein, which has a slightly 
yeasty smell and a sour taste. It 
can he disguised by mixing it into 
certain soft drinks, or in “shakes” 
containing vegetable oil, sugar, 
and water, or making it into a 
dough that can be baked or fried. 

Although the mixture is far 
from appetizing, the natural pro- 
tein is quite taboo for a PKU 
child, until his nervous system has 
developed so that the unconverted 
amino acid can no longer affect the 
brain. 

Many communities and agencies 
throughout the country are trying 
to locate PKU babies in time to 
prevent retardation. For example, 
in California, Missouri, Washing- 
ton, and New York City, babies are 
taken to maternal and child health 
clinics, where they are examined 
for PKU with the diaper test. 

In Akron, Ohio, a private hos- 
pital is experimenting with kits 
that mothers of new born babies 
can take home to test their babies 
themselves. In some states there is 
a state law which compels the 
physician or pediatrician to give 
the diaper test. 

Surely, a measure such as the 
diaper test, which costs just a few 
pennies to attain, is worth having, 
when it could mean the difference 
between retardation and norm- 
ilcy! 

Kammy and Sheila, incidentally 
are the two little poster girls 
whose pictures will appear on va- 
rious brochures and posters dur- 
ing the forthcoming Annual Fund 
Drive for Retarded Children.

Herbert Philbrick, FBI Counterspy, 
Will Speak Here on October 19th 


Herbert Philbrick, the famed F.- 
B. I. counterspy who spent nine 
years of his life working for the 
United States within the ranks of 
American Communists, will speak 
in Winchester on Thursday even- 
ing October 19. 

Appearing here under the au- 
spices of tlie Women’s Republican 
Club, Mr. Philbrick will deliver an 
address in the High School Audi- 
torium entitled “Techniques for 
Combatting Communism.” 

Playing the triple role of coun- 
terspy, “Communist,” and citizen 
was a difficult task for the New 
Hampshire father of five, and a 
constant source of danger for his 
wife and family, too. One slip in 
the three-faced role Mr. Philbrick 
had to play might have cost him 
his life. 

COUNTERSPY 

Tlu* decision to go underground 
as an F.B.I. “Communist” coun- 
terspy was not an easy one 
for the New Hampshire advertis- 
ing executive to make in 1940. Re- 
cently married, he was on the 
threshold of a fine career and ac- 
tive in community and church af- 
fairs. 

Yet despite the tug of home 
comfort and family loyalty, Mr. 
Philbrick knew that serving his 
country as a counterspy within 
tlie subversive Communist ranks 
would provide information con- 
cerning their activities of immeas- 
urable value to the Federal gov- 
ernment. And he took the fateful 
step, in the words of Time Maga- 
zine postponing “his life, liberty 
and pursuit of happiness” to serve 
a cause greater than tlu* gratifica- 
tion of his own personal concerns. 

•The story of Herbert Philbrick 
is now well known to Americans. 
But are the full dimensions of his 
personal sacrifice really under- 
stood? When Mr. Philbrick went 
underground as a pseudo-Commu- 
nist he knew that at any moment 
he might be arrested as a subver- 
sive. 


If he were arrested, moreover, 
he could expect no help from the 
F. B. 1., for this is the way the 
system of espionage and counter- 
espionage operates throughout the 
world. If he were caught, his car- 
eer would be at an end and his fa- 
mily would be in disgrace.

Drive For 
Retarded Children 
To Start Oct. I 


This is the season opener for both schools tho ugh both have comj»etcd in jamborees. W inchester 
made the better showing in the abbreviated football round robins, beating Braintree and tying Wal- 
pole of the Bay State League while the Patriots lost both their games to Milton and Needham. 

These games were played last 
Saturday and the following day 
Concord played in a jamboree in 
Lowell, edging Keith Academy 
there. 

Those who have seen the Pa- 
triots do not rate them the equal 
of last year’s team and on the 
small side. Under their capable 
coach, Bernie Megin, they will, 
however, be well drilled and like 
all Megin-coached teams, oppor- 
tunists. Coach Knowlton will be 
taking nothing for granted as he 
leaves for Concord. 

Winchester has had some pretty 
good preparation for the season’s 
opener. The Sachems have match- 
ed war-whoops in scrimmages with 
Watertown and Somerville, prior 
to last Saturday’s jamboree, and 
acquitted themselves well in both. 

Coach Knowlton rates this year’s 
team better than that of last year, 
and those who have seen the Sach- 
ems at practice or in their scrim- 
mages have remarked their evident 
spirit and desire.

How is the average Winchester j 
worker making out financially? 

His gross earnings have been 
going up, so that he is better off. 
from that standpoint, than he was I 
five years ago. 

But his living costs have also 
been rising. Taxes, rent, apparel, 
food and services are all higher 
than they were then. 

Where does he stand after all the 
pluses and minuses? 

From a study made by the Tax 
Foundation, it appears that he is 
somewhat ahead of the game. He 
is able to buy more goods and 
services now, after a day’s work, 
than he could in 1956. 

The purpose of the study was 
to determine how much working 
time goes into meeting the bills 
that are incurred in the course of 
normal living. 

The typical worker, it shows, 
spends more of his time earning 
his taxes than anything else. The 
extent to which taxes dominate 
expenses is to be seen in the fact 
that they now take more than food, 
clothing and tobacco combined.

Setting the amount actually 
spent thus far against the orig- 
inal appropriation of $1,553,720.06 
leaves a balance in the building 
committee’s budget of $240,291.58. 

Actually the committee has, or will 
have no such balance. 

Outstanding obligations reported 
to the Town Accountant under the 
new encumbrance setup adopted by 
the town have to he set against 
the $240,291.58 balance and will 
reduce this balance to $55,956.23. 

Other obligations presently being 
reported will quite likely complete- 
ly wipe out the balance, and could 
result in a request for additional | 
funds, though the school is for the 
most part completed and has been 
in use since the opening of the 
school year. 

The Lynch School is the first to 
be built under the new encum- 
brance procedure and apparently 
the new setup has worked out well. 

Under this system the building 
committee has to file with the 
Town Accountant, not only the ac- 
tual cash being spent hut also the 
liabilities being incurred, so that 
at all times it is known how much 
has been spent and what debts are 
being incurred for future payment. 

Should these liabilities total more 
than the amount of cash in the. 
committee’s budget an immediate 
halt in proceedings would be called 
by the Town Accountant before 
the actual work represented by the 
liabilities is commenced.

Dr. Arthur S. Adams, president 
emeritus of the American Council 
on Education and a native of Win- 
chester, will receive an honorary 
Doctor of Laws degree from Clark 
University in Worcester when he 
delivers a convocation address 
there on September 29. 

The convocation will formally 
open the 75th anniversary year ce- 
lebration of the university. Found- 
ed in 1887, Clark became America’s 
second graduate school and the 
country’s first devoted solely to 
graduate study. The September 
convocation will be the first of nu- 
merous events to be held by the 
university through 1961 -’62. 

Dr. Adams was the son 
of Charles Stanton, and Grace Es- 
telle (Newhall) Adams. His fath- 
er, for many years in the grocery 
and provision business in Winches- 
ter, spent the last years of his ac- 
tive life as a taxi operator, beloved 
by all who knew him. 

Dr Adams graduated from Win- 
chester High School in 1913 and 
attended Norwich University be- 
fore receiving an appointment to 
the United States Naval Academy. 
He graduated from Annapolis dur- 
ing World War 1 and commanded 
a submarine during the war. 

Forced out of the service by a 
physical disability, he went west 
and commenced a distinguished 
teaching career, holding teaching 
posts in the Denver. Colorado pub- 
lic and private schools, Colorado 
School of Mines and University of 
California. He has degrees from 
California University and Colorado 
School of Mines and in 1938 be- 
came assistant to the president of 
the last named institution. 

He left Colorado to become as- 
sistant dean of engineering at Cor- 
nell University and during World 
War I) returned to the service to 
head the Navy V-12 educational 
program with the rank of captain. 
After the war he returned to Cor- 
nell as provost, and in 1948 was 


named president of the University 
of New Hampshire. He resigned 
from this post in 1951 to become 
president of the American Council 
on Education, the nation’s leading 
organization for the advancement 
of higher education. He retired 
last June, 1961.

What that boils down to, in 
terms of family income, is $242 a 
i month per household for taxes, rtue 
i figure is based on the average 
I gross income locally in 19(50. 

To pay the food and tobacco bills 
for the month takes four days of 
1 work, equivalent to $ 1 52 per 
I household. 

For housing and furniture four 
more days are required, the report 
shows. 

Since the working month con- 
sists of 22 days, there are eight 
days left. Of these, two go for ear 
operation and for other transpor- 
tation costs, 1 l /j for apparel and 
one day each for medical care and 
j recreation. 

What remains is 2 , 4 days. Just 
I what is done with the proceeds is 
j up to the individual worker. With 
| respect to this money he has free- 
I dom of choice. 

Although the cost of living has 
been creeping upward, the lot of 
the average Winchester worker has 
improved. His present wage scale 
more than compensates for the 
price rises that have taken place.

Living With 
Your Heart 


In the whole spectrum of medic- 
al research, one of the most chal- 
lenging fields is that of the role of 
DNA— in its entire jawhreaking 
form, deoxyribonucleic acid. 

DNA, which has been called “the 
stuff of which genes are made”, is 
believed to transmit the patterns 
of heredity from one generation to 
the next. 

A Massachusetts researcher for 
the American Heart Association 
has found that Vitamin R12, the 
precise nature of which has eluded 
medical investigation for many 
years, may he involved in the for- 
mation of DNA within dividing 
cells. 

I)r. William S. Beck, assistant 
professor of medicine and tutor in 
bio-chemical science at Harvard 
University, chief of the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital hematology 
unit, and an established investiga- 
tor of the American Heart Asso- 
ciation, is conducting a study in 
the nature of B12. 

Found widely in nature, essen- 
tial to the nutrition of all animal 
species, it is present in all body 
cells but in cases of B12 deficiency 
the effects show up first in bone 
marrow, where blood cells are 
formed. Pernicious anemia is a re- 
sult of Vitamin B12 deficiency. 

Since Vitamin B12 was isolated 
from the liver given to anemia pa- 
tients, many researchers have 
tried to clarify its function in the 
body, thus far without success. 

Among its unusual features is 
the fact that the amount needed 
in the human diet is “fantastically 
small, perhaps one one-thousandth 
of the amount we need of most 
other vitamins,” and hence is po-

Although his sutdy is still in 
progress, Dr. Beck hopes his work 
will help explain abnormal large 
red blood corpuscles found in the 
hone marrow in pernicious anemia. 
There is some evidence that these 
abnormal cells, deprived of B12, 
cannot manufacture deoxyribosides

and therefore cannot synthesize 
DNA. 

Anemia patients treated with 
B12, find DNA synthesis resuming 
and the red cells resuming their 
normal appearance, to Dr. Beck, 
“further evidence that B12 is in- 
volved somewhere in the mechan- 
ism of DNA synthesis.” 

In any event, the function of 
B12 appears to have profound bio- 
logical significance, and constitut- 
es one of the major unsolved bio- 
chemical problems. 

Dr. Beck’s project is one of ma- 
ny supported by American and 
Massachusetts Heart Associations 
to help increase basic scientific 
knowledge.

Shirt boards 
Useful 

Many homemakers are in the 
.mbit of throwing away the shirt- 
boards from their husbands fresh- 
ly laundered shirts, without real- 
izing that they can be very useful 
in the home. Here are some hints 
from the American Institute of 
Laundering on how to make use 
of these versatile shirtboards. 

Shirtboards are convenient when 
preparing food for the family. 
Fruits or vegetables can be cut or 
peeled without mess on these 
boards. The board absorbs juices 
lost in cutting, and makes a sturdy 
wrapping when folded around the 
peelings for disposal. 

Shirtboards are stiff enough to 
hold sweepings when no dust pan 
is available and are useful to pick 
up wood shavings, plaster, as well 
as dirt and mud tracked into the 
house. 

When painting windows the 
shirtboard can be held over the 
glass so it will receive the excess 
paint. Boards can also be used as 
guides or straight edges and as 
“splatter boards” under paint cans. 

They can be used under potted 
plants to protect the painted or 
varnished window sill, on newly 
scrubbed or waxed floors to pre- 
vent tracks or scuff marks, as pic- 
ture backing when mounting pho- 
tographs or paintngs, or as pro- 
tection from sleet or snow when 
held in place by the windshield 
wiper on the family car. 

Children can use shirtboards for 
coloring, making puzzles and sten- 
cils, or for building houses or 
boats. 


Local Men 
Get Patent 

Robert D Lowry and John W. 
Harrison, both of Winchester, 
Mass., were the recipients on Aug- 
j ust 22, 1961 of U.S. patent No. 
1 2,997,170, entitled “Laminates”. 

Many articles, such as phono- 
| graph records, stockings, candy, 
I etc. are packaged in relatively thin 
cardboard boxes or envelopes. It is 
important that these packages he 
tamper proof, dust proof and re- 
sistant to moisture. The packages 
should also have a high gloss which 
renders them more attractive and 
eye appealing to potential custom- 
ers. 

Messrs. Lowry and Harrison 
have discovered that the adherence 
to paper, wood or metal of a thin 
film of the well known polyethyl- 
ene plastic material, which has 
been exposed to rays such as ultra- 
violet or X-rays, results in a lam- 
inated product with numerous ad- 
vantageous features. A film so 
treated is known as an “irradiated 
film”. 

When an irradiated polyethylene 
film is applied to a conventional 
printed record envelope, it renders 
the package tamper proof, dust 
proof and resistant to moisture and 
scuffs. The material of the record 
envelope is coated with a suitable 
adhesive and the irradiated plastic 
film is secured to it in such a man- 
ner that flaps of the film extend 
beyond the opening of the record 
envelope. After insertion of the re- 
cord in the package, the flaps are 
heat sealed and cut at the proper 
place so as to form the desired ef- 
fectively closed package. It should 
be noted that the frictional action 
of the film is such that a number 
of the packages may be stacked one 
upon the other on the shelves of a 
merchant without a tendency to 
slip and tumble. 

The packaging method of this 
invention of Messrs. Lowry and 
Harrison may also be employed 
satisfactorily for such articles as 
paint brushes, towels, pillows, can- 
dy bags and dry cleaners garment 
bags. The irradiated polyethylene 
may also be applied to the covers 
of paper backed books and to pro- 
tect metals from abrasion and 
chemical attack during manufact- 
ure and use.

The Winchester P.P.&K. compe- 
tition is open to grade school boys 
aged six through 10, and will he 
held early in October.

Cites Growth 
Of Elementary 
Public Schools 


Elementary public school enroll 
ment has been increasing since 
1952 at a yearly average of about 
4 per cent or 17,500 pupils, Fred 
E. Pitkin, Director of Research for 
the Massachusetts Teachers Asso 
ciation made known today. In jun- 
ior high schools the rate of in- 
crease has been about 8 per cent 
or 6,500 pupils, in high schools 
about 5 and one half per cent or 
4,800 pupils; and in totals about 
6 per cent or 28,000 pupils a year. 

Because of the change in birth 
rates in the determining years, 
said Pitkin, it is predicted that the 
annual increase in elementary en- 
rollments will slacken somewhat 
in the years just ahead, but at the 
same time it will accelerate in the 
high schools. 

In 1952 about 38 per cent of all 
teachers were in the junior and 
senior high schools. That propor- 
tion has now risen to 41 per cent. 
This trend is predicted to continue 
for several years. Relatively more 
and more secondary school teach- 
ers will be required to meet the 
increased proportion that second- 
ary school pupils will comprise out 
of all pupils.

“Batter up!” This familiar um- 
pire’s call is as much American as 
hot dogs and soda pop. All of which 
makes the more startling a fact 
that has just come to light, a fact 
that can have a far-reaching effect 
on the game of baseball. 

The white ash tree of New York 
state, (Fraxinus Americana), the 
primary source of stock for base- 
ball bats, may be in danger of ex- 
tinction! 

In recent years a virulent new 
disease of unknown origin, ashdie- 
back, has been found to be killing 
off white ash trees in many parts 
of the state. Trees of all ages are 
affected, from seedlings to mature 
specimens. 

A partial survey of eastern New 
York has revealed that in 18 count- 
ies 64 per-cent of the white ash 
trees are dead or dying. In com- 
mercial woodlots, up to 70 per-cent 
of the trees are in various stages 
of decline as a result of the disease. 

If Mickey Mantle or Roger Mar- 
is doesn’t break Babe Ruth’s 
home run record this year, who 
knows what will happen in the 
future? Could be they just won’t 
have the same bats! Bats manu- 
factured from some other type of 
wood may enable the power hitters 
to swat 100 round trippers in a 
single season. Then again, perhaps 
a new type bat will produce only 
10 or 15. 

Surveys are now being conducted 
in other sections of the Empire 
state to determine the extent of 
damage from this new tree-killing 
malady, and hopefully, a cure may 
be found which will not he injur- 
ious to wildlife.

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Editorials: 

Opportunities In Winchester 


At the March town meeting a committee was es- 
tablished to study the problem of recreation and 
suggest ways in which further town recreation 
activity should proceed, 'fhe Star favored the 
establishment of this committee and awaits its 
findings with interest. 

Kvcn as the committee is [xmdering the problem 
the town has some pretty fair recreational facili- 
ties now functioning, including beaches, play- 
grounds, tennis and basketball courts and a sub- 
sidized softball league. Recreation, at least for the 
young and reasonably vigorous, is by no means an 
idle phrase in W inchester and added to the com- 
munity facilities are privately operated golf, boat- 
ing and badminton. 

Also of undeniable recreational value, though 
leaning perhaps more to the cultural, are the ac- 
tivities of two line little theatres, a successful 
children’s theatre workshop, a well established art 
association and a male glee club that has func- 
tioned successfully for many years. Opportunity 
for fun as well as cultural growth is available in 
these. 

Besides all this there are in town opportunities 
for self satisfaction through education. A Lincoln 
or a Ben Franklin would have delighted in the 
adult education courses offered hy the town, in 
the study groups of the college club and League 
of Women Voters in the lecture series sponsored 
by college and church groups and the educational, 
cultural and recreational opportunities waiting to 
be grasped at the public library. 

There is in Winchester the chance for any one, 
or almost any one, interested, to become a member 
of some recreational or cultural group, most of 
which are eager to add to their memberships and 
to welcome newcomers. 

If residents of the town do not see fit to avail 
themselves of the recreational, cultural and educa- 
tional opportunities available here, surely the com- 
munity is not to blame. People in many less for- 
tunate communities would be happy to have what 
we have here. 

It wasn’t so long ago that several communities 
setting up recreation programs sent study groups 
to Winchester to see how we were doing it here. 

Nc/w it may very well be that the town’s recrea- 
tional needs have changed since then. The Star is 
not trying to say that our recreation setup cannot 
be improved, nor are we admitting it is as poor as 
some seem to feel. We do agree with Dr. 
Lllison’s feeling that recreation for young people 
is becoming over organized and that more emphas- 


is on small group impromptu recreation activity 
in the homes under parental supervision would be 
a good thing. 

Winchester is a good town in which to live. It 
is physically attractive, or could be without the 
litter scattered around the streets and parks; has 
good schools, fine churches and busy civic and 
service groups offering many opportunities to 
grow spiritually, culturally and educationally as 
well as to keep in trim physically and render ser- 
vice to charity and the community. 

There ought to be some activity in town to at- 
tract most everybody now, yet new groups and 
activities arc starting up all the time. Our fathers 
would have been amazed at what is offered, and 
boys and girls of the editor’s generation would 
have thought the town playgrounds, beaches, ten- 
nis and basketball courts a pretty lush recreational 
setup. 

Everything is, however, relative, and what satis- 
fied people in the nineties and early nineteen hun- 
dreds is not what is wanted today. Perhaps we 
would actually get more out of what we have if 
we had less. Some think so. There is always the 
danger of missing the forest because of our pre- 
occupation with the trees. 

Winchester’s present opportunities for educa- 
tional improvement for enriched living and for 
service to the community and charity stand well 
in advance of what they were fifty years ago. In 
community provided opportunities for recreation 
we are also far in advance of anything the town 
had at that time. To be sure there was in the old 
days a civic program on the Fourth of July with 
patriotic speeches, races on old Manchester Field 
and a display of fireworks in the evening. What 
more could one want ! 

Apparently through the years residents have 
wanted more for themselves and their children, 
and they have gotten more! There still is the feel- 
ing that in the field of recreation, both youth and 
adult, W inchester can do better. 

That is why the Star is so interested in what 
the committee studying the recreation problem in 
W inchester find and recommend. Theirs is no ea- 
sy task ! Some want a swimming pool, some want 
a skating rink, some want a recreation center. It 
is the committee’s job to study the wishes of the 
recreation -mi tided and reconcile them with what 
the community can. and will, afford. This can 
take a bit of doing. What the young people want 
today recreation-wise and what the town will pay 
for can be pretty far apart. 


What To Do For Bats! 


A recent news release from the Audulxm Soci- 
ety states that disease is making great inroads in 
the white ash trees in New York State, from 
which come much if not all the lumber for the 
bats used in baseball. 

W hat will happen if the trees are completely 
wiped out and it becomes necessary to make the 
bats from something else. How would a different 
wood affect the driving power of bats; would it 
be greater or away less than ash? 

Many feel that the ease with which even the 
smallest big league players now hit home runs 
is due to a baseball much livelier than that used 
years ago. ( )thers will tell you that the lighter 
modern bat helps the smaller, weaker players get 
around on the ball and thus drive it further. 

Whatever the reason, home runs in the hig 
leagues and in college and high school are becom- 
ing a dime a dozen. Will this trend continue if a 
different type of wood is used for bats? 

If you will recall recent baseball games, you 
will note that more and more bats are being bro- 
ken these days, especially in big league games. 
In bygone days, big leaguers, careful to hold their 
hats right, seemed to break many less bats than 
they do now. So it would seem that more ash is 
going to be necessary rather than less. 

If ash isn’t available in sufficient quantities for 
baseball bats, what will they use in its stead, and 
what will result from the substitution. Will the 
modern day sluggers hit 75 to 100 home runs 


with a different bat, or will their total dwindle to 
10 or a dozen. 

Many old time followers of baseball would be 
glad to see the home run curtailed and a return to 
the old l>ase stealing as exemplified by Ty Cobb 
and Maxey Carey and the play for one run with 
the sacrifice and “squeeze’*. How many even big 
leaguers can be depended upon to lay down an ef- 
fective bunt in these days of the long ball. 

Whether the average fan would hail finesse 
baseball is a question. Wherever the home run 
twins, Roger Maris and Mickey Mantle, have ap- 
peared around the American League circuit big 
crowds have turned out to see them. Possibly a 
good part of this interest is in their attempt to 
break the home run record of the immortal Babe 
Ruth. Aside from what they hit there are so ma- 
ny home runs these days that unless they happen 
to win a ball game, or are of the “grand slam” 
variety the excitement they cause is academic. 

Baseball announcers have helped to popularize 
the home run with the excitement they generate 
over a long drive out of the park and by their 
run-downs of other games, in which they always 
mention the home runs, but never the scintillating 
fielding plays. 

Your old time baseball fan would rather see a 
two or three to one ballgnme than one with the 
score 12 to 9. Their attitude is the same as many 
old football buffs who still think the forward 
pass has ruined football. 


Courage Of Their Convictions 


An indication of how intensely some people 
feel about segregation can be had from the jail- 
ing of II clergymen who refused to compromise 
their belief that separating people Kv race or color 
is not according to the dictates of C hristianity. 
Similarly we see a member of the British aristo- 
cracy imprisoned because of his public stand 
against war. 

Of course, the clergymen and the lord were 
not jailed for holding their beliefs on segregation 
and peace. They were found guilty of refusing to 
obey the orders of civil authority which they felt 
they could not consistently obey. 

From earliest days men and women have been 
imprisoned and even executed for daring to main- 
tain and act upon a belief at variance with con- 
stituted authority. Christ was crucified for his re- 
fusal to stop preaching the fatherhood of Clod and 
the brotherhood of man. St. Stephen was stoned 
to death for his espousal of C hristianity. Joan of 
Arc died rather than recant ; John Brown was ex- 
ecuted for his stand on slavery. There have been 
many more. 

In most instances the imprisoning or execution 
of persons for expressing strong views on in- 
tensely controversial issues has reacted adversely 
toward those responsible tor the punishment. Per- 


sons willing to face prison or even death for 
their beliefs focus public opinion upon them and 
the beliefs they hold. C >thers may well jwmder the 
acceptance of credos for which men and women 
will sacrifice their freedom and their lives. 

Some weeks ago a Communist agitator came to 
Boston and the civil authorities took every pre- 
caution to ensure his safety, knowing that making 
a martyr of him would only aid the cause he es- 
poused. 

File segregationists and the English may find 
their jailing of the clergymen and the lord having 
repercussions just the opposite of what they might 
suppose. 

The indiscriminate flouting of civil authority 
can not he tolerated of course. We would have no 
law and order under such circumstances, and 
there are always those willing to defy the law for 
purely selfish ends. 

Effective civil authority has to know when a 
firm stand is necessary for the public welfare and 
safety. It also has to know when insisting ujkhi 
the exact letter of the law may not he in the pub- 
lic interest. In the cases of the clergymen and 
the British lord this interest might have been bet- 
ter served by a more tolerant approach to the 
situation^.

Home Rule Movement Traced 
Through History Of American 


Home Rule Movement in the 
United States 

Although the modern municipal 
home rule movement in the United 
States is only a century old, it has 
roots in earlier times. As noted 
previously, New England towns 
claimed inherent local rights 
against their state governments 
under the social compact theory 
during the American Revolution. 
And provisions added shortly 
thereafter to the state constitu- 
tions of New York (1777) 
and Louisiana (1812) incorporated 
the British doctrine of prescriptive 
local rights with respect to local 
election and appointment of local 
officials. Later, an Iowa statute 
of 1851 provided legislative home 
rule for communities of the state, 
procedure was prescribed for (a) 
the election of local charter com- 
missions to prepare a charter, and 
(b) submission of such charter 
proposals to the local electorate 
for approval. 

The first constitutional provi- 
sion affording municipal home rule 
in the modern sense was adopted 
by Missouri voters on recommend- 
ation of the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1875. This self-execut- 
ing provision, applicable only to 
St. Louis, was demanded by de- 
legates from that city who were 
irritated by state legislative inter- 
vention in city affairs and by the 
necessity of legislative approval 
of changes in the city charter. As 
Table 1 below indicates, other 
states were slow to accept the 
municipal home rule principle un- 
til the three decades following the 
turn of the century when the drive 
for home rule gathered greatest 
momentum. In that interval 17 
states joined the home rule camp. 
Today, 31 states have some form 
of home rule provision in their 
constitutions, and another five 
grant home rule by statute only. 

Urban discontent with rurally- 
dominated state legislatures has 
been the principal spur to the 
home rule movement. On this 


score, an authority has observed 
that - 

“The chief source of strength for 
the home rule -movement has been 
the large urban centers, which 
have been extremely restive under 
the control of the rural interests 
in the state legislatures. Thus it 
was with St. Louis in 1875. Cer- 
tainly it seems hardly an over- 
statement to say that the crux of 
the home rule problem has been 
the metropolitan areas. It can be 
said that the difficulty has been, 
in part, unsympathetic legislative 
tinkering and, in part, an aggra- 
vated dependence of metropolitan 
centers upon the legislature for 
enabling legislation needed for ef- 
fective attack upon modern urban 
problems. . . 

Two national organizations, the 
National Municipal League (found- 
ed in 1894) and the American Mu- 
nicipal Association (established in 
1924), have actively promoted the 
adoption of home rule constitution- 
al provisions by the states and 
have contributed significantly to 
the development of home rule 
thought. 

The attachment of political re- 
formers to the municipal home 
rule movement has varied with the 
times and with political circum- 
stances. In the latter half of the 
nineteenth century they were ar- 
oused by political abuses visited 
upon the cities by state legisla- 
tures, especially when the political* 
parties or factions which domin- 
ated the city hall were different 
from those which dominated the 
state capitol. Local sentiment was 
resentful of special statutes which 
vested in the Governor or some 
other state authority the power of 
appointing key local officials who 
previously had been chosen locally, 
and who controlled political pat- 
ronage in the form of city jobs 
and contracts, licenses, and public 
utility franchises, as in Boston, 
Chicago, Detroit and Saint Louis. 
Such special laws permitted the 
notorious “state house corruption" 
of that era to seep down to the 
lowest municipal level. Political re- 


formers therefore looked to muni- 
cipal home rule as a device for re- 
storing “clean government” local- 
ly, and of ending these legislative 
excesses.

Issue Of The Star Dated 1925 
Brings Back Old Memories 


A copy of the Star published 
April 24, 1925, turned up last week 
during a clean up at the Star of- 
fice, and skimming through its pa- 
ges was a pleasant diversion for 
older members of the staff. Old 
events and faces were recalled as 
we turned the yellowed sheets of 
the smaller six-column edition with 
its uniform single column format 
and eight point bold face heads. 
Pictures were few and far between 
in those days and the only ones ap- 
pearing in the edition in question 
were those in advertisements. 

Glancing over page one we found 
a three column space appeal from 
the directors of the Home for Aged 
People, signed by Preston Pond, 
urging contributions to the en- 
largement of the home by joining 
the then existing home on Mount 
Vernon Street with adjacent pro- 
perty on Kendall Street purchased 
in 1922. 

In a first page advertisement the 
Boston and Maine Railroad pro- 
tested the encroachment on its 
commuter business by the Boston 
Lowell bus line. In its bid for com- 
muter support the Railroad stated 
it was operating 52 trains daily 
between Winchester and Boston, 
that full fares cost 29 cents, 12- 
ride books, 14 and three quarters 
cents a ride; and students, 8 and 
one-quarter cents a ride. 

The hospital was campaigning 
for funds in 1925 and the sum of 
$126,757.25 was at hand in cash 
and pledges according to the re- 
port of the then treasurer, William 
E. Priest. 

The Winchester Chamber of 
Commerce was holding its annual 


meeting and dinner at the town 
hall with George F. Arnold being 
elected president, Charles E. Ken- 
dall, vice president; Nathaniel M. 
Nichols, secretary; and J. Albert 
Hersey, treasurer. The local Lin- 
coln Players Club orchestra, under 
the direction of Walter L. Rice, 
played. 

The 1952 Finance Committee 
was listed in the old paper as T. 
Grafton Abbott, Robert W. Arm- 
strong, George J. Barbaro, Willard 
T. Carleton, Herbert Goff, Charles 
E. Green, Charles J. Harrold, Al- 
bert K. Huckins, M. Walker Jones, 
Alexander S. MacDonald, Kenneth 
P. Pond, George A. Rivinius, Ar- 
thur D. Speedie, John H. Taylor 
and Joseph W. Worthen. Of these 
Mr. Barbaro is still in the town’s 
service as a member of the Board 
of Registrars of Voters. 

Commander Nathan Thumim 
was heading a Winchester Legion 
detachment in the big parade cele- 
brating the 150th anniversary of 
the Battles of Lexington and Con- 
cord in 1925. Rev. Joseph M. Fitz- 
gibbons was host at dinner at 
Suntaug Inn to the cast of 
St. Mary’s Dramatic Circle’s pro- 
duction of “Thirty Days”. Vincent 
Ambrose and Hazel MacKenzie 
played the lead roles. 

The Sigma Beta Society present- 
ed “The Charm School” in the 
town hall in 1925, with Kenneth 
Caldwell and Irene Clark, Harry 
Bigelow and Doris McLeod in lead- 
ing roles.

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MARCUS AURELIUS, 
PHILOSOPHER-KING 

Hy WILSON SI LI. IV AN 

If the prime test of a classic is its continuing 
relevance to human affairs, Marcus Aurelius’ “Medi- 
tations” is a classic. Like all great works of the 
human spirit, it reads as if it were written last- 
night. And in the age of the nuclear missile and 
world revolution, its message, manly and stoical, is 
an ennobling source of balance. 

Man's reason, Aurelius writes, is imprisoned by 
anger, pettiness, avarice, passion, and fear of death. 
“Free thyself thou wilt,” he observes, “if thou hut 
perform every action as though it were the last of 
thy life . . . without chafing at destiny.” Nor fear 
death, he adds for you own neither past nor future. 
“Each of us lives the present moment alone, and 
that is all he loses.” 

More than most men, kingly or common, Emperor 
Aurelius, (121-180 A.D.) had cause to fear death 
and chafe at destiny. Successor to the good Pius, he 
was cursed with a faithless wife and a coarse son. 
Plagued hy rebellious generals, he had to repel two 
major assaults on Rome by barbarian tribes. Even 
so beset, he maintained a philosophic serenity, seek- 
ing for the Roman Empire what we would now call 
an enlightened monarchy, whose main purpose would 
be the provision of food and freedom for its sub- 
jects, and the preservation of “the same law for 
all.” 

Emperor Marcus was practical, preferring imme- 
diate, if limited, reforms to nebulous Utopias. 
“Cease thy disquisitions on the ideally good man and 
become good,” he told the sophists. And he prac- 
ticed what he preached by increasing the supply of 
free corn to Rome’s poor, and auctioning off palace 
treasures rather than levy new taxes for war. 
i 1 i 

In “The Meditations,” written on the battlefield, 
Marcus reflects of the transcience of man’s life in 
an eternally changing universe. Change, he con- 
cludes, is the law of life. “All things are by nature 
framed to change and decay that others may rise 
to fill their places.” With Heraclitus he decides that 
there is nothing permanent but impermanence. To- 
day’s palace is tomorrow’s ruins; this moment’s joy 
is the next deep sorrow. 

Aurelius also decides that the Universe itself is 
neutral, indifferent to whether a castle is built or 
destroyed, the terms “good” and “evil” indicating 
simply the reactions of individual men to what 
pleases or displeases them. Accordingly, he urges 
us not to be angry with Nature for anything it 
brings, but make the best of it, acting with dignity 
and without complaint, observing “piety toward the 
deity and justice toward man.” 

For Aurelius, the universe, is governed by a di- 
vine principle of reason. This reason, or “soul,” can- 
not be corrupted by anything in the world, pain or 
pleasure, blame or praise. It is the only sure retreat 
from the world’s grossness and meanness, and, if 
he will only recognize it within him, every man may 
withdraw into it and place himself beyond the reach 
of evil, even on the field of battle. Happiness, Aure- 
lius says, lies within you and can be found nowhere 
outside of you. We are therefore to pity rather than 
blame the evil doer, for he acts out of ignorance of 
the guiding reason within him. Rather than censure 
him, we must help him back to himself, for in this 
one great society called the world all men should be 
brothers, existing for each other’s sake. 

i 1 i 

In a world preoccupied with material gain and 
private pursuits, Aurelius calls for a cosmic per- 
spective to help man realize just who he is and 
what his great plans really amount to. The earth, 
he reminds us, is but a point among the stars, and 
the stars are but a point in infinity. Why, then, 
should we take ourselves so seriously ? Let us, in- 
stead, he urges, learn a sense of proportion, live 
simply, be above pain or praise, turn a deaf ear to 
gossip, recognize our kinship with men everywhere, 
and be human. Let us recognize that anger and sus- 
picion kill reason and peace. Let us he moderate, 
self-controlled, and quick to forgive. Let us be reli- 
gious without being superstitious, and seek truth 
rather than “plausible commonplaces.” 

Marcus has no use for the politician. The true 
statesman, he writes, does not pander to the mob. 
He looks “only to what ought to he done, not to 
the ensuing popularity.” And Marcus warns us 
against the danger of acting at random. Set an ob- 
jective for yourself, he urges, and bend every im- 
pulse, every thought, every deed to its realization. 
For “a man’s value is that of the objects on which 
his heart is set.” When all is said, the Emperor con- 
cludes, life asks no more (if us than we can give. 
“The pain that cannot be borne soon ends life and 
itself.”

school baseball. In our book any 
one who can make “big” money 
with weekly newspapers doesn 
have to study to teach journalism 
He can deal the subject right off 
the deck he has in his hands, and 
have a lot of editors and publishers 
knocking each other down to find 
out how he did it 

According to friend Bishop, Mr 
Hash quit the newspaper business 
because it wasn’t fun any more 
saying he really didn’t make deci 
sions. “They were conditioned re 
sponses”, whatever that is. We sup- 
pose it means that what you say in 
a weekly paper is more or less the 
result of pressure from the outside 
which you may or may not recog- 
nize. 

Mr. Hash is leaving the news- 
paper game for the express pur- 
pose of getting young men and 
women to enter the business, par- 
ticularly the weekly newspaper 
business, in which he made a lot of 
money, but which he found had 
ceased to be fun! It is fun, of 
course, but not all the time! 

After listing the many rewards 
to be found in the small time news 
paper field Mr. Hash says, “Of 
course the weekly takes a certain 
kind of person. In my experience. 
I've found he can’t take himself too 
seriously and he’s got to like peo- 
ple. The weekly newspaper is the 
most personal of the mass media. 
The people get to know you and 
you get to know them. 

Our friend, Mr. Bishop, feels that 
in this statement Mr. Hash puts 
his finger on the great satisfaction 
and frustration of the small news- 
paper editor or publisher. We con- 
cur. Editing, or publishing a small 
town newspaper is no bed of roses, 
nor yet all beer and skittles. You 
do get to know a lot of people, and 
perhaps what is more to the point 
they get to know you! From the 
resulting friendships or even ac- 
quaintanceships often come de- 
mands that a stranger wouldn’t 
make and that would not even 
get to bat, let alone first base at 
one of the big urban dailies, where 
you don’t know the editor, or even 
the reporter and don’t invade his 


“Hill” is so right when he says 
it is inevitable that you meet the 
malcontents, usually when you are 
with mutual friends, making the 
abuse you get the harder to take 
He also says that there is little 
doubt that the desire to lead a nor 
mal social life and not offend your 
friends has reduced many a once 
independent editor to writing about 
“mother love, safe driving and be 
ing kind to animals.” He also feels 
that “upon such a factor may rise 
and fall the standpoint of small 
community journalism”. 

To illustrate his point Mr. Bish 
op recounts the local reaction to 
his paper’s stand over a recent con 
troversial situation in Reading 
Without too much effort we can 
recall the row over the Star’s po 
sition on the overspending at the 
Johnson Road school and our at 
tempt to report this controversial 
issue objectively. 

Our friends on both sides of this 
question came in to see us, stopped 
us at gatherings and got us on the 
phone; and, they pulled no punch 
es! Only the weekly editor or pub 
lisher is exposed to this. A lofty 
ind very impersonal secretary tells 
you the editor is out at the big pa- 
pers, or is “in conference” and can’t 
be disturbed. 

Friend Bishop concludes his 
Mishmash” column on weekly 
newspapers with the following 
which we think we can do no bet 
ter than to quote. We hope those 
who think getting out a weekly 
paper is one long sweet song will 
ead it. 

“The easy way out is to conform, 
to run with the pack, to see only 
the good and to ignore the unpleas- 
ant. There is no pleasure or econo- 
mic reward in adopting the role of 
the critic. The only reward is in 
making the effort to fulfill the tra- 
ditional role of the free press in 
pointing to weaknesses and prob- 
lems in the hope that in doing it 
the continuous process of self im- 
provement which goes on in our 
community will be accelerated. The 
only purpose of such a course of 
action is to make people think. If 
they do, it will not be unusual that 
the public’s conclusion may prove 
the editor to have been wrong. As 
the bridge expert Charles Goren 
once wrote, the player that makes 
every finesse is obviously not fi- 
nessing often enough. The editor 
who is always right is not sticking 
his neck out frequently enough. 

“And so as Mr. Hash said, you 
get to know the people and they 


get to know you, and in the pro- 
cess your hide is toughened to 
withstand the wrath of the indig- 
nant public official with his ruf- 
fled feathers. 

“But how in heaven’s name do 
you handle the indignant wife of 
the indignant public official? You 
sell your newspaper and get a nice 
peaceful job teaching journalism.”

should look to its own bailiwick. 

Like many other Congresses be- 
j °ic» it, the 87th is ignoring its 
self-imposed law. the Legislative 
I Reorganization Act .of 1910, which 
requires adjournment (except in 
tune ol national emergency pro- 
claimed by the President) not la- 
ter than the last day in July of 
euen year, or unless otherwise pro- 
\ided by tlm Congress. Technically, 
authority for these extended ses- 
sions can he found in the fact that 
we still are. in the national emer- 
gency declared by President Tru- 
man during the Korean War. But 
it seems to me that by relying 
<>n this technicality, the clear spi- 
rit ol the Reorganization Act is 
violated. Furthermore, were the 
President to declare a national em- 
ergency tomorrow, a disbanded 
Congress could immediately meet 
in special session. In this jet age 
even the Representative from Ha- | 
waii can fly back to Washington 
within a day’s time. 

By passing the Reorganization 
Act, members of the 79th Congress 
hoped to save the taxpayers mon- 
ey, to establish a more brisk and 
efficient legislative system, and to 
allow Representatives time at 
home to keep in close touch with 
their constituents. A look at the 
first session of this Congress 
points up some of the glaring 
faults the act was supposed to 
correct: 

Even counting the problems con- 
fronting a new Congress starting 
out with a new Administration, 
this session got off at an unusual- 
ly lethargic pace. During the en- 
tire month of January there were 
only three rollcall votes in the 
House - all on organizational mat- 


ters. There was not a single record 
vote during the month of Febru- 
ary. Between January 3, when Con- 
uiess convened, and July 4, the 
i House was in session only 94 out 
j of a possible 130 working days. 

rims the House of Representatives 
I sacrificed a total of 34 days which 
j should have been devoted to the 
I nation’s business. Each of the ses- 
sions of these 94 days averaged 
! only 3 hours and 18 minutes. 

Since July fourth, the tempo 
! has picked up. Through September 
| 7 the House put in a total of 31) 
out of a possible 46 working days, 
spending an average of 6 hours 
per day on the floor. It was during 
| this period that most of the* year's 
major legislative tasks were per- 
formed. 

The waning days of these long 
sessions have come to lie known as 
the “silly season” on Capitol Hill. 
These are the days when hopes al- 
ways rise in the White House (re- 
gardless of the political affiliation 
of the occupant) that its legisla- 
tive dpeuties in the Congress will 
be able to stampede through ma- 
tive deputies in the Congress will 
be too hurried to examine closely. 
It often makes for mighty bad le- 
gislating. 

As a new Member of Congress, 

I am anxious to see a more deli- 
berate approach to issues which 
will have repercussions on the life 
of every single American citizen. 

1 believe, too, that it is imperative 
that a Member of Congress have 
an opportunity to sit down with 
the people he represents and ex- 
change views with them directly. 

.lust as soon as this session is 
called to a halt - it should be be- 
fore October 1 - I shall announce 
a schedule of office hours in each 
town in the district. I will sit down 
with you personally to discuss any 
problems you may have with the 
government - to talk over legisla- 
tion - or just to get better 
acquainted.

Winchester’s 
Accident Rate 
Below Normal 

For a resident of Winchester 
what are the odds in favor of go- 
ing through a full year without 
having an accident of any kind, 
even a minor one? 

The chances are better than in 
most communities in the United 
States, according to a report just 
released by the U.S. Public Health 
Service. 

Local residents, it seems, are 
less accident prone than the aver- 
age. The number of serious accid- 
ents they have, resulting in fatali- 
ties, is proportionately small. 

The report is based on new Gov- 
ernment statistics that reveal the 
accident record in each section of 
the country. 

It becomes available in time for 
the annual gathering of safety ex- 
perts, called for next month by the 
National Safety Council. 

Among the residents of Win- 
chester, in the 12-month period 
ending January 1, 1960, there were 
7 fatalities caused by accidents, 
the report shows. Of these, 3 were 
due to automobiles. Excluded from 
the figures were any local acci- 
dents involving non residents. 

From a population standpoint, 
the toll was comparatively low. 

It was equivalent to a rate of 36 
fatal accidents per 100,000 people. 

In the rest of the United States 
the average was 52 per 100,000. It 
was 46 in the state of Massachu- 
setts. 

More of the accidents occur in 
the home than anywhere else, the 
records indicate. About 41 per- 
cent of them take place there, with 
the man of the house as the vic- 
tim in most of the serious ones. 

The other 59 percent are attri- 
buted to on the job accidents, 
drowning, fires, motor vehicles, 
firearms and falls, for the most 
part. 

Not only are accidents a major 
killer, they are also a leading 
cause of illness and disability in 
the United States. For each acci- 


dent that is a fatal one, there are 
509 others that are not. 

The economic cost, clue to loss 
of wages, loss of production, raedi 
cal costs and property damage, is 
tremendous. The National Safety 
Council puts it at $13 billion 
year. 

On a proportional basis, apply- 
ing locally the average cost per 
accident, Winchester’s share of the 
bill is an estimated $987,000 a year

Towel Care 


Tugging, pulling, and seesaw 
rubbing are everyday occurrences 
in the life of a towel. Although 
most towels are made to resist this 
rough treatment, they will event- 
ually wear dut. Additional rough 
treatment given to towels will 
cause them to wear out long before 
their time. Here are some practical 
hints from the American Institute 
of Laundering for the homemaker 
who wants to prolong the life of 
her towels. 

Have plenty of cleaning cloths 
or rags on hand in the bathroom 
and the kitchen so that when some 
thing spills you aren't tempted to 
wipe it up with a towel. 

Provide the men of the family 
with a special cloth for drying 
their razor blades. Institute textile 
technicians say many cuts and 
tears in towels can be traced to 
inadvertent slitting while cleaning 
razor blades. 

Do not use good towels for re 
moving make-up. Even professional 
laundrymen might find stains like 
lipstick difficult to remove. 

Avoid using the same towels 
over and over again. Distribute 
wear evenly by rotating them. 

Replenish your towel supply at 
regular intervals. This avoids hav- 
ing all the towels wear out at the 
same time. 

Check bathroom and kitchen 
hampers, towel bars and linen clos- 
et shelves to protect towels from 
sharp points and splinters. If a 
towel does become snagged, the 
snagged thread should be cut at 
the surface; never pull the thread. 
Mend salvages, ravels or breaks 
immediately. Quick repairs may 
add months of wear. 

Terry towels and wash cloths 
last longer if laundered before be- 
coming too soiled. For that soft, 
fluffy finish, you’ll need soft water 
and plenty of suds, plus several 
changes of fresh water. Inade 
quately rinsed terry is often stiff 
and rough. 


Catholic 
Schools Crow 


The Catholic school system of 
the Archdiocese of Boston con- 
tinues to expand. 

Pupil enrollments are expected 
to reach a high at 154,376, an in- 
crease of over 4,000 pupils. Enroll- 
ment at the elementary level will 
be an estimated 1,905 pupils high- 
er with 120,752 youngsters ex- 
pected in grade schools. Registra- 
tion in the high schools is expect- 
ed to reach 33,624, an increase of 
,128 students. 

Total enrollment in Boston, the 
largest city in the Archdiocese, 
will be an estimated 45,768, with 
33,486 children expected in the 
Catholic elementary schools and 
12,282 students in the Catholic 
high schools. 

Enrollment covers kindergartens 
and the parochial, private, and dio- 
cesan elementary and secondary 
schools in the Archdiocese. 

There are also seven schools 
which offer special education for 
the deaf child, the physically han- 
dicapped child, the mentally re- 
tarded child and the emotionally 
disturbed child. Courses are like- 
wise given in remedial reading, 
spelling, and study skills. 

Completing the educational cir- 
cle in the Archdiocese are six col- 
leges and two secretarial schools.

It is a pleas- 
ure to turn the column over to 
them this week as they discuss the 
weak no trump, one of the more 
recent bidding innovations. 

The effectiveness of the weak 
no-trump opening is greatly a re- 
sult of the opposition’s inability 
to find a proper overcall. Here, in 
two hands from last week's Sec- 
tion B, North-South struggle hope- 
lessly against West’s weak no- 
trump. 

In the first, South is the dealer 
and passes. West opens one no- 
trump. North picks up and exam- 
ines the opponent’s convention 
card, notes that the no trump 
range is 12 to 14, hands the card 
to South, and passes. East also 
passes. Now let us glance into 
South’s mind as he considers his 
next bid. “The distribution is 
quite even, so no trump will no 
doubt get them more points than 
a suit contract. They seem to be 
too weak for game. If such is the 
case, they are in the best contract 
and will get an excellent board.” If 
South could have examined the 
score slip, he would have seen that

By now. South has nerved him- 
self for another look at his hand.

West again utilizes the weak no- 
trump. By now, North is thorough- 
ly fed up with South and his at- 
tempt at counteracting that bid. 
Moreover, his hand is so weak, he 
is certain that East-West have 
game or slam. North doubles, hop- 
ing to scare East- West out of 
game. East redoubles, and South is 
forced to bid two hearts. West 
doubles and North passes. 

By now, East has a clear pic- 
ture of the hand. His partner’s op- 
ening one no-trump bid was far 
more informative than an opening 
suit bid would have been. East 
knows his partner has an honor 
in each suit. Furthermore, South’s 
two heart bid convinces him that 
much of his partner’s strength lies 
outside of that suit. West must 
surely have two of the ace of 
spade, ace of diamonds and the 
king of diamonds. Any two give 
East a strong play for six. East 
bids the six and makes it. At most 
tables, West opened one heart, and 
as a result, East West stopped at 
or short of game. 


In the first hand, where the bal- 
ance of strength was nearly even, 
East- West found the best part 
score by using the weak no-trump. 
In the second it was the most 
formative bid and gained East- 
West a slam. In the two, it gained 
them two top boards and 2190 
points. 

(Editor’s Note: On the second 

board, West’s hand is a borderline 
case for the weak no trump. Not 
only would many players evaluate 
it at 15 points, but it is also rich 
in top cards and has two four- 
card major suits. )

Mr. Philbriek points with pride 
to his wife, who stood by him 
through the nine year ordeal. 

HELPED BY WIFE 

“She is living proof that a woman 
can keep a secret,” he says. With 
the exception of the F.B.I, Eva 
Philbriek was the only other per- 
son who knew all about her hus- 
band’s activities. With immense 
courage, she supported her hus- 
band as he became more deeply in- 
volved in his counterspy activities. 

About her role in the ordeal, J. 
Edgar Hoover wrote to Mrs. Phil- 
brick that her husband’s victories 
“were undoubtedly attributable in 
no small part to the additional re- 
sponsibilities assumed by you and 
to your loyal and faithful devotion 
to (your husband) and to your 
country.” 

Even with such strong support, 
the strain of the three identities 
sometimes made Philbriek feel like 
a schizophrenic. There were times 
when he feared that the “sheer 
power of the party leaders* with 
whom I worked would break my 
will, and I would actually become 
a communist.” 

LIVES IN N. H. 

Even after he could relinquish 
his roles as communist and coun- 


I terspy, following his testimony in 
| t he* trial of the eleven top U.S. 
j Reds in 1949, it was some months 
until he and his family could settle 
I down to a new life. Notes and 
| threats of retaliation poured in to 
I him and for several months the en- 
j tire family was under FBI protec- 
tion. 

Now, the Philbricks live in New 
1 Hampshire. They have five daugh- 
1 Lers, “all blonde, and each with her 
own distinct personality” and a 
son. Philbriek now has time and 
the peace of mind to indulge in his 
hobby, photography, and to play 
his Hammond organ, an enthus- 
iasm shared by his wife and 
daughters.

It operates the world-famous Ca- 
sino. 

This organization’s profiits — a 
closely guarded secret — have been 
enormous through the years. It is 
known that in the years before 
World War l the society distribut- 
ed profits amounting to $14,000,000 
in gold to die few people who were 
members. 

The controlling interest is now 
held by Aristotle Socrates Onas- 
sis, multi-millionaire shipping ex- 
ecutive. 

This leads us more or less natur- 
ally to the question — why is gam- 
bling such a flourishing industry? 
Why is any attempt to control or 
eliminate it as difficult as placing 
one’s finger squarely on a drop 
of quicksilver? We think we know. 
For gambling is all tied up with 
hope, and hope is a fine thing in 
itself, and a necessary thing in 
human affairs. Perhaps it is a sad 
state of affairs that we need hope 
to keep us going, and to make life 
on this earth endurable. Neverthe- 
less, it seems to be true. “Hope- 
less” is a tragic word. 

And now all sorts of questions 
begin to rear their heads. Is not 
hope, for instance, subject to mis- 
use (is not hope of one kind or 
another the basis of all war?) Is 
vain hope better than none — in 
short, is hope a good thing per se? 
We incline to think so. Which 
brings to mind a story: 

The pastor called on one of his 
parishioners and said: “Willyum, 
is it true what I hear that you 
have bought a couple of sweep- 
stakes tickets?” “ ’Spect it is, par- 
son.” Parson: “Willyum, I’m sur- 
prised at you! Here you are with 
only a few rags to your back and 
scarcely enough food to keep your 
family alive, and still you have 
money for sweepstakes tickets!” 
Willyum: “Parson, you jes’ don’ 
understand! Before I bought those 
tickets, I woke up in the mornin* — 
jes’ another day. No fun — no 
nuthin’. NOW, there's HOPE!” 

We submit that, even though 
Willyum failed to win the sweep 
stakes, he got something for his 
money. 

But let's have temperance in all 
things, even hope. An optimist and 
a cynic go for a walk. The optimist, 
as usual, is full of hope; just 
knows everything is going to be 
fine. The cynic prepares for the 
worst and takes along his umbrel- 
la. Presently the heavens open. The 
optimist crawls under the cynic’s 
umbrella, and says, “See? Didn’t 
I TELL vou everything would be 
all right?”

achievement of their reform goals. 
These reformers found themselves 
compelled to turn to the state leg- 
islature for assistance in their bat- 
tles with entrenched city political 
machines., and for support in their 
efforts to institute social reforms 
which are opposed by the local 
governments or even by local pop- 
ular majorities. Thus, in the 1930’s 
and 1940*s “good government” ad- 
vocates in Boston and Cambridge 
sought special charter legislation, 
or general legislation special in its 
effect, to improve local govern- 
ment organization and to break the 
hold of certain local professional 
political leaders. 

Similarly,- “good government,” 
business and social reform groups 
in the various states pressed suc- 
cessfully for state legislation in- 
creasing state supervisory control 
of certain aspects of local finance, 
for state standards in social ser- 
vice administration, and for mini- 
mum wages of certain municipal 
officers and employees. These mea- 
sures have been denounced by cri- 
tics as invasions of local home rule.

School Bus 
Hearing On 
Monday , Oct 2 

The School Committee announc- 
es a public hearing on school trans 
portation policies to be held Mon- 
day evening at 8:00 p.m. at the 
Senior High School Music Room. 

Specifically, this hearing has 
been scheduled at the request of a 
group of residents of the Pond Es- 
tates who have petitioned for 
school bus services. Mrs. Mary 
Brink,* Chairman of the School 
Committee, in announcing the 
hearing stated, however, that since 
problems of school transportation 
affected many areas of the Town, 
the School Committee had conclud- 
ed that a general discussion would 
be advisable. Therefore, the meet- 
ing will be open to ail residents of 
Winchester interested in the trans- 
portation of pupils at public ex- 
pense. 

Several years ago, the School 
Committee revised transportation 
policies to reduce the maximum 
walking distance for seventh and 
eighth grade students from two 
miles to a mile and a half. With 
the opening of a new Junior High 
School on the West side this fall 
and the transfer of the ninth grade 
to the Junior High, the Committee 
decided to revert to the original 
policy of providing transportation 
only to those secondary school pu- 
pils living two miles or more from j 
school. 


The storm interrupted clcttric 
service in homes on Highland Av- 
enue, Clearwater Road, Prospect 
Street and lower Main Street, also 
on Bacon Street.

Dr. Leonard Mead Appears Here 
In Fund Appeal Skit of the L.W.V. 


Dr. Leonard Mead, Senior Vice 
President and Provost of Tufts Un- 
iversity, appeared at a LWV “kick- 
off” meeting of volunteers who are 
helping in this year’s Winchester 
fund drive.

Although Dr. and Mrs. Mead now 
live on the Tufts Campus in Med- 
ford; they are former residents of 
Winchester and have retained many 
of their Winchester Associations. 
They belong to the Winchester 
Boat C lub, still attend the Unitar- 
ian Church here, where they are 
members of the Winchester Uni- 
tarian Players, and Mrs. Mead is 
on the Board ul* Directors of the 
LWV. 


Dr. Mead, an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the Winchester League 
for many years, appeared in a skit 
with his wife, Jean, Dorothy Meis 
sner, and Florence MacKenzie. Mrs. 
Meissner and Mrs. MacKenzie play- 
ed their roles as Leaguers with per- 
suasive charm and well-informed 
appeal, while Dr. and Mrs. Mead 
were interested but cautious poten- 
tial donors. However, the interview 
was more successful than his audi- 
ence had expected. Dr. Mead was 
so ably convinced that the work of 
the League merited financial sup- 
port that he presented his “mock” 
solicitors with a “bona fide” 
check! 

Each year, the Winchester LWV, 
a non partisan organization, ac- 
cepts donations from a limited 
number of Winchester people. Al- 
though more than 70 per cent of 
the League funds come from its 
members, a more effective program 
of civic service is made possible 
through non member contributions. 
In addition to the support that the 
Winchester League gives to the 
National and State organizations, 
its major expense is incurred local- 
ly in making available factual ma- 
terial (without charge) to new vo- 
ters; distributing up to date publi- 
cations to schools and libraries; 
and issuing monthly bulletins to 
members and contributors. With 
the exception of some clerical help 
at the State and National levels, 
all work done by the Lcuguc is 
done by volunteers. 

Anyone who helps to support the 
League financially buys a product, 
he buys a share in promoting dy- 
namic, well informed citiaeadhip. 


Mr. Niblock also said that the 
names of eleven more high school 
seniors will soon be announced as 
having received letters of commen- 
dation for their showing in this 
very competitive test and that 35 
out of the 66 Winchester students 
taking it scored in the upper 25 per 
cent of the 20,147 students parti- 
cipating across the country. This 
is a three hour examination of abi- 
lities in math, English and word 
usage, and social science and natur- 
al science reading. It attempts to 
measure not sheer knowledge of 
facts, but rather the student’s abi- 
lity to use what he has learned, to 
think critically and to apply fact- 
ual information to the solution of 
problems. 

Both Miss Sexton and Mr. Eddy 
are avid math students and hope 
to continue in math and science in 
college work. Miss Sexton is doing 
honors work in math this year at 
the High School. Mr. Eddy has 
won three Winchester High School 
scholastic awards in course achieve- 
ment, a certificate of merit in the 
University of Massachusetts Math 
Contest and a Math Prize given by 
the Mathematical Association of 
America and the Society of Actur- 
aries. 

Miss Sexton hopes to enter Wel- 
lesley College. She is an enthusias- 
tic member of the singing Octette 
at High School, the Cheerleaders, 
the varsity tennis team, and the 
Math, Ski and Bridge Clubs. She 
is secretary of the Catholic Youth 
Organization in Winchester. 

Mr. Eddy is as yet unsure of 
where he will apply for further 
study. At Winchester High he is 
editor of the Red and Black this 
year, a member of the National 
Honor Society, the cross country 
and track teams and the Band. He 
is vice president of the High 
School Science Club and a member 
of the Math and Philosophy Clubs. 
He is also president of the Unitar- 
ian Church High School youth 
group, the Metcalf Union. 

Considered somewhat as all 
American team members of the se- 
condary school scholastic world, 
semi-finalists in the National Mer- 
it Scholarship testing system are 
next judged by their showing in 
the Scholastic Aptitude test of the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board to be given at the High 
School in December. 


Sewer Line Ground Broken 
On Hutchinson RcL, Ridge St. 

After a week of preliminary f^wgrouncl was broken last 
week for the installation of the sewer >r^phi Hutchinson Road from 
the Arlington line to Ridge Street. Actually the line goes into Arl- 
ington. tying in with the Arlington system near the Country Club 
farmhouse. 


An eight-inch line is being in- 
stalled by the Pitt Construction 
Company of Waltham, who enter- 
ed the lowest of several bids. The 
sum of $30,000 was appropriated 
for the work at the last March 
meeting. 

A total of 1030 feet of pipe will 
be laid and the contract calls for 
completion of the project by Nov- 
ember 1. The work is being done 
under the inspection of the Water 
and Sewer Board. 

When completed, the new main 
will take care of residences on 
Hutchinson Road and those on any 
feeder streets that join that street. 

Householders along Hutchinson 
Road have always used septic tanks 
for the disposal of their sewage. 
However, with the extensive build- 
ing in the neighborhood commenc- 
ing in 1945 residents became dis- 
satisfied with this type of disposal 
and last year this dissatisfaction 
crystallized in a petition to the 
Water and Sewer Board for a sew- 
er main on Hutchinson Road. 


An article was inserted in the 
Warrant for the past March meet- 
ing and the sewer voted by the 
town with the appropriation of 
$30,000 for the work which it was 
also voted to do by contract. 

Seek Water-Sewer For 
Ridge Street 

The Water and Sewer Board has 
prepared plans which they are 
about to submit to the Department 
of Public Works for the laying of 
water and sewer mains in that 
part of Ridge Street which is to he 
done under a Chapter 90 project 
with the state, county and town 
sharing the expense. 

Water and sewer are now in 
from Lockeland Road to Ridge 
Street and the new section to be 
done will extend from Lockeland 
Road along Ridge Street to John- 
son Road. 

Providing for water and sewer 
in advance of road construction 
will obviate tearing up the com- 
' pleted pavement to install them af- 
i ter the road has been constructed. 


Particularly under discussion 
will he any difference in the a- 
mount of fill estimated as required 
to fill the affected area and the 
amount of fill used. The Town En- 
gineer, Mr. James Wakefield, is 
now completing his analysis of this 
problem, which involves studies of 
the land contours of the swamp 
area. 

There was no indication this 
week as to whether arbitration 
would he nought on the disputed 
amount. The Selectmen earlier had 
indicated that arbitration would he 
sought, but since that time have 
called for further studies of the 
drainage expenditure and will re- 
view these studies on Monday night 
at their regular meeting. 

It had been reported earlier that 
at least $5,613 of the excess expen- 
diture would go to arbitration and 
that a $5,700 penalty charge would 
be sought by the Town against the 
Keystone Construction Co. for com- 
pleting the school over four months 
later. 

Excess expenditures still under 
study are: 

(1) $16,248 for swamp work and 
drainage, both in and outside the 
school. 

(2) $850 for putting in stone in 
the area of the water main. 

(3) $572 for a Baldwin piano. 

(4) $1,885.12 fees on above 
items. 

(5) Total $25,163 counting the 
$5,613 for ledge removal. 

In addition the Town has re- 
tained $1,665.75 due Keystone be- 
cause of a claim by a sub-con- 
tractor.

one recently passed by both houses 
establishing a disarmament agency 
seemed to Rev. Mr. Potter the most 
effective way of exercising person- 
al responsibility in this matter, on 
the solution of which the future of 
man rlparly depends. 

The Rev. Mr. Potter, for 30 years 
a Universalist-Unitarian Church 
minister and now a United World 
Federalists field director, told the 
Winchester Federalists that the 
most significant problem in the 
world today is that of peace — “It 
is the A-number-one priority,” the 
clergyman said. 

Working with the professional 
counsel of Ruder and Finn, noted 
public relations firm, World Fed- 
eralists have been making every 
effort to assist the passage of the 
Disarmament Agency and Security 
Bill recently voted by both houses 
of Congress and now being ham- 
mered out toward its final form in 
a Joint Senate-House conference 
committee. 

This bill would establish a peace 
and security agency that would be 
autonomous and independent, for 
what is believed to be the first 
time in the world. Able to secure 
top level assistance in research, the 
proposed agency would be empow- 
ered to communicate directly and 
work with other organizations. It 
would have a staff of 250 persons 
and would report directly to the 
United States President and Sec- 
retary of State. Its basic purpose 
would be to explore available 
methods for insuring and promot- 
ing world peace and security. 

During the evening, letters were 
read from our Massachusetts Sena- 
tors, the Hon. Leverett Saltonstall, 
and the Hon. Benjamin Smith. Rep- 
resentative Bradford Morse of the 
Fifth Congressional District has 
personally told Winchester Feder- 
alists that he will support the bill.

Teachers 

Dr. Harry V. Gilson, Superinten- 
dent of Winchester Public Schools, 
is bringing to public attention this 
week the schools’ need for addition- 
al qualified personnel to add to 
their list of substitute teachers. 

“The problem of not enough sub- 
stitute teachers to call on for em- 
ergency teaching has its inception” 
says Dr. Gilson, “in the general 
teacher shortage, increased student 
body without proportional increase 
in teachers.” In Winchester as else- 
where many well trained people 
have left the substitute list and 
have been pressed into service as 
full time teachers.” 

“The assistant teachers program 
in Winchester, designed to help 
partially trained people back to 
full time teaching more quickly 
and to up date those who teaching 
experience was some time ago, has 
also drawn from the local supply,’' 
he said. 

Generally speaking, the substi- 
tute should be a person qualified 
to teach under state law or who is 
in the process of qualifying. How- 
ever, especially for secondary 
school teaching, the Administra- 
tive Office is interested to hear 
from people with A.B. degrees and 
a strong subject background who 
have considered teaching but never 
taken the formal steps in this dir- 
ection.

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CHILDHOOD’S END 

By WILSON SULUV VN 

“Childhood’s End” by British riontist Arthur C. 
Clarke holds its own as one of the most brilliant 
works of science fiction in the last eiprht years. Its 
r \ance to the present nuclear crisis is, alas, too 
i dear. Philosophic and tidy, this novel is effective 
because plausible, because consistently rooted in 
cause and effect and in known evolutionary trends. 
It is precisely this element of plausibility that dis- 
tinguishes science fiction from its prodigal cousin, 
science fantasy, which makes infrequent, if any, 
concessions to likelihood. 

Mr. Clarke’s novel blasts off with a searing close- 
up of current East-West hostilities. With terse pow- 
er. he depicts the fright and futility of both Mos- 
cow and Washington in their struggle to gain advan- 
tage in their race to the stars and to mutual 
annihilation. 

Both the space race and the nuclear terror are 
abruptly ended, however, by the arrival in great 
cosmic airships of the “Overlords”, an intellectually 
omnipotent species from out of space. As their huge 
silver ships hover in the sky over every major city 
in the world, the Overlords issue a single edict: 
There will he no nuclear war, and they have come to 
earth to see that there won’t be. Like it or not, man- 
kind must put up with peace. 

The Overlords’ Supervisor, an affable administrat- 
or named Karellen, takes man’s world organization 
at face value and refuses to deal with anyone but 
the Secretary -General of the United Nations, an 
equally nice chap named Stormgren. Local and na- 
tional governments may still deal with purely in- 
ternal affairs, Karellen lets it be known, but in in- 
ternational affairs the all-seeing and all-powerful 
Overlords will call the shots. Naturally, when the 
billions of dollars now spent on bombs are suddenly 
spent on food and homes for the world’s poor people, 
a golden age of prosperity ensues, in which high 
productivity and automation ensure greater health, 
education, and well being. 

Still, men are restive. First, the Overlords, con- 
vinced that man is not ready to accept their physi- 
cal appearance, refuse to let themselves be seen, 
dealing with the U. N. chief through one-way glass. 
Scientists complain that space travel has been closed 
to man. Artists decry the absence of human “con- 
flict”, which they regard as the necessary stimul- 
us to creativity. And, of course, the 105 per cent 
patriots, unimpressed by the world’s first peace and 
prosperity, bewail man’s dependence on “alien” pow- 
ers. 

Still more unsettling, the Overlords’ ultimate pur- 
pose in intervening in human history is not at all 
certain. It becomes clear, however, that the Over- 
lords are agents of a higher power, the “Overmind”, 
which has appointed them civilizing missionaries to 
man. They are charged with preventing him from 
destroying himself in order to preserve him to ful- 
fill his cosmic destiny. This destiny is impressive: 
man’s passage from matter to pure mind as he 
merges with the super-rational force which governs 
the universe. The interest of the Overlords in hu- 
man evolution is therefore, entirely altruistic. 
Themselves denied the extra psychic power required 
to advance to a higher species, the Overlords accept 
the task of helping man to make this advance. 

Fifty years pass, and with man now conditioned 
to their benevolent rule, the Overlords open their 
space ship doors and make themselves visibly known 
to man. Their appearance is supremely ironic; for 
the Overlords have barbs, pinions, tails and all, deft- 
ly explaining that they were unjustly accused of 
being nasty critters in an earlier attempt to impose 
the rule reason in the affairs of men. But mankind, 
at peace in a world of free travel and contractual 
marriage, accepts his new masters for what they 
are. 

But it’s the lull before evolution’s storm. For the 
Overmind, ever seeking “total breakthrough” to 
man’s highest consciousness, finally gets through 
to the present generation of children, rescues them 
from their uncivilized parents, and physically trans- 
forms them into non-material cosmic mind. It is the 
end of the human species as we know it. The world’s 
adults, no longer free to transmit their irrational 
traditions to their children, are the last genera- 
tion of men, encouraged only by the knowledge that 
they have served evolution’s supreme purpose. The 
moon revolves on its axis, the oceans and deserts 
soar up to the stratosphere, and the earth’s inner 
fire becomes one with the stars and sky. 

It is clear that Mr. Clarke’s book is concerned 
with a good deal more than titillating narrative. It 
deals philosophically and courageously with the cen- 
tral problems of contemporary man with unusual 
honesty and perspective. 

Responsible science fiction may, indeed, be per- 
forming for this tight-lipped generation the same 
purpose once served by Utopian satire. There is no 
commentary on an irrational society more telling 
than the suggestion of its ideal antithesis.

From The Congo 


Missionary To Speak Here 


The First Baptist Church of 
Winchester is pleased to announce 
that the Rev. Mr. Donald L. Ellis, 
American Baptist Missionary to 
the Republic of Congo, will be 
guest speaker at 11:00 o’clock, Oc- 
tober 1st, World-Wide Communion 
Sunday. Mr Ellis, a veteran of the 
Second World War, studied at Pur- 
dub University while in the United 
States Navy. Later, upon gradu- 
ating from Case School of Applied 
Science, as a civil engineer, he 
worked for the New York Central 
Railroad, Indianapolis, as assist- 
ant division engineer. 

While he was a member of the 
American Baptist Assembly staff, 
Green Lake, Wisconsin, in 1949, he 
decided to prepare himself for a 
full-time church vocation. That fall 
he entered Butler University where 
he received his A.B. degree and 
later graduated from Andover 
Newton Theological School with a 
B.D. degree. 

He has served as youth minister, 
First Baptist Church, Malden, and 
minister of the First Baptist 
Church, Methuen. 

Mr. Ellis spent a year of study 
in Belgium upon his appointment 
to Congo in 1956. His duties from 
1957 included care of the Mission 
Station accounts, including a 230 
man payroll, running the hydro- 
electric plant, and directing the 
maintenance and repair of a fleet 
of trucks. He had charge of the 
carpentry school, taught algebra 
and physics in the High School, 
and was director of thirty-four vil- 
lage schools in the area. Betsey, 
his wife, supervised the Hospital 
Laboratory and taught Home Eco- 
nomics in the High School. 

Rev. Mr. Ellis, his wife, and four 
children were forced to flee the 
Congo in terror during July 1960. 
In a raid by a band of mutinous 
soldiers, Don was clubbed, kicked 
and beaten and barely escaped with 
his life. His wife, Betsey, was also 
mistreated. 

They will remember July 18, 
1960 when h helicopter with a big 
U. S. Star arrived at Brazzaville 
and took them to safety. 

About Your 
Social Security 

Widows 62 and over, who are 
collecting social security benefits 
based on their own work, did not 
get increases in their payments 
with the checks delivered to them 
during the first week of Septem- 
ber, John J. Rynne, district mana- 
ger of the Cambridge Social Se- 
curity Office, pointed out recently. 
But some of them may find that 
they can get a small increase in 
their monthly payments by apply- 
ing to their social security office. 

The 10 per cent increase in wid- 
ow’s benefits, signed into law by 
President Kennedy on June 30, is 
payable only to those widows 62 
and over who are receiving bene- 
fits based on their husbands’ work 
under social security, he said. 

Under the social security law, 
a widow 62 or over who has work- 
ed under social security long 
enough to become insured is usu- 
ally paid retirement benefits based 
on her own record of earnings, She 
is paid the widow’s benefits based 
on her husband’s earnings -only if 
those widow’s benefits would be 
higher than her own retirement 
benefits. 

Because of the 10 per cent in- 
crease in widow's benefits, a few 
women now find that the widow's 
benefits based on their husbands' 
work are somewhut higher than 
their present benefits. 

Any widow who believes that she 
might quulify for higher benefits 
because of this change in the law 
can find out for sure by asking at 
the Social Security Administration 
District Office, 2 Trowbridge Street, 
Cambridge.

Overspending Served Useful 


Purpose 


While visiting the Star Office recently a tmvn 
official said he thought the overspending in con- 
nection with the building of the Vinson-Owen 
School has turned out to lie a good thing for the 
town. The Star agrees, though while the uproar 
that followed discovery of the overspending was 
at its height we doubt if anyone, least of all the 
Star, thought so. 

An awful lot of heat was generated by the 
arguments advanced for and against paying the 
bills incurred in excess of the appropriation. 
Friendships, many of long standing, tottered in 
the balance and statements were made on l>oth 
sides that those who made them have very prob- 
ably long since regretted and forgotten. 

The value of the whole business lies in the vot- 
ing by the town of the encumbrance system which 
requires all building committees to file with the 
Town Accountant all moneys spent in connection 
with their project together with any additional 
expenses being incurred. 

The money actually spent is set against the ori- 
ginal appropriation, after which the additional 
expenditures being contracted for on cliange or- 
ders and new work is checked with the balance. 


If there is not enough money in the account to 
cover the new expenditures the Town Account- 
ant calls an immediate halt in the job to guard 
against commencing work for which there i». no 
money in the Committee’s account. 

The Lynch School was built under the encum- 
brance system, the first so to be built- The Star 
is told that the system has worked well in this 
case, and there is no reason why it should not 
in others. The average person does not go on a 
town committee, especially a building committee, 
with a knowledge of either construction or con- 
struction accounting. 

The encumbrance system keeps such committee 
members informed as to what they have spent, 
what they are contracting to spend and whether 
or not they have sufficient funds in their account 
to pay the bills. The committee who built the 
Vinson- Owen School would have been spared 
much had the encumbrance system been in ef- 
fect during the actual construction there. It is re- 
assuring to know that steps have been taken to 
guard against future committees having to g<> 
through what they encountered while trying to do 
a job for the town. 


No Time For Pessimism 


Former President Eisenhower's suggestion this 
week that Americans get out from under their 
current mood of pessimism seems to the Star 
particularly well made. In one of his rare public 
statements since retirement from the White 
House, General Eisenhower deplored what he 
considered the shocking fatalism and defeatism 
with which many Americans regard the possibil- 
ity of nuclear war. 

There is altogether too much war talk in Wash- 
ington and throughout the nation, too much H- 
bomb rattling, missile- rattling, and tongue-rat- 
tling. Every general and admiral seems anxious 
to have his little “either/or” say about our will- 
ingness to destroy our enemy and ourselves if 
we don’t have our way on this point or that. 

The fact that nuclear war means human suicide 
and that our differences with Russia can be safely 
solved only through negotiation does not truly 
'seem to have gotten through to these people. Gen- 
erals, generals, everywhere ! One wonders, occa- 
sionally, whether the government of this republic. 
Constitutionally under a civilian President, is be- 
ing run as much from the White House as from 
the Pentagon. 

fn this connection, we are reminded of two 
other speeches made by the old soldier of Gettys- 
burg. Very early in his Presidency, General Eisen- 
hower crisply informed graduating West Point 
cadets that their biggest job in the world today 
is to put themselves out of business. In his fare- 
well Presidential address, Mr. Eisenhower de- 
clared with startling honesty that among the 
great threats to liberty in the United States were 
undue pressure from our military establishment 


and unethical business firms that are developing 
a financial interest in perpetuating East- West hos- 
tilities. These were strong words for our beloved 
ex- President, for he was a modest man who dis- 
liked extremities. But they were true words, and 
they remain true. 

In his talk last week, General Eisenhower made 
another point we believe Winchester people 
should take to heart. He said that as a nation we 
are becoming altogether too self-critical, too neg- 
ative and too defensive. The general agreed that 
we have made bad errors, but that we should not 
become so depressed by these errors that we lose 
the power and will to move forward, or forget 
our accomplishments. 

Indeed, it seems to the Star that many of its 
neighbours seem more concerned with what we 
did wrong in Cuba than what we can do right 
in the Dominican Republic, more concerned with 
post mortems on the “loss of China” than with 
what we can do to save India. 

Let’s get going again and put some of the 
thought we now reserve for ultimately useless 
fallout shelters and missiles into what we can do 
to settle issues as rational beings through nego- 
tiation. Let’s concern ourselves a little more with 
what we’re for than with what we’re against. 
Let’s keep our powder dry, but see to it that it 
need never he used* For one tiling is certain : 
America and Russia either talk together or die 
together. Defeatism and fatalism do not create a 
climate favorable to productive* discussion. Let 
us now act as rational men. lest it be said that 
the supreme achievement of our civilization was 
our development of the skill to destroy ourselves.

They are fearsome 
things, doing great damage to property, public 
and private, while causing injury and in some 
cases, death, to persons in their path. 

Through past experience with hurricanes it has 
become possible to take precautions to ensure the 
greatest possible safety for property and humans. 
The mobilization for Esther was quick, wide- 
spread and effective. Undoubtedly lives were 
saved and unnecessary destruction of property 
prevented by the prompt action of the civil and 
military authorities once it was established that 
a hurricane was on the way. 

Terrible as hurricanes are and much as we 
may hate to see them approach, they serve a use- 
ful purpose in recalling to us all the fact that 
man is not omnipotent. Wonderful as his accom- 
plishments are and have been they are of little 
avail when opposed to the forces of nature. The 
greatest possible precautions conceived by man, 
pale into insignificance when fronting a tidal 
wave, floods and heavy gales. Nothing can stop 
nature when she really takes the bit in her teeth 
and goes on a rampage. 


This is a humbling thought that we do well 
to keep in mind- We are neither the alpha nor the 
omega of li fe. There is a power which can de- 
stroy our best laid plans, no matter what they 
may be. 

There is no segregation in the eves of a hur- 
ricane, none who may escape because of who, 
or even what, he is. In the brotherhood of de- 
struction we are all one. As the famous “Elegy” 
of Thomas Gray put it, “The paths of glory 
lead but to the grave.” 

That is why it can he a good thing to have a 
hurricane, or tornado or other awesome manifes- 
tation of nature remind us occasionally of our re- 
lative importance when we stack up against its 
power. A heavy snow storm can paralyze a big 
city. Dense fog can prevent the flight of a giant 
jet plane. An iceberg can wreck the finest ocean 
liner. Somebody has said, “man proposes, but 
God disposes”, or something of the sort, and 
how right he was l These terrible manifestations 
of an all powerful nature help materially to keep 
us in our true place in the universe. We are still 
a long step from the top. 


Trees Are Assets 


It is easy to understand the feeling that promp- 
ted a group of Lexington housewives to lock arms 
and form a protective shield around 60 oaks and 
maples marked for destruction in connection with 
a street-widening project in their town*. No one 
likes to see trees cut down and to some the re- 
moval of a tree is a tragedy to he avoided at all 
costs. 

Here in Winchester there have been vio- 
lent objections raised to tree cutting, even when 
the trees removed were dying. To a tree lover 
there is a sense ot personal loss in the cutting 
down of a tree. 

No one would like to live in a treeless commu- 
nity. Many a fine old town and city owes much 
to the tall elms and other fine trees that line 
its streets and shade its parks. Winchester's at- 
tractiveness is due in large jKirt to the beautiful 
trees that grace its landscape. 


There aren’t as many as there were once. This 
of course was inevitable. There can he no pro- 
gress without change, and little change can he 
brought about without some destruction of the 
old order, frees like everything else have had to 
give way to the public weal, much as we may 
have hated to see them go. 

Trees should not be sacrificed without the best 
possible cause of course, and the expending of 
public monies to keep them healthy and good 
looking is an excellent investment in the attract- 
iveness, present and future, of any community. 
Mistaken though it may have been there is some- 
thing in the Lexington housewives attempted phy- 
sical defense of the doomed trees that has a very 
human appeal. After all the loss of 60 trees 
is staggering. Every possible effort should he 
made to such wholesale cutting anywhere!

Mrs. I/orence (Monson) Wood- 
side, widow of Captain Alonzo F. 
Woodside and a long-time resident 
of Winchester, died Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 26, at the Choate Memorial 
Hospital in Woburn. She entered 
the hospital September 6 after sus- 
taining a broken left hip in a fall 
at her home on Old Oak Lane, 
where she had been living much of 
the time since the death of her 
husband, (’apt. Woodside, a vete- 
ran of the Spanish-American War, 
the Philippine Insurrection and 
World War I, died January lb of 
this year. 

Mrs. Woodside was born in Stor- 
ey City, Iowa, August 11, 1874, of 
Norwegian parents. She grew up 
and was educated in the West, and 
as a young woman established her- 
self as an entertainer, appearing 
throughout the West and South on 
the old Chatauqua and Lyceum Cir- 
cuits in a program of Norwegian 
folk lore and songs. Among her 
more local appearances was one at 
the old Hotel Tuileries in Boston. 

She became an authority on Nor- 
wegian folk lore and taught at 
various colleges and universities 
as well as at the University of Os- 
lo in Norway. Her translations of 
legends, songs, books and plays 
were highly praised. Widely travel- 
ed, she paid several visits to Nor- 
way, where her activity in the 
country’s behalf was widely ac- 
claimed. 

Mrs. Woodside was married in 
1909 and came to Winchester at 
that time. l h :-‘ and Captain Wood- 
side made w their home until his 
death at 42 Lebanon Street, Mrs. 
Woodside’s beautiful gardens there 
arousing universal admiration. 

Devoted to gardening, Mrs. 
Woodside founded and was the first 
president of the Winchester Home 
and Garden Club, and active in its 
work for many years. She was al- 
so a founder and the first presi- 
dent of the Winchester Woman’s 
Republican Club, participating in 
its activities, locally, state-wide 
nationally. She once moderated a 
candidates meeting at the town 
hall at which the late Governor Al- 
van T. Fuller \yas one of the can- 
didates to speak. She was a for- 
mer member of the Fortnightly 
Woman’s Club and of the League 
of Women Voters. 

Mrs. Woodside was especially ac- 
tive in town affairs, serving for 
many years as a town meeting- 
member from Precinct 1. She was 
also at one time a candidate for 
Selectman, the first woman to run 
for this office in Winchester. A reg- 
ular attendant at town meetings 
she was generally a champion of 
the underdog, speaking out cour- 
ageously and pointedly for what 
she believed to be in the town’s 
best interests. 

Mrs. Woodside was especially in- 
terested in young people, assist 
ing many with tutoring and in oth- 
er ways. She campaigned vigorous- 
ly for recreation for young peo- 
ple, and some years ago personally 
started a recreation program in 
Waterfield Hall which later moved 
to the town hall. Basketball and 
other activities were enjoyed. Her 
efforts and pioneering did much 
to help make Winchester reerea 
tion conscious. 

Politically she was largely re 
sponsible for doing away with 
early morning deliveries of milk 
in the town, with its attendant 
noise; and for getting the town to 
adopt a by-law outlawing fire 
works. She was an uncomprising 
opponent of eliminating the rail- 
road grade crossing by raising the 
tracks through the center. She 
leaves no immediate family. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Friday morning at the Second Con- 
gregational Church at 10 o’clock. 
The minister, Ralph H. Blarle, 
will officiate. Burial will be in 
Wildwood Cemetery.

Janies Sidney Allen, 84, of 333 
I Highland Avenue, former clerk of 
; the United States District Court in 
i Boston, died Saturday, Sept, 28, at 
| his home after a three weeks ill- 
j ness. He would have observed his 
85th birthday on Oct. 5. 

Mr. Allen was the son of James 
Sidney, and Alice (Richards) Al- 
len. He was born Oct. 5, 1870, in 
East Bridgewater, received his A. 
B. degree from Brown University 
in 1898, and his law degree from 
the Harvard Law School in 1903. 

lie taught at the Rhode Island 
College of Agriculture and Mech- 
anic Arts from 1898 to 1900, was 
admitted to the Massachusetts Bar 
in 1903, and was assistant United 
States attorney in Boston from 
1912 to 1917. He was clerk of the 
United States District Court in 
Boston from 1917 until his retire- 
ment in 1950. At one time he was 
a member of the Brockton City 
Council. 

Mr. Allen was especially active 
civically. He was a trustee of the 
Winchester Savings Bank, a mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee from 
191(3 to 1920, serving as chairman 
in 1919 and 1920; a member of the 
Board of Appeal from 1920 to 1927, 
serving as chairman for several 
years; and a member of the School 
Committee from 1934 to 1939, serv- 
ing as chairman from ’37 to ’39. 

He served on several school 
building committees; being chair- 
man of the Schooihouse Building 
Committee established in 1920 to 
build the Mystic, Wyman, Lincoln 
and Noonan Schools; a member of 
the Highland District School Build- 
ing Committee in 1925, the Wyman 
School Addition Committee in 1927, 
the Noonan School Addition Com- 
mittee in 1928 and the Committee 
on Public School Accommodations 
in 1942. 

He was formerly a member of 
the Auditing Committee of the 
American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions and was for 
eight years a member of its Pru- 
dential Committee. He was for 40 
years treasurer and trustee of 
Bradford Junior College and was 
area treasurer of Jaffna College of 
Ceylon, India. He was also former- 
ly trustee of the Bureau of Univer- 
sity Travel and treasurer and dir- 
ector of the International Institute 
for Girls in Spain. 

Mr. Allen was a former presi- 
dent of the Association of the Al- 
umni of Brown University and a 
member of Delta Phi and the hon- 
orary scholastic fraternity. Phi 
Beta Kappa. He was also a former 
president of the Boston Congrega- 
tional Club. 

On June 21, 1911, Mr. Allen 
married Caroline M. Sperry and 
they came to Winchester in that 
year. Mrs. Allen died the following 
year, and in 1919 Mr. Allen mar- 
ried Helen Sanders, who survives, 
with a son, William Sperry Allen 
of Rochester, N.Y.; two daughters, 
Mrs. Ruth Allen Liggett of Ben- 
nington, Vt., and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Allen Gage of South Amherst; a 
brother, Elbert G. Allen of West 
Newton and ten grandchildren.

In compiling the new rates Win- 
chester is placed in Territory 13 
with, among others, such neighbor- 
ing communities as Bedford, Bel- 
mont, Melrose, Stoneham and Wal- 
tham. Rate increases range from 
$1 to $17.50. 

The $1 increase is for cars in 
Class 10, with no driver under 25, 
and no business or commuting use. 
The rate in this class advanced 
from $‘16.50 to $47.50. 

Cars in class 50, used for busi- 
ness with no driver under 25, ad- 
vance $1.50 from $70.00 to $71.50. 
Cars in class 12, used for commut- 
ing. are up $1 from $53.50 to 
$54.50. 

It is in the younger driver class- 
es that rates have risen most. The 
greatest increase is in class 22, 
for cars with male drivers under 
25 years, where the drivers are the 
owners of the cars, or their princi- 
pal operators. The rate for cars in 
this class advances $17.50, from 
$83.50 to $100.00, 

Rates for cars in class 20 where 
a male driver under 25 is not the 
principal operator or owner go up 
$16, from $79.00 to $96.00. In 
class 42 where a male driver is the 
owner or principal operator but 
has had driver education training 
the boost is $15.50, from 70.00 to 
$85.00. 

In class 50 for cars with male 
drivers under 25, married and hav- 
ing children the rate advance is 
$8.50, from $70.00 to $78.50. 

The gals do quite a bit better 
than the boys in the 25 and under 
rates. Cars in class 24 with female 
drivers under 25 advance $3.50 
from $70.00 to $73.50. 

Young male and female drivers 


are grouped in class 40 where the 
advance is $6.50 from $65.00 to 
$71.50. This class includes cars 
driven by female drivers under 25 
with driver training and male driv- 
ers under 25 who are not owners 
or principal operators of the cars 
and who have driver training. 

In applying for new registrations 
car owners should be careful to 
notify their insurance company or 
agent if their cars have standard 
transmissions. If this is not done 
their cars will be taxed as if they 
had automatic transmissions, which 
makes their value greater.

Domestics Must 
Pay S.S. Taxes 

Any person wlio works as a Maid 
Cook, Gardner, Chauffeur, Valet or 
Babysitter is covered by the Soc- 
ial Security Law if they earn at 
least $50.00 in a three month per- 
iod; i.e. January to March, April to 
June, July to September, October 
to December, and must pay social 
security taxes on these earnings. 

Employers should secure the so- 
cial security number from their 
help and report to the Bureou of 
Internal Revenue by sending in the 
taxes payable on domestic help. 

If you are a domestic employee 
do not forfeit your right to social 
security benefits by evading pay- 
ment of your social security taxes. 

If you are an employer of dom- 
estic help it is mandatory under 
the law that you report your help 
and pay the social security taxes 
due.

first trick, he won in his hand and 
immediately led up to the club 
jack. 

Dummy’s jack forced the ace, 
hut declarer was now in trouble. 
East returned his last heart. South 
finessed the nine, and West won 
and knocked out declarer’s last 
heart stopper. South next led the 
club nine, hoping to let East win 
with the ten. But West covered 
with the ten, and dummy’s king 
had to he played. 

When the spade finesse then 
failed, declarer was in for a three 
trick set! 

At the second table, declarer al- 
so took the first trick in his hand 
even though East’s play of the 
queen marked him with a probable 
singleton or doubleton. Many play- 
ers would hold up for one round, 
hut safety plays don’t always pro- 
duce good boards at duplicate. 

This declarer felt afraid of 
West’s hearts. He reasoned that 
since a spade finesse would have to 
be taken into the danger hand, it 
would be well to get that out of 
the way before touching clubs. So 
South led a low spade and, sure 
enough, West came in with his 
king. 

A heart continuation would be 
fatal, so West exited with a dia- 
mond which rode around to South’s 
queen. Declarer’s nine of clubs was 
then covered by the ten, jack and 
ace, and East returned his last 
heart. South came right up with 
his last stopper and decided that 
West should not be allowed to win 
a club trick under any circum- 
stances. 

His subsequent finesse against 
the club seven was luckily and 
spectacularly successful and he ran 
out the rest of the tricks for five no 
trump and a top. So, in the fu- 
ture, remember that your partner 
never plays badly — but he does 
sometimes take a “wrong view” 
of the hand!!

Fall foliage enthusiasts bent on 
seeing New England in autumnal 
dress are urged by John F. Tread- 
way, ornithologist, naturalist, and 
vice president of Treadway Inns, 
of Williamstown, Mass., to be out 
on the highwuys during the last 
week of September and the first 
week of October when the foliage 
should be its brightest. 

Because of the warm, dry sum- 
mer, fall colors will come early to 
the Berkshire Hills, the Mohawk 
Trail and the Green and White 
Mountain areas, he predicts. Al- 
ready some leaves are starting to 
turn along country highways. 

Treadway suggests a two day 
tour which he has arbitrarily be- 
gun and ended at Williamstown. 
But, he adds, the tour can be en- 
tered at any point, and instruc- 
tions are provided for travelers 
coming from Boston, Hartford, and 
New York City. 

GENERAL TOUR 
The tour heads north on Route 
7 in Williamstown, passing the 
Williams College campus and the 
Williams Inn which is always open 
to the public. To the north, Route 
7 leads through t^he picturesque 
farmland in Pownal Valley, Ver- 
mont, and into the Green Moun- 
tains where the valleys are dotted 
with red barns and white houses 
against a backdrop of mountains, 
red, yellow, orange, gold and dark 
green. 

The tour turns east at Rutland 
on Route 4 to Pico Peak and Route 
100. On the Sherbourne Pass is a 
rustic inn, Long Trail Lodge, the 
home of the Green Mountain Club 
and the only rustic lodge east 6f 
the Mississippi. 

From Long Trail Lodge, Route 
100 leads through some of the most 
exceptional foliage in the U.S. into 
the White Mountains. Pick up 
route 2 at Middlesex, cross the 
Connecticut River and you are in 
New Hampshire. Swinging west 
and south, Route 2 and 3 lead to 
Franconia and Mittersill Inn in 
the heart of the White Mountains. 
Mittersill is an Alpine enclave on 
the flanks of Cannon Mountain. It 
is open until October 15. 

The tour then passes through 
Plymouth, past Lake Winnipesau 
kee to Franklin, N.H., Daniel Web 
ster’s birthplace, and on to Con- 
cord. At Concord, pick up Route 
28 through Manchester across the 
state line into Massachusetts. 
Route 28 goes right by the campus 
of Phillips Academy in Andover, 
where the stately Andover Inn will 
provide sustenance for the traveler. 

Just outside Boston pick up 
Route 128. Here the tour follows 
Route 20 through the rolling hills 
of central Massachusetts. This 
route follows the old Indian Bay 
Path to Sturbridge, once a gather- 
ing place for Indians traveling 
from south to north or from west 
to east. Also at Sturbridge, less 
than a mile from Route 20, is the 
Publick House serving good food 
and drink and offering comfortable 
lodging in a 1771 coaching tavern. 
Nearby is Old Sturbridge Village, 
never more beautiful than in fall 
array. Leaving your car, you can 
rustle through the leaves along an 
18th Century road and visit the 
large collection of restored colonial 
buildings, see the potter, the mill- 
er and the village blacksmith at 
work. Here the Village Tavern 
serves fine meals. 

Leaving Sturbridge, Route 20 
passes through the Pioneer Valley 
into the scenic Berkshires. Here 


the tour turns northward on Route 
5 along the Connecticut Valley. At 
Amherst you will find the Innkeep- 
er of the Lord Jeffery ready and 
waiting with food and drink. 

At Route 2 the tour turns west- 
ward, and the route shortly be- 
comes the Mohawk Trail, one of 
New England’s most spectacular 
foliage spots.

The First Annual Swimming 
Awards Dinner was held on Sat- 
. urday evening, September 23, at 
the George Washington School au- 
ditorium.
